This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Thirty-fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central 
New  York,  the  Right  Rev.  Frederic  D.  Huntington,  S.  T. 
D.,  LL.  D.,  L.  H.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese ;  The  Right 
Rev.  Charles  T.  Olmsted,  S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  Coadjutor,  and 
a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in  St.  Peters 
Church  in  the  city  of  Auburn  at  4  130  o'clock  p.  m. 

Evening  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  F.  T.  Ilenstridge 
and  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Tanner.  At  the  conclusion  of  Divine 
Service,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the 
chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  clergy  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  when  sixty-six  answered  to  their 
names  and  took  their  seats.     {See page  20.) 

The  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  were  presented  and 
referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Staunton, 
Mr.  T.  L.  R.  Morgan  and  the  Secretaries. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  the  roll 
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Election  of  Secretary. 


was  called,  when  forty  delegates,  representing  twenty-five 
parishes,  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats.  {See 
page  21.) 

A  quorum  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  being  pres- 
ent, the  Right  Reverend,  the  President,  declared  the  Con- 
vention to  be  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary, when,  on  motion,  the  vote  by  ballot  was  dispensed 
with,  and  the  Rev.  James  K.  Parker  was  chosen. 

On  nomination  of  the  Secretary,  the  Rev.  William 
Cooke  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Staunton,  from  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials, reported  that  two  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates 
presented,  were  not  signed  by  the  proper  officer,  and  that 
two  parishes  presenting  certificates  had  not  paid  their  assess- 
ments for  the  General  Fund. 

Mr.  Charles  Andrews  offered  the  following  resolution^ 
which  was  carried : 

Resolved.  That  the  informality  in  the  certificates  of  the  Church 
at  Port  Leyden,  and  of  the  Church  at  Constableville  be  waived,  and 
that  delegates  named  be  admitted  as  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Coley  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  carried : 

Resolved,  That  there  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  a  second

seats  in  the  Convention.

The  Bishop  Coadjutor,  from  the  Special  Committee 
appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's 
report  referring  to  Keble  School,  presented  the  following: 

REPORT. 


The  Committee  appointed  at  last  night's  session  of  the  Conven- 
tion  to  consider  that  part  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's  address  which 
concerns  Keble  School  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  their  estimation 
the  interests  of  the  Diocese  demand  that  an  earnest  effort  be  made 
at  this  time  to  strengthen  the  foundations  of  Keble  School  and  ren- 
der it  a  distinctly  Diocesan  Institution.  During  its  thirty-two  years 
of  existence  it  has  made  a  most  honorable  record  and  reflected  credit 
upon  the  Diocese,  and  its  loss  cannot  be  contemplated  without  deep 
regret.  Upon  investigation  it  appears  that  if  the  sum  of  $1,300  can 
be  raised  the  school  can  be  maintained  during  the  coming  year,  with 
the  hope  of  a  permanent  establishment. 

The  Committee  therefore  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved y  That  the  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  be  asked  to 
appoint  a  Board  of  fifteen  trustees  representing  the  different  parts 
of  the  Diocese,  and  to  secure  an  incorporation  of  **  Keble  School  of 
the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York.'* 


Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  assume  the  responsibility  of  provid- 
ing the  sum  of  $1,300  for  the  needs  of  the  school  during  this  year, 
and  that  a  committee  of  three  (of  the  prospective  board  of  trustees) 
be  appointed  to  secure  subscriptions  from  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the 
Diocese. 


It  is  believed  that  among  the  large  number  of  former  and 
present  patrons  of  the  school  many  will  be  found  who  will  be  glad  to 
assist  in  putting  the  school  on  a  firm  basis.

Your  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  beg"  to  report 
as  follows:  After  due  examination,  in  which  the  Committee  was 
ably  assisted  by  Mr.  Charles  W.  Brown,  Attorney,  of  Oxford.  N  Y., 
they  find  the  Van  Wagenen  Missionary  Fund  to  be  properly  secured, 
the  accounts  of  the  Trustee  to  be  correct  and  the  increase  for  the  past 
year  to  be  most  gratifying^.  As  shown  by  the  Report  of  the  Trustee, 
the  Fund  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $38,829.37  :

In  making  this  report,  your  Committee  would  call  attention  to 
the  able  and  faithful  management  of  the  interests  of  this  Fund.  It 
was  started  in  1850  by  the  Van  Wagenen  heirs  with  a  gift  of  $1,000, 
to  which  was  added  other  gifts  from  time  to  time.  Mr.  John  R. 
Van  Wagenen  was  appointed  to  the  Trusteeship  in  1870,  at  which 
time  the  fund  amounted  to  $4,957.54.  Mr.  Van  Wagenen 's  capable 
management  has  brought  it  up  to  almost  forty  thousand  dollars. 

Pursuant  to  the  wish  of  the  Bishop,  the  Trustee,  and  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Committee  passed  by  the  last  Convention,  a  Missionary, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Duif,  has  been  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Fund,  and  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  established,  and  is  now 
at  work  in  the  field. 


In  closing,  your  Committee  would  congratulate  the  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York  on  the  possession  of  such  a  fund  for  missionary 
work  in  one  of  its  counties,  and  commend  to  loyal  and  earnest 
churchmen  the  establishment  of  similar  funds  in  the  various  Coun- 
ties or  Missionary  Districts.  When  we  consider  that  this  Fund 
started  only  a  little  over  fifty  j'ears  ago  with  but  $1,000,  and  now 
amounts  to  so  large  a  sum,  it  may  well  be  that  others,  interested  in 
the  future  of  the  Church  in  our  Diocese,  shall  begin  the  foundation 
at  this  time  of  what  will  do  for  the  rest  of  the  Diocese  what  the  Van

Mr.  J.  D.  Barrow  offered  the  following  minute,  which 
was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote : 

Since  our  last  Convention,  Divine  Providence  has  called  to  Him- 
self our  fellow-churchman,  Judge  William  Marvin,  who  departed  this 
life  on  the  8th  of  July,  1902,  after  a  short  illness,  aged  ninety-four 
years.  We  desire  to  express  our  sense  of  the  great  loss  we  feel,  and 
our  sympathy  with  his  surviving  relatives. 

He  was  a  man  of  high  attainments,  and  as  a  jurist,  of  more  than 
national  reputation.  He  had,  in  his  time,  done  good  and  faithful 
service  to  his  Church  and  Nation. 


Born  in  1808,  the  son  of  a  Central  New  York  pioneer,  and  one  of 
a  large  family,  it  was  by  his  own  talents  and  energy  that  he  was 
soon  a  mark,  under  Providence,  for  the  favors  of  fortune 

About  at  his  majority  he  was  appointed  by  President  Jackson 
District  Attorney  for  Southern  Florida,  and  immediately  entered  on 
the  duties  of  his  office  at  Key  West.  He  subsequently  became 
United  States  Judge  for  the  same  district,  and  during  our  Civil  War 
his  post  was  a  most  arduous  and  responsible,  as  well  as  anxious  one. 
His  efforts  then  were  as  courageous  as  they  were  successful,  though 
he  was  almost  alone  for  a  time  in  upholding  the  authority  of  our 
Government  After  the  war  he  was  appointed  by  President  Johnson 
one  of  the  five  provisional  governors  of  recovered  states,  and  when 
Florida  became  again  a  State  of  the  Union  he  was  elected  its  first 
Senator.  Since  1865  he  resided  in  Skaneateles,  where  he  was  known 
as  a  devout  and  humble  Christian— a  devoted  Communicant  of  his 
Church  and  its  ever  ready  and  intelligent  advocate.  Ever  the  sharer 
of  their  joys  or  sorrows,  he  was  closely  endeared  to  all  who  came 
within  the  circle  of  his  acquaintance. 
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We  will  not  attempt  any  further  eulogy  here  than  the  simple 
record  of  his  life  and  our  appreciation  of  one  who,  having  finished 
his  course  in  faith,  does  now  rest  from  his  labors.

On  December  9,  1902.  at  the  Church  of  the  Saviour, 
Syracuse,  J.  Hamilton  Sterling,  David  Curran  and  Nathaniel

Henry  N.  Hyde,  Almon  A.  Jaynes  and  George  Chal- 
mers Richmond  were  ordained  Priest:^  by  me  in  S\'racuse, 
Trinity  Church,  March  25,  1903,  and  Francis  C.  Smith  by 
Bishop  Olmsted  at  Boonville,  May  2. 

The  candidateship  of  Edmund  B.  Gierhart  has  been 
discontinued  Samuel  Macpherson  and  J.  N.  Goodrich 
have  been  depO!?ed  from  the  Ministry  at  their  request. 

I  h;?ve  baptized  one  infant  and  conducted  the  marriage 
service  three  times. 

I  have  confirmed  327  persons.  The  names  and  places 
will  appear  in  the  Journal. 

The  event  of  most  prominent  and  lasting  importance 
to  the  Diocese  was  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Charles 
Tyler  Olmsted.

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September  9,  Miss  Margaret  A.  Keenan  was  transferred 
from  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  as  a  Deaconess,  and  sta- 
tioned in  Utica  at  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd.

November  i  an  appropriate  service  of  Dedication  was 
held  at  *•  The  Shelter,"  when  the  improvement  and  enlarge- 
ment of  the  buildings  were  observed,  with  thanksgivings  to 
Christ  for  the  silent  and  steady  growth  of  this  touching  and 
carefully  guarded  ministration  to  erring  girls  from  various 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  for  their  social  happiness  and  religious 
training  and  subsequent  safety.  It  continues  to  be  a  mat- 
ter of  sad  surprise  that  so  little  substantial  and  expressed 
sympathy  appears  in  Parishes  and  disciples  in  our  Diocesan 
Family  for  this  patient  charity,  and  for  the  Training  School 
and  nobly  managed  Hospital  of  the  Good  Shepherd. 

Venerable  and  sacred  as  the  one  body  of  Christ  is,  at 
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any  time  or  place,  the  life  of  its  members  in  Him  is  its  chief 
glory.  We  cannot  Too  often  or  too  seriously  remember 
that,  however  wide  or  rapid  its  extension,  however  needful 
its  framework  and  operation,  however  instructive  or  im- 
pressive the  events  in  its  history,  all  is  but  secondary  to  its 
power  and  its  effect  in  the  personal  soul.  No  reckoning  of 
numerical  loss  or  gain  can  confuse  this  sure  mark  and  meas- 
ure of  its  real  strength.  No  attention  to  its  organized  force 
or  display  must  be  suffered  to  hide  the  transcendent  and 
supreme  value  of  human  character  formed  in  the  faith  and 
grace  of  the  Son  of  God.  This  is  particularly  not  to  be  for- 
gotten when  we  are  engaged  in  the  affairs  and  institutions 
of  our  Ecclesiastical  Economy,  tempted  as  we  are  by  eager 
and  urgent  social  agitations  to  lose  the  sense  of  individual 
accountability  before  an  individual  and  final  judgment. 
Over  and  over  we  have  to  be  taught  that  the  path  of  a  true 
and  lasting  advancement  lies  rather  in  a  more  thorough  use 
of  the  Apostolical,  original  and  tried  Church  appointments 
we  inherit  than  in  plausible  experiments  or  florid  fashions. 
May  the  merciful  Lord  save  us  from  routine  devotions  and 
self-indulgent  lives! 

Our  main  concern  is  naturally  and  habitually  divided 
between  worship  and  preaching.  Both  of  them  furnish 
subject-matter  for  constant  instruction  and  plain  admonition. 
Yet  every  new  year  of  our  swift  life  and  shifting  scenery, 
new  events  or  new  aspects  of  events,  present  fresh  occasions 
for  caution  and  for  study.  Ideas  shape  themselves  not  only 
into  habits,  but  into  principles. 

The  established  principles  of  personal  life  and  conduct 
you  understand,  because  they  are  established  and  familiar. 
As  Clergy,  as  intelligent  and  thoughtful  Laymen,  you  know 
what  they  are,  but  every  twelve-month  there  are  new- 
comers in  the  congregations  of  the  Church  needing  to  be 
taught  what  the  Church  is  and  believes.      There  are  also

well-taught  believers,  men  of  action,  students,  women,  hard- 
pressed  and  tempted  by  the  world,  in  every  pursuit  and  of 
no  pursuit,  more  or  less  conscious  that  they  are  in  danger, 
are  faulty,  are  needing  to  be  re-established,  if  they  are  to 
grow  into  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  any  completeness 
in  Christ, 

We  consider  then  the  immediate  condition  of  the 
Church  as  to  Public  Worship.  While  certain  fundamental 
and  universal  truths  pertaining  to  it  are  fixed,  continuing 
unaltered  from  generation  to  generation,  are  often  pro- 
claimed, are  everywhere  acknowledged,  are  learnt  by  chil. 
dren  and  questioned  by  nobody — there  are,  related  to  these 
and  associated  with  them,  religious  acts,  offices,  customs, 
shaped  and  colored  by  the  social  habits  and  tastes  of  what  are 
called  "  the  times/*  They  are  not  determined  as  respects 
their  amount  or  details.  Individual  and  local  influences 
have  much  to  do  in  directing  them.  The  element  of  Ritual 
being  de  fide,  no  directory  having  the  least  authority, 
maxvmun  and  minimum  being  determined  by  no  canonical 
prescription,  we  are  left  in  a  scene  of  irregularity,  if  not 
confusion.  There  are,  however,  some  comments  which  this 
state  of  things  in  so  serious  and  sacred  an  interest  seems  to 
justify  : 

1st.  The  tendency  to  unregulated  liberty  is  fostered 
by  a  general  drift  in  the  aflairs  and  spirit  of  the  age  and 
community  where  we  live.  Within  the  period  of  modern 
democracy  and  Protestantism,  the  human  mind  being  what 
it  is,  that  passion  for  liberty  which  has  fired  and  impelled 
the  western  nations  could  not  fail  to  reach  all  classes  of 
people.  It's  vast  gain  to  mankind,  political  and  social,  could 
not  fail,  by  its  power  and  its  contagion,  to  be  attended  by 
excesses  and  extremes  of  innovation.  Granting  all  that  can 
be  claimed  for  it  in  its  contrast  with  the  preceding  reign  of 
absolutism  and  despotism,  its  abuses  were  as  conspicuous 
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in  religion  as  in  civil  usurpations  and  political  craft. 
Wherever  this  reactionary  danger  is  not  seen  and  felt  as  a 
religious  danger,  the  prospect,  whether  in  States  or  in  the 
Church,  cannot  be  otherwise  than  appalling. 

2d.  The  propensity  toward  independence  and  individu- 
alism in  Ritual  is  shared  in  temper  and  will  among  all  classes 
of  people  seeking  change  and  novelty.  That  this  phenom- 
enon has  been  manifest  beyond  precedent  during  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century  is  attested  by  every  department  of 
modern  literature — periodical,  economical,  philosophical, 
reflective,  critical.  Whether  in  favor  or  censure,  as  a  boast 
-or  a  menace,  restlessness  is  a  commonplace  of  the  press,  as 
of  conversation.  Fifty  years  ago  accessions  to  the  Church 
from  dissent  were  largely  due  to  a  widespread  conviction 
that  the  Church  was  constant,  conservative,  immutable, 
orderly — the  same  in  one  time  and  place  as  in  another.  Up 
to  that  time  this  had  been  its  characteristic.  It  was  a  refuge 
from  popular  agitation.  Two  **  schools,'*  not  violently  at 
odds,  each  of  them  tolerably  content  with  its  methods, 
divided  the  whole  body.  Going  into  almost  any  of  our 
Parish  churches  one  would  be  able  to  describe  beforehand 
the  order  of  service,  the  ministerial  dress  and  even  the 
bodily  attitudes  and  movements  of  the  officiating  Clergy. 
Everybody  knows  how  impossible  this  would  be  now.  Is 
the  change  for  the  benefit  of  the  devotions,  or  is  it — for 
curiosity,  observation,  remark,  debate — something  quite 
alien  from  prayers  and  praise  to  God? 

3d.     These  various  extra-rubrical  and  extra-canonical  . 
matters  are  of   two  sorts  and  have  one  of  two  principal 
motives.    They  are  voiceless  expressions  of  individual  taste, 
imitative  or  original,  or  else  they  are  supposed  to  be  sym- 
bols of  something  religious. 

As  to  the  phrases,  utterances,  gestures^  pertaining  to 
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Ritual,  but  not  designated  in  rubric  or  canon,  lying  in  the 
sphere  of  tolerated  freedom,  they  are  yet  by  no  means  out- 
side the  range  of  ministerial  accountability.  Making  a  gen- 
erous allowance  for  a  due  respect  for  a  Rector's  or  a  Priest's 
professional  position,  they  commonly  pass  without  unfriendly 
remark.  It  is  only  when  the  innovation  is  too  venturesome, 
the  copy  of  an  admired  pattern  in  tone  or  accent,  in  some 
pulpit  or  chancel,  is  too  ludicrous,  or  the  emphasis,  twang, 
pronunciation,  attitude,  jerk,  nod,  is  singularly  eccentric, 
that  devotion  is  seriously  disturbed.  At  the  same  time 
little  things  may  have  large  meanings  and  issues.  A  min- 
ister of  Christ,  in  the  spirit  of  his  Master,  and  with  a  tender 
conscience,  putting  every  other  feeling  beneath  a  disinter- 
ested mindfulness  of  the  souls  in  his  shepherding,  will  set 
aside  even  a  self-indulgence  in  non-essential  sacred  things 
for  a  scruple  not  his  own,  "but  of  the  other."  Is  there  not 
among  us  a  too  frequent  disregard  of  this  fine  construction 
of  a  high  trust? 

4th.  More  momentous  still  to  a  true  steward  and  gen- 
uine Watchman  are  such  extra-rubrical  acts  in  the  chancel 
as  have  a  symbolic  signification.  At  the  basis  of  them  prob- 
ably most  ritual  acts  have  now,  or  had  once,  such  an  origin. 
They  are  signs  of  something.  Sometimes  they  are  used 
without  a  knowledge  of  what  they  signify.  There  is  a  charm 
about  the  half-hidden  sense.  They  arrest  attention.  Some- 
times they  convey  more  than  any  other  kind  of  language. 
They  may  convey  what  words  would  not  be  allowed  by 
Church-law  or  public  opinion  to  convey.  I  have  known  a 
clergyman  of  questionable  orthodoxy  and  still  more  doubtful 
sincerity  to  foist  in  warily  and  to  continue  a  "  use  "  which 
was  afterwards  successful  in  leading  the  people  on  to  the 
acceptance  of  a  dogma  not  declared  in  the  Bible  or  the 
Prayer-book.  If  our  Ordinal,  our  Canons  of  candidates  and 
ordination,  our  Standing  Committees  and  Episcopal  exami- 
nations, provide  no  protection  against  a  moral  turpitude  and 
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profane  trickery  like  this,  our  first  ecclesiastical  undertaking 
ought  to  be  a  radical  revision  of  the  whole  ecclesiastical 
system. 

Does  it  follow,  then,  that  the  Catholic  worship  is  cast 
into  a  mould  of  such  iron  rigidity  that  it  admits,  or  was 
intended  to  admit,  no  alteration  whatever — no  betterment  or 
"enrichment''?  Neither  Christian  historj'  nor  the  New 
Testament  furnishes  a  warrant  for  a  stereotyped  "  directory  " 
or  changeless  order.  The  dissenting  multitude  that  have 
sought  refuge  or  edification  in  the  Church  in  the  United 
States  within  the  last  half  centurj^  cannot  demand  as  a  right 
that  the  Ritual  which  attracted  them  should  be  kept  immu- 
table. Some  of  them  wish  it  might  be  so ;  very  many  wish 
that  the  simplicity  of  the  American  Fathers  might  be  guarded 
and  preserv^ed.  To  me  this  seems  to  be  a  reasonable  claim. 
I  might,  however,  personally  go  farther  and  say  that,  for 
one,  I  should  consider  some  few  recent  modifications  as  a 
gain  to  the  best  ends,  if  legally  authorized — such  as  the  rev- 
erent Presentation  of  Alms,  the  insertion  of  the  Penitential 
office,  the  closer  connection  of  the  saying  of  the  Litany  wdth 
the  congregation,  the  more  reverent  manual  treatment  of  the 
material  elements  at  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Communion 
or  the  Eucharist  (not  the  superfluous  multiplication  of  genu- 
flections or  a  finical  attitudinizing),  the  two  lighted  candles 
as  betokening  the  Light  of  the  World  in  the  person  of  the 
Christ  so  commemorated  as  very  God  and  very  man,  and 
the  frequent  singing  of  devout  hymns.  But  should  it  be 
found  that  any  of  these  comparatively  recent  Ritual  features 
has  a  tendency  to  materialize  the  Sacrament,  that  by  the- 
atrical sugt^a^stions  they  endanger  at  all  the  divine  plainness 
of  the  New  Testament  and  Apostolical  Ordinance,  that  they 
divide  the  mind  of  the  worshipper  between  what  is  of  super- 
'  ^  )lemnity  as  befits  a  divine  and  unseen  Presence  on 
'-  iiand  and  mere  human  art  with  an  appeaL^o  the 
n>, '.  on  the  other — then  they  had  better  be  dispen^d  with 
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and  put  out  of  view  altogether ;  then  the  august  mysteries 
of  the  Faith  Revealed  had  better  be  set  forth  with  even  a 
Moravian  or  Puritan  simplicity.  That  would  at  least  be  in 
keeping  with  the  venerable  dignity  of  the  loftiest  office  and 
act  of  the  worship  of  God  as  it  stands  in  our  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer.  We  have,  in  Central  New  York,  ample  tolei- 
ance  and  large  room.  Let  every  man  use  it  with  large  trust 
honestly. 

Here  or  there  an  immature  student  in  Orders  is  tempted 
to  try  the  experiment  of  bringing  into  his  own  practice  some 
of  tlie  Ritual  attitudes,  or  gestures,  or  garments,  not  in  com- 
mon use  in  the  Parishes  about  him,  or  in  his  Diocese,  and 
not  authorized  in  the  Prayer-book  or  Canons,  or  counten- 
anoed  by  older  and  more  judicious  clergymen,  or  his  Bishop. 
Tho  policy  is  to  slip  in  these  acts  or  phrases  one  at  a  time, 
so  ris  not  to  cause  remonstrance  or  much  comment  in  the 
sober  and  sensible  members  of  the  congregation,  till  he  shall 
hax'e  quietly  established  the  new  fashion.  It  is  not  a  very 
exalted  or  manly  or  candid  or  noble  form  of  self-indulgence 
in  ^^  minister's  mind,  in  relation  to  the  worship  of  God  or  to 
the  spirit  of  sincere  and  humble  devotion.  Among  us  it  is 
not  supported  by  such  weight  of  character,  nor  is  it  of  such 
'^'^cjuent  occurrence,  as  to  be  regarded  as  otherwise  than 
pitiable. 

There  is  instruction  in  the  statement  of  a  Presbyter  of 
thiss  Diocese  who  forsakes  the  Catholic  for  the  Latin  Church, 
th^t  fgr  sometime  he  tried  to  introduce  and  use  certain  teach- 
^^^s  and  practices  belonging  to  the  latter  while  ministering 
^^  our  Communion,  iind  did  so,  but  that  his  conscience  and 
reflection  convinced  him  that  it  involved  duplicity  if  not  dis- 
honesty, and  that  he  could  maintain  an  honest  and  single 
character  only  by  a  renunciation  of  his  Oraers. 

This  man  was  for  a  certain  time,  and  might  have  been 
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for  an  indefinite  time,  a  professed  and  accepted  member  of 
the  Roman  Church  while  he  was  a  Priest  of  a  Church  which 
the  Roman  Church  declares  heretical,  or  schismatic,  or  both, 
The  Church  of  Rome  can  afford  a  good  deal,  but  it  cannot 
afford  that. 

A  wholesome  effect  of  such  defection  ought  to  be  the 
marking  and  emphasizing  of  the  actual  line  of  distinction 
between  the  organization,  standards  and  worship  of  the 
Protestart  or  Anglican  and  American  Church  on  the  one 
hand  and  the  Roman  Church  on  the  other.  This  man  con- 
fesses that  "  teachings  and  practices ''  which  he  ventured  to 
use  under  his  vows  in  his  ministrj'  in  Central  New  York  are 
not  to  be  honestly  recognized  as  reconcilable  with  those  vows 
or  with  a  fair  conscience — something  which  the  community 
and  our  Divinity  Schools  ought  to  consider  and  remember. 

The  human  mind,  in  men,  women  and  systems,  will 
play  almost  any  prank  to  get  rid  of  the  discomfort  of  a  simple 
moral  obligation.  Which  is  the  more  dangerous  enemy  to 
society — he  who  sins  by  a  vicious  yielding  to  his  senses  or 
he  who,  in  a  high  position  of  honor,  forfeits  his  trust  and  vio- 
lates his  vow  ?  What  would  that  part  of  the  newspaper  press 
which  extols  the  "  independence  "  and  •*  liberality  "  of  the 
clergyman  who  breaks  his  ordination  pledge  say  of  the  sub- 
scriber or  trader  or  banker  who  should  so  treat  his  business 
contract  ? 

The  question  here  is  not  at  all  one  of  theological  con- 
sistency or  religious  belief,  but  of  the  inviolability  of  contracts 
and  personal  veracity.  This  question  affects  religion  as  it 
affects  every  business  interest  and  the  security  of  our  social, 
industrial  and  practical  state.  The  popular  superficial  mind 
confuses  the  principles  of  personal  veracity  and  honor  with 
those  of  party  or  political  allegiance.  Its  current  maxims 
are,  Think  as  you  please,  Believe  as  you  please,  Pl^y  fast

and  loose  with  creeds  and  covenants,  Libertv  is  the  one 
article ;  "  Give  me  liberty  or  give  me  death."  There  is 
more  than  one  kind  of  liberty ;  one  is  that  of  refusing  to 
promise  obedience  to  God  and  discipleship  to  Christ.  The 
Church  does  not  deal  with  men  by  compulsion ;  it  pro- 
nounces to  the  world,  which  is  not  of  it,  it's  invitations,  warn- 
ings, cries  of  pity  and  alarm.  Of  the  sons  and  daughters  in 
dts  Household  and  under  its  discipline  it  demands  an  honest 
obedience.  There  are  two  kinds  of  peace — one  of  self- 
indulgent  isolation,  the  fruit  of  a  narrowing  parochialism, 
the  other  that  ot  St.  Paul's  luminous  exposition  of  a  Catholic 
membership,  in  his  twelfth  chapter  to  the  Corinthians. 

In  the  frequent  expressions  of  a  desire  for  the  healing  of 
divisions  and  the  ceasing  of  strife  and  alienation  in  the  Body 
of  Christ,  allusion  is  sometimes  made  to  a  possible  "  center 
of  unity,''  whether  Rome,  or  Westminster,  or  Jerusalem, 
according  to  the  leanings,  training  and  tastes  of  the  hopeful 
j)arty.  If  we  are  guided  by  the  New  Testament  and  the  wisest 
study  of  Apostohcal  and  historical  authority,  the  ''  center  of 
lanity  *'  is  to  be  found  in  no  city,  capital  or  seat  of  visible  dis- 
^:ipline,  but  in  the  hearts  of  Christ's  People  in  all  lands  and 
of  all  tongues,  because  they  are  one  in  Him. 

Homiletical  Literature  has  not  been  discredited  in  anj'- 
one  of  the  three  great  Church  eras,  nor  is  it  at  all  likely  to 
decline  in  comparison  with  that  which  is  controversial  or 
scholastic  or  metaphysical.  So  much  has  been  written  and 
said  of  Preaching,  as  to  its  sphere  and  methods,  and  I  have 
lieen  so  far  moved  to  participate  in  the  discussion,  that  I 
Xhink  I  need  not  enter  into  it  unless  to  remark  upon  tvvo 
features  of  it  that  strike  an  attentive  observer  as  just  now 
conspicuous. 

An  unprecedented  breadth  and  consequent  promiscuous- 
ness  are  now  given  to  the  subjects  and  contents  of  pulpit 
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performances,  even  in  our  conservative  Household  of  Faith. 
A  serious  Churchman  of  the  last  generation  who  should  look 
at  the  published  list  of  topics  to  be  treated  on  almost  any 
given  Sunday  would  be  amazed,  and  the  more  so  as  he 
should  compare  it  with  those  of  any  one  of  the  three  historic 
periods.  This  change  might  naturally  be  attributed  to  the 
vast  variety  and  intensity  of  interests  crowded  into  our 
American  living  in  every  department.  By  sheer  dynamic 
pressure  these  eager  pursuits  force  their  way  into  the  preach- 
er's proper  calling.  The  line  of  men\s  ordinary'  thinking  and 
reading  and  talking  is  apt  to  be  the  line  of  their  more  regu- 
lar production.  Either  the  secular,  literary,  commercial, 
social  concerns  of  life  are  engrossing  excessively  the  minds 
of  the  Clergy,  or  the  distinction  generally  marked  hitherto 
between  sacred  and  secular  is  becoming  obscure,  as  a  school 
in  philosophy  seems  glad  to  believe.  The  themes  of  Apos- 
tolic Evangelism,  whether  theological  or  ethical,  are  less  and 
less  presented  or  treated.  What  would  happen  to  the  Faith 
but  for  the  habitual  repetition  of  the  Nicene  Creed,  and 
what  may  happen  in  spite  of  it,  can  only  be  surmised. 

Within  the  time  of  my  own  service  in  the  ministry  the 
mode  of  preparing  and  preaching  sermons  in  our  Church 
has  been  noticeably  altered,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to 
judge,  has  deteriorated.  Only  fifty  years  since  preachers 
without  a  manuscript  were  exceptional  and  few.  Themem- 
oriter  method  was  nearly  as  rare.  By  far  the  greater  num- 
ber of  sermons  were  written,  and  were  read  with  more  or 
iess  independence  of  the  manuscript.  Whatever  the  advan- 
tage or  disadvantage  on  the  whole,  there  were  two  or  three 
evident  advantages.  The  preacher  knew  when  he  took  his 
text  just  what  he  was  going  to  say.  in  thought,  doctrine, 
language,  grammar  and  length.  So  far  his  self-possession 
was  not  disturbed,  his  mind  was  not  confused  by  anxiety, 
and  he  was  not  likely  to  *'  break  down,"  whatever  his  elocu- 
tionary training  or  defects  might  be.     On  the  part  of  the 
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audience  there  was  a  measure  of  quiet  confidence  that  the 
ordained  servant  of  the  Master  had  not  been  hasty,  rash, 
idle,  careless,  and  had  not  presumed  on  the  indifference  or 
undue  patience  of  his  hearers  while  speaking  on  the  most 
solemn  of  all  occasions  of  discourse. 

Extemporization  has  come  into  fashion  and  may  be 
said  to  prevail.  It  is  singularly  a  favorite  venture  with 
young  men,  while  it  might  be  supposed  that  it  would  be 
rather  attempted  by  minds  the  most  mature,  most  thor- 
oughly disciplined,  and  most  amply  furnished  by  years  of 
study  and  chastened  reflection.  Without  presuming  to  go 
into  the  actual  or  possible  ways  of  getting  a  message  from 
God's  Word  and  spirit  into  readiness  for  a  devout  utterance, 
I  express  a  deliberate  opinion  that  the  language  of  such  a 
message  is  a  part  of  it,  that  the  words  and  ideas  cannot  be 
detached  from  one  another,  that  any  theory  of  rhetoric 
which  allows  such  a  separation  is  unsound,  and  that  to  think 
or  say  that  it  is  a  small  matter  what  the  preacher's  **  style," 
or  language,  or  grammatical  construction  may  be,  or  that 
his  choice  of  words y  as  to  their  force  or  weakness,  their  har- 
mony or  discord,  their  grace  or  awkwardness,  their  fitness, 
their  suggestiveness  through  imagination  or  pictorial  vivid- 
ness— I  say  that  to  think  or  imply  this  is  a  deplorable 
misconception  of  the  greatness  and  honor  and  sanctity  of 
the  vocation  of  an  ambassador  of  Christ,  and  a  Prophet  of 
Judgment,  and  a  voice  from  the  spiritual  world.  The  ways 
in  which  the  preparation  for  preachers  is  made  are  not  to 
be  now  pointed  out.  They  belong  to  other  fields.  Some 
of  them  are  very  subtle.  Extempore  discourse  is  not  to  be 
trusted  for  them,  even  in  trained  and  proved  discoursers. 

Quite  adverse  to  a  fastidious  criticism,  I  must  neverthe- 
less discharge  a  duty  of  admonition  laid  upon  me.  When 
I  see  an  ardent,  youthful  messenger  and  steward,  having 
whatever  canonical  credentials   and  certificates,  launching 
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with  self  confidence  upon  the  deep  sea  of  professional  ac- 
countability in  declaring  the  counsel  of  God  to  the  souls  of 
men,  with  small  experience,  without  profound  research,  in 
a  time  of  intellectual  inquiry  and  searching  scholarship  like 
ours,  dashing  off  in  what  I  hear  sometimes  seriously  called 
an  *•  off-hand  address,*'  a  *' sermonette/*  a  **  little  talk,"  or 
a  "  happy  effort,"  I  hesitate  whether  to  depart  thence  or  to 
stay  and  be  dumb.  There  are  hearers  to  whom  the  roll  of 
sentences  about  religion,  the  easy  flow,  the  fatal  facility,  is 
admirable,  but  it  must  not  be  assumed  that  all  who  are 
silent  are  satisfied.  The  pulpit  itself  has  a  historical  and 
traditional  character  to  be  maintained.  How  do  clergymen 
seeking  a  settlement  really  suppose  I  shall  be  impressed 
when  they  write  me  that,  among  other  accomplishments, 
they  "preach  without  notes?"  How  many  volumes  of 
sermons  that  are  worth  printing,  and  prove  to  be  so,  were 
extemporized  ?  Time  will  reveal  an  obligation,  not  only  to 
the  soul  of  the  individual  hearer,  but  to  the  Christian  minis- 
try and  to  Christian  literature. 

A  condition  occurs,  possible  and  sometimes  actual,  in 
the  financial  attitude  and  disposition  of  a  Parish,  and,  to  a 
modified  degree,  of  a  local  mission.  The  Rector  or  Pastor 
resigns  and  removes.  No  successor  is  sought  for.  If  there 
is  a  competent  lay-reader,  which  is  not  always  the  case,  he 
is  licensed  and  employed,  sometimes  longer  than  is  neces- 
sary for  the  sake  of  economy  ;  otherwise,  the  Church  build- 
ing is  shut  and  worship  is  discontinued.  The  Bishop,  as 
Chief  Pastor,  appoints  a  temporary  supply.  He  is  informed, 
whether  by  warden,  or  vestry,  or  trustee,  or  parishioner, 
that  there  is  no  money  in  the  treasury  for  expenses — per- 
haps there  is  a  debt  to  be  paid — and  the  Church  doors  are 
not  opened.  The  Parish  apparently  regards  itself  as  an 
independent,  isolated  entity,  a  social  company,  or  a  civil 
corporation,  and  only  that.  It  is  not  only  that — it  is  a 
responsible  part  of  an  ecclesiastical  system.    It  got  its  exist- 
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ence  and  its  privileges  by  virtue  of  its  membership  in  a 
Diocesan  organization  under  a  Head.  It  probably  holds  a 
sanctuary  duly  set  apart  in  good  faith  by  acts  and  terms  of 
solemn  consecration,  for  the  purpose  of  regular  public  devo- 
tion and  sacraments,  subject  to  canon  law  and  well-known 
usages.  Persons  in  a  congregation  of  both  sexes,  families 
and  individuals,  who  have  no  direct  voice  in  the  control  of 
the  property,  are  disappointed  and  deprived  of  a  right. 
The  Church,  if  not  the  community,  suffers  the  obloquy  of 
an  edifice  forfeiting  its  dignity  and  decency,  being  dumb 
and  useless  and  inane.  It  would  be  an  excellent  practice 
for  the  Parish  Clergy  to  read  to  the  people  from  the  chancel 
annually,  say  on  the  first  Sunday  in  January,  several  of  the 
practical  canons  and  rubrics  (no  matter  if  it  should  be  done 
instead  of  that  day's  sermon),  such  as  our  Fifteenth,  Tenth 
and  Seventh,  taking  heed  to  the  latter  themselves.  We 
have  the  privilege  of  receiving  constantly  accessions  to  our 
congregations,  very  many  attendants  coming  in  from  with- 
out who  know  as  little  of  our  law  and  use  as  if  they  had 
lived  in  the  South  Sea  Islands. 

In  some  parts  of  the  Diocese,  where  the  local  conve- 
niences allow  it,  regular  clerical  meetings  at  reasonable 
intervals  are  arranged  for  social  and  mental  interchange. 
Both  their  interest  and  benefit  must  depend  on  setting  and 
observing  a  worthy  mark  in  the  conversation — a  rule  befit- 
ting the  high  calling  and  habitual  self-respect  of  the  minis- 
terial  brotherhood  ;  where  the  talk  is  not  a  mere  random 
indulgence  or  cheap  jocularity,  but  is  at  once  genial  and 
guarded,  sensible  without  stiffness,  refined  even  in  jest  and 
anecdote,  refreshingly  free,  and  yet  neither  vacuous  nor 
wholly  given  over  to  the  mere  discussion  of  the  minuti«ii  of 
public  service,  to  ridicule  of  the  blunders  and  follies  of  weak 
Brethren  (where  all  are  weak)  or  the  trivialities  of  cere- 
monies and  pageants.  Our  intellects  need  relaxation,  but 
not  abnegation.     It  is  within  my  knowledge  that  in  some 
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deplorable  instances  of  negligence  and  flatness,  or  waste  of 
time  and  opportunity  in  these  respects,  conscientious  gen- 
tlemen here  and  there  have  found  they  could  make  a  better 
use  than  the  Clericus  of  their  rare  hours  of  recreation,  and 
quietly  dropped  out. 

It  seems  rather  ungracious,  what  is  due  me  being  regu- 
larly paid,  to  remind  you  that  debts  of  the  Diocese  continue 
to  be  disregarded.  I  have,  however,  a  full  share  in  the 
honor  or  dishonor  of  the  Family,  and  there  are  creditors 
who  suffer.  **  There  is  that  witholdeth  more  than  is  meet, 
but  it  tendeth  to  poverty/*  not  to  say  to  meanness. 

We  find  it  to  be  occasionally  expedient  to  recognize 
the  obvious  fact  of  the  absolute  independence  and  ecclesi- 
astical equality  of  each  and  all  Dioceses  in  Diocesan  legis- 
lation, territorial  boundaries,  nomenclature  and  all  Diocesan 
affairs. 

Our  faithful  Brother,  James  B.  Murray,  D.  D.,  was 
stricken  and  removed  from  us  and  his  earthly  ministry  at 
Constableville  and  Greig, on  June  i8,  just  after  our  last  Con- 
vention, at  the  end  of  a  long  and  unassuming  ministry  as  a 
Priest  in  this  Diocese,  Without  personal  ambition,  without 
a  family,  with  few  intimacies,  he  had  become  known  for 
scrupulous  pastoral  work  and  for  carefully  written  and 
superior  sermons  wherever  he  had  charge.  His  body  was 
buried  in  Auburn  from  St.  Peter's  Church. 

As  Coadjutor,  Bishop  Olmsted  presents  the  following  : 
Ordained  2(1  Priest  and  i  Deacon);  instituted  i  Rector; 
confirmed  959  (for  this  Diocese  802,  for  New  York  IC9.  for 
Albany  48 — 959.)

To  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York, 
assembled  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Aiibnrn,  June  Uth,  loat 

-Brethren: 

A  list  of  all  my  official  acts  since  the  day  of  my  con- 
secration, together  with  the  dates  and  the  names  both  of 
"the  Churches  and  of  the  places  in  which  they  were  per- 
formed, has  been  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of 
"the  Convention.  From  that  list  it  will  appear  that  I  have 
ordained  one  Deacon  and  one  Priest,  instituted  one  clergy- 
»ian  as  Rector  of  a  parish,  confirmed  959  persons,  of  whom 
^C2  were  of  this  Diocese,  109  for  the  Bishop  of  New  York 
'and  48  for  the  Bishop  of  Albany;  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  44  times,  baptized  9  persons — 6  adults  and  3 
infants,  and  officiated  at  5  funerals.  I  have  also  given 
canonical  consent  to  the  consecration  of  two  Bishops 
<^Alabama  and  Salina),  taken  part  in  the  consecration  of 
one  (Salina)  at  All  Saints'  Cathedral,  Albany,  and  attended 
the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York  on  April  i6th. 


According  to  the  arrangement  between  the  Bishop  and 
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myself,  he  was  to  take  the  Confirmations  in  the  Fourth 
District  and  leave  the  rest  to  me.  Consequently  I  have 
visited  most  of  the  parishes  and  missions  in  the  other  five 
Districts,  acd  have  appointments  for  three  not  heretofore 
visited,  during  the  present  month. 

By  invitation,  I  have  also  preached  in  eleven  Churches 
in  the  Fourth  District,  and  at  the  several  Convocations 
throughout  the  Diocese.  In  31  of  the  Churches  visited  no 
candidates  for  confirmation  have  been  presented.  The 
reasons  for  this  were  various.  In  some  cases  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  had  been  there  not  very  long  before ;  some 
Churches  had  no  regular  pastors;  while  most  of  them  are 
in  those  quiet  country  places  where  the  population  is  re- 
ceding rather  than  increasing,  and  where  the  pastors  have 
all  that  they  can  do  to  hold  the  little  flocks,  without  much 
hope  of  being  able  to  add  to  their  numbers. 

Generally  speaking,  the  work  of  the  Church  seems  to 
be  prospering  fairly  well  throughout  the  whole  region,  under 
the  hands  of  the  faithful  Clergy,  and  while  there  is  room 
for  improvement  in  many  places,  we  have,  on  the  whole, 
much  reason  for  encouragement. 

There  is  one  matter  which  calls  for  particular  mention 
at  this  time,  and  that  is  the  work  of  Christian  education 
which  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Diocese,  under  the  foster- 
ing care  of  our  revered  Bishop  from  the  earliest  years  of 
his  Episcopate.  St.  John's  School,  for  boys,  at  Manlius, 
which  has  successfully  survived  the  fire  of  April,  1902,  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  The  new  building  is  finished,  and  is 
about  to  be  formally  opened  this  week. 

The  other  educational  institution  in  which  this  Diocese 
ought  certainly  to  be  interested,  to  which  I  would  call  your 
special  attention,  is  Keble  School,  for  girls,  in  Syracuse.  For 
thirty  years  and  more  this  school,  though  really  the  individual 
work  of  its  well-known  and  highly-esteemed  Principal,  Miss 
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Jackson,  has  been  generally  regarded  as  a  Diocesan  institu- 
tion, and,  being  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Bishop, 
it  has  reflected  upon  the  Diocese  the  credit  of  the  splendid 
work  that  it  has  done  among  the  young  women  of  the  land. 
The  time  has  now  come,  however,  when  Miss  Jackson  would 
be  glad  to  have  the  Diocese  assume  a  more  direct  responsibil- 
ity for  its  continuance  if,  in  its  wisdom,  the  Convention  thinks 
best  to  have  it  continued.  She  asks  no  favors  for  herself 
personally;  but  she  offers  the  good  will  of  the  school,  with 
its  well-established  reputation  for  excellence,  to  the  Diocese 
of  Central  New  York,  and  requests  that  for  the  ensuing 
year  the  rent  of  a  building  be  provided,  and  that  steps  be 
taken  during  the  year  to  secure  for  the  school  a  permanent 
home.  This,  in  my  estimation,  is  a  most  generous  offer,  and 
one  that  it  is  our  duty  to  accept  with  alacrity.  These  are 
not  days  in  which  the  Church  can  afford  to  throw  away  any 
opportunities  of  promoting  the  education  of  the  young 
under  the  auspices  of  religion — nor  are  these  institutions 
which  this  Diocese  can  allow  to  fail  through  any  indiffer- 
ence, or  any  lack  of  effort  to  establish  them  on  lasting 
foundations. 

And  now,  in  closing  these  brief  remarks,  let  me  make 
two  requests  of  the  Clergy — first,  that  they  prepare  their 
lists  of  Candidates  before  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop  and 
have  them  ready  to  deliver  to  him  after  the  Confirmation  ; 
and,  second,  that  they  spare  no  pains  to  have  their  parochial 
reports  made  out  before  the  Convention,  so  that  the  Secre- 
taries may  be  spared  the  inconvenience  to  which  they  are 
often  put  by  the  delay  in  those  reports,  and  that  the  print- 
ing of  the  Journal  may  not  be  retarded.  And  finally,  let 
me  ask  of  you  all  that  you  will  pray  for  me,  that  I  may  be 
enabled  to  perform,  with  faithfulness  and  loving  kindness, 
every  duty  which  the  Lord,  through  your  instrumentality, 
has  laid  upon  me,  and  for  you  I  shall  not  cease  to  ask  every 
blessing.

APPENDIX  1. 

"Report  of  ©tficers  an^  Committees 

With  Accompanyingr  Papers. 


For  the  Convkntioxal  year  1902-03 


The  Standing  Committee  respectfully  report  that  during-  the 
Conventional  Year  1902-03,  they  have  held  eight  meetings,  all  in 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse,  excepting  the  eighth,  held  in  St. 
Peter's  Church,  Auburn. 

At  the  first  meeting,  held  June  11th,  1902,  and  attended  bj'  all 
the  members,  the  committee  was  organized  for-  the  year  by  the 
election  of  the  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.  D.,  President,  and  the  Rev. 
H.  R.  Lockwood,  S.  T.  D.,  Secretary.  Papers  of  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders  asking  to  be  recommended  for  admission  to  the  Diacon- 
ate  were  in  view  of  the  canon  regulating  the  period  of  Candidateship 
ordered  on  file  for  consideration  at  a  later  meeting. 

At  the  second  meeting,  held  July  24th,  1902.  all  the  clerical  mem- 
bers and  Messrs.  Jack  and  Dunning  were  present.  The  office  of 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  having  been  made  vacant  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  George  J.  Ciardner,  Mr.  Seymour  H.  Stone,  of  Syracuse,  was 
unanimously  chosen  to  fill  that  office  during  the  remainder  of  the 
Conventional  Year,  and  it  was  ordered  that  all  clergymen  in  charge 
of  parishes,  all  vacant  parishes,  and  all  trea.surers  of  Diocesan  or 
Missionary  Funds  be  notified  immediately  of  this  election.  A  suit- 
able memorial  of  the  late  Mr.  Gardner  was  ordered  to  be  recorded 
among  the  minutes  of  this  Committee,  and  copies  of  the  same  to  be 
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sent  to  Mr.  Gardner's  family  and  to  the  Gospel  Messenger. 

At  the  third  meeting,  held  September  22nd.  1902,  all  the  members 
being  in  attendance,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Syracuse  members  be 
a  committee  to  act  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  in  securing 
the  examination  and  balancing  of  the  late  Treasurer's  books  with  a 
view  to  their  transfer  to  the  present  holder  of  the  office.  It  was 
ordered  that  an  additional  assessment  of  $1800  be  made  upon  the 
pirishes  and  missions  for  the  salary  of  the  Coadjutor  Bishop,  and 
for  other  expenses  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  the  General  Fund. 
The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adapted.  **Upon  reading 
the  Communication  of  the  Bishop  bearing  date  September  13th, 
19-12,  it  appearing  that  the  failure  to  reach  the  Committee  of  the 
prjper  papers  in  the  application  of  Mr.  George  C.  Richmond  for  ad- 
mission as  a  candidate  for  orders,  was  owing  solely  to  the  inadvert- 
ance  of  the  Bishop  in  that  regard,  and  that  it  is  very  desirable  that 
the  Committee  should  now  act  upon  such  papers  as  if  duly  present- 
ed, as  intended,  at  the  meeting  in  September,  1901:  it  is,  therefore, 
resolved,  that  the  papers  of  Mr.  Richmond  be  approved  as  if  pre- 
sented at  that  date  and  that  his  ordination  to  the  Diacouate  be  now 
recommended.*' 

At  the  fourth  meeting,  December  2d,  1902,  all  the  members 
excepting  Dr.  Brainard,  and  Mr.  Van  Wageiien  being  present,  the 
special  committee  on  the  late  Treasurer's  accounts  presented  a  re- 
port which  was  accepted,  and  the  Committee'-s  action  recorded  there- 
in was  approved.  On  presentation  of  the  proper  testimonials,  con- 
sent was  given  to  the  consecration  of  Kev.  Charles  M.  Beckwith,  D. 
D.,  to  the  Bishopric  of  Alabama,  and  of  the  Rev.  Sheldon  Munson 
Griswolj,  D.  D.,  to  the  Bishopric  of  the  Missionary  District  of 
Salina;  Messrs.  J.  H.  Stirling,  David  Curran,  and  Nathaniel  Peter- 
son Boyd  were  recommended  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate;  and 
Messrs.  Alfred  A.  S  Moore  and  Edmund  B.  Gearhart  for  admission 
as  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

At  the  fifth  meeting,  held  February  23d,  1903,  all  the  members 
excepting  Mr.  Jack  being  present,  and  the  canonical  testimonials 
having  been  received,  it  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  that  Mr. 
Arthur  J.  Schrader  be  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Almon  A.  Jaynes,  Henry  X  Hyde,  Francis  Curtis 
Smith,  and  George  Chalmers  Richmond  be  advanced  to  the  Priest- 
hood. The  Treasurer  presented  a  statement  regarding  the  finances 
of  the  Diocese,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  embarrassment 
arising  from  the  non-payment  by  the  parishes  of  assessments  for 
the  General  Fund.      A  Committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  notice 
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oa  this  sabject  to  be  sent  out  as  soon  as  possible,  to  all  parishes  de 
linqaent  in  their  payments  to  this  fund. 

At  the  sixth  meeting,  held  April  4th,  1903,  all  the  clerical  mem — 
bers«  and  Messrs.  Jack  and  Donning  were  present.  An  applicatioim 
was  received  from  the  vestry  of  the  chorch  of  the  Kvangrelists, 
Oswego,  for  the  consent  of  the  committee  to  the  sale  of  certain  real 
estate,  belonging  to  that  parish,  and  formerly,  but  not  now,  us-d  as 
the  parish  rectory.  The  Bishop  was  present  and  advised  with  the 
Committee  in  regard  to  several  matters  connected  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  his  office  and  the  interests  of  the  Diocese. 

At  the  seventh  meeting,  he'.d  Mav  11th.  193G.  all  the  members, 
excepting:  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harding  being  in  attendance,  Mr.  Harrison 
W.  Foreman,  having  presented  the  required  testimonials,  was  re- 
commended to  be  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Orders.  Action  upon 
other  papers  received  at  this  time  was  pat  over  to  a  subsequent 
meeting,  A  communication  from  the  Bishop  officially  announced 
that,  in  accoixlance  with  canonical  provisions,  he  had  deposed  from 
the  Ministry,  the  Rev.  Samuel  McPherson  and  the  Rev.  J.  N.  Good- 
rich, 

The  following  testimonial  was  unanim«'>nsly  adopted.  ''Re- 
soived.  That  among  the  published  records  of  this  Committee,  there  be 
placed  an  expression  of  their  grateful  appreciation  of  the  services  of 
Mr.  Seymour  H.  Stone,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past 
year.  The  sudden  death  of  Mr,  Gardner  left  the  accounts  of  the 
Diocese  in  a  verv  complicated  and  almost  unintelligible  condition. 
Xumer.'>us  reconls  of  receipts  and  exjn^nditures  in  the  several  funds 
were  entered  only  upvMi  disconnected  slips  of  paper,  and  often  with 
references  and  abbreviations  very  difficult  to  decipher.  The  dis- 
entanxrlement  of  this  confusion,  while  it  showed  that  the  accounts 
had  been  exactly  kept,  required  an  immense  amount  of  time  and 
lalK»r,  and  the  skilfulness  of  an  exjvrt  and  patient  accountant. 
With  some  assistance  from  a  professional  examiner  of  accounts, 
this  task  has,  after  many  months  of  wv^rk,  been  accomplished,  and 
the  jwesent  state  of  the  several  funds  determined,  and  duly  indicat- 
ed in  the  Treasurer'^  biv^ks. 

For  this  arduou-^  and  valnaMe  service,  rendered  without  pecun- 
iarv  com|X»nsation,  the  l>iiVos<^  is  indobteti  to  Mr.  Stone,  to  an  ex- 
tent which  the  Committee  fool  can  be  only  inadequately  expressed 
in  words,  and  imjx^rfectly  recognized  by  the  appreciation  and  grat- 
of  the  DivX'ese.' 
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An  estimate  of  the  amount  required  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  payable  from  the  .General  Fund 
was  submitted,  as  follows  :  Printings  of  Journal  of  Convention  and 
other  printing-,  §500;  Rent  of  Episcopal  residence,  S603  ;  Salary  of 
Secretaries,  S250  ;  ly  of  Expenses  for  General  Convention,  S220  ;  Ex- 
penses of  Registrar,  S25 ;  Annuity  as  provided  for  in  Canon  XXI, 
$500 ;  Office  expenses  of  Treasurer,  S150  ;  Salary  of  Treasurer,  S300 ; 
Indebtedness  of  Diocese,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  5500  ;  making 
a  total  of  53045.  For  the  raising  of  this  amount,  it  was  voted  to  re- 
commend to  the  Convention  an  assessment  upon  the  several  parishes 
and  missions,  at  the  rate,  in  each  case  of  two  and  three  tenths  per 
cent  of  the  last  reported  current  expenses. 

At  the  eighth  meeting,  held  June  9th,  1903,  all  the  members  ex- 
cepting Mr.  Harding  being  present,  a  resolution  was  adopted  in- 
structing the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  publish  in  the  Journal 
of  this  Convention  all  documents,  including  the  sermon  of  the  Bish- 
op of  New  York,  pertaining  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor.  On  receipt  of  the  proper  testimonials,  it  was  recom- 
mended that  Mr.  Walter  E.  Jones,  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders,  Mr.  Albert  A.  S.  Moore,  be  ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  and 
the  Rev  J  Hamilton  Stirling,  Deacon,  be  advanced  to  the  Priest- 
hood. Consent  was  given  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev  M. 
Edward  Fawcett,  Ph.  D.  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Quincy,  and 
of  the  Rev.  Theodore  DuBose  Bratton,  D.  D.,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  MiSisissippi.  The  Secretary's  report  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Committee  during  the  past  year  was  read  and  ordeied  to  be  present- 
ed to  the  Convention.

The  Board  of  Managers  for  Diocesan  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of 
Central  New  York  respectfully  submits  the  following  report : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse,  on 
Wednesday,  June  11,  1902,  the  thirty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese,  then  in  session,  having  authorized  the  appropriation  of 
511,400  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the'Diocese  for  the  current  3'ear, 
on  motion,  the  assessments  and  appropriations  for  the  Districts  were 
made  the  same  as  last  year,  as  follows  :

Our  Churches  have  been  cared  for,  this  j'ear  now  closing,  by 
patient  labor,  with  as  much  success,  in  most  of  them,  as  we  have  any 
rig^ht  to  expect.  There  is  hardly  a  vacancy  in  the  District,  though 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Crydenwise  has  gone  from  Copenhagen  and  Champion 
to  a  Parish  in  Central  Pennsj'lvania 

Our  Treasurer's  Report  will  speak  for  itself. 

We  have  had  three  good  Convocations— in  May,  at  Sackett's 
Harbor;  in  September,  at  Carthage,  and  in  January,  at  Triuitj' 
Church,  Watertown.

The  officers  of  the  District  are :    The  Rev.  Wm.  Cooke,  Dean  ; 
the  Rev.  J.  W.  Clarke,  Secretary;    Mr.  J.  Francis  Day,  Treasurer; 
the  Rev.  W.  W.  Bellinger,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  J.  T.  A.  Doolittle,  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Mission  Parishes  and  Stations  are— in  Oneida  County  :  Au- 
gusta, Oriskany  Falls,  Boonville,  Bridgewater,  Camden,  Clark's 
Mills,  St.  Joseph's,  Rome,  Whitesboro,  Oriskany,  Paris  Hill,  Clav- 
ville,  Westmoreland,  Durham ville,  Holland  Patent,  New  York  Mills, 
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Forestport,  Chadwicks,  and  Deerfield.     In  Madison  County  :   Brook- 
field  and  Earlville. 

Four  meetings  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held  during  the 
year— two  in  Utica.  one  in  Rome  and  one  in  Boonville. 

Services  are  maintained  in  all  the  Mission  Churches  in  the  Dis- 
trict with  the  exception  of  Brookfield,  where  occasional  services  are 
held. 

The  Rev.  B.  T.  Stafford  took  charge  of  the  field  embracing 
Augusta  and  Oriskany  Falls  on  the  Fourth  Sunday  in  March,  and 
reports  that  the  services  are  well  attended  and  the  outlook  in  both 
places  encouraging.  This  field  has  lost,  by  removal,  its  faithful  and 
effectual  Lay  Reader,  Mr.  D.  B.  Hamlin. 

The  Rev.  F.  C.  Smith,  in  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Boonville, 
and  Christ  Church,  Forestport,  reports  that  services  are  held  regu- 
larly on  Sundays  in  both  Parishes,  and  in  Boonville  on  Feast  and 
Fast  days.  The  work  in  Boonville  shows  many  good  results.  There 
has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  regular  attendance  and  in  the 
number  of  Communicants.  A  Sunday  School  has  been  started,  which, 
although  small,  has  been  successful.  To  the  Woman's  Guild  is  due 
the  continuation  of  the  work  in  the  Parish.  There  has  also  been  an 
increase  in  Missionary  interest.  All  obligations  have  been  met. 
Christ  Church,  Forestport,  has  had  a  prosperous  year,  but  owing  to 
the  continal  shifting  of  the  population,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  do 
more  than  maintain  regular  services. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Wicks  reports  St  Paul's,  Paris  Hill,  ends  the  year 
with  all  its  regular  financial  obligations  met.  The  attendance  at 
services  has  been  good,  and  the  Parish  continues  united  in  its  work. 
All  Diocesan  assessments  have  been  paid. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Allen,  in  charge  of  St.  James',  New  York  Mills, 
and  Gethsemane,  Westmoreland  reports  that  services  are  maintained 
in  regular  order  at  both  stations.  The  attendance  has  been  good, 
and  owing  to  the  use  of  a  pledge-envelope  system,  the  offerings  have 
increased.  Regular  Lenten  Services  were  held  at  both  stations,  with 
a  weekly  Celebration  at  New  York  Mills.  All  Holy  Days  and  Fri- 
days are  now  observed  at  the  latter  Mission  by  an  early  Celebration 
of  the  Holy  Communion.     A  good  Sundaj'  School  has  been  main- 
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taine-<3.  in  each  Mission.     All  assessments  have  been  paid. 

X!*lne  Rev.  Jesse  Hig-gins  reports  that  regular  services  were  held  at 
Holl3t«-id  Patent  and  Clayville  during  Lent.     Bridgewater  has  had 
speci  ^1  week-day  visits  for  Holy  Communion.     The  work  at  Holland 
Patem-mt  is  in  a  healthy  condition.    The  attendance  at  the  Lenten  Ser- 
vicer   -was  large.     Clayville  has  suffered  from  the  removal  of  several 
faitH:^ mil  communicants.     When  the  contemplated  sale  of  the  Church 
and  tl-ie  erection  of  a  new  one  is  consummated,  it  is  expected  tore- 
suit  i«i  larger  attendances  and  a  more  general  interest  in  the  com- 
munit:^.    At  Bridgewater  the  membership  is  small,  but  the  attend- 
ance  of  outsiders  often  outnumber  our  own  people      All  the  stations 
are  living  up  to  their  financial  obligations. 

The  Rev.  Oliver  Owen  reports  that  St.  Mark's  Church,  Clark's 
Mills,  has  had  the  most  prosperous  year  in  the  memory  of  those 
identified  with  it.  The  congregations  have  increased  and  all  the 
statistics  show  an  unprecedented  interest.  Measures  are  being  taken 
to  extinguish  the  debt  by  small  payments  each  year.  All  assessments 
have  been  met,  except  for  General  Missions,  and  that  is  likely  to  be 
met  l>efore  September. 

The  Rev.  John  Arthur,  in  charge  of  St.  Andrew's,  Durhamville, 
*^Ports  the  usual  number  of  services  and  celebrations,  six  memorial 
"'"'indows  placed,  the  property  in  good  condition  and  insured,  all  ex- 
panses and  assessments  paid,  including  the  amount  asked  under  the 
apportionment  plan  for  General  Missions.  Mr.  A.  D.  Hamblin,  Lay 
Reader,  is  t>oth  faithful  and  acceptable,  and  the  Sunday  School  and 
Lradies'  Guild  hold  regular  sessions  throughout  the  year. 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Dunham  reports  that  the  work  in  Trinity  Church, 
Camden,  is  progressing  steadily.     The  attendance  at  services  and 
Sunday  School  remains  about  as  heretofore.     Owing  to  the  losses  of 
many  adults,  the  congregations  are  largely  made  up  of  young  people. 
Notwithstanding  financial  drawbacks,  a  new  slate  roof  has  been  put 
on  the  Church  and  other  repairs  and  improvements  made.     The  chil- 
dren's Lenten  offering  was  larger  than  in  many  years.     The  Ladies' 
Guild  and  Junior  Auxiliary  did  good  Lenten  work.     The  Parish  feels 
deeply  the  loss  by  death  of  a  worthy  Churchman  and  Senior  Warden, 
Anthony  W.  Abbott. 

The  Rev.  W.  B.  Coleman,  in  charge  of  St.  George's,  Chadwicks, 
reports  that  the  year's  work  has  been  marked  by  steady'  progress. 
A  Reading  Room  an4  Club  has  been  established  for  young  men  of 
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the  Church.  The  new  members,  which  outnumber  the  faithful  older 
communicants,  are  all  interested  in  some  part  of  the  Parish  work. 
A  plain-song  Male  Choir  has  been  added  to  the  new  life  of  the  Mis- 
sion. The  zeal  of  the  new  converts  to  the  Church— none  of  them  of 
Episcopalian  training-— has  softened  the  old  prejudice  against  the 
Mission. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Rogers,  in  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Earlville, 
reports  that  services  have  been  continued  regularly  on  each  Sunday 
afternoon,  with  variable  attendance.  Frequent  visits  have  been 
made  between  Sundays. 

The  Rev.  A.  L,.  Byron-Curtis  reports  that  the  year  has  been  one 
of  great  blessings  and  pronounced  manifestations  of  prosperity  in 
St.  Joseph's  Church,  Rome.  The  people  are  united  in  work  and  wor- 
ship. A  week's  IT  air  netted  sufficient  to  pay  all  floating  indebtedness, 
an  accumulation  of  some  three  years.  For  the  first  time,  the  **  budget" 
is  covered  by  pledged  subscriptions.  By  a  legacy  in  the  will  of  the 
late  John  Fischer,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Church,  and  the  oldest 
Churchman  in  the  city,  the  Mission  will  receive  $300  for  windows. 
Altogether,  the  affairs  of  the  Mission  for  efl'ective  work  and  worship 
are  as  bright  as  they  ever  were  in  the  past. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Cooke;  in  charge  of  St.  John's,  Whitesboro,  and 
St.  Peter's,  Oriskany,  reports  that  services  have  been  maintained 
regularly  in  both  places  during  the  year.  The  Sunday  School  at  St. 
John's  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Parish.  The  great  need  of 
the  Parish  is  regular  morning  and  evening  services.  Assessments 
for  Diocesan  Missions  have  been  paid  in  full. 

Occasional  clerical  services  have  been  held  in  St.  Timothy's 
Church,  Brookfield,  during  the  year,  with  fair  attendance.  So  long 
as  his  health  permitted,  the  late  Captain  Mayne  held  regular  Lay- 
Service.     The  Mission  will  greatly  miss  his  faithful  services. 

The  Rev.  J.  W  Clarke,  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Deerfield,  reports 
that  regular  services  are  held  on  alternate  Sunday  afternoons,  and 
occasional  week-day  services  during  Lent.  The  Sunday  School,  under 
the  charge  of  Mr.  George  M.  Weaver,  meets  every  Sunday  afternoon 
and  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition. 

The  Rev.  J.  K.  Parker,   Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Waterville, 
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reports  that  duriof^  the  past  year,  as  for  several  years  previous,  he 
has  held  services  in  the  Union  Church  at  Stockwell.  Several  years 
ag"o  this  was  a  Mission  of  the  Diocese,  and  there  are  several  Church 
families  residing  in  the  neighborhood.  These  services  are  the  only 
ones  held  in  the  place  and  are  usually  well  attended.  With  the  aid 
of  a  physician,  forty  copies  of  the  Parish  Visitor  are  distributed  every 
month,  and  a  good  many  copies  of  the  Prayer  Book  have  been  given 
away.  A  Christmas  Tree  is  held  every  year  for  the  children  of  the 
neighborhood. 

During  the  year  the  Dean  has  prepared  a  class  of  three  persons 
for  Confirmation,  Baptized  one  infant,  attended  one  funeral,  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion  four  times  and  held  evening  service 
twice  at  Holland  Patent.  He  has  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
four  times  at  Boonville  and  four  times  at  Forestport,  visited  Bridge- 
water  and  Clay ville  on  two  occasions,  attending  a  funeral  at  the  lat- 
ter place;  held  two  services  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion 
at  Brookfield;  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  twice  at  Oriskany 
Falls  and  twice  at  Augusta.

The  officers  of  the  District  are :  The  Rev.  George  G.  Perrine, 
Dean;  The  Rev.  Henry  E.  Hubbard,  Secretary;  Mr.  William  J.  Rus- 
sell, Treasurer;  the  Rev.  J.  H.  LaRoche,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  John  Ander- 
son, members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;   the  Dean,  Secretary,  Rev. 
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H.  S.  Longley  and  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Packard,  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Third  District  embraces  seventeen  Parishes  and  Missions, 
of  which  the  following"  have  received  assistance  from  the  Board  dur- 
ing- the  past  year:  Harpursville  and  Afton,  Chenango  Forks  and 
Whitney*s  Point,  Bainbridge,  Guilford,  Mr.  Upton  and  Windsor. 

Three  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  held  during  the  year, 
namely :  In  Emmanuel  Church,  Norwich  ;  Church  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd, Binghamton,  and  Christ  Church,  Sherburne. 

The  Rev.  Henry  M.  Brown  retired  from  the  charge  of  Harpurs- 
ville and  Afton  July  1,  1902,  and  was  immediately  succeeded  by  the 
Rev.  J.  N.  Goodrich,  who,  after  a  brief  service  of  nine  months,  gave 
up  his  office  and  ministry  in  the  Church  April  1,  1903.  Before  he  left 
an  engagement  was  made  with  pr.  C.  W.  Hakes,  a  licensed  Lay 
Reader  residing  at  Afton,  to  continue  the  Sunday  services  at  Har- 
pursville until  a  clergyman  could  be  secured.  He  began  his  work  on 
Sunday,  the  5th  of  April,  and  was  well  received,  his  services  l>eing 
very  acceptable  to  the  people.  He  also  conducted  the  Sunday  ser- 
vice in  Afton  until  relieved  by  the  Rev.  Wilson  Tanner  of  Bain- 
bridge. 

The  Rev.  Edwin  Lee  Tanner  has  since  been  appointed  to  the 
charge  of  Harpursville  and  Afton,  and  began  his  work  there  the  first 
of  this  month. 

Bainbridge— The  Rev.  A.  H.  Grant  having  accepted  a  call  to 
Zion  Church,  Fulton,  the  Church  in  Bainbridge  was  without  a  min- 
ister from  August  1,  1902,  until  April  12,  1903,  being  Easter,  at  which 
time  the  Rev.  Wilson  Tanner  was  placed  in  charge.  He  also  con- 
ducted service  each  Sunday  in  Afton  until  relieved  of  that  duty  by 
the  Rev.  Edwin  L.  Tanner. 

Chenango  Forks— The  connection  of  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Coote  with 
the  Church  in  Chenango  Forks  having  been  dissolved  at  the  end  of 
February  last,  the  Rev.  Henry  E.  Hubbard,  feector  of  Zion  Church, 
Greene,  was  placed  in  charge  by  the  Bishop,  and  began  holding-  Sun- 
day services  there  on  the  15th  of  March.  There  are  39  Communicants 
and  about  30  families  connected  with  the  Mission  and  congregations 
range  from  thirty  to  seventy-five.  While  insurance  on  the  Church 
property  has  been  kept  in  force,  arrearages  amounting  to  about  S50 
have  accumulated,  but  it  is  hoped  this  amount  will  be  paid.     The 
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Finance  Committee,  consisting"  of  Mr.  Charles  Willard,  Mr.  Fred 
Pierce  and  Dr.  Z.  A.  Spendly,  have  undertaken  to  raise  the  amount 
needed  to  pay  $117  to  the  Missionary  and  to  meet  arrearages  due  the 
General  Fund  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese.  The  Church  in  Chenang^o 
Forks  mourns  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  faithful  members,  Mrs. 
James  Smith,  who  for  several  years  had  cheerfully  g-iven  her  services 
as  oz*£[anist. 

43-uil ford —Church  life  and  interest  in  Guilford  continues  and  in- 
creases. The  attendance  at  the  services,  especially  during  Lent,  has 
been  unusually  good,  and  the  offerings  at  these  services  and  at  Easter 
amounted  to  something  over  S141,  and  was  mostly  for  objects  outside 
of  thke  Parish.  This  Church  is  to  be  congratulated,  not  only  on  hav- 
ing- successfully  met  all  its  financial  obligations  during  the  past  year, 
Paroohial,  Diocesan  and  General,  but  also  in  having  been  the  recipi- 
ent o-ff  a  gift  from  a  parishioner  of  beautifjl  cushions  for  the  pews, 
whioFi  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  Church.  Seventeen 
names  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  Communicants  during  the  past 
year,  and  more  are  ready  to  be  added,  but  the  strength  of  the  Parish 
is  constantly  depleted  by  removals,  spending  and  being  spent  to  add 
*^  ttie  welfare  of  other  Churches.  The  Endowment  Fund  is  nearly 
Sl,400  at  present  and  steadily  increasing  something  more  than  §100 
^  year.  The  greater  part  of  this  fund  is  invested  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  I=*arochial  Fund. 

Blount  Upton, — The  services  in  Mt.  Upton  are  subject  to  con- 
sKierable  interruption  because  of  the  lack  of  a  convenient  and  suit- 
at»le  place  of  worship.  There  is  a  small  but  increasing  number  of 
faitViful  church  workers  here,  who  during  the  past  year  have,  by 
tVieir  labors,  added  fifty  dollars  to  the  fund  for  building  a  church. 
This  fund  at  present  is  S695.73  and  a  few  hundred  additional  will  be 
sufiicient  to  build  a  church  suited  to  the  needs  of   the    congregation. 

The  Rev.  R.  M.  Duff,  D.  D.,  has  been  appointed  Missionary  at 
larg-e  for  Chenango  Co.,  on  the  foundation  of  the  Van  Wagenen 
Fund,  and  began  his  work  about  the  first  of  May.  His  residence  is 
in  Norwich. 

Whitney's  Point,— The  minister  in  charge  reports  regular  Sun- 
day services  with  good  attendance,  especially  during  Lent.  The 
Church  has  been  deprived  by  death  of  one  of  its  most  devoted  mem- 
^^»  Mr.  Stickney,  and  has  gained  by  the  addition  of  one  church 
family  lately  come  to  the  village.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Coots  gave  up  his 
charge  at  the  beginning  of  May. 
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Windsor— The  Rev.  John  J.  Andrew's  charge  of  the  Church 
in  Windsor  dates  from  the  3Xh  of  April,  19QC2.  As  far  as  can  be 
learned  his  administration  appears  to  be  satisfactory  to  himself  and 
his  people,  and  no  event  to  distarb  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the 
parish,  or  worth j  of  record,  seems  to  have  occurred.

Memphis— Services  are  held  in  Emmanuel  Church  every  Sunday 
afternoon  with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty  persons.  All  as- 
sessments have  been  paid  and  Contributions  have  been  made  for 
General  Missions.  The  Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  monthly. 
The  Rev.  Frederick  B.  Keable,  of  Jordan,  is  in  charge. 

Warners— The  Warner  Cement  Company  has  resumed  operation 
and  the  Church  shares  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Community.  A 
number  of  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  furnishings  of  the 
Church.     The  Rev.  J.  E  Ramsdell,  of  Baldwinsville,  is  in  charge. 

Onondaga  Castle— Three  services  are  conducted  in  the  Church 
each  Sunday.  There  is  also  a  service  each  Friday  evening.  The 
work  is  unique  and  difficult,  and  the  faithful  ministrations  of  the 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Wm   S.  Hay  ward  are  appreciated 

Altmar— •*  During  the  past  two  years  Congregations  and  offer- 
ings have  increased  £0  per  cent."  A  number  of  the  leading  men  in 
the  village  are  interested.    The  Rev.  B.  E.  Whipple  is  the  rector. 

East  Syracuse  aud  St.  Luke's  Mission,  Syracuse— The  Rev.  J. 
E.  Johnson  having  resigned  his  position  in  Calvary  Church,  Syra- 
cuse, is  now  in  charge  of  Emmanuel  Church,  East  Syracuse,  and  St. 
Luke  s  Mission,  Syracuse  A  Sunday  afternoon  service  is  maintain- 
ed at  the  latter  station.  The  attendance  and  offerings  are  small  in 
both  of  these  places  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  regular  pastoral  work 
the  organizations  will  be  strengthened,  and  new  people  reached 

Lacona  and  Redfield— These  Missions  are  in  charge  of  the  Rev. 
Daniel  Daly  whose  faithful  ministrations  have  continued  for  a 
number  of  years. 
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Jamesville  -  Since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  W.  E.  Tanner,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Theodore  Babcock,  the  rector,  has  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Jas.  A.  Harrold  and  others,  provided  the  regular  ser- 
vices. 

/ 
Chittenango  — The  Rev.  Prof.  Geo.  H    Ottaway,  in  addition  to 
his  work  as  principal  of  the  Canastota   High  School  conducts  Sun- 
day services  in  St.  PauTs  Church,  Chittenango. 

Cleveland— St.  James'  Church,  Cleveland,  has  been  closed  since 
the  removal,  in  April,  19()3,  of  the  Rev.  B.  T.  Stafford.  The  growth 
and  prosperity  of  the  village  depend  upon  the  glass  making  in- 
dustry, and  at  present  the  glass  factory  is  closed. 

Constantia  -No  services  have  been  held  at  this  point  during  the 
year. 

Marcellus--St.  John's  Church,  Marcellus,  continues  to  prosper 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Mott.  In  October,  the  parish 
asked  that  its  stipend  be  reduced  from  S200  to  ?150. 

Manlius— At  the  beginning  of  the  Conventional  Year  the 
authorities  of  Christ  Church,  Manlius,  requested  that  the  stipend,  of 
$200  be  reduced  to  SlOO,  as  a  corresponding  increase  had  been  made 
by  the  parish  in  the  salary  of  the  rector.  The  parishes  of  Manlius 
and  Marcellus  have  set  a  commendable  example. 

Mexico  and  Pulaski— These  stations  are  now,  by  the  Bishop's 
appointment,  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Willett  N.  Hawkins,  who  resides 
at  Pulaski  and  is  assisted  by  his  father.  Dr.  J.  M.  Hawkins,  a  lay 
reader.    This  arrangement  appears  to  be  advantageous. 

St.  Andrew's,  Onondaga  Valley— For  nearly  a  year  the  Rev.  D. 
C.  Huntington  has  conducted  Sunday  afternoon  services  and  a 
Bible  school  in  a  vacant  store  at  Onondaga  Valley,  with  great  suc- 
cess and  the  apparent  promise  of  pcnnanency. 

St.  Philip's  Church,  Syracuse— St.  Philip's  Church  (for  Colored 
people)  has  grown  during  the  past  year.  The  Curate,  the  Rev.  N. 
P.  Boyd,  resigned  May  1st,  1903,  to  accept  similar  work  in  Brooklj'n. 
A  successor  will  be  secured  as  soon  as  possible. 
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St.  John's  Mission,  Phoenix — This  work  was  begun  by  the  Rev. 
H.  G.  Coddington  in  February,  1903.  Sunday  afternoon  services 
have  been  conducted,  without  interruption,  first  in  a  hall,  and  lately 
in  the  house  of  worship  kindly  placed  at  our  disposal  by  the  Con- 
g-re gationalists. 

Syracuse— In  the  Fourth  District  there  are  about  100  hamlets, 
and  villages,  and  four  cities,  Syracuse,  Oswego,  Fulton  and  Cort- 
land. The  total  population  of  the  district  at  the  last  census  was 
256,787.  In  this  territory  we  have  37  parishes  and  missions,  of  which 
20  are  self-supporting.  We  report  about  one  communicant  in  50  of 
the  population. 

The  need  for  more  agressive  work,  for  the  establishment  of 
many  new  Missions,  for  larger  offerings  and  the  appointment  of  a 
General  Missionary  is  thus  made  plain.

(Counties  of  Cayuga  and  Seneca.) 

The  officers  of  the  District  are :  The  Rev.  Wm.  Bours  Clarke, 
Dean;  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  MacNish,  Secretary,  and  Mr.  A.  N.  Hol- 
lister.  Treasurer,  the  two  latter  being  also  members  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Tne  Mission  Parishes  and  Stations  are— in  Cayuga  County: 
Aurora,  Cayuga,  Union  Springs,  Port  Byron,  Weedsport,  Moravia 
and  Northville. 

In  Seneca  County:  Dey's  Landing,  Hayt's  Corners,  Romulus, 
Kidder's  Ferry.  Willard  and  Willowdale. 
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Three  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  held  during  the  year, 
viz:  At  Cayuga  Lake  Park,  Monday,  July  7,  1902;  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  Moravia,  October  28  and  29,  1902,  and  St.. Stephen's  Church, 
Romulus,  May  11  and  12,  1903. 

St.  Matthew'*-  Church,  Moravia,  is  in'charge  of  the  Rev.  G.  P. 
Sommerville,  D.  D. 

Weedsport  and  Port  Byron  -These  two'J.Missions  received  minis- 
trations from  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Keable,  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Jordan,  durinf2r  the  season  of  Lent;  other  than  this  there  is  no  report. 

Aurora,  Cayuga  and  Union  Springs  are  in  charge  of  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  Casey,  M.  A.,  who  reports  that  during  the  past  year  he  has 
met  with  about  the  usual  number  of  gains  and  losses,  of  discourage- 
ments and  disappointments. 

There  has  been  no  interruption  of  the  Sunday  services  in  any  of 
his  three  Parishes  except  Ca^'uga,  and  then  for  a  few  weeks  only, 
when  the  winter  and  the  roads  were  the  worst.  During  no  small  part 
of  the  late  spring  the  only  way  possible  to  reach  either  Aurora  or 
Cayuga  was  by  the  railroad  track  and  on  foot.  Though  the  offerings 
for  Diocesan  Missions  have  not  come  up  to  the  amount  assessed,  yet, 
taking  the  three  Parishes  as  one  charge,  the  amount  contributed  will 
not  fall  far  short  of  the  old  quota  of  $1.00  per  Communicant. 

Among  the  improvements  noted  is  a  handsome  hard-wood  floor  in 
the  Church  at  Aurora.  The  vested  Choir  at  this  place  has  added 
much  to  the  attractiveness  and  orderliness  of  the  service.  There 
was  a  very  marked  increase,  and  especially  in  Aurora,  in  the  number 
of  worshippers  at  the  Lenten  Services.  On  Good  Friday  the  Church 
in  that  village  was  full,  many  of  those  present  being  not  of  the 
Church. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  in  ministering  to  the  people  of  his  three 
Parishes,  Mr.  Casey  has  prepared  and  delivered  many  lectures,  all 
of  them  in  the  interest  of  Christianity,  to  a  number  of  educated  men 
and  women,  whose  attitude  toward  it  is,  at  the  best,  one  of  neutrality. 

Calvary  Church,  Northville,  is  remote  from  any  other  Parish  or 
Mission,  yet,  through  the  zeal  of  a  resident  Churchwoman,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean,  and  some  of  the  Clergy,  the 
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Church  was  opened  and  services  held  twice  each  Sunday',  with  a 
gxK>dly  attendance,  during  the  month  of  August,  as  has  been  the 
custom  for  the  three  years  last  past. 

Grace  Church,  Willowdale,  is  truly  **  Like  leaven  which  a  woman 
lid  in  three  measures  of  meal,*'  and  year  after  year  the  leavening 
►oiworsof  the  Gospel  are  extended  and  the  blessed  influence  is  raani" 
&s'ted  more  and  more,  not  only  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the 
liurch,  but  in  the  surrounding  country. 

rrhe  amount  apportioned  for  this  Mission  and  for  St.  Andrew's, 
ey 's  Landing,  has  been  paid  in  full  and  amounted  to  S40.  All  other 
^Tex-ings,  $143.82. 

'Xhere  have  been  twelve  Baptisms,  three  of  which  were  adults. 
^^^«re  have  been  Confirmed  68.  Services  have  been  held  on  Sundays 
^"t^ii  on  week-days).  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated 
'^1  ve  times  in  public  and  once  in  private. 

'Xhere  are  no  debts  except  that  of  great  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of 
'^'MT^  good  and  perfect  gift,  as  well  as  to  the  several  Priests  who 
•-'V'^  kindly  ministered  from  time  to  time.  Mr.  William  C.  Compton, 
^y  :Reader,  has  rendered  faithful  and  valuable  service  both  here  and 
■  X!>«y's  Landing.  At  this  latter  place  23  Sunday  services  have  been 
-l<3.   and  offerings  made  to  the  amount  of  S5.37. 

St.  Stephen's  Church,  Romulus,  is  faithfully  served  by  Mr.  Wal- 
-^  Jones  as  Lay  Reader,  and  the  prospects  of  the  Mission  were  never 
*^x-^  encouraging.  Mr.  Jones  reports  that  during  the  past  Conven- 
^t^al  year  there  have  been  6  Baptisms  (4  adults).  Four  were  Con- 
^'»:i«d.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been  administered  six  times; 
^  Sunday  services  and  8  week-day  Lay  services  have  been  held. 
t^'H^  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  amount  to  S35,  and  for  General 
Missions  S20.65. 

Since  May  1,  and  before  making  up  this  report,  11  more  persons 
^^ave  been  added  to  the  Communicant  list — 8  of  these  by  Confirma- 
tion^ and  3  were  received  from  the  Roman  Communion. 

Christ  Church,  Willard,  and  Calvary  Church,  Hayt's  Corners,  are 
^^  charge  of  the  Secretary.  The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
bounding    of    the    former    was    duly   celebrated    in    January    last. 
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Hitherto  but  one  service  on  each  Lord's  Day  had  be^.-n  held,  thoug"h 
many  requests  had  been  made  for  a  second  service  to  provide  for  the 
many  employes  of  the  Willard  State  Hospital,  whose  duties  prevented 
their  being  able  to  attend  the  Sunday  morning  service.  The  Silver 
Jubilee  of  the  Parish  seemed  a  fitting  time  for  beginning  Sunday 
evening  services,  which  was  done,  and  has  been  continued  to  date, 
with  the  assistance  of  a  Lay  Reader,  and  since  which  there  has  been 
as  large  a  congregation  at  the  Sunday  evening  service  as  in  the 
morning,  and  mostly  of  a  class  of  people  who  had  been  unable  to 
attend  previously. 

The  repairs  and  improvements  on  the  Church  property  have  been 
many.  Not  only  has  the  Church  been  repaired  outside,  but  the  in- 
terior has  been  thoroughly  renovated  and  recarpeted.  In  addition 
to  this,  a  lot  adjoining  the  Church  property  on  the  west  has  been 
purchased  and  nearly^  paid  for,  with  the  hope  and  expectation  of 
building  a  Parish  House  thereon  sometime  in  the  future. 


In  addition  to  its  full  assessment  for  Diocesan  Missions,  the  Par- 
ish has  made  goodly  and  in  creased  offerings  for  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missions. 

Calvary  Church,  Hayt's  Corners,  has  gone  on  in  the  even  tenor 
of  its  ways  as  a  faithful  **  little  flock,  "ever  striving  for  something 
better  and  higher.  A  new  carpet  has  been  provided  for  the  Church. 
The  assessment  for  Diocesan  Missions  has  been  fully  met,  and  more 
has  been  paid  toward  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  than  was 
apportioned  for  it  to  raise. 

The  Rev.  R.  M.  Duff,  S.  T.  D.,  who  has  recently  resigned  the 
Parish  at  Waterloo,  reports  several  Mission  services  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Parish  and  some  three  or  four  outside  the  Parish. 


The  Dean  reports  that  he  has  officiated  three  times  in  St.  Ste- 
phen's Church,  Romulus,  administering  the  Holy  Communion  on  all 
three  occasions,  and  also  Baptizing  one  adult  and  one  infant;  also 
having  made  several  visits  to  the  County  House,  reading  prayers 
with  the  inmates.

The  officers  of  this  District  are  :  The  Rev.  T.  Ainslee  Stevenson, 
Dean;  the  Rev.  Charles  H  McKnight,  Secretary;  Mr.  H.  V.  Bost- 
wick,  Treasurer. 

The  Mission  Parishes  and  Stations  are  — Chemung^  County  :  Em- 
manuel Mission,  Elmira;  Big  Flats,  Millport,  Horseheads,  Wellsburg 
and  Van  Etten.  Tioga  County— Candor,  Spencer,  Waverly  and 
Smithboro.  Tompkins  County— McLean.  Slaterville  Springs,  Speeds- 
ville,  Dryden,  Groton  and  Truraansburg. 

Three  meetings  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held  during  the 
year.  In  June  the  meeting  was  at  Van  Etten;  in  October  at  Slater- 
ville Springs,  and  February  at  Trinity  Church,  Elmira. 

Emmanuel  Mission  at  Elmira  has  been  under  the  charjj-e,  for  the 
year,  of  Rev.  N.  S.  Boardman,  and  affairs  have  been  in  a  progressive 
condition 

Trumansburg  was  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stirling 
during  the  winter  months.  Mr.  Cooke  of  the  General  Theological 
Seminary  will  take  charge  during  the  coming  summer.  His  work  of 
last  summer  was  well  rewarded. 

Waverly  has  met  all  its  assessments  fully.  No  Sunday  or  week- 
day service  has  been  omitted  during  the  past  year.  All  financial 
obligations  paid  under  our  system,  for  the  third  year,  of  pledges. 
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without  resorting-  to  fairs  or  socials;  and  the  Ladies*  Parish  Aid, 
besides  generous  help  to  the  W.  A.,  has  raised  over  S200  for  a  sub- 
stantial stone  walk  on  the  north  side  of  the  Church  lot. 

Smithboro  has  been  served  regularly,  with  the  usual  fair  attend- 
ance of  the  members.  The  Church  building  is  sadly  in  need  of  repair, 
with  no  ability  to  do  it. 

Wellsburg,  Chemung  County,  has  the  first  Sunday  afternoon  and 
the  fourth  Sunday  morning  of  each  month  of  my  ministry,  with  an 
occasional  week-day.  The  Church  property  is  in  excellent  condition. 
Attendance  on  service  has  much  improved,  but  increased  liberality 
and  growth  seems  out  of  the  question. 

The  self-supporting  Parishes  of  the  District  are  doing  work  in 
the  way  of  maintaining  Sunday  Schools  and  Mission  services  within 
their  borders.

If  one  had  time  to  carefully  analyze  these  reports  they  would 
suggest  many  interesting  conclusions.  Generally  speaking,  they 
show  that  faithful,  persevering  and  successful  work  is  being  done 
throughout  the  Diocese  in  these  Missionary  fields;  although  the 
work  seems  almost  altogether  confined  to  Parishes  and  Missions 
already  established,  in  the  planting  of  the  Church  in  new  places 
scarcely  anything  is  being  done. 
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The  reports  generally  give  careful  details.  One  report,  however, 
gives  practically  no  details,  but  a  simple  general  statement  that 
everything  is  going  along  as  well  as  could  be  expected.  This  may 
be  true,  without  doubt,  but  such  a  report  cannot  satisfy  the  Diocese 
At  least  we  ought  to  be  told  in  brief  what  each  Parish  and  Mission 
Station  receiving  stipends  is  doing  or  trying  to  do  for  the  extension 
of  "the  Kingdom  of  God.  If  the  individual  members  of  a  Parish  need 
to  1)6  given  missionary  facts  in  order  to  arouse  and  increase  their 
in^^rest  in  missionary  work,  so,  too,  does  the  Diocese  need  the  same 
fojT    the  same  worthy  object. 

The  reports  of  the  several  Treasurers  of  the  District  are  sugge&t-

The  First  District  was  assessed  by  the  Board  81,450;  raised  in

The  offerings  from  this  District  amounted  to  S1506.55  Six 
parishes  or  Mission  Stations  contributed  in  excess  of  their  assess- 
ment $17.22;  and  seven  less  than  their  assessment  to  the  amount  of 
$170.99,  $1,349.19  were  paid  in  stipends;  the  District  thus  contribut- 
ing to  the  Diocese  $157.36  for  its  Missionary  work;  that  is  557.36  in 
excess  of  the  difference  between  its  assessment  and  apportionment. 
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The  Dean  reporting  that  the  balance  in  favor  of  this  District  was 
owing  to  vacancies  in  some  stations.

22  Parishes  and  Missions  paid  their  assessments  in  full  ;  one  not 
assessed  did  not  pay  anything:  4  Parishes  and  Missions  paid  in  ex- 
cess to  the  amount  of  $32.49;  9  paid  less  than  their  assessment  to 
the  amount  of  $206.31;  and  one  of  these  assessed  S6.00  did  not  give 
anything. 

This  District  contributed  to  the  general  Missionary  work  of  the 
Diocese  $274.18  that  is  $25  82  less  than  the  difference  between  its 
assessment  and  apportionment.

Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  May,  1903. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York: 

Following,  generally,  the  familiar  form  of  Reports  in  the  Con- 
vention Journal,  the  Treasurer  presents  the  following  summarized 
statement  of  Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  the  past  year  as 
shown  by  the  records  of  his  office. 

Summoned  unexpectedly  to  the  duties  of  the  position,  without 
knowledge  of  its  complications,  and  no  teacher  or  guide  available,— 
it  has  not  proved  to  be  a  bed  of  roses.  Thanks,  however,  to  the  ac- 
curacy of  the  work  hitherto  done,  patient  investigation  and  labor 
has  resulted  in  a  sufficient  mastery  of  details  to  warrant  the  present- 
ation of  this  report.  The  constant  and  embarrassing  necessities  of 
the  current  work  so  retarded  the  result  that  although  accepting  re- 
sponsibility August  1st  two  months  were  needed,  with  excellent 
professional  supervision  and  assistance,  to  prepare  and  present  to 
the  Standing  Committee,  a  clear  and  accurate  report  of  the  former 
business  of  the  office  and  transfer  the  same  to  a  new  set  ot  books. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Gardner,  leaving  a  Will  which  was  promptly 
contested  and  has  not  yet  been  probated  and  the  resulting  technical 
entanglement  of  his  personal  affairs  with  our  finances,  has  proved 
tj  be  a  very  annoying  element,  and  although  his  estate  is  sufficient- 
ly large  to  guarantee  that  no  loss  to  the  Diocese  can  result,  it  has 
required  the  making  of  temporary  loans  to  carry  on  our  business. 
We  are  assured  by  the  Executrix  of  the  estate,  who  is  also  the  re- 
siduary legatee,  and  also  by  her  Attorney,  that  so  soon  as  legally 
permitted  to  act,  full  settlement  will  be  made  in  accordance  with 
our  books  as  kept  by  Mr.  Gardner. 

In  addition  to  the  above  complications  your  Treasurer  has  ex- 
perienced the  chronic  trouble,  so  often  reported  by  his  predecessor, 
of  the  remissness,  by  a  large  proportion  of  the  Parishes,  in  the  duty 
of  paying  their  assessments  for  General  Fund  quarterly, —in  accord- 
ance with  Canon  XI,  Sec.  3.  Those  assessments  are  not  simply 
calls  for  a  convenient  share  of  an  idle  surplus,  but  notices  of  an 
equitably  apportioned  business  obligation.  Without  their  prompt 
and  regular  payment  the  Treasurer  has  no  legitimate  means  of  pay- 
ing the  expenses  and  appropriations  of  the  Diocese.  The  maxim 
**  Be  just  before  you  are  generous ''  seems  to   apply  here.     Owing 
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to  t  *-m  is  delinquency  I  have  been  unable  to  pay  the  quarters  salary  of 
the  Ooadjutor  Bishop,  due  since  April  1st,  althoug^h  the  arrearages 
du&  to  the  General  Fund— charged  with  that  payment -would  have 
pro  ^^;-  ided  the  needed  sum  had  they  been  paid  quarterly  as  required 
by  't  lie  Canon.  A  better  understanding  of  this  subject  by  Parish  of- 
fice x~^,  as  well  as  by  the  Clergy,  would,  I  am  sure,  put  the  finances 
of  t  t^e  Diocese  in  a  far  more  creditable  position. 

T*he  tabulated  report  herewith  presented  was  prepared  for  record 
in  *t  Ine  Journal  substantially  in  form  like  those  hitherto  published, 
but^  like  its  predecessors,  it  is  misleading,  in  that  it  gives  the  im- 
pres^sioa  that  the  Diocese  is  in  a  healthy  financial  condition,— when 
in  :^act  it  is  unable  to  pay  its  honest  debts  and  meet  its  current 
liat>i  lities.  The  familiar  closing  phrase  of  these  reports  '*  Balance 
to  x-^^^w  account  '*  at  first  seems  to  mean  that  the  Diocese,  at  present, 
ha^  nearly  $12,000,  available  funds,  and  one  year  ago  had  over 
$4.^^C>0.  Would  it  were  true !  but  the  fact  remains  that  those 
am <z> mints  only  represent  credits  to  various  Fun-ls  in  the  official 
cus-'t^jdy  of  the  Treasurer  and  Offerings  designated  for  specific  uses, 
ancX  not  subject  to  his  discretion.  The  Canon  requires  the  closing 
of  fc  l-ae  Treasurer's  books  April  3Dth  and  the  report  correctly  states  the 
com  czXition  at  that  date,  but  within  the  eleven  succeeding  days  more 
tha>  wm.  $4,600.,  was  disbursed,  reducing  the  cash  balance  considerably, 
at  X^ast  $1000.,  below  the  aggregate  of  the  various  Funds  entrusted 
to  *•.  *-ie  care  of  the  Diocese  and  leaving  the  Coadjutor  Bishop  unpaid. 

'The  apparently  unpopular  General  Fund  is  the  only  purse  from 
'wh  i^^h  we  may  draw  for  Diocesan  needs,  and  at  present,  as  well  as 
for  ^11  indefinite  past,  it  is  simply  inadequate.  This  fact  should 
ha^^^e  thoughtful  consideration  at  this  Convention.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Xew  York  : 

The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  present  the  following-  report 
for  the  year  endinR-JApril  30,  1903,  referring  to  the  appended  Report 
of  the  Treasurer  for  financial  details  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  held  September  25,  1902,  the  nomi- 
nations of  the  Convention  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 
were  confirmed  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Horace  M.  Greeley  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Trustee  Wm.  S.  Andrews  and 
Wm.  H.  H.  Neal  for  full  term,  to  succeed  himself.  The  death  of 
Trustee  and  Treasurer  George  J.  Gardner  was  announced  and  an 
appreciative  resolution  passed  and  placed  on  record.     Trustee  Neal 
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reluctantly  accepted  the  position  of  Treasurer  until  the  next  session 
of  the  Convention. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  personality  or  the  number  of 
beneficiaries  of  the  Fund,  nor  in  the  stipends  paid  to  the  three  Clergy 
anci  eleven  widows. 

One  loan  of  $2,500  has  been  paid,  and  of  course  a  slightly  de- 
crea^se^d  income  will  result. 

The  Convention  is  now  called  upon  to  nominate  four  Trustees  to 
fill  va.cancies— one  owing  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Gardner,  one  to  fill  the 
pla.ce  of  Trustee  Greeley,  whose  term  expires  this  year,  and  two 
owingr-  to  resignations  accepted  to  take  effect  on  the  election  of  suc- 
ce&&oirs  to  Trustees  Hawley  and  Neal.

It:  will  be  noted  in  the  Treasurer's  report  that  two  Savings  Bank 
dci>o^its  now  stand  in  Mr.  Gardner's  name  and  not  officially  as  Treas- 
"""^r^  and  although  drawing  interest  for  the  year,  cannot  be  trans- 
f^T-r-^^X  to  our  official  custody  until  the  termination  of  the  contest  over 
^^  C^ardner  s  will;  but  which,  we  are  assured  by  both  the  executrix 
and  Iner  attorney,  so  soon  as  legally  permitted  to  act,  will  be  promptly 
don^.  The  Permanent  Fu~nd  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and 
altl-io^g-j^  Parish  offerings  are  not  quite  equal  to  those  of  last  year,

Report  of   the    Deaf   Mute  Commission    to  the    Diocese  of    Central 
Neiv  York  : 

The  Deaf  Mute  Commission  hereby  submits  its  second  Annual 
Report. 

During  the  year  we  have  been  working  along  the  same  lines  as 
those  indicated  in  our  last  report.  Our  annual  appeal  for  offerings 
was  sent  out  several  weeks  previous  to  the  Sunday  next  before  Ad- 
vent, and  has,  we  are  glad  to  say,  met  with  satisfactory  results.  A 
larger  percentage  of  the  Parishes  have  responded  this  year  than  last, 
so  that  we  have  again  closed  our  accounts  with  a  balance  in  the 
treasury.  The  Missionary  Board  has  sent  us  $200,  and  the  Junior 
Auxiliary  SIOO.  These  sums,  with  the  amounts  received  from  the 
Parishes,  have  enabled  us  to  give  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Harry 
Van  Allen,  $500  for  his  services,  and  this  has  been  sent,  almost  with- 
out fail,  in  monthly  instalments.  Considering  the  irregularity  and 
uncertainty  which  characterized  the  payments  of  his  salary  before 
the  Commission  was  appointed,  it  has  thus  far  amply  justified  its 
existence. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  aided 
us  in  this  good  work,  and  trust  that  they  will  continue  their  assist- 
ance in  the  future. 

As  seen  by  Mr.  Van  Allen's  report,  he  has  added  several  regular 
appointments  in  the  Diocese  to  those  of  past  years,  and  we  believe 
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tl-asat  the  work  is  beinf^  faithfully  and  satisfactorily  accomplished 
un<ler  his  administration.  His  residence  in  Utica  since  May,  1902, 
^y  bring"ing  him  into  the  center  of  his  large  field,  has  greatly  en- 
h  <^  weed  the  ease  and  efficiency  of  his  visits,  not  only  in  this  Diocese, 
btjx  "t  in  those  of  Albany  and  Vermont,  to  which  he  gives  about  half  of 
hi.^  time.  We  trust  that  all  will  carefully  read  his  report,  so  as  to  be 
^ta.  1  3y  informed  on  what  is  being  done  for  our  deaf  mute  brethren.

To  the  Commission  on  Churcfi  Work  Among  the  Deaf  and  Dnmb  in  the 
Diocese  of  Central  Neio  York. 

Gentlemen:  During  the  year  just  closed  the  work  of  the  Mis- 
sion to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  the  Diocese  has  been  carried  on  as 
actively  and  energetically  as  circumstances  have  permitted,  and  a 
survey  of  what  has  been  accomplished  is  both  gratifying  and  encour- 
aging. To  summarize  briefly,  the  Mission  has  now  been  extended 
to  all  of  the  important  cities  and  towns  of  the  Diocese  which  present 
any  opportunity  for  work  among  tne  Deaf  and  Dumb;  the  number  of 
services  held  has  been  considerably  increased  over  last  year,  and  the 
attendance  of  the  deaf  people  thereat  has  generally  improved;  the 
interest  of  the  deaf  in  the  work  has  steadily  grown,  as  is  shown  in 
the  very  practical  way  of  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount  of 
their  contributions,  which  are  now  sufficient  to  defray  the  traveling 
and  incidental  expenses  of  the  Missionary;  and,  finally,  there  are 
many  most  hopeful  indications  of  that  growth  in  spiritual  earnestness 
and  desire  for  higher  and  better  things  which  must  be  the  ultimate 
test  of  success  or  failure  of  missionary  work.  In  every  respect,  I 
venture  to  believe,  I  am  justified  in  feeling  grateful  for  the  past  and 
hopeful  for  the  future. 

In  considering  the  contributions  of  the  deaf,  it  may  be  proper  to 
say  a  few  additional  words.  During  the  last  two  months  of  the  year 
just  ended  an  effort  was  made  to  systematize  the  offerings  by  the 
introduction  of  the  envelope  system.  While  it  is  yet  too  early  to 
speak  of  results,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  a  larger  aggregate  of 
contributions  will  be  received  in  the  future.  It  should,  however,  be 
borne  in  mind,  not  only  that  the  deaf  are,  as  a  rule,  in  very  moderate 
financial  circumstances,  but  also  that  the  communicants  among  them 
(from  whom,  naturally,  the  larger  part  of  the  offerings  must  come) 
have  been  constantly  encouraged  to  take,  and  in  many  cases  actually 
do  take  their  places  in  the  Parish  with  their  hearing  brethren,  and 
consequently  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Parish  in  which  tney 
reside,  as  well  as  to  the  support  of  the  Mission. 

I  have  held  services  as  follows  :  At  Syracuse,  23  (of  which  7  were 
celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist);  at  Utica,  21  (of  which  7  were 
celebrations);  at  Rome,  12;  at  Watertown,  10;  at  Binghamton,  9  (of 
which  1  was  a  celebration);  at  Oneida,  8;  at  Oswego,  5;  at  Fulton,  4; 
at  Auburn,  4;  at  Elmira,  3;  at  Owego,  2;  total  101.  Other  services 
have  been  :  Marriages,  3;  burials,  5;  baptisms,  4;  confirmations,  2; 
communion  of  the  sick,  1.     Total  services  of  all  kinds,  116. 
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During  the  year  I  have  made  146  personal  calls  upon  deaf  people 
at  their  homes,  in  the  course  of  which  I  met  290  individuals.  With 
a  people  so  widely  scattered  as  are  the  deaf  and  dumb,  such  visits  are 
often  the  only  means  of  reaching  them  at  all,  and  this  part  of  my 
work  I  believe  to  be  of  great  importance. 

There  have  been  four  baptisms,  one  infant  and  three  adult,  one 
of  the  latter  being  that  of  a  man  eighty  years  of  age.  I  am  now  pre- 
paring a  class  of  eight  persons  and  hope  to  present  them  to  the  Bishop 
for  Confirmation  in  the  middle  of  May. 

I  have  attended  two  meetings  of  the  Convocation  of  the  Second 
Missionary  District  and  one  of  the  Third,  at  all  of  which  I  made  a 
brief  inva  voce  address.  I  have  also  addressed  the  members  of  the 
Junior  Auxiliary  in  regard  to  our  work,  at  its  annual  meeting  at 
Utica  in  June.  I  have  attended  the  commencement  of  the  School  for 
the  Deaf  at  Rome,  and  also  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
of  which  I  am  a  member.  I  have  delivered  a  lecture  in  Syracuse,  in 
Utica  and  in  Binghamton.  I  have  arranged  and  been  present  at  fes- 
tivals in  Binghamton,  in  Syracuse  and  Utica.  In  May  there  was  a 
social  gathering  at  my  home  at  which  practically  all  of  the  deaf  peo- 
ple of  the  city  were  present,  and  when  I  was  most  generously  pre- 
sented with  a  fine  roll-top  office  desk.  I  have  also  attended  social 
gatherings  elsewhere  in  Utica  and  in  Rome.  The  deaf  people  of 
Utica  have  also  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Bishop  Olmsted  person- 
ally at  a  reception  generously  arranged  by  the  ladies  of  Trinity 
Church.  The  fact  that  the  Bishop  uses  the  manual  alphabet  with 
facility  and  was  able  to  speak  to  the  people  in  their  own  language 
greatly  heightened  the  pleasure  of  the  occasion. 

At  Troy,  in  August,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Empire  State 
Association  of  Deaf  Mutes,  whose  membership  includes  deaf  people 
from  all  parts  of  the  State.  The  meeting  was  most  pleasant  and 
profitable,  though  little  business  of  importance  was  transacted. 
During  the  same  month  I  attended  the  annual  picnic  of  the  graduates 
and  friends  of  the  school  at  Rome  and  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
over  on^  hundred  of  my  people. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  among  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  the 
country  has  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Gallaudct,  D.  D.,  h,  H.  D.  To  Dr.  Gallaudet  is  due  the  beginning  of 
religious  work  among  the  deaf  in  this  country,  and  he  lived  to  see 
the  work  which  he  founded  grow  to  unhoped  for  proportions.  His 
connection  with  the  Mission  in  this  Diocese  was  intimate,  and  his 
death  deprives  the  deaf  of  a  friend  who  stood  in  an  absolutely  unique 
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relation  to  them.  He  is  mourned  by  all,  but  by  none  more  than  his 
younger  co-workers,  who  have  long  depended  upon  him  for  counsr:l 
and  encouragement.  During  his  last  illness  I  took  service  for  him  on 
two  occasions  at  St.  Ann's,  New  York,  and  in  October  I  took  part  in 
a  service  in  his  memory  in  the  same  church,  when  nearly  four  hun- 
dred deaf  people  of  all  nationalities  and  creeds  gathered  to  testify 
their  gratitude  to  and  affection  for  their  great  benefactor. 

The  offerings  at  services  have  amounted  to  $127.09.  My  expendi- 
tures have  been  as  follows :  For  postage,  stationery,  etc.,  $20  64;  for 
traveling  expenses,  $100.59;  expense  of  festivals,  $5.25;  total,  $126.48. 

With  very  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  consideration  shown 
me  on  every  hand  by  Clergy  and  Laity  alike,  and  especially  of  the 
uniform  kindness  of.  the  members  of  the  Commission,  I  am.

To  the  Convention  lOOS, 

The  present  Committee  on  S.  S.  Work  was  appointed  by  the 
Convention  of  1900.  They  brought  in  a  report  to  the  Convention  of 
1901,  which  was  ordered  printed  and  distributed,  and  which  was  so 
done— the  reports  being  distributed  with  the  Journals.  In  that 
report  the  committee  stated  that  they  purposely  contined  themselves 
to  an  inquiry  into  the  general  condition  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of 
the  Diocese,  (although  some  found  fault  because  they  did  not  bring  in 
some  definite  schemes  of  reform,)  leaving  to  subsequent  Committees 
the  task  of  dealing  with  particular  departments  of  S.  S.  Work. 
The  convention  did  not  call  for  the  report  of  the  S.  S.  Committee 
last  year. 

In  the  fall  of  1901,  an  earnest  effort  was  made  by  the  Committee, 
with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  then  Dean  of  the  2nd  District, 
to  arrange  for  a  S.  S.  Convention.  With  this  object  in  view  we 
advised  with  the  Bishop  and  some  of  the  prominent  S.  S.  workers 
in  the  Diocese  by  letter,  outlining  a  programme,  and  suggesting 
Utica  as  the  place  of  meeting.  These  cordially  approved  of  the 
project,  but  as  some  feared  that  Utica  was  not  central  enougn  to 
secure  a  large  attendance,  among  which   were  some  members  of  the 
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Committee,  it  was  deemed  best  not  to  make  any  definite  plans  before 
consulting^  the  whole  Diocese.  Therefore  in  November,  1901,  a  brief 
printed  statement  was  sent  to  the  clergy  in  charge  of  every  Parish 
and  Mission  station  in  the  Diocese  explaining-  our  desire,  and  asking 
for  their  co-operation.  An  addressed  postal  card  for  reply  was  en- 
closed, with  the  following  questions  therein,  to  which  prompt 
answers  were  requested; 

Are  you  in  favor  of  holding  a  Sunday  School  Convention  ? 

Where  should  it  meet  ? 

When  should  it  meet  ? 

Many  of  the  clergy  paid  no  attention  to  this  Communication; 
some  replies  were  received  too  late  to  be  of  any  use  ;  and  of  those 
received  some  were  unfavorable  strongly  so,  but  a  fair  majority  ap- 
proved of  the  project  ;  some  of  those  on  the  distinct  understanding 
that  they  were  not  to  be  asked  to  take  part  in  the  programme  :— the 
majority  signifying  Syracuse  as  their  preference  for  place  of  meet- 
ing. With  this  very  encouraging  (?)  experience  the  Committee 
thought  they  could  report  progress  Later  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  went  to  Syracuse  and  met  by  appointment  a  number  of 
the  Clergy  of  Syracuse  and  neighborhood,  and  laid  the  project  before 
them.  After  considerable  discussion  it  seemed  best  to  drop  the 
whole  matter  as  these  brethren  did  not  think  that  a  Sunday  School 
Convention  held  there  would  be  productive  of  much  good,  or  worth 
the  trouble  and  labor  of  getting  together.  Your  Committee,  there- 
fore, suggest  that  if  anything  is  to  be  attempted  or  done  to  unify 
and  improve  our  Sunday  School  methods  it  must  be  done,  they 
think,  first,  at  least,  by  each  Convocation  for  itself.  As  the  Com- 
mittee is  at  present  constituted  the  members  are  too  far  distant  from 
one  another,  and  have  too  little  authoritj-,  to  do  any  satisfactory 
work  in  this  direction,  and  therefore  respectfully  request  to  be  dis- 
charged

In  this  report  the  Parish  debt  appears  to  have  increased  $600  over 
the  indebtedness  reported  last  year.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Parish  assumed  a  debt  of  $600  incurred  by  individuals  who  were 
allowed  by  a  former  Vestry  to  place  an  organ  in  the  Church  with  the 
understanding  that  the  Church  would  not  be  responsible  for  any  part 
of  the  work.  The  parties  having  the  work  done  failed  to  secure  the 
above  sum,  and  after  several  years,  the  Parish  has  finally  agreed  to 
pay  the  debt.  Actually,  the  debt  has  been  reduced,  $2,100  having 
been  received  by  the  Treasurer  too  late  to  appear  in  this  report,  and 
a  committee  having  the  above-mentioned  debt  in  hand  report  the 
money  about  half  raised.  Last  summer  the  exterior  of  the  Church 
was  completed  by  building  the  spire  set  forth  in  the  original  plans. 
This  addition  has  greatly  beautified  and  dignified  the  building.  The 
spire  was  the  gift  of  the  Hon.  J  Stewart  Wells,  for  many  years  a 
faithful  Vestryman  of  this  Parish,  and  the  contractor,  fifty  years 
ago,  when  the  building  was  erected.

five  others  in  preparatory  studies.  As  Chaplain  of  the  Shelter  h^^ 
has  supplied  in  full  the  usual  Sunday  services  held  there,  baptized^ 

twelve  of  its  inmates,  prepared  seven  for  confirmation  and  adminis 

tered  Holy  Communion  on  two  Holy  Days.     As  Examining  Chaplaiu.^^ 
with  his  associates  on  the  Board,  he  has  conducted  seven  canonica^^ 
examinations  of  ten   separate  candidates,  presenting  five  of  then»^ 
for  ordination.     He   has   attended  eight   meetings  of  the  Standing — 
Committee,  discharging  numerous  outside  duties  connected  with  it. 
Finally  he  reports  eight  other  services  held  in  different  Churches  to 
relieve  his  brethren  of  the  Clergy. 

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Beauchamp,  S.  T.  D.,  residing  in  Syracuse,  re- 
ports as  follows: 

In  addition  to  his  stated  work  he  has  officiated  and  preached  on 
many  Sundays  and  weekdays  during  the  year,  and  could  have  done 
more  had  it  been  required.  He  has  officiated  at  several  funerals  and 
attended  theological  examinations,  besides  lecturing  on  various 
subjects. 

The  Rev.  H.  M.  Brown,  residing  at  Binghamton,  reports  that 
during  the  year  ne  has  officiated  as  supply  at  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Bradford,  N,  Y.,  has  also  assisted  the  clergy  of  Binghamton  on  sev- 
eral occasions,  and  held  services  at  Sherburne,  Chenango  Forks  and 
Whitney's  Point. 

The  Rev.  Joshua  L.  Burrows,  residing  at  Ashtabula,  Ohio, 
reports  as  follows: 

During  the  past  convention  year  he  has  read  prayers  and 
preached  once  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Ashtabula,  has  read  prayers 
and  preached  at  **The  Harbor,"  O.,  once,  and  baptized  one  person, 
married  one  couple  and  officiated  at  five  funerals. 

The  Rev.  S.  D.  Day  reports  that  during  the  year  he  has  officiated 
a  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Sanford,  Florida,  at  St.  Mary's, 
Lrake  Mary,  and  at  All  Saints'  Church,  Enterprise,  in  the  same 
jurisdiction. 

The  Rev.  O  E.  Herrick,  D.  D.,  residing  at  Watertown,  reports 
that  daring  the  year  he  has  officiated  on  several  occasions  reading 
:he  prayers  and  assisting  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. He  has  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  twice,  preached 
several  times,  officiated  at  two  marriages  and  at  nine  funerals. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Hudson,  Ph.  D.,  reports  that  he  was  com- 
pelled, on  account  of  ill  health,  to  resign  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity 
Chjrci,   Syracuse,   N.  Y..   Jan.  1st,   1903.     Since  that  time  he  has 
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officiated  at  four  marriages. 

The  Rev.  E.  W.  Mundy,  residing  at  Syracuse,  reports  that  dur- 
ing the  year  he  has  administered  the  Holy  Communion  twice  and 
read  the  burial  service  once. 

The  Rev.  Geo.  L  Neide,  residing  at  Ossining,  N.  Y.,  reports 
that  owing  to  extreme  bodily  weakness,  added  to  the  burden  of  four 
score  years  and  more,  he  has  been  unable  to  officiate  in  the  office  of 
the  Holy  Ministry. 

The   Rev.  John  A.   Staunton  reports  that   he  is  at   present 
residing   in   Philadelphia,  Pa.,   and  that  from  January  1st  to  April 
.  15th,  1903,  he  officiated   as  Priest  in  Charge  of  Epiphany  Chapel  in 
that  city  in  the  absence  of  the  Vicar. 

The  Rev.  H.  C.  Staunton  reports  that  since  his  ordering  he  has 
been  studying  in  Columbia  University,  New  York  City,  by 
permission  of  the  Bishop,  for  the  higher  educational  degrees.  He 
has  assisted  once  as  a  supply. 

The  Rev.  S.  W.  Strowger,  residing  at  Webster,  N.  Y  ,  reports 
that  since  May,  1902,  he  continued  to  hold  Sunday  services  with 
monthly  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  at  St.  Andrew's 
Mission,  near  which  he  resides,  until  October,  when  a  severe  illness 
incapacitated  him  for  any  clerical  work  until  Trinity  Sunday,  when 
he  was  sufficiently  recovered  to  resume  it  tentively. 

The  Rev.  C.  H.  Tindei*i*  reports  that  on  account  of  physical  dis- 
ability he  has  been  unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  ministry. 

The  Rev.  F.  P.  Winne,  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Paul's  Church 
at  Watertown,  reports  that  since  the  first  of  September  last  he  has, 
at  the  Bishop's  request,  served   the  Parish  of  St.  Peter's,   Redwood. 

He  has  held  one  service  and  preached  each  Sunday,  Thanks- 
giving, Christmas,  Ash  Wednesday  and  Good  Friday.  On  each 
Friday  evening  of  I^ent  he  gave  a  service  with  a  lecture. 

He  also  served  the  Church  ot  St.  James,  Theresa,  during  Sep- 
tember and  October,  held  a  service  in  that  place  on  the  evening  of 
Easter  Day  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  on  Easter  Monday. 
He  has  baptized  9  infants,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in 
public  23  times,  and  in  private  once.  He  has  officiated  at  18  burials 
and  married  10  couples. 

These  acts  are  included  in  either  the  report  from  St.  Paul's, 
Watertown,  or  in  that  from  St.  Peter's,  Redwood.

There  are  rooms  that  are  furnished  as  memorials;  three  in  the 
Hospital  and  four  in  the  Training  School.

Other  gifts  for  rooms  and  beds  are  greatly  needed. 

The  Bishop  frequently  visits  and  officiates  at  the  House,  which 
has  his  constant  interest  and  supervision. 

With  its  lately  enlarged  capacity  and  facilities  and  its  increased 
equipments  every  way,  through  the  signal  liberality  of  a  citizen  of 
Syracuse,  tnis  Institution  has  grown  into  one  of  the  most  complete 
hospital  establishments  in  the  country.

St.  John's  School  was  founded  in  1869  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frederic 
D.  Huntingdon,  S.  T.  D.,  Bishop  of  Central  New  York,  and  has  ever 
since  been  a  successful  Church  School  of  the  hig-hest  g^rade.  It  is 
located  at  Manlius,  N.  Y.,  ten  miles  from  Syracuse,  on  the  line  of 
the  Syracuse,  Ontario  and  New  York  R  R. 

The  Chaplain  conducts  all  religious  worshi  p  and  instruction 
The  services  are  arranged  and  conducted,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Bishop,  as  will  best  promote  moral  and  religious  growth. 

There  are  five  courses  of  study,  a  course  in  Civil  Eng^ineeriug,  a 
Classical  Course,  a  Special  Course  and  a  Grammar  Course.

Constitution  and  Canons, 


Sonslilnlian* 


Adopted  June  14th,  1870. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  Second  Tuesday  in  June,  in 
the  year  1870.  and  each  year  thereafter,  at  four  o'clock  and  thirty 
minutes  P.  M.,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop 
for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  EJpiscopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  pres- 
ent, the  Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease, 
or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the 
place  of  meeting,  the  Bishop  or  in  the  case  above  mentioned,  the 
Standing  Committee,  may  appoint  another  place  for  tne  meeting  of 
the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop  may  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  shall  Judge  it 
conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  Inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  if 
he  be  present,  and  the  officiating  Ministers  regularly  admitted  and 
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settled  in  some  Church  within  the  Diocese;  which  is  in  union  with 
the  Conyentlon;  and  of  Lay-m embers,  not  exceeding  three  delegates 
from  each  parish  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  All  other  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese 
for  the  space  of  six  months,  and  not  under  discipline,  may  be 
members  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry,  when 
one  is  in  legal  existence.  When  the  Vestry  is,  from  vacancy  or 
otherwise,  incompetent  to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Congre- 
gation. 

Sec.  4.  But  in  case  of  Churches  or  Congregations  organized  or 
incorporated  without  a  Vestry,  Delegates  may  be  chosen  by  the 
Church  or  Congregation,  unless  the  Convention  shall  otherwise 
prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  The  mode  of  admitting  new  Churches  or  Congregations 
into  union  with  the  convention  and  the  conditions  under  which  un- 
ion or  representation  shall  be  forfeited,  may  be  prescribed  by 
Canon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  at  its  first  morning  session  shall  be  opened 
with  prayers  and  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  Blsnop  may  at  this 
time  deliver  his  Annual  Address  or  Charge. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention;  but  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy. Inability  to  act.  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual 
Convention  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain  in 
ofiQce  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annyal  Convention,  and  until  a 
successor  be  appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  jand  records,  to  attest  the 
public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the 
Convention  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  give  due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  each  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  1.  In  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Convention,  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate,  and,  except  as  provided  in  the 
next  Section,  may  vote  in  one  body;  but  if  in  any  case  it  shall  be 
required  by  five  members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the 
Clergy  as  Individuals,  and  the  Laity  as  Parishes;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  decision. 
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Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall 
always  vote  separately  by  ballot,  and  according  to  the  mode  above 
prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A 
proposition  for  an  amendment  shall  be  Introduced  in  writing,  and 
considered  In  the  Convention;  and  if  approved  Of,  shall  lie  over  till 
the  next  Annual  Convention;  and,  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next 
Convention  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon  sepa- 
rately, the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered 
shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

No  amendment  of  the  Canons  shall  be  made  during  the  session  of 
the  Convention  in  which  the  same  shall  be  proposec,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  each  order  shall  concur  therein;  but  any  amendment,  if 
approved  by  a  majority  less  than  two-thirds,  shall  lie  over  for  the 
consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 


Canons* 


Adopted  in  Conventiox,  1869. 


CANON  I. 

Of  a  List  of  Ministers  in  th^  Diocese, 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be 
prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  canonically  resident  in  this. 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures,  Parishes, 
Stations,  or  places  of  residence,  djesignating  those  who  are  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention;  but  no  Clergyman  while  suspended  from 
the  Ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  And  such  list  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  be 
prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Conven- 
tion itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or 
omitted. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Members  and  Organization  of  the  Convention 

Section  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergy- 
man into  this  Diocese  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the 
Convention  of  a  compliance  with  Section  VII.  of  Canon  18,  Title  I, 
of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  Genei:al  Convention;  and  the 
evidence  of  a  settlement  in  a  Church  thereof  shall  consist  in  proof 
satisfactory  to  the  Convention,  of  a  compliance  with  the  first  and 
second  sections  of  Canon  18,  Title  I,  of  the  Digest. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish 
or  Church  of  which  he  is  a  delegate,  or  by  one  of  tne  Wardens,  or 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  Trustees.  This  Certificate  shall  state 
in  all  cases  that  the  person  so  certified  is  entitled  to  vote  for  War- 
dens and  Vestrymen — or  would  be  so  entitled  if  the  Church  which 
he  is  appointed  to  represent  were  not  otherwise  organized  or  incor- 
porated— and  that  the  said  Parish  or  Church  is  not  in  arrears  in 
payment  of  its  assessment  for  the  General  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  or 
(if  it  be  in  arrears)  that  it  prays  the  Convention  to  remit  the  sum 
in  arrears  for  the  good  and  sufficient  reasons  presented  in  a  paper 
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annexed.  The  form  of  said  certificate  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Convention,  and  when  so  prescribed  no  other  certiHcate  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  any  Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

Sec.  3.  At  every  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  (Jhair,  and 
shall  continue  to  preside  during  Its  sitting.  He  shall  possess  the 
usual  powers  of  presiding  oflftcers  In  deliberative  assemblies  to  pre- 
serve order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order 
without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have 
the  right  to  name  any  clerical  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,  but  such  substitute  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment, 
unless  directed  by  the  House. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a 
vacancy  In  the  office,  the  senior  clerical  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  present  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  act  as 
President  Pro  Tevipore^  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  President  un- 
til the  convention  shall  be  organized  and  shall  have  elected  a 
President. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  of 
the  preceding  Convention  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  seats  In  the  Convention,  and  shall  enter  In  the  Journal 
the  names  of  those  who  are  present.  Notice  shall  then  be  given 
to  the  Lay  Delegates  to  place  their  certificates  on  the  table.  They 
shall  be  examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  Any  irregular  or  defective 
certificates  shall  be  reserved  until  a  quorum  shall  nave  appeared. 
The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appclrted  shall  then  be  called 
and  the  names  of  those  who  are  present  shall  be  entered  on  the 
Journal.  The  irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Convention  as  soon  as  it  is  duly  organized,  who  shall  decide 
on  the  admission  of  the  delegates  named  in  them. 

Sec.  6.  The  presence  of  at  least  twenty  Clergymen  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Con- 
gregations, shall  be  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business,  except 
that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Sec.  7.  A  quorum  being  found  to  be  in  attendance  tne  President 
shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Secretary  shall 
then  be  elected,  who  may  nominate  an  Assistant  Secretary,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  preceding  Annual  Convention 
shfill  be  the  Rules  of  Order  until  altered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  Convention. 

CANON   III. 
Of  the  Call  of  a  Convention. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be 
given  by  the  Secretary  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mall  at 
the  expense  of  the  Convention  to  every  Clergyman  In  the  Diocese, 
and  to  the  Wardens  In  every  vacant  Parish,  at  least  one  month  be- 
fore the  time  of  meeting.    This  letter  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
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time  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  extracts  from  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates, 
ind  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election.  Notice  of  the  meeting 
shall  also  be  inserted  in  any  newspaper  in  which  the  Bishop  may 
direct  such  Insertion  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a 
special  Convention  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  sucli  pur- 
pose. 

CANON  IV. 

Jf  tfie  Admissinn  of  a  Church  into  Union  with  the  Church   in  this 

Diocese, 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Church  to  admisson  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  is  required  that  there  be  submitted  to 
the  Convention  of  the  same,  at  a  stated  meeting:  (1)  A  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Epis- 
copate, of  a  major  part  of  the  Standing  Committee,  approving  the 
incorporation  of  such  a  Church;  (2)  The  certificate  of  incorporation 
duly  proved  and  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  County.*  But  no  such  certificate  shall  be  given  Dy  the  Bishop  or 
the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  save  upon  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  the  ability  of  such  Church  to  pay  and  continue  the  sum  of 
at  least  six  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  the  support  of  a  Rector  or 
Missionary;  and  also  that  such  Church  contains  at  least  thirty  ac- 
tual Communicants. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a 
parochial  report,  no  missionary  report  being  made  :n  its  behalf; 
and  during  the  same  period  shall  not  employ  a  Clergyman  as  its 
Parish  Minister,  nor  obtain  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  nor  make 
the  stated  monthly  collections  as  required  by  Canon  X  of  this 
Diocese,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  con- 
nection with  the  Convention,  and  be  no  longer  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  same;  and  the  Bishop  shall  report  said  Church  to  the 
Convention  in  his  Annual  Address;  but  any  such  Church  may  be 
readmitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  ana  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Convention,  and  such  readmission  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  agreed  to 
the  same. 

CANON  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secre- 
tary by  the  Constitution  and  by  Canon  III,  he  shall  be  required  to 
transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  a  copy  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  Convention;  and  shall  request  the  last  to  send  copies  of 
their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  each  Lay  Delegate  at- 
tending the  Convention,  and  five  copies  to  each  Parish  in  the  Dio- 
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cese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  to 
preserve  with  the  Parish  records. 

,  Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in 
addition  to  the  documents  mentioned  in  Section  IV.  Canon  20.  Title 
I,  of  the  Digest,  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a 
list  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid 
or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary;  together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  that 
Seminary;  and  also  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clencal  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several 
sections  of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  ofllce  of  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one;  if  not.  upon  the  Secretary  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON   VI. 

0/  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  ais- 
burse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention, 
the  collection  and  distribution  of  which  shall  not  be  otherwise  regu- 
lated. He  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee in  relation  to  the  mode  and  place  of  depositing  the  funds 
received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  paying  them  out,  and  his  ac- 
counts and  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Standing  Committee  or  any  member  thereof.  Before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  his  ofllce  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  such  penalty  and  with  such  surety  as  they  shall  direct, 
conditional  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the 
delivery  over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  pa- 
pers pertaining  to  his  offices. 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Com- 
mittee, according  to  Canon  XIV. 

CANON  VII. 

O*  Registers,  Parochial  Reports,  ami  the  Rim  oval  of  Communicants 

from  one  Parish  to  Another. 

Sec.  2.  Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Deputies  between 
mittee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall 
continue  to  act  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.  The 
Treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any  time  from  his  office  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  for  any  neglect  or  misconduct,  of  which  they  shall  be 
judges. 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register,  required  by  Section  V,  Canon 
18,  Title  1,  of  the  Digest,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the*  child  baptized  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spon- 
sors; the  name  of  the  adult  baptized;  the  names  of  the  parties 
married,  and  of  two  or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the 
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place  where  the  marriage  was  solemnized ;  the  names  of  the  persons 
buried;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed.  These 
Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church;  which  book 
shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Vestry  as 
a  part  of  the  Records  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  Parish  Register  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  families 
and  adult  persons  in  the  Cure  as  far  as  practicable,  and  also  an 
accurate  list  oi  the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  a  list  of  the 
Communicants  shall  be  kept  which  shall  retain  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons who  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  in  that 
Parish  or  Station  until  they  shall  have  ceased  to  be  Communicants 
in  the  Cure  by  either  il)  death,  (2)  removal  or  (3)  repulsion  and 
suspension  or  excommunication  by  competent  authority.  In  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Parish  discriminiation  shall  be  made  by  means 
of  separate  items  between  those  who  shall  have  received  the  Holy 
Communion  at  least  once  within  two  years  preceding  such  report, 
and  all  others  whose  names  are  on  the  list  as  above  provided,  but 
who  shall  not  have  received  the  Communion  either  in  public  or  in  pri- 
vate during  the  two  years  preceding  the  report,  whatever  may  have 
been  the  occasion  or  cause  of  their  neglect  of  their  privilege  and 
duty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Report  shall  also  indicate  all  the  additions 
to  the  list  of  Communicants  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the 
losses  by  death,  removal,  repulsion  or  suspension,  as  required  by 
Section  V,  Canon  18,  Title  1.  and  Section  I,  Canon  20,  Title  1,  of  the 
Digest,  and  shall  also  contain,  in  addition  to  the  value  of  churches 

and  rectories,  the  amount  of  insurance  thereon.  Under  the  head  of 
rector's  salary  and  current  expenses  shall  be  included  salarj'  of 
ministers,  choir  expenses,  wages  of  sexton,  fuel  and  llgnts. 

Sec.  5.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister, 
the  Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  War- 
dens, or  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  whcse  duty  it  snail 
also  be  to  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Bishop  the  Annual  Parochial 
Report. 

Sec.  6.  Communicants  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another, 
in  the  Diocese,  shall  procure  a  certificate  as  provided  for  in  Canon 
12,  Title  2,  Sec.  1,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  7.  The  same  rule  shall  apply  in  this  Diocese  to  Communi- 
cants who  may  wish  to  be  transferred,  without  changing  their  resi- 
dence from  the  list  of  Communicants  in  one  Parish,  so  as  to  be 
received  as  Communicants  in  any  other  Parish  or  in  any  other  place 
of  worship  where  the  Holy  Communion  is  habitually  celebrated. 

Sec.  8.  No  Rector  or  other  Minister  in  charge  of  any  Parish  in 
this  Diocese  shall  receive  as  an  habitual  Communicant,  or  enter 
upon  the  list  of  Communicants  under  his  charge,  the  name  of  any 
person  who  has  been  a  Communicant  in  any  other  Parish  in  this 
Diocese  without  such  a  certificate  or  Letter  Dimissory  from  the 
Parish  to  which  said  Communicant  last  belonged. 
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Sec.  9.  Any  communicant,  not  under  censure  or  ecclesiastical 
discipline,  shall  be  entitled  to  such  a  certificate  or  letter  on  applicar 
tion  therefor  to  the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Parish  to  which  said 
Communicant  belongs,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  pastoral  care 
of  a  Parish,  and  in  case  of  any  person  under  discipline  the  applica- 
tion shall  be  referred  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopal  ofllce,  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  the  answer  and  decision  of  the  Bishop  or  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  above  provided,  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive. 

CANON  VIII. 
Of  Deputies  to  tlie  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting 
next  preceding  the  regular  session  of  the  General  Convention,  elect 
by  the  concurrent  ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  four 
clergymen  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be  Communicants  of  the 
Church  and  residents  of  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this 
Diocese  to  the  General  Convention.  The  Deputies  so  chosen  shall 
hold  their  ofllce  during  the  term  of  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Deputies  between  the 
stated  times  of  election  may  be  supplied  by  any  Convention  dur- 
ing or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputtes-el6ct  to  signify  to 
the  Bishop,  on  some  day  within  three  weeks  of  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  at  least  one  week  before  such  meeting,  the 
acceptance  of  the  appointment  and  their  intention  to  perform  its 
duties;  in  default  of  which,  and  in  case  of  their  inability  or  un- 
willingness to  perform  the  duties  of  the  appointment,  all  vacancies 
so  occurring  by  declensions,  sickness  or  death  shall  be  filled  by  the 
designation  of  the  Bishop,  from  the  list  of  the  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men actually  belonging  to  the  Convention  in  which  the  Deputies 
were  appointed,  and  such  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the 
Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all 
the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability 
of  Ihe  Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this 
Canon  shall  be  exercised  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

CANON  IX. 
Of  the  Standing  Committee, 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  an  election  of  a  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  be  made;  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  four 
of  the  Clergy  and  four  of  the  Laity,  to  be  chosen  by  naillot,  and  by 
the  concurrent  vote  of  each  order,  each  P&rfsh  haVfiig  one  vote  by 
its  delegates.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occuiling  by  death  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  suf)plied  by  the  cohciUrrent  vote  of  the  Cletlcal 
Members  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and 
duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall 
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be  performed  by  the  Stan  ding  Committee,  except  m  tnose  cases 
where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to 
or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  Members  of  said  Committee;  in  which 
case  such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  said  Clerical 
Members  alone;  provided  that  no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  up- 
on a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  a 
true  record  of  their  proceedings  and  report  the  same  annually  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention.  He  shall  preserve  all  books,  journals  and 
papers  belonging  to  said  committee,  and  transmit  the  same  to  his 
successor  in  office. 

CANON  X. 
Of  the  Diocesan  Missions  and  Offerings. 

Section  1.  All  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Cen- 
tral New  York  constitute  its  Diocesan  Missionary  Society;  and  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  II.  For  Missionary  purposes  the  Diocese  snail  be  divided 
into  six  districts,  as  follows: 

First  District — Jefferson  and  Lewis  Counties. 

Second  District — Onefda  County,  the  Village  of  Oneida,  and  all 
the  rest  of  Madison  County  except  the  townships  including  the  Par- 
ishes of  Cazenovia,  Canastota,  Chittenango  and  Perryvllle. 

Third  District — Broome  and  Chenango  Counties. 

Fourth  District — Onondaga,  Oswego  and  Cortland  Counties,  and 
the  townships  of  Madison  County  not  included  in  the  Second  Dis- 
trict. 

Fifth  District — Cayuga  and  Seneca  Counties. 

Sixth  District — Chemung,  Tioga  and  Tompkins  Counties. 

Sec.  III.  1  The  principal  officer  of  said  Missionary  District  shall 
be  called  the  Dean  of  the  District.  He  shall  be  appointed  every 
four  years  by  the  Bishop,  from  the  Clergy  of  the  District,  after 
nomination  in  a  regular  Convocation  of  the  same.  Uncer  the  Bishop 
he  shall  have  the  oversight  of  all  Missionary  work  in  his  District. 

2.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  annually  eleci  a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer,  at  its  first  regular  Convocation  after  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  If  the  office  of  Dean  of  any  Missionary  District  become  va- 
cant, by  removal  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  successor 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  rv.  1.  In  the  general  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Bishop  shall  be  assisted  by  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers,  consist- 
ing, together  with  th<e  Bishop,  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  also  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  the  six  Deans,  and  six 
Clergymen  and  six  Laymen,  one  of  each  from  each  Missionary  Dis- 
trict, to  be  elected  severally  by  the  Convocation  of  the  District  en- 
titled to  this  representation^  In  any  vacancy  of  tlie  Episcopate,  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  t«  preside.

Constitution  and  Canons,

Adopted  June  14th,  1870. 


ARTICI^E  I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  Second  Tuesday  in  June,  in 
the  year  1870,  and  each  year  thereafter,  at  four  o'clock  and  thirty 
minutes  P.  M.,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop 
for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  pres- 
ent, the  Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease, 
or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the 
place  of  meeting,  the  Bishop  or  in  the  case  above  mentioned,  the 
Standing  Committee,  may  appoint  another  place  for  tne  meeting  of 
the  Convention. 

ARTICI^E  II. 

The  Bishop  may  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  shall  judge  it 
conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  Inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Convention. 

ARTICI^E  III. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop.  If 
he  be  present,  and  the  officiating  Ministers  regularly  admitted  and 
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5.  At  least  two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Secretary  of  each  Missionary  District  shall  make  report 
of  the  year's  work  of  the  District  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  including  the  items  called  for  in  Section  IV,  4,  of  this 
Canon. 

6.  Any  missionary  District  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop, 
undertake  special  Missionary  work,  provided  it  shall  first  have  com- 
plied with  all  canonical  requirements,  and  shall  be  free  to  make  *ts 
own  regulations  and  conduct  its  own  Missionary  work  in  all  ways 
not  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  in  charge  of  a  Parish 
or  Mission  to  attend  all  Convocations  of  his  District,  and  to  report 
to  the  same  the  Missionary  work  done  in  his  Cure. 

Sec.  VI.  1.  Offerings  shall  be  made  systematically  in  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  as  follows: 

For  the  Communion  Alms  on  the  fii*st  Sunday  in  each  month. 

For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Domestic  or  General,  on  a  Sunday  in 
Advent. 

For  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  Christmas  Day. 

For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Foreign  or  General,    on    a   Sundaj- 
after  the  Epiphany. 

For  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Central  New  York,  or 
the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  New  York,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister,  on  Whit  Sunday. 

For  tne  increase  of  the  Ministry,  on  Easter,  or  some  other  near 
and  convenient  Sunday. 

For  Deficiency  in  Income  from  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese, 
on  the  fourth  Sundays  in  March  and  September. 

For  the  Mission  among  the  Deaf-Mutes  in  the  Diocese,  on  the 
Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  or  on  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent. 

2.  Offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  made  in  every 
Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each 
month,  when  one  of  the  above  named  Sundays  is  not  the  third 
Sunday.  All  suc^h  offerings  shall  be  forwarded  promptly  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  District. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  Minister  of  each  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, at  the  Episcopal  visitation,  ask  an  offering  which  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for 
the  benefit  of  needy  persons,  and  which  shall  be  called  Bishop's 
Relief  Fund. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  General  Fund. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  provide  for  what  has  hitherto  been  known 
as  the  general  Fund,  it  shall   be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
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Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall 
always  vote  separately  by  ballot,  and  according  to  the  mode  above 
prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A 
proposition  for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing,  and 
considered  in  the  Convention;  and  if  approved  Of,  shall  lie  over  till 
the  next  Annual  Convention;  and,  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next 
Convention  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon  sepa- 
rately, the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered 
shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

No  amendment  of  the  Canons  shall  be  made  during  the  session  of 
the  Convention  in  which  the  same  shall  be  proposec,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  each  order  shall  concur  therein;  but  any  amendment,  if 
approved  by  a  majority  less  than  two-thirds,  shall  lie  over  for  the 
consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 
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Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  of  this  collection  to  the  Congregation, 
and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish  to  forward  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergy 
shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Bishop  that  the  individual  has  labored  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  (except 
in  the  case  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never 
removed  therefrom),  and  is  disabled  by  age  or  physical  infirmity 
from  having  a  parochial  charge;  but  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
for  a  larger  sum  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  it  shall 
be  paid  semi-annually,  on  the  first  of  January  and  July. 

Sec.  4.  All  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  wiaow  or  chil- 
dren of  a  deceased  Clergyman  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  on  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  tinat  the  person  or 
persons  is  the  widow  or  minor  child  or  children  of  a  deceased  Cler- 
gyman who  was  a  canonical  resident  of  the  Diocese  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  and  who  had  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  (except  in  the  case  of  Clergymen 
ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never  removed  therefrom),  but 
no  appropriation  for  this  purpose  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum 
than  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  on 
the  first  of  April  and  October;  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  paid  to 
the  widow  after  she  is  married  again,  or  to  orphan  or  orphans  after 
having  attain-ed  the  age  of  majority. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  shall  have  power 
to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  towards  the  funeral 
expenses  of  a  deceased  beneficiary. 

Sec.  6.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  and  not  needed  for 
present  relief  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security 
upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy  per  cent,  of 
the  appraised  value  of  the  property,  inclusive  of  buildings,  with 
proper  insurance  on  the  buildings,  the  appraisal  to  be  made  by  an 
appraiser  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  purpose,  or  said  moneys 
may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this  State,  or  of  the 
United  States;  and  all  securities  or  investments  shall  be  taken  or 
made  in  the  names  of  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  as 
Trustees  of  the  Fund;  and  they  shall  have  the  power  from  time  to 
time  to  change  such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  7.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund,  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  en- 
trusted to  their  charge,  together  with  the  items  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, with  the  vouchers  thereof,  shall  be  reported  to  the  ap- 
propriate committee  according  to  Canon  XIV,  signed  by  said  Trus- 
tees or  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON  XIII. 
Of  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the  Episcopate, 
Section  1.    There  shall  be  five  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Con- 
vention to  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entrusted.    It  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary; 
and  no  act  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a  fcb 
olutlon  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority 
of  the  same  and  recorded  by  their  Secretary  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as 
the  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  to  be  opened  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Convention.  The  said  Trustees  shall  hold  their  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Convention;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  belonging  to  th«  Fund  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  securities 
on  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
appraised  value  of  the  property,  inclusive  of  buildings,  with  proper 
insurance  on  the  buildings;  the  appraisal  to  be  made  by  one  ap- 
praiser, appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose,  or  said  moneys 
may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States;  and  all  securities  or  investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in 
the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  In  office  as 
Trustees  of  said  Fund;  and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time 
to  change  such  securities  and  investments. 

Sec.  3.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  first  days  of  July,  October,  January 
and  April,  in  each  fiscal  year,  and  the  Trustees  of  tne  Episcopate 
Fund  shall  remit  quarterly,  in  anticipation  of  such  payments,  all 
sums  received  by  them  as  income  of  said  Fund,  and  the  receipt  of 
said  Treasurer  shall  be  a  proper  voucher  for  said  Trustees  In  ren- 
dering their  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  With  a  view  to  the  further  increase  of  the  principal  of 
the  saifl  Fund,  such  portions  of  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese  as 
may  be  given  or  appropriated  for  that  purpose  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  the  order  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be 
invested  by  them  for  accumulation  and  without  diminution,  until  the 
further  order  of  the  Convention;  and  all  moneys  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  said  Trustees  for  investment  shall  be  deposited  in  some 
safe  bank  in  tnis  State,  to  the  credit  of  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board 

Sec.  5.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhib- 
iting the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charge,  to- 
gether with  the  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  the 
vouchers  thereof,  shall  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committee 
according  to  Canon  XIV. 

CANON  XIV. 
Of  the  Fiscal  Year  «?/r/  Financial  Reports. 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  May  annually,  and  end  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  fol- 
lowing. And  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  all  Trustees  having 
In  charge  any  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocese  shall  annually  make 
their  reports  to  the  appropriate  Standing  Committees  on  or  before 
the  fiiteenth  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.     Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual 
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Convention  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Annual  convention  next 
ensuing,  as  follows: 

1.  On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  consisting 
of  three  Laymen. 

2.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate,  consisting  of  three  Laymen.  • 

3.     On  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  th2  Christmas  Fund,  con- 
sisting of  three  Laymen. 

4.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  con- 
sisting of  three  Laymen. 

5.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustee  of  the  Van  Wagenen  Mission- 
ary Fund,  consisting  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  these  several  committees 
to  meet  in  each  year  at  some  time  between  the  fifteenth  of  May  and 
the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  at  the  place  where  the 
Treasurer  resides,  or  where  the  funds  are  held,  and  make  an  exam- 
ination into  all  books,  papers,  vouchers,  etc.,  relating  to  the  respec- 
tive funds  held  by  the  Treasurer  or  Trustees,  and  prepare  a  report 
to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Convention  next  ensuing.  An  abstract 
of  each  report  with  such  resolutions  as  may  be  proposed,  and  the 
reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  constituted  by  this  Canon  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  time  to  permit 
him  to  cause  the  same  to  be  printed,  and  sent  to  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates,  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XV. 
Of  Vacant  C'iirches, 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immmediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Dio- 
cese, who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply 
such  vacant  Parishes  as  have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as 
may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
vacant  Churches  thus  supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incident  to 
such  occasional  services. 

CANON  XVI 

Of  Elections. 

Section  1.  All  the  Officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot.  Election  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  an  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

Sec.  2.  To  facilitate  the  stated  election  by  ballot,  the  Secretary 
shall  provide  sheets  of  paper  with  printed  headings,  containing  the 
titles  of  the  various  offices  to  be  filled  by  ballot,  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention;  and  all  such  officers  may  be  voted  for 
at  one  balloting.    No  printed  ballots  shall  be  allowed. 
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Sec.  3.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the 
Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until 
others  be  chosen. - 

Sec  4.  In  case  of  vacancies  in  office,  occurring-  during-  recess,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop,  to  fill  ad  interim,  any  position  which  the  Convention, 
if  in  session,  might  fill. 

CANON  XVII. 
Of  Attending  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  at  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  this  duty  Is  hereby  enjoined  upon 
them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  consider- 
able distance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the 
expenses  of  their  Clergy  in  attending  the  Convention,  either  by  a 
collection  in  Church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  dur- 
ing its  session  without  having  applied  for  and  received  leave  of  ab- 
sence.      4 

CANON    XVIII. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Whenevep  any  Minister  of  the  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  pro- 
visions of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the 
mode  of  proceedings  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offenses  of 
which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty 
as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances  Such  presentment  may  be 
made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of 
any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Pres- 
byters of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  or  as  here- 
inafter mentioned.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  othewise,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the 
imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct,  for 
which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  re- 
quires an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons, 
of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case — a 
majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination;  and  M  there  is,  in 
their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the 
Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him 
to  be  such  as  to  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  allege 
facts  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  of- 
fense, he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  reslaue,  or  he  may 
permit  it  to  be  amended.    When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in 
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part,  tte  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, and  shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese, 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  pre- 
sentment, and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, who  shall,  within  thirty  days  aft^r  such  service,  select  five 
of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop;  and  if  he 
shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected 
shall  form  a  board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn,  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  al- 
ways within  the  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meet 
ing  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting  on  the 
accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  thei^ 
those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time;  and  if  after 
one  adjournment  or  more  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the 
whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who 
do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the  Board,  and 
proceed  to  the  trial  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergj-man  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop 
to  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  be- 
op  to  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  be- 
fore the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial  as  before  mentioned  he 
shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  havicg  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial, 
the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless 
for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceeds  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced;  which  evidence  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  some 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of 
either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  aflirmation  to 
the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth  and 
nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  present- 
ment. If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth 
of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense 
with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  tlie  Bishop,  and 
it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  wit- 
ness can  not  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a 
commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary 
may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying 
shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  taking  the  testimony.     And  if  the  person  on  wLT-m  the  notice 
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shall  be  served  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of 
examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every 
twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and 
examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by 
the  commissary  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  ex- 
amined before  such  commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly- 
stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges 
respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion 
should  be  pronounced;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without 
delay  communicated  to  the  accused;  and  the  original  decision,  to- 
gether with  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
pronounce  such  canonical  senterce  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  b«> 
proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
recommended  by  the  Board;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Be- 
fore pronouncing  any  sentence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as 
may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  desig- 
nated by  him.  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  opened  at  the  time 
to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Blrhop.  Bur  the  Bishop,  if 
he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial 
to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be 
appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  be- 
fore mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may- 
be served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall 
be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  omer  person,  the 
fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  no- 
tice or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper- 
provided,  however,  that  the  service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice 
of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
counsel;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  other- 
wise, those  who  present  shall  have  like  privilege;  which  counsel 
shall  in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a 
Clergyman,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  for 
that  purpose  shall,  after  final  decision  be  deliverea  to  their  Sec- 
retary. 

CANON  XIX. 
Of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 
The  Bishop  may  nominate  for  the  approval  of  the  Convention  a 
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person  skilled  in  ecclesiastical  and  civil  law  to  be  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  office  shall  be  to  act  as  legal  adviser  and  coun- 
sellor to  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  ecclesiastical  courts 
and  tue  Convention,  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

CANON  XX. 

Of  Parochial  Limits, 

No  Parish  of  this  Church  shall  be  organized  in  any  town,  city 
or  village  where  one  already  exists,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  no  edifice  for 
public  worship  shall  be  erected  by  said  Parish  within  one-half  mile 
of  the  Church  building  already  in  existence. 

CANON  XXI. 
Of  the  Retirement  of  a  Minister  from  the  Active  Duties  of  his  Office 

Any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  in  good  standing  who  has 
reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  desires  to  retire  from  the 
active  duties  of  the  Ministry  by  reason  of  disability  and  who  is  in 
need  of  assistance,  shall,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop, 
be  entitled  upon  his  retirement,  to  receive  a  pension  of  |500  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly  by  the  Treasurer,  provided  he  has  been 
engaged  twenty-five  years  in  the  work  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Dio- 
cese. The  amount  needed  for  such  pension  shall  be  added  to  the 
General  Fund. 
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2.  The  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall  consult  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall,  each  year, 
through  its  Secretary,  present  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  at 
its  annual  session,  a  report  of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  Conventional  year. 

3.  At  each  Annual  Convention  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers 
shall  submit  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  for  its  action^  an 
estimate  of  the  sum  required  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  current  year.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  and  deter- 
mine how  much  of  the  money  voted  by  the  Diocese  for  its  Mission- 
ary work  during  the  year  shall  be  assessed  to  eacn  District,  and 
what  part  of  it  shall  be  given  to  the  same  for  apportionment  among 
its  stipendiary  Clergy.  And  this  determination  shall  be  published 
in  the  Journal  of  the  Conv-ention. 

4.  The  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall,  through  its  Treas- 
urer, prepare  for  publication  in  each  Journal  of  the  Convention,  a 
table  by  districts,  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese, 
the  sum  assessed  to  each  District  to  be  raised  for  Diocesan  Mission- 
ary work,  the  amount  assessed  by  the  District  to  each  Parish  and 
Mission  for  the  same,  and  the  sum  actually  given  for  this  purpose  -y 
each  Parish  and  Mission.  It  shall  also  contain  the  amount  of 
Stipendary  Funds  given  to  each  district,  together  with  the  sum 
apportioned  to  each  of  its  Stipendiary  Parishes  and  Missions. 

5.  Other  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  at 
the  call  of  the  Bishop,  or  in  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  of  four 
Deans.  Eleven  members  of  the  Board,  including  three  Deans,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  no  action  of 
the  Board  shall  be  valid  without  the  approval  of  the  Bishop.. 

Sec.  V.  1.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  hold  no  less  than  two 
stated  Convocations  yearly.  At  the  first  of  these,  which  shall  be 
held  as  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Convention  as  the 
District  may  determine,  appropriations  shall  be  made  by  it  in  aid  of 
the  Missionary  work  in  the  said  District  under  the  advice  or  direc- 
tion of  the  Bishop. 

2.  Each  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  seeking  aid  from  the 
Convocation  shall  make  written  application  through  its  Vestry  or 
Committee,  stating  the  facts  necessary  to  full  understanding  of  the 
case,  particularly  the  number  of  contributors  and  the  amount 
pledged  or  secured  in  the  Parish  or  Station  for  the  support  of  the 
Minister. 

3.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  be  represented  in  its  Convoca- 
tion by  the  Clergy  canonically  resident,  and  by  two  Lay  Delegates 
from  each  of  its  Parishes  and  Missions. 

4.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  have  power  to  assess  upon 
Its  own  Parishes  and  Missions  whatever  sum  may  canonically  be 
required  of  it  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  mon- 
eys raised  or  collected  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  promptly  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Managers,  and  by  him  paid  to  the  Missionaries  on  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  District. 
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(B) 


For  Conducting  the  Business  of  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 


I.     On  the  first  day  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  After  Divine  Service,  the  President  having  taken  the  Chair, 

the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the 
record  the  names  of  those  who  are  present. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the  Parishes  en- 

titled to  representation,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  of  each 
Parish  shall  place  their  certificates  on  the  table. 

3.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  a  Committee,  consisting  of 

two  members  and  the  Secretary,  to  examine  the  certifi- 
cates and  report  thereon. 

4.  Any  irregular  or  defective  certificates  shall  be  reserved  untii 

a  quorum  shall  have  appeared. 

5.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  reported  by  the  Committee 

on  Credentials  as  duly  appointed  shall  then  be  called,  and 
the  result  noted  in  the  record. 

6.  If  a  quorum  be  found  in  attendance:   viz: — twenty  Clergy- 

men entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention,  ana  twenty  dele- 
gations from  the  Parishes,  the  President  shall  then  de- 
clare the  Convention  duly  organized  for  business. 

7.  The  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected,  who  may  nominate  an 

Assistant  Secretary  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

8.  The  following  Committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the 

President: 

I.  On  the  Admission  into  Union  with  this  Convention  of  Churches 

applying  for  the    same — Consisting  of  One  Clergyman  and 
Two  Laymen. 

II.  On   Unfinished    Business -Consisting  of    One   Clergyman   and 

Two  Laymen.

Canon  XII. 


Diocese  to  present  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  an  estinofate  of  the  amount  of 
money  that  will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  and  expenses  of  the  Convention,  adding  thereto  the 
liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said  fund,  if  there  be  any. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee,  upon  receipt  of 
this  estimate,  to  assess  this  amount  upon  the  Parishes  and  Church- 
es of  the  Diocese,  at  the  rate  of  an  uniform  per-cent.  upon  the 
amount  last  previously  reported  to  the  Convention  and  printed  in 
the  Journal  under  the  head  of  "Rector's  Salary  and  Current  Ex- 
penses" as  defined  in  Canon  VII,  Sec.  4,  not  including  any  amount 
that  may  have  been  given  to  the  Parish  or  Church,  or  its  Minister, 
by  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  any  other  Mission- 
ary organization.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  to  re- 
port to  the  Convention  the  schedule  of  assessments  thus  apportioned 
and  when  the  Convention  shall  have  adopted  the  same,  with  such 
amendments  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
Parishes  and  Churches,  and  shall  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the 
Journal. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Parish  and  Church  of 
the  quota  thus  assigned  to  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector, 
Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  each  Parish  or  Church,  or  the  Minister 
and  Trustees — if  there  be  no  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen — to 
see  that  the  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese,  be  forwarded  to  the 
Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,  so  that  the  whole  amount  be 
paid  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  present  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  the  opening  of  each  Session,  a  list 
of  such  Parishes  or  Churches  as  are  in  arrears  to  the  General  Fund, 
with  the  amount  of  such  arrears,  that  the  same  may  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  and 
each  such  Parish  or  Church,  shall  be  excluded  from  representation 
in  the  Convention,  until  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  unless  the 
sum  in  arrears  be  remitted  by  the  Convention  itself,  for  reasons 
which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Christmas  Ftind, 

Section  1.  All  moneys  raised  or  contributed  for  the  Relief  of 
Disabled  Clergy  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Corporation  known  as  **The  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York."  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  at  each  of  its  annual  meetings  to  nom- 
inate by  ballot  one  person  to  act  as  Trustee  in  the  said  corporation 
to  fill  the  vacancy  which  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  will  then 
occur,  and  to  nominate  in  like  manner  other  persons  to  fill  any  otjier 
vacancies  in  the  said  board  that  may  have  occurred  during  the  year 
since  the  last  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  there  shall  be  made  an- 
nually, on  Christmas  day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  benefit  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
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6.  The  election  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  The  supplying  of  vacancies,  if  any.  in  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  BHind  for  the  Support  of  the  Eprscopate;  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund;  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund. 

8.  The  appointing  of  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

I.  On  Christian  Eawcah'on— Consisting  of  Three    Clergymen   and

II.  On  the  Constitution    and  Canons  and  Rules  of  Order — Consist- 

ing of  Three  Clergymen  and  Two  Laymen. 

III.  On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese— Consisting  of 

Three  Laymen. 

IV.  Oi  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  tJie  Fund  for  the  Support  of 

the  Episcopate —Consisting  of  Three  Laymen. 
V.     On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  F/t/?^— Consist- 
ing of  Three  Laymen. 

VI.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  F/twrf— Consist- 

ing of  Three  Laymen. 

VII.  On  tfie  Report  of  the  Trustee  of  tlw  Van  Wagenen  Missionary 

Fund — Consisting  of  One  Clergyman  and  Two  Laymen. 

9.  The  appointment  of  the  Deans  of  the  Missionary  Convoca- 

tions and  the  supplying  of  vacancies,  if  any,  in  the  list  of 
Deputies  to  the  Federate  Council. 

10.  Unfinished  Business.

THIRD  AND   SUBSEQUENT  DAYS. 

III.     On  the  third  and  any  subsequent  day,  after  Morning  Prayer, 
the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Reading  and  approving  of  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day. 

2.  The  disposal  of  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Convention 

in  the  order  above  prescribed  for  the  Second  Day;  the 
business,  if  any,  however,  which  was  under  consideration 
at  the  time  of  adjournment  of  the  Convention  to  be  first 
disposed  of. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

rV.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is 
stated  from  the  Chair  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the 
House. 

V.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded,  and 
when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  the  debate; 
and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  when  required  by  the 
President  or  any  member. 

VI.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  aistinct  proposi- 
tions, any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 
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VII.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, except  to  lay  it  on  the  table;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely;  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it;  and  motions 
for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here 
named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  when  no 
member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  if  it 
be  negatived  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has 
Intervened. 

VIII.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate; but  any  matter  thus  laid  on  the  table  may  be  called  up  again 
during  the  same  session  on  the  motion  of  any  member  who  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

IX.  On  the  question  being  put  by  the  President  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it;  but  any  member 
may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair — or  any  three  votes  may,  previous  to  a 
decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  and  the 
Churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

X.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  nays  to  be  taken  by 
orders,  and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XI.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave  of  the  House. 

XII.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during 
the  same  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
the  Convention;  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being 
made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision;  nor  shall  any 
question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XIII.  All  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall, 
upon  reading  or  presentation  of  the  same,  become  the  property  of 
the  Convention  without  any  motion  for  acceptance,  and  any  report 
recommending  action  by  the  Convention  shall  be  accompanied  with 
a  Resolution. 

XIV.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  un- 
less otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House;  in  which  case  they 
shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XV.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or 
rescinded  without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that 
effect,  unless  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  en- 
titled to  vote. 

XVI.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected and  approved. 

XVII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet 
at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'clock  In 

afternoon,  and  from  6  tp  7 :  30  in  the  evening.

Section  30.  The  meeting  for  incorporation. — Notice  of  a  meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  an  unincorporated  Protestant 
XiPisoopal  Parish  or  Congregation,  and  of  electing  the  first  Church- 
wardens and  Vestrymen  thereof,  shall  specify  the  object,  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting,  and  shall  be  made  public  for  at  least  two 
weeks  prior  to  such  meeting,  either  by  open  reading  of  such  notice 
In  time  of  divine  service,  at  the  usual  place  of  worship  of  such 
Parish  or  Congregation,  or  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  on  the 
outer  door  of  such  place  of  worship. 
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Sec.  3.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  ofBlcers  by  the 
Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  m  office  until 
others  be  chosen.- 

Sec  4.  In  case  of  vacancies  in  office,  occurring-  durinfr  recess,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop,  to  iill  ad  interim,  any  position  which  the  Convention, 
if  in  session,  might  fill. 

CANON  XVII. 

Of  Attemlin^  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  at  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  this  duty  Is  hereby  enjoined  upon 
them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  consider- 
able distance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the 
expenses  of  their  Clergy  in  attending  the  Convention,  either  by  a 
collection  in  Church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  dur- 
ing its  session  without  having  applied  for  and  received  leave  of  ab- 
sence.      0 

CANON    XVIII. 
Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Whenever*  any  Minister  of  the  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  pro- 
visions of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the 
mode  of  proceedings  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  tne  offenses  of 
which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty 
as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances  Such  presentment  may  be 
made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of 
any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Pres- 
byters of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  or  as  here- 
inafter mentioned.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  othewise,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the 
imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct,  for 
which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  re- 
quires an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appolni  five  persons, 
of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case — a 
majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination;  and  ir  there  is,  in 
their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the 
Clergyman  accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him 
to  be  such  as  to  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  allege 
facts  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  of- 
fense, he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  resiaue,  or  he  may 
permit  it  to  be  amended.    When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  In 
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6.  The  names  of  the  Vestrymen  elected  at  such  meeting  and 
the  term  of  office  of  each; 

7.  The  names  of  the  Churchwardens  elected  at  such  meeting, 
and  the  term  of  ofifice  of  each. 

On  filing  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County, 
so  specified  therein,  the  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected 
and  their  successors  in  office,  together  with  the  Rector,  when  there 
is  one,  shall  form  a  Vestry  and  shall  be  the  Trustees  of  such  Church 
or  Congregation;  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by 
virtue  of  this  act  be  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  or  title  expressed 
in  such  certificate,  and  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  govern*ance. 

Such  corporation  shall  be  an  Incorporated  Churcn.  and  may  be 
termed  also  an  Incorporated  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  Section  thirty-two  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  32.  Corporate  Trustees;  Vestry;  powers  and  duties  there- 
of.— No  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  of  any  incorporated  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Parish  or  Church,  shall  be  held  unless  either  all  the 
members  thereof  are  present,  or  three  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given  to  each  member  thereof,  by  the  Rector  in  writing  either  per- 
sonally or  by  mail;  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  he  be  incapable  of 
acting,  by  one  of  the  Churchwardens ;  except  that  twenty-four  hours' 
notice  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  after  an  annual 
election,  shall  be  sufficient,  provided  such  meeting  be  held  within 
three  days  after  the  election. 

To  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Vestry  or  Board  of  Trustees  there 
must  be  present  either: 

1.  The  Rector,  at  least  one  of  the  Churchwardens,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Vestrymen,  or 

2.  The  Rector,  both  Churchwardens  and  one  less  than  a  major- 
ity of  the  Vestrymen,  or 

3.  If  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  Diocese  and  shall  have  been 
so  absent  for  over  four  calendar  months,  or  if  the  meeting  be 
called  by  the  Rector  and  he  be  absent  therefrom,  or  be  incapable  of 
acting,  one  Churchwarden  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen,  or  both 
Churchwardens  and  one  less  than  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen, 

But  if  there  be  a  Rector  of  the  Parish,  no  measure  shall  be 
taken,  in  his  absence,  in  any  case  for  effecting  the  sale  or  disposition 
of  the  real  property  of  the  corporation,  nor  for  the  sale  or  disposition 
of  the  capital  or  principal  of  the  personal  property  of  the  corpora- 
tion, nor  shall  any  act  be  done  which  shall  impair  the  rights  of  such 
Rector. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  shall  be  the  Rec- 
tor, or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  the  Churchwarden  who 
shall  be  called  to  the  chair  by  a  majority  of  the  votes,  if  both  the 

*So  in  the  original. 
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shall  be  served  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of 
examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every 
twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and 
examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by 
the  commissary  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  ex- 
amined before  such  commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly 
stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges 
respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion 
should  be  pronounced;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without 
delay  communicated  to  the  accused;  and  the  original  decision,  to- 
gether with  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
pronounce  such  canonical  senterce  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  b* 
proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
recommended  by  the  Board;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Be- 
fore pronouncing  any  sentence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as 
may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  desig- 
nated by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  opened  at  the  time 
to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Blrhop.  But  the  Bishop,  if 
he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial 
to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be 
appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  be- 
fore mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners.  to  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall 
be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  oi:ier  person,  the 
fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  no- 
tice or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper- 
provided,  however,  that  the  service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice 
of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
counsel;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  other- 
wise, those  who  present  shall  have  like  privilege;  which  counsel 
shall  in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a 
Clergyman,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  for 
that  purpose  shall,  after  final  decision  be  deliverea  to  their  Sec- 
retary. 

CANON  XIX. 
Of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 
The  Bishop  may  nominate  for  the  approval  of  the  Convention  a 
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person  skilled  in  ecclesiastical  and  civil  law  to  be  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  office  shall  be  to  act  as  legal  adviser  and  coun- 
sellor to  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  ecclesiastical  courts 
and  tue  Convention,  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

CANON  XX. 
Of  Parochial  Limits, 

No  Parish  of  this  Church  shall  be  organized  in  any  town,  city 
or  village  where  one  already  exists,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  no  edifice  for 
public  worship  shall  be  erected  by  said  Parish  within  one-half  mile 
of  the  Church  building  already  in  existence. 

CANON  XXI. 

Of  the  Retirement  of  a  Minister  from  the  Active  Duties  of  his  Office 

Any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  in  good  standing  who  has 
reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  desires  to  retire  from  the 
active  duties  of  the  Ministry  by  reason  of  disability  and  who  is  In 
need  of  assistance,  shall,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop, 
be  entitled  upon  his  retirement,  to  receive  a  pension  of  $500  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly  by  the  Treasurer,  provided  he  has  been 
engaged  twenty-five  years  in  the  work  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Dio- 
cese. The  amount  needed  for  such  pension  shall  be  added  to  the 
General  Fund.

THIRD  AND   SUBSE(JUENT  DAYS. 

III.     On  the  third  and  any  subsequent  day,  after  Morning  Prayer, 
the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows:

2.  The  disposal  of  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Convention 

in  the  order  above  prescribed  for  the  Second  Day;  the 
business,  if  any,  however,  which  was  under  consideration 
at  the  time  of  adjournment  of  the  Convention  to  be  first 
disposed  of. 

GENERAL  RULES. 

IV.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question  is 
stated  from  the  Chair  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the 
House. 

V.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded,  and 
when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  the  debate; 
and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  when  required  by  the 
President  or  any  member. 

VI.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 
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VII.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, except  to  lay  it  on  the  table;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely;  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it;  and  motions 
for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here 
named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  when  no 
member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  if  it 
be  negatived  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has 
Intervened. 

VIII.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate; but  any  matter  thus  laid  on  the  table  may  be  called  up  again 
during  the  same  session  on  the  motion  of  any  member  who  voted  in 
the  afiirmative. 

IX.  On  the  question  being  put  by  the  President  It  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it;  but  any  member 
may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair — or  any  three  votes  may,  previous  to  a 
decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  and  the 
Churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

X.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  nays  to  be  taken  by 
orders,  and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XI.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave  of  the  House. 

XII.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during 
the  same  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
the  Convention;  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being 
made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision;  nor  shall  any 
question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XIII.  All  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  ahall. 
upon  reading  or  presentation  of  the  same,  become  the  property  of 
the  Convention  without  any  motion  for  acceptance,  and  any  report 
recommending  action  by  the  Convention  shall  be  accompanied  with, 
a  Resolution. 

XIV.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  un- 
less otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House;  in  which  case  they 
shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XV.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or 
rescinded  without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that 
effect,  unless  by  the  vote  of  two-tbirds  of  the  persons  present  en- 
titled to  vote. 

XVI.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected and  approved. 

XVII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet 
at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o'clock  In 
the  afternoon,  and  from  6  to  7:30  in  the  evening.

Section  30.  The  meeting  for  incorporation. — Notice  of  a  meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  an  unincorporated  Protestant 
Episcopal  Parish  or  Congregation,  and  of  electing  the  first  Church- 
wardens and  Vestrymen  thereof,  shall  specify  the  object,  time  and 
place  of  snch  meeting,  and  shall  be  made  public  for  at  least  two 
weeks  prior  to  such  meeting,  either  by  open  reading  of  such  notice 
in  time  of  divine  service,  at  tihe  usual  place  of  worship  of  such 
Parish  or  Congregation,  or  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  on  the 
outer  door  of  such  place  of  worship. 
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Only  men  of  full  age  who  have  been  regular  attendants  at  th^^ 
worship  of  such  Parish  or  Congregation  and  contributors  to  the  sup— ^ 
port  thereof  for  one  year  next  prior  to  such  meeting,  or  since  th^^ 
establishment  of  such  Parish  or  Congregation,  shall  be  qualified  to^^ 
vote  at  such  meeting. 

The  presence  of  at  least  six  persons  qualified  to  vote  thereat^" 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  such  meeting.  The^ 
action  of  the  meeting  upon  any  matter  or  question  shall  be  decided^ 
by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  thereon,  a  quorum  being^S 
present. 

The  ofllciating  Minister,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  shall  be  ne 

cessarily  absent,  any  other  person  qualified  to  vote  at  the  meeting,  — 
who  is  called  to  the  Chair,  shall  preside  thereat.     Such  presiding — 
oflftcer  shall  receive  the  votes,  be  the  judge  of  the  qualifications  of 
voters  and  declare  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  meetitng. 

The  polls  of  the  meeting  shall  remain  open  for  one  hour  or 
longer,  in  the  discretion  of  the  presiding  oflftcer,  or,  if  required,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present. 

The  meeting  shall  decide  whether  such  unincorporated  Parish 
or  Congregation  shall  become  incorporated.  If  such  decision  be  in  ' 
favor  of  incorporation,  such  meeting  shall  decide  upon  the  name  of 
the  proposed  corporation;  what  secular  day  of  the  week,  beginning 
with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  shall  be  the  date  of  the  regular 
annual  election ;  whether  the  Vestrymen  thereof  shall  be  three,  six 
or  nine;  and  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  the  persons  qualified  to  be 
voters  thereat,  who  have  been  baptized,  one-third  of  the  number  of 
"Vestrymen  so  decided  upon  to  hold  oflSce  until  the  first  annual  elec- 
tion to  be  held  thereafter,  one-third  of  such  number  to  hold  office 
until  one  year  after  such  annual  election,  and  one-third  of  such  num- 
ber to  hold  office  until  two  years  after  such  annual  election;  and 
shall  elect  from  such  qualified  voters  who  are  Communicants  In  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  two  persons  to  be  Churchwardens 
thereof; one  to  hold  office  until  such  annual  election,  and  one  to  hold 
office  until  one  year  after  such  annual  election. 

Sec.  2.  Section  thirty-one  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  'M.  The  Certificate  of  Incorporation. — If  such  meeting  shall 
decide  in  favor  of  incorporation  and  comply  with  the  next  preceding 
section,  the  presiding  officer  of  such  meeting  and  at  least  two  other 
persons  present  and  voting  thereat,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge 
a  certificate  of  incorporation  setting  forth : 

1.  The  fact  of  the  calling  and  holding  of  such  meeting; 

2.  The  name  of  the  corporation  eis  decided  upon  thereat; 

3.  The  county  and  the  town,  city  or  village  in  which  Its  prin- 
cipal place  of  worship  is,  or  is  intended  to  be  located: 

4.  The  day  of  the  week,  commencing  with  the  first  Sunday  in 
Advent,  upon  which  the  annual  election  shall  be  held; 

5.  The  number  of  Vestrymen  decided  upon  at  such  meeting; 
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6.  The  names  of  the  Vestrymen  elected  at  such  meeting  and 
the  term  of  office  of  each; 

7.  The  names  of  the  Churchwardens  elected  at  such  meeting, 
and  the  term  of  ofifice  of  each. 

On  filing  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County, 
80  specified  therein,  the  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected 
and  their  successors  in  office,  together  with  the  Rector,  when  there 
is  one,  shall  form  a  Vestry  and  shall  be  the  Trustees  of  such  Church 
or  Congregation ;  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by 
virtue  of  this  act  be  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  or  title  expressed 
in  such  certificate,  and  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  govern ♦ance. 

Such  corporation  shall  be  an  Incorporated  Churcn.  and  may  be 
termed  also  an  Incorporated  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  Section  thirty-two  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  32.  Corporate  Trustees;  Vestry;  powers  and  duties  there- 
of.— No  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  of  any  incorporated  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Parish  or  Church,  shall  be  held  unless  either  all  the 
members  thereof  are  present,  or  three  days'  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given  to  each  member  thereof,  by  the  Rector  in  writing  either  per- 
sonally or  by  mail;  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  he  be  incapable  of 
acting,  by  one  of  the  Churchwardens;  except  that  twenty-four  hours' 
notice  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  after  an  annual 
election,  shall  be  sufficient,  provided  such  meeting  be  held  within 
three  days  after  the  election. 

To  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Vestry  or  Board  of  Trustees  there 
must  be  present  either: 

1.  The  Rector,  at  least  one  of  the  Churchwardens,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Vestrymen,  or 

2.  The  Rector,  both  Churchwardens  and  one  less  than  a  major- 
ity of  the  Vestrymen,  or 

3.  If  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  Diocese  and  shall  have  been 
so  absent  for  over  four  calender  months,  or  if  the  meeting  bo 
called  by  the  Rector  and  he  be  absent  therefrom,  or  be  incapable  of 
acting,  one  Churchwarden  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen,  or  both 
Churchwardens  and  one  less  than  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen, 

But  if  there  be  a  Rector  of  the  Parish,  no  measure  shall  be 
taken,  in  his  absence,  in  any  case  for  effecting  the  sale  or  disposition 
of  the  real  property  of  the  corporation,  nor  for  the  sale  or  disposition 
of  the  capital  or  principal  of  the  personal  property  of  the  corpora- 
tion, nor  shall  any  act  be  done  which  shall  impair  the  rights  of  such 
Rector. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  shall  be  the  Rec- 
tor, or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  the  Churchwarden  who 
shall  be  called  to  the  chair  by  a  majority  of  the  votes,  if  both  the 

♦So  in  the  original. 
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Churchwardens  be  present;  or  the  Churchwarden  present  if  but  one 
be  present. 

At  each  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  each  member  thereof 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

The  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
office  of  a  Churchwarden  or  Vestryman  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term,  until  the  next  annual  election 
at  which,  if  such  vacancy  would  continue  thereafter,  it  shall  be  filled 
for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

The  Vestry  may,  subject  to  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Diocese  :n  which  the 
Parish  or  Church  is  situated,  by  a  majority  vote,  elect  a  Rector  to  fill 
a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish,  and  may  fix  the 
salary  or  compensation  of  the  Rector. 

Sec.  4.  Section  thirty-three  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  33.  Annual  Elections  of  Incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Parishes. — The  annual  election  of  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Parish, 
hereafter  incorporated,  shall  be  held  on  the  secular  day  in  the  week 
commencing  with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  designated  in  its  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation.  The  annual  election  of  an  incorporated 
Protestant  Episcopal  Parish  or  Church  heretofore  incorporated  shall 
be  held  on  the  day  fixed  for  such  annual  election,  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  law,  or  if  no  such  date  be  so  fixed,  then  on  the  Monday  next  after 
the  first  Sunday  in  Advent. 

Notice  of  such  annual  election  shall  be  read  by  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  by  the  officiating  Minis- 
ter or  by  a  Churchwarden  thereof,  on  each  of  the  two  Sundays  next 
preceding  such  election,  in  the  time  of  divine  service,  or  if,  for  any 
reason,  th€r  usual  place  of  worship  of  the  Parish  be  not  open  for 
divine  service,  the  notice  shall  be  posted  conspicuously  on  the  outer 
door  of  the  place  of  worship  for  two  weeks  next  preceding  the 
election. 

Such  notice  shall  specify  the  place,  day  and  hour  of  holding  the 
election,  the  name  and  term  of  office  of  each  Churchwarden  and 
Vestryman  whose  term  of  office  shall  then  expire,  or  whose  office 
shall  then  be  vacant  for  any  cause,  and  the  office  for  which  each 
such  officer  is  to  be  then  elected.  The  meeting  for  such  annual  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  immediately  after  morning  service. 

The  presiding  officer  of  such  meeting  shall  be  th€  R«ctor  there- 
of, if  there  be  one,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  one  of  the 
Churchwardens  elected  for  the  purpose  by  a  majoniy  of  the  duly 
qualified  voters  present,  or  if  no  Churchwarden  be  present,  a  Ves- 
tryman elected  in  like  manner  Such  presiding  officer  shall  be  the 
Judge  of  the  qualifications  of  the  voters;  shall  receive  the  votes  cast; 
and  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election.  The 
presiding  officer  of  such  meeting  shall  enter  the  proceedings  of  the 
meeting  in  the  book  of  the  minutes  of  the  vestry,  sign  fals  name 
thereto,  and  ofter  the  same  to  as  many  qualified  voters  present  as  he 
shall  think  fit,  to  be  also  signed  by  them.

^gular  attendants  at  Its  worship  and  contributors  to  xis  support  for 
t  least  twelve  months  prior  to  such  election,  or  since  the  establish- 
lent  of  such  Parish,  shall  be  qualified  voters  at  any  such  election. 
he  action  of  the  meeting  upon  any  matter  or  question  shall  be  de 
Ided  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  thereon.  The 
oils  of  the  election  shall  continue  open  for  one  hour,  and  longer,  in 
he  discretion  of  the  presiding  ofllcer,  or,  if  required,  by  a  vote  of  a 
lajorlty  of  the  qualified  voters  present  and  voting. 

The  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
rom  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election,  and  no  person  shall 
)e  eligible  for  election  as  Churchwarden  unless  he  be  also  a  com- 
nunicant  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  nor  be  eligible  for 
election  as  Vestryman  unless  he  shall  have  been  baptized. 

At  each  annual  election  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Parish  hereafter  incorporated,  one  Churchwarden  shall  be  elected  to 
lold  office  for  two  years;  and  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  the 
ITestrymen  of  the  Parish  shall  be  elected  to  'hold  office  for  three 
rears.  At  each  annual  election  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Parish  or  Church  heretofore  incorporated,  two  Churcnwardens 
ind  the  total  number  of  its  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office 
or  one  year  thereafter,  unless  the  terms  of  office  of  but  one  Churcn- 
varden  or  of  but  one-third  of  its  Vestrymen  shall  then  expire,  m 
vhich  case  one  Churchwarden  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  two 
rears,  and  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  its  Vestrymen  shall  be 
jlected  to  hold  office  for  three  years.  Each  Churchwarden  and  Ves- 
rymen  shall  hold  office  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  until  his 
accessor  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  5.  Section  thirty-four  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
is  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  34.  Changing  the  number  of  Vestrymen  of  Protestant  Epls- 
jopal  Parishes  hereafter  incorporated. — If  the  Vestry  of  a  Protest- 
mt  Episcopal  Parish,  hereafter  incorporated,  shall,  by  resolution, 
recommend  that  the  number  of  Vestrymen  of  such  Parish  be 
changed  to  either  three,  six  or  nine  Vestrymen,  notice  of  such  rec- 
)mmendation  shall  be  included  in  the  notice  of  the  next  annual 
neeting  of  such  Parish  and  be  submitted  to  the  meeting.  If  such 
ecommendation  be  ratified  by  such  meeting,  the  presiding  officer 
hereof,  and  at  least  two  qualified  voters  present  thereat,  shall  exe- 
nite  and  acknowledge  a  certificate  setting  forth  such  resolution  ot 
he  Vestry,  the  fact  that,  notice  thereof  had  been  gjven  with  the  no- 
Ice  of  such  annual  election;  that  the  meeting  had  ratified  the  same; 
ind  the  number  of  Vestrymen  so  decided  on.  Such  certificate  shall 
»e  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  in  which  the  original 
ertiflcate  of  incorporation  is  filed  and  recorded,  and  such  change  in 
he  number  of  Vestrymen  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  of  the  next 
jinual  election  thereafter. 

If  the  number  of  Vestrymen  be  thereby  increased,  then,  in  addi- 
Ion  to  the  number  of  Vestrymen  to  be  elected  at  such  annual  elec- 
ion  one-third  of  such  increased  number  of  Vestrymen  shall  be  elect- 
d  to  hold  office  for  one  year  thereafter,  one-third  of  such  increased 
lumber  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  two  years  thereafter,  and 
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one-third  of  such  increased  number  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for 
three  years  thereafter. 

If  the  number  of  Vestrj'men  by  such  change  be  reduced,  such 
reduction  shall  not  effect  the  term  of  office  of  any  Vestryman  duly 
elected  .and  at  such  next  annual  election,  and  at  each  annual  elec- 
tion thereafter,  one-third  of  such  reduced  number  of  Vestrymen 
shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  three  years. 

Sec.  6.  Section  thirty-five  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  35.  ChangiEg  date  of  annual  election,  number  and  terms  of 
office  of  Vestrymen  and  terms  of  office  of  Churchwardens  in  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Churches  heretofore  incorporated. — If  the  Vestry 
of  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Parish,  heretofore  incorporated,  shall,  by 
resolution,  recommend  that  the  date  of  the  Annual  Election  be 
changed  to  a  secular  day  in  the  week,  beginning  with  the  first  Sun- 
day in  Advent,  or  that  the  number  of  Vestrymen  "be  changed  to 
three,  six  or  nine,  and  that  the  terms  of  office  of  the  Churchwardens 
be  changed  so  that  one  warden  shall  be  elected  annually,  notice  of 
such  recommendation  or  recommendations  shall  be  included  in  the 
notice  of  the  next  Annual  Election  of  such  Parish  ana  be  submitted 
to  such  meeting.  If  such  recommendation  or  recommendations  be 
ratified  at  such  meeting,  the  presiding  officer  thereof  and  at  least 
two  qualified  voters  present  thereat,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge 
a  certificate  setting  forth  such  resolution  of  the  vestry;  the  fact  that 
notice  thereof  had  been  given  with  the  notice  of  the  annual  election; 
that  such  meeting  had  ratified  the  same;  the  date  determined  upon 
for  the  annual  election  of  the  Parish;  the  number  of  Vestrymen  so 
decided  on.  and  the  fact  that  the  meeting  determined  to  thereafter 
elect  Churchwardens  so  that  the  term  of  one  Warden  shall  expire 
annually. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  t5ie 
County  in  which  the  original  certificate  of  Incorporation  Is  filed  and 
recorded.  If  the  meeting  determined  to  change  the  aate  of  the  an- 
nual election,  the  next  annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  day  in 
the  week  beginning,  with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  determined  on 
hy^  such  meeting,  and  the  terms  of  the  Vestrymen  and  Church- 
wardens which,  pursuant  to  law,  would  expire  at  the  next  annual 
election,  shall  expire,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  on  such 
day. 

If  the  meeting  determine  to  change  the  number  of  Vestrymen 
and  manner  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  there  shall  be 
elected  at  the  first  annual  election  thereafter,  one-third  of  tne  num- 
ber of  Vestrymen  so  determined  on.  to  hold  office  for  three  years, 
one-third  thereof  to  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  one-third  thereof 
to  hold  office  for  one  year;  and  one  Churchwarden  to  hold  office  for 
one  year,  and  one  to  hold  for  two  years;  and  thereafter  at  the  an- 
nual election  there  shall  be  elected  one-third  of  the  number  of  Ves- 
trymen determined  on  at  such  meeting  and  one  Churchwarden. 

Sec.  7.  Section  thirty-six  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  36.     Changing  the  qualification  of  voters  and  the  quallflca- 
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tions  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. — If  the  Vestry  of  a  Protestant 
Episcopal  Parish  heretofore  incorporated  shall,  by  resolution,  recom- 
mend that  the  qualifications  of  voters  and  the  qualifications  of 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen  De  changed  to  conform  in  botn  cases  to  the 
requirement  of  sections  thirty-three  of  this  statute,  notice  of  such 
recommendation  or  recommendations  shall  be  included  in  the  notice 
of  the  next  annual  election  of  such  Parish,  and  be  submitted  to  the 
meeting.  If  such  recommendation  or  recommendations  be  ratified 
by  such  meeting  the  presiding  oncer  thereof  and  at  least  two 
qualified  voters  present  thereat  shall  execute  and  acknowiecge  a  cer- 
tificate setting  forth  such  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  the  fact  that 
notice  thereof  had  been  given  with  the  notice  of  such  annual  elec- 
tion, and  that  the  meeting  had  ratified  the  same. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofllce  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  in  which  the  original  certificate  of  incorporation  is  filed  and 
recorded. 

Sec.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


(2.)     An  Act  to  Amend  the  Religious  Corporations  Law. 
Became  a  Law  April  !9.  1900, 

Section  1.  Section  eleven  of  Article  one  of  Chapter  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninty- 
five,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  religious  corporations,  consti- 
tuting chapter  forty-two  of  the  general  laws,"  and  Known  as  the 
religious  corporations  law,  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred 
and  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sec.  11.  Sale,  mortgage  and  lease  of  real  property  of  religious 
corporations. — A  religious  corporation  shall  not  sell  or  mortgage  any 
of  its  real  property  without  applying  for  and  obtaining  leave  of  the 
court  therefor  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. The  Trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  shall  not  vote  upon  anv  resolution  or  proposition  for  the  sale 
mortgage  or  lease  of  its  real  property  unless  the  Rector  of  sucn 
Churc^i,  if  it  then  has  a  Rector,  shall  be  present,  and  shall  not  make 
application  to  the  court  for  leave  to  sell  or  mortgage  any  of  its  real 
property  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  to  which  such  Church  belongs;  but  in  case  the  See  be 
vacant,  or  the  Bishop  be  absent  or  unable  to  act,  the  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  with  their  certificate  of  the  vacancy  of  the  See 
or  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop  shall  sufllce.  *  ♦ 
The  petition  of  the  Trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  ♦  ♦  ♦  shall.  In  addition  to  the  matters  required  by  the 
code  of  civil  procedure  to  be  set  forth  therein,  set  forth  that  this 
section  has  also  been  complied  with.  But  lots,  plots  or  burial  per- 
mits in  a  cemetery  owned  by  a  religious  corporation  may  be  sold 
without  applying  for  or  obtaining  leave  of  the  court.  No  cemetery 
lands  of  a  religious  corporation  shall  be  mortgaged  wnile  used  for 
cemetery  purposes. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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(3.;     Form  of  Certificate  of  Incorporation. 

To  all  to  whom  tliese  Presents  may  Concern: 

We,  the  undersigned,  whose  names  and  seals  are  affixed  to  this 
instrument,  dj  hereby  certify,  that  on  the  [Second]  day  of  [June]  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eig^ht  hundred  and  [ntiietyjii^e], 
the  men  of  full  age,  belonging  to  the  Church  or  Congregation  in 
communion  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of 
New  York  worshipping  in  [the  School  House  of  School  District 
Number  (J)  in  the  Town  of  T  eroua  n  the  County  of  Oneida,  in  the 
State  of  Neiv  York%]  not  already  incorporated,  met  at  their  usual 
place  of  worship  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  them- 
selves under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
entitled  "An  Act  in  relation  to  Religious  Corporations,  constituting 
chapter  forty-two  of  the  general  laws,  in  pursuance  of  notice  duly 
given  specifying  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and  the  time  and  place 
thereof  which  had  been  publicly  read  in  the  time  of  morning  serv- 
ice, on  two  Sundays  next  previous  to  such  meeting.  b3'  *  [the  Rector] 
at  the  usual  place  of  worship  o.  such  Parish  or  Congregation,  and 
which  was  also  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  outer  door  near 
the  main  entrance  to  such  place  of  worship. 

Ard  we  further  certify  that  at  such  meeting,  not  less  than  six 
men  of  full  age,  belonging  to  the  Church  or  Congregation  aforesaid, 
and  not  already  incorporated,  and  duly  qualified  to  vote  at  such 
meeting,  met  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

And  we  further  certify  that  \[the  Rev  John  Williams,  the  Rector 
of  the  said  Church  or  Congregation  ]  presided  at  the  said  meeting 
and  received  the  votes. 

And  we  further  certify  that  tne  number  of  Vestrymen  decided 
upon  at  such  meeting  was  [three,  si.v  or  nine  ] 

And  we  further  certify  that  at  the  said  meeting  the  following 
persors  were  elected  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen,  for  the  term 
of  office  set  opposite  their  names  respectively,  by  a  majority  of 
the  votes  of  the  persons  present  at  the  said  meeting  qualified  to 
vote,  viz.:

(I.)     An  Act  for  the    Incorporation  of  Societies    to    Establish    Free 
Churches.     Passed  April  30,  1854. 

The  People  of  the  State  of   ^eir  York,    represented   in   Senate    and 
Assembly  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Any  seven  or  more  persons  of  full  age,  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  majority  of  them  being  residents  of  this 
State,  who  shall  associate  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  founding 
and  continuing  one  or  more  Free  Churches,  may  make,  sign  and 
acknowledge,  before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  deeds  of  land  to  be  recorded  in  this  State  and  may  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  also  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  in  which  any  such  Church  is  to  be  established,  a  certificate 
In  writing,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name  or  title  "jy  which  such 
society  shall  be  known  in  the  law,  the  purpose  of  its  organization, 
and  the  names  of  seven  trustees  of  whom  not  less  tnau  i\\e  shall 
be  persons  who  are  not  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  or  priests  or  any  de- 
nomination, to  manage  the  same;  but  such  certificate  shall  not  be 
filed  unless  with  the  written  consent  and  approbation  cf  a  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  district  in  which  any  such  Church  shall  be 
intended  to  be  established,  or  in  the  city  of  New  York,  cf  a  Judge  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  the  said  city,  to  be  indorsed  on  suci  certifi- 
cate. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate^  the  persons  named 
therein  as  trustees  and  their  successors,  being  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  residents  of  this  State,  shall  be  a  body  pontic  and  cor- 
porate, with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  duties,  and  subject  to  ail 
the  restrictions  and  obligations  and  other  provisions,  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  applicable  and  consistent  with  this  act  specified  and 
contained  in  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Be- 
nevolent, Charitable,  Scientific  and  Missionary  Societies."  passed 
April  12,  1848,  and  the  act  amending  the  same  passea  April  7,  1849, 
except  that  the  limitation  in  the  first  of  the  said  acts  of  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  that  may  be  held  by  any  society  in  the  city  or  county 
of  New  York,  incorporated  under  this  act,  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
any  Church  edifice  erected  or  owned  by  such  society,  or  the  lot  of 
ground  on  which  the  same  may  be  built,  and  except  that  the  provis- 
ion in  the  first  of  the  said  acts,  in  relation  to  the  personal  liability 
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of  the  trustees,  shall  be  applicable  only  to  the  trustees  who  shall 
have  assented  to  the  creation  of  any  debt. 

Sec.  3.  Any  vacancies  occuring  in  the  said  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  trustees  at  any  legal  meeting  of 
the  members;  but  there  shall  always  be  at  least  nve  members  of 
the  Board  who  are  not  ministers  of  the  Gospel  or  priests  of  any  de- 
nomination. 

Sec.  4.  The  seats  or  pews  in  every  Church  building  or  edifice 
owned  or  occupied  by  any  corporation  organized  under  this  Act  shall 
be  forever  free  for  the  occupation  and  use  during  public  worship,  of 
all  persons  choosing  to  occupy  the  same,  and  conducting  themselves 
with  propriety;  and  no  rent,  charge  or  exaction  shall  ever  be  made 
or  demanded  for  such  occupation  or  use;  nor  shall  any  real  estate 
belonging  to  such  corporation  be  sold  or  mortgaged  by  the  trust- 
ees thereof,  unless  by  the  direction  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  be 
given  in  the  same  manner,  and  in  the  like  cases,  as  provided  by  law 
in  relation  to  religious  corporations. 

Sec.  5.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

That  the  following  are  the  names  of  seven  trus- 
tees who  are  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  said  Church  and  body  cor- 
porate, five  of  whom  are  not  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  or  Priests  of 
any  denomination,  namely:

On  the  day  appoiated  for  the  Consecration,  at  eleven  o*clock  in 
the  morning",  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  in  the 
Chapel  of  Grace  Church  in  the  City  of  Utica. 

The  procession  being-  formed,  entered  the  Church  while  Hymns 
491,  "The  Church's  one  foundation,"  and  493,  **OhI  'twas  a  joy- 
ful sound  '*  were  sung. 

Morning-  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood,  the  Rev. 
Dr  Egar  reading  the  Lessons. 

The  Introit  was  Hymn  288,  **0,  Spirit  of  the  living  God." 

The  Communion  Service  was  begun  by  the  Right  Rev.  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  New  Hamp- 
shire reading  the  Epistle  and  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Colorado 
reading  the  Gospel.  The  Hymn  before  the  sermon  was  No.  586, 
"  Lord,  speak  to  me  that  I  may  speak.**  The  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Right  Rev.  the   Bishop  of  New  York,  from  St.  John  xxi:  15, 
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"Jesus  saith  to  Simoa  Peter:  Simoo,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest   thou  me 
more  than  these  ?" 

The  sermon  being  ended  the  Bishop  Coadjutor-elect,  vested  in 
his  rochet,  was  presented  by  the  Bishops  of  New  Hampshire  and 
Nebraska  to  the  Presiding-  Bishop,  sitting  in  his  chair  near  the 
Holy  Table. 

Upon  demand  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  for  the  testimonials  of 
the  Bishop  Coadjutor-elect,  the  Rev.  James  K.  Parker,  Secretary  of 
the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  presented  and  read  the  testimonials 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  signed  by  a  canonical  majority 
of  the  Clergy  and  I^ay  Delegates. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Coley,  Deputy  Registrar,  read  the  Certificate  of 
Election  by  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
riiittee  of  the  Diocese,  read  the  Canonical  Form  of  the  Consent  of 
a  Standing  Committee,  and  testified  that  he  presented  the  Consents 
in  the  words  of  the  said  Form  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  the  Dioceses  in  the  United  States. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Hart,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
read  the  Certificate  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
that  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  had  consented  to  the  Consecration. 

The  Rev.  W.  W.  Bellinger,  D.  D.,  read  the  Commission  to  con- 
secrate issued  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor-elect  then  pronounced  the  required  Prom- 
ise of  Conformity. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  read  the  invocation  to  Prayer,  and  the 
Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Ohio  said  the  lyitany. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  having  examined  the  Bishop  Coadjutor 
elect,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Hart,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Philip  A.  H. 
Brown  the  attending  Presbyters  vested  him  with  the  rest  of  the 
Episcopal  habit. 

The  Bishop  Coadjutor-elect  kneeling  down  the  Veni  Creator 
Spiritus  was  sung  over  him,  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York  lead- 
ing, the  Bishops  and  Clergy  answering  by  verses. 

After  Prayer  the  Rt  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Central  New  York, 
Presiding  Bishop  and  the  other  Bishops  present— The  Right  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  New  York,  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  New 
York,  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Right  Rev. 
the  Bishop  of  Nebraska,  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  and  the 
Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Colorado,  laid  their  hands  upon  the  head 
of  the  elected  Bishop  kneeling  before  them,  the  Presiding  Bishop 
saying: 
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"Receive  the  Holy  Ghost  for  the  Office  and  Work  of  a 
Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  now  committed  unto  thee 
by  the  Imposition  of  our  hands ;  In  the  Name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Amen.  And  re- 
member that  thou  stir  up  the  grace  of  God,  which  is  given 
thee  by  this  Imposition  of  our  hands ;  for  God  hath  not 
given  us  the  spirit  of  fear,  but  ot  power,  and  love,  arid  sob- 
erness." 

The  Presiding  Bishop  then  delivered  the  Bible  to  the  newly  Con- 
secrated Bishop  after  which  he  was  received  within  the  Chancel  and 
took  his  place  among  the  other  Bishops. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  then  proceeded  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. While  the  alms  were  being  taken  the  following  Anthem 
was  sung. 

"O  send  out  Thy  light  and  T.iy  truth,  that  they  may 
lead  me  and  bring  me  into  Thy  holy  hill  and  to  Th}-  dwel- 
ling, and  that  I  may  go  unto  the  altar  of  God,  even  unto 
the  God  of  my  joy  and  my  gladness." 

The  Presiding  Bishop  was  assisted  in  the  distribution  of  the 
elements  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York,  and 
the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Central  New  York. 

The  concluding  Collect  was  said,  and  the  Blessing  of  Peace  was 
pronounced  by  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

As  the  procession  returned  to  the  Chapel,  Hymn  404.  *  I  heard 
a  sound  of  Voices,"  and  Hymn  412,  **  The  King  of  love  my  Shep- 
herd is,"  were  sung. 


THE    SERMON 

Preached  in  Grace  Church,  Utica,  at  the  Consecration  of  the 

Oct,  2,  igo2. 
By  the  RIGHT  REV.  HENRY  C.  POTTER, 

BISHOP  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  Me  more  than  these  ?  — St.  John  xxi :  15. 

There  is  a  fine  discernment  in  the  distinction,  as  Sad- 
ler I  think  it  is  who  makes  it,  between  the  official  dis- 
closures of  Jesus  after  His  resurrection,  and  that  other,  here, 
which  is  personal.  Before,  as  we  have  accounts  in  this 
same  Gospel,  the  Master  had  shown  Himself  to  His  dis- 
ciples, and  had  spoken  to  them ;  nay,  had  breathed  on 
them ;  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  on  one,  at  least, 
of  these  occasions  the  Apostle  St.  Peter  had  been  present. 
But  here  the  occasion  was  quite  different,  and  it  was  utterly 
informal.  Indeed  in  its  tender  and  informal  note  it  has 
hardly  its  match  anywhere  in  St.  John's  whole  story.  The 
disciples  have  gone  back  to  their  old  calling,  and  Peter  has 
recovered  his  old  self-confidence.  "  There  were  together,*' 
the  story  runs,  "  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas,  Nathaniel  of 
Cana,  the  sons  of  Zebedee  and  two  others.'*  With  a  rare 
and  habitual  modesty,  you  see,  St.  John  does  not  name  him- 
self. "  Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  '  I  go  a  fishing. '  "  It 
is  as  though  he  said,  "  What  is  the  use  of  idling  here  ? 
Come,  let  us  do  something.  I  am  going  back  to  the  task 
and  business  in  which  I  am  no  novice."  And  the  others, — 
not  leaders  but  followers, — without  his  initiative,  whatever 
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*lse  that  he  had  not  they  had,  at  once  respond,  "  We  also- 
ro  with  thee."  And  then  the  rest  of  the  scene, — was  there 
*ver  anything  like  it  for  exquisite  pathos  and  simplicity  ? 
rhey  toil  all  night  and  take  nothing.  The  morning  breaks ; 
md  behold,  someone  is  standing  on  the  shore  and  calling 
:o  them  :  "  Children,"  children, — word  of  infinite  tenderness 
md  love, — ''  have  ye  any  meat  .''  Cast  the  net  on  the  right 
ride  of  the  ship."  In  desperation  they  heed  that  distant 
>iddiug,  and  draw  their  net : — or  rather,  "  are  not  able  to 
iraw  it  for  the  multitude  of  the  fishes."  And  then  I  think 
here  is  struck  the  most  dramatic  and  pathetic  note  of  allt 
kVho  was  the  stranger  who  knew  their  fisher's  art  so  much 
>etter  than  they  themselves  did  ?  None  of  them  can  identi- 
y  him,  until  one  who  describes  himself  as  "  that  disciple 
vhom  Jesus  loved,"  exclaims,  "  It  is — it  is  the  Lord !  "  A 
quality  surer  than  vision,  more  penetrating  than  insight, — 
nore  unerring  than  cleverness,  had  discerned  and  recogniz- 
ed one  to  whom  his  heart  went  out  with  inextinguishable 
lomage  and  devotion,  and  Jesus  is  discovered,  so  to  speak^ 
>y  St.  John. 

And  then  there  follows  the  scene  upon  the  shore, — the 
ire,  the  fish  upon  the  coals,  the  fishermen  and  Him  who  so 
ately  had  been  their  Master,  and  the  absolute  unreserve  of 
ill  the  talk.  I  recall  it  in  this  detail,  because  without  tak- 
ng  note  of  that,  we  cannot.  I  think,  understand  it.  It  is 
mpossible  to  read  it  all  without  seeing  that  Jesus  is  striving 
:o  win  from  one  whose  great  gifts  and  altogether  exception- 
il  powers  as  a  leader  he  unquestionably  recognized,  some 
expression  that  would  be  without  the  note  of  extravagance 
5r  exaggeration.  "And  when  they  had  dined  Jesus  said," 
— and  so  on.  The  man  whom  He  interrogates  must  be, 
for  the  moment  at  any  rate,  plagued  by  no  physical  wants, 
restless  with  no  consciousness  of  exhaustion  or  craving  for 
food : — at  ease ;  in  repose ;  and  capable  of  thinking  and 
speaking  with  deliberation. 
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And  then  comes  that  searching  question,  "  Simon, 
of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  Me  more  than  these  ?  "  I  confe 
have  been  amazed  at  the  often  and  apparently  easy  mi 
prehension  of  those  words,  "  more  than  these.'*  Thej'' 
very  commonly  read  as  though  Jesus  were  asking  Pet 
his  (Peter's)  love  to  Him  (Christ)  was  greater  than 
(Peter  s)  love  for  his  brethren,  who  were  there  with  him. 
the  contraiy,  I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  w< 
are  a  rebuke ;  and  that  their  sting  lay  in  the  fact  that  1 
recalled  protestations  which  had  been  followed  by  the 
est  perfidy,  as  when  St.  Peter  had  said,  *' Lord,  thougl 
men "  these  Thy  disciples  and  all  the  rest  "  should  b< 
fended  in  Thee,  yet  will  not  1 1 "  And  then  had  folio 
those  vehement  boasts  of  his  superior  and  solitary  loy 
with  equally  impassioned  denials.  **  Then  Peter  bega 
curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know  not  the  man."  Anc 
when  Jesus  meets  His  disciple  for  the  first  time,  inform; 
and  speaks  to  him  unreservedly.  He  gently  but  clearlj 
calls  boasts  of  a  devotion  which  never  flowered  with 
roism,  and  comparisons  with  others'  fidelity  which  v 
soon  discredited  by  a  supreme  baseness. 

All  this  seems,  verily,  far  enough  away,  from  sucl 
occasion  as  this,  and  such  antecedents  as  those  which  r 
us  here  (for  I  want  to  honor  as  it  deserves  the  cheerful 
surrender  which  brings  our  brother-elect  to  this  office), 
yet  there  is  one  note  in  it  which  has  a  very  close  relatio 
this  occasion,  and  which  is  not  unworthy  of  our  recognil 
St.  Peter  was  more  than  once  cowardly,  but  he  was  no' 
sentially  dishonest.  When  he  cries,  *'  Yea,  Lord,  tho 
all  men  should  be  offended  in  thee  yet  will  not  I,"  it  is 
swagger,  it  is  the  utterance  of  a  profound  conviction, 
other  men  run  away,  he  means,  even  if  left  quite  alone 
stay  behind,  and  to  show  the  world  what  a  true  disc 
•  ought  to  be  ! 

There  is  a  resemblance  here,  men   and  brethren

tried Bishop  of  profound  significance  and  of  wide  and 
-prevalent  frequency.  It  has  often  occurred  to  me  to 
^vender  what  would  be  the  outcome  if  we  could  get  the 
presbyters  and  deacons  to  outline  for  us,  not  their  ideas  of 
^he  Bishop's  office  and  work,  but  their  ideals.  It  would 
^e  still  more  interesting  if,  before  he  entered  upon  his  of- 
fice, we  could  persuade  one  who  had  been  chosen  to  the 
-office  of  a  Bishop  to  tell  us  what  kind  of  a  Bishop  he  pro- 
posed to  be.  Of  one  thing  I  can  assure  you  with  absolute 
<:ertainty.     His  portraiture   of  the  ideal   Bishop  would  be, 

as   indeed  it  ought  to  be, — absolutely  unlike   the   career 

sind  character  of  any  Bishop  whom  he  ever  knew, —  which 
indeed  is  only  another  way  of  saying,  what  ought,  also,  to 
\>e  forever  true,  that  one's  ideal  of  an  office  or  a  calling  is 
liigher  and  more  resplendent  than  any  realization  of  it 
"which  one  has  ever  known. 

But  I  have  not  yet  reached  the  point  at  which  I  am 
-aiming,  and  which  I  regard  as  pre-eminently  pertinent  to 
^he  service  of  this  day.  When  St.  Peter  says  "  If  all  shall 
%>e  ofifended  in  thee,  yet  will  I  never  be  offended/*  I  do 
not  understand  him  to  be  pluming  himself  so  much  upon 
Xiis  courage  as  upon  his  discernment.  He  could  recognize 
liis  Master,  if  others  could  not,  and  once  he  had  done  that, 
^here  could  be  no  doubt  about  his  line  of  action. 

Well,   is  not   this   the   tone   of   the    novice,   always  ? 
There  are  a  great  many  men  who  have  no  ambition  to 
>vear  a  Bishop's  honors  or  to  bear  a  Bishop's  burdens.    But 
"^hey  would  like  to  exercise,  his  office  for  a  little  while,  just 
to  show  those  whose  it  is,  how  it  ought  to  be  administer- 
«d.     "  If  I  were  a  Bishop  I  would   stop  this;  I  would  en- 
join  that.     I  would  compel  obedience   to  this   rubric,   and 
-waive  compliance  with  that."    In  other  words,  my  brother, 
my  sister,  presbyter,     deacon,    layman,    laywoman,  who- 
ever you  are  who  are  so  fond  of  saying  this,  you  would 
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administer  the  Episcopal  office  paternally.  Well,  the  of- 
fice of  the  Episcopate  is  a  paternal  ofBce,  and  the  Church 
may  well  pray  God  that  the  paternal  note  may  never 
disappear  out  of  it.  When  I  was  first  conscrated  1  re- 
member very  well  how  startled  I  was  to  be  addressed,  both 
in  letters  and  in  word  of  mouth,  by  a  dear  aud  honored 
priest  now  gone  to  his  reward,  I  mean  the  Rev.  Dr.  John 
Henry  Hobart,  son  of  that  great  Bishop,  the  lustre  of 
whose  deeds  still  lingers  in  this  diocese  of  Central  New 
York,  in  which  and  as  its  Bishop  when  it  was  a  part  of  the 
mother  diocese  he  ministered,  as  **  dear  and  right  reverend 
father."  Dr.  Hobart  was  old  enough  to  be  my  father,  and 
I  looked  up  to  him  with  unmixed  reverence  and  love,  but 
I  could  never  persuade  him  to  drop  that  form  of  speech 
which,  as  he  said,  expressed  to  him  a  very  precious  and  sa- 
cred attribut^i  of  the  Episcopate.  It  does!  Forever  it 
ought  to  !  The  Bishop  who  cannot  go  to  his  clergy  and 
people  in  the  paternal  spirit,  had  better  not  go  at  all ! 

And  yet,  when  this  is  said,  all  is  not  s'Jid,  nor  as  I  can- 
not but  feel  very  keenly,  no  single  word  of  that  which 
greatly  needs  to  be  said.  When  we  are  criticizing  Bishops  and 
complaining  that  they  do  not  do  this,  or  stop  that  or  say  the 
other,  we  are,  oftener  than  otherwise,  talking  or  writing  in 
utter  forgetfulness  of  the  limitations  under  which  they  are 
constrained  to  act.  Yes,  the  Episcopal  office  is  a  paternal 
office — first  and  most.  But  it  is  a  constitutional  office  as 
well;  and  our  brother,  here,  soon  to  be  consecrafed,  is  call- 
ed to  be  a  Bishop  whose  powers  are  bounded  and  limited, 
conditioned  and  qualified  at  every  turn,  by  certain  canon- 
ical provisions  which  he  may,  indeed,  despise,  but  which  he 
cannot  disregard.  Presently  we  shall  hear  him  take  the 
Oath  of  Conformity.  Do  you  remember  how  it  runs? 
**  In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Charles  Tyler  Olmsted, 
chosen  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church   in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  do   promise 
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conformity  and  obedience  to  the  doctrine,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America.'*  Do  we  know  what  that  means?  Do 
the  brethren  of  the  laity  who  are  very  fond  of  saying  that 
the  Bishop  ought  to  do  this,  or  that,  or  the  other  thing 
that,  as  the  church  is  at  present  constituted,  the  Bishop 
cannot  do  unless  they  themselves, — the  laity  together  with 
some  other  or  others, — will  first  initiate  the  process,  which 
must  be  a  canonical  process  and  which  is  alone  competent 
in  the  premises?  I  am  not  now  raising  or  discussing  the 
question  whether  or  no  the  constitution  of  the  churchy 
which  ordinarily  restrains  the  Bishop  from  acting  otherwise 
than  by  canbnical  process,  is  right  and  wise, — though  as  to 
that  I  have  not  myself  the  smallest  doubt ;  but  I  am  simp- 
ly endeavoring  to  make  you  recognize  the  fact  that  this 
our  brother  is  coming  this  morning  to  this  high  office  in 
limine.  In  the  first  place,  he  is  to  be  a  Bishop  Coadjutor, 
and  the  policy  of  this  diocese  must  continue  to  be  determ- 
ined by  him  who  is  its  diocesan  head,  and  who,  during  all 
these  years,  has  ruled  with  such,  rare  wisdom  and  tender- 
ness. 

But  even  if  he  were  not  an  element,  or  if,  at  some 
future  time, — long  may  it  be  distant, — he  should  see  fit  to 
make  an  assignment  of  all  his  powers  to  his  Coadjutor  that 
Coadjutor  cannot  toss  the  canon  law  of  the  church,  wheth- 
er in  the  digest  or  in  the  constitution  and  canons  of  this 
diocese,  over  the  wall  and  say,  "  Now  I  am  going  to  show 
the  American  Church  how  a  diocese  ought  to  be  governed 
and  administered!"  From  the  moment  that  he  takes  the 
oath  that  I  have  recited  he  will  be  under  the  law.  with  all  the 
rest  of  us;  and  when  I  use  that  phrase  I  do  not  mean  all  the 
rest  of  us  Bishops  merely,  but  the  whole  Church  and  all  its 
members  and  officers.  There  is  a  fine  lesson  f^)r  the 
Episcopate  in  that  soldier  and  commander  of  the  (lospels 
who  says;    "I   am  a   man   under  authority,  and   I   say    tc^ 
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this  man,  go,  and  hegoeth."  [St.  Matthew,  viiiig,]  and  the 
rest.  That  is  an  ideal  statement  of  the  relations  of  author- 
ity to  service;  and  it  is  significant  that  the  greatest  empire 
that  the  sun  has  ever  shone  upon  so  early  recognized  it. 
Rome's  leaders  were  chosen  because  they  were  willing  to 
be  Rome's  servants:  and  constitutional  government,  wheth- 
er in  the  state  or  in  the  church,  early  learned  to  say,  **  I  am 
a  man  under  authority." 

I  am  saying  all  this  because  the  times  make  it  nec- 
cessary  that  I  should  say  it.  We  have  witnessed  the 
growth — rapid,  impassioned  and  extravagant,  sometimes — 
all  over  the  face  of  the  earth  of  the  idea  of  constitutional 
government,  and  if  you  wish  to  see  how  rapidly  it  has 
grown  in  the  church  I  advise  you  to  trace  the  story  of  that 
growth,  as  it  is  recorded  in  the  journals  of  our  diocesan 
and  general  conventions.  It  is  here,  as  it  is  in  the  wider 
realms  of  civic  aflfairs,  where  there  still  survives  the  curious 
expectation  that  you  ma^  make  men  virtuous — or  gener- 
ous, or  anything  else — by  law.  Some  day  I  wish  we  might 
discover  some  curious  and  patient  priest  or  layman  who 
would  unearth  for  us,  e.  g.,  the  history  and,  above  all  the 
efficacy  of  canons  compulsory,  imposing,  e.g.,  upon  parishes 
the  obligation  of  making  particular  collections.  There  is 
not  a  priest  within  the  sound  of  my  voice  at  this  moment 
who  does  not  know  that  it  is  the  habit  of  the  reverend 
clergy  to  brush  aside  the  demands  of  such  canons  as  if 
they  were  so  many  impertinent  mosquitoes!  I  did  so 
when  I  was  a  parish  rector,  habitually,  and  I  don*t  believe, 
brethren,  that  the  majority  of  you,  in  this  particular,  are 
any  more  obedient  that  I  was. 

Well,  what  is  the  significance  of  such  a  fact  ?  That 
we  must  deride  and  disobey  all  law?  Nay,  but  that  we 
may  easily  have  too  much  of  it;   and  that  if  you  would 
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have  a  Bishop  act  with  promptness,  decision  and  independ- 
ence you  must  take  care  how  you  tie  him  up  too  much 
with  canonical  restrictioi  s. 


I  cannot  permit  myself  to  say  this,  however,  without 
adding  straightway'  that  I  do  not  think  that  has  been  the 
tendency  of  the  church  in  its  canonical  enactments  with 
reference  to  Bishops.  On  the  whole,  I  think  it  must  be 
owned  that,  e.  g ,  in  the  House  of  Deputies  of  the  general 
convention  there  has  been,  as  a  rule,  a  very  filial  disposi- 
tion to  recognize  the  paternal  relation  of  a  Bishop  to  his 
flock,  and  to  protect  him  in  the  exercise  of  it.  But,  alas, 
Bishops  are  not  angels,  though  there  is  primitive  warrant  for 
calling  them  so,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  people  who 
are  living  their  secular  lives  under  a  constitutional  govern- 
ment should  feel  constrained,  sometimes,  to  invoke  its  pro- 
tection in  matters  of  ecclesiastical  government  when  they 
find  Episcopal  authority  exercised  imperiously  or  intoler- 
antly. 

But  the  fact  which,  thus  far,  I  have  labored  to  bring 
cut,  and  which  on  such  a  day  as  this  we  may  well  look 
frankly  in  the  face — the  fact,  I  mean,  that,  after  all,  a  Bish- 
op does  not  rule  or  serve  independently  of  canonical 
obligations  which  are  common  to  him,  to  his  clergy,  and  to 
all  the  people — this  fact  is  not  the  whole  case,  nor  indeed 
the  most  precious  part  of  it.  It  is  a  very  significant  feat- 
ure of  the  incident  from  which  I  have  taken  my  text,  that 
though  Jesus  addresses  St.  Peter  with  a  challenge  which  in- 
volves a  comparison,  Simon  Peter  declines  that  compar- 
ison altogether.  *'  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me 
more  than  these?  **  asks  Christ,  and  all  the  answer  that  He 
can  draw  from  Simon  Peter  is,  *'  Yea,  Lord,  thou  knowest 
that  I  love  Thee."  And  again.  "  Yea,  Lord,  thou  know- 
est that  I  love  Thee,*'  and  finally,  "  Lord,  thou  knowest  all 
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thirgs;  thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.'*  St.  Peter  had  no 
longer  the  audacity  to  institute  comparison^?,  but  he  knew 
his  own  heart,  and  he  knew — for  that  I  think  is  the  thing 
of  pre-eminent  significance  in  the  whole  interview — that 
love  could  unerringly  translate  itself,  so  that,  whatever 
other  spell  a  man  might  strive  to  serve  with,  that  would 
make  itself  intelligible,  first,  to  Him  who  knoweth  all 
things;  and  then  to  the  least  of  His  children. 

It  is  this,  men  and  brethren,  that  must  be  our  snpreme 
strength  whenever  we  take  up  any  great  task  for  Christ.  I 
cannot  imagine  one's  coming  to  such  tasks  as  that  to  which 
we  are  soon  to  set  apart  our  brother,  without  .*^hrinking  and 
dismay.  As  one  looks  down  the  long  bedcroll  which 
makes  up  the  succes-ion  in  our  American  church  he  C':mes, 
over  and  again,  and  again,  upon  names  which  have,  in 
their  story,  a  note  of  august  achievement  *'Am  I  to  strive 
to  be  like  such  an  one,  or  such  an  one?"  asks  the  young 
and  untried  Bishop  as  he  scans  the  portrait  gallery  of  these 
illustrious  worthies?  Kay,  my  brother,  there  is  no  one  of 
them  who  is  worthy  of  your  imitation,  so  long,  at  any  rate, 
as  tliere  lives  Another  **  whose  they  were  and  whom  they 
served."  And  the  thing  of  most  prcjfound  import  to  you 
and  me,  men  and  brethren,  is  the  method  which,  in  dealing 
with  St.  Peter  and  others  who  erred.  He,  the  chief  Shep- 
herd and  Biship  of  our  souls,  pursued.  There  fell  into  my 
hand,  the  other  day,  a  **  Manual  for  Confessors,"  recom- 
mended I  grieve  to  s^y,  by  persons  in  the  Orders  of  the 
Church  whose  sons  we  are.  I  have  no  intention,  here,  of 
dwelling  u[)on  its  characteristics,  which  had  in  them  every 
trait  of  vicious  and  mischievous  suggestion,  but  this  ques- 
tion persistently  recurred  to  me:  Jesus  dealt  with  all  sorts 
of  sinful  people,  and,  as  in  the  case  of  Simon  Peter,  with 
those  whose  perfidy  had  in  it  an  especial  and  utter  infamy. 
and  in  all  His  dealing  there  is  just  one  note!  We  have  it 
here  in  this  case  of  His  recreant  disciple,  and  how  He  rings 
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the  changes  on  it !  Ours  is  an  age  which,  day  by  day, 
makes  more  and  more  of  culture.  Sin,  we  are  told,  is  only 
a  form  of  ignorance ;  as  though  the  people  whose  culture 
was  the  most  splendid  and  the  most  acute, — I  mean  the 
Greeks — had  not  been  the  most  infamous!  And  then  we 
turn  back  to  the  Cross  of  Christ,  and  touch  there  the 
mightiest  spell  of  all !  Something  there,  there  is,  which 
finds  its  potentially  quite  apart  from  learning  or  acquired 
graces,  and  something  there,  which,  after  dJl,  was  lar  the 
largest  part  of  the  power  of  the  Sin  of  Man. 


Nothing  can  take  the  place  of  it,  in  the  life  of  the 
Church  to-day*  and,  mechanicalized,  as  we  seem  to  be  in 
danger  of  becoming,  some  new  piece  of  machinery  appeal- 
ing every  day  to  the  individual  rector  or  Sunday  school 
worker,  I  am  not  sure  but  that  the  Episcopate  exists,  quite 
as  much  as  for  anything  else,  to  bring  back  to  men's  minds 
the  image  of  Christ,  by  bringing  back  to  them  His  call  for 
love.  We  have  changed  many  things,  as  we  believe  for 
the  better,  in  this  modern  life  of  ours ;  but  I  am  not  sure 
that  the  tendency  of  many  of  our  changes  has  not  been  to 
isolate  the  pastor  from  the  people.  There  are  very  few 
rectors  in  this  church  this  morning  who  will  care  to  contrad- 
ict the  statement  that  the  ordinary  experience  of  the  com- 
mencement of  a  pastorate  or  rectorship  may  be  described 
as  a  "  state  of  armed  neutrality."  The  people  are  '  sizing^ 
up  "  the  parson,  and  making  up  their  minds  whether  they 
are  going  to  like  or  dislike  him  ; — and  meantime  are  treat- 
ing him  accordingly !  And  there  are  other  instances 
where  the  relation  of  pastor  and  people  is  no  longer  a 
recent  one,  but  where  some  painful  and  costly  fidelity  on  the 
part  of  a  pastor  has  earned  him  the  dislike  and  antagonism 
of  ungodly  people.  And  yet,  again,  there  is  that  common- 
est of  all  situations  where  the  Bishop  on  his  Visitation  finds 
the     '*  love     of  some  grown  cold,"  and  a     brilliant    new- 
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comer  in  a  neighboring  tabernacle  drawing  away  the 
sensation-loving  element  in  the  congregation.  It  is  situa- 
tions such  as  these,  I  think,  which  are  the  great  opportuni- 
ties for  a  Bishop,  and  which  courage  and  tenderness  may 
wisely  improve.  The  priest's  lonely  lot  may  wear  another 
aspect,  when  he  who  is  both  Father  and  Brother  comes 
near  and  touches  and  recognizes  it  I  I  am,  myself,  the  son 
of  a  Bishop,  and  shall  I  say  that  I  most  revere  his  meniorj' 
for  his  great  intellect  and  his  wide  learning  .''  No ;  it  is 
rather  because,  whenever  I  go  back  to  that  great  common- 
wealth of  the  whole  of  which  he  was  once  chief  pastor,  it  ir, 
though  he  has  now  been  dead  nearly  fort}*^  years,  to  hear 
some  fresh  tale  from  priest  or  layman  of  talks  which  they 
had  with  him,  long  ago,  on  the  road,  on  the  sti'eet,  on  a 
train  ;  and  through  which  shone  neither  authority  nor  learn- 
ing, but  brotherhood!  Ah,  to  see  mens  faces  shining  when  you 
come  and  clouded  when  you  gc,believe  me,  men  and  brethren, 
this,  for  a  Bishop,  is  the  best  reward  of  all  I  I  have  known 
Bishops  who  were  good  and  godly  men,  doubtless,  but  whose 
coming  to  any  parish  was  anticipated  with  dismay,  even  as 
their  departure  was  hailed  with  joy  !  And  yet  never  in  the 
history  of  this  land  was  there  so  rare  an  opportunity  for  the 
Episcopate  as  to-day  I  The  Refonnation,  in  breaking  away 
from  prelatical  authority,  went  often  to  lengths  which  none 
deplore  to-day  more  unreservedly  than  some  of  the  wisest 
and  best  of  those  who  are  afflicted  by  its  consequences ; 
and  an  ecclesiastical  government  which  has  wholly  elimin- 
ated the  paternal  idea  may  have  gained  more  freedom,  but 
it  has  entirely  lost  some  other  things  which  are  more  pre- 
cious. It  is  impossible  to  follow  the  history  of  the  founding 
of  the  church,  and  not  own  that  the  personal  element  in  it 
was  first  and  paramount.  When  St.  Paul  is  chiding  those, 
some  of  whom  were  '*  of  Paul  and  some  of  Apollos  and 
some  of  Cephas,''  it  is  impossible  to  read  his  words,  and  fail 
to  see  that  he  is  striving  to  lead  the  thought  of  those  to 
whom  he  writes  up,  through    their  devotion  to  particular 
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early  leaders,  to  the  one  Divine   Leader  1     And  when  the 
church  passes  out  of  her  earlier  and  fluid  life  into  one  that 
is  at  once  more  organized  and  more  stable,  there  is,  as  Dr. 
Schaff,  himself  a  Lutheran  teacher  and  scholar,  has  point- 
ed out, — no  abrupt    transition,    no  novel   intrusion,  but  a 
natural  and  normal  progress  to  the  Episcopate  of  to-day.    It 
^ssuch  a  fact,  I  cannot  but  think,  which  lifts  the  office  into 
^ts  most  august  light,  and  makes  the  Bishop  all  men's  ser- 
^'^xit,  because,  first,  he  is  all  men's  father. 

At  any  rate,  it  ought  not  be  hard  to  realize  such  a  con- 

^^ption  of  the  Episcopate  here.     It  was  my  rare  privilege, 

*^^ing  then  myself  a  young  presbyter  of  the  mother  Diocese, 

P  be  present  at  the  consecration  of  the  first  Bishop  of  this.  A 

^Mle    while   before   he  had  been  at   work    in    Emmanuel 

^-liurch  in  Boston,  and  I  beside  him  in  old  Trinity.  I  was  at 

*Xat  time  secretary  of  the   House  of  Bishops,  and  it  was  my 

t^cial  duty,  as    in  charge  of  the  testimonials  of  that  body 

^    53s  is  Dr.  Hart  to-day),  to  be  present  at  that  shmvIcc.     1  am 

^Xire  that  I  shall  never  forget  it ;  and  that  in  it,  which  most  im- 

X^  ressed  me  was  the  obvious  sense,  apparent  in  all  his  speech 

^-  nd  bearing,  on  the   part  of  the   Bishop-elect,  of  the  vast 

^^urden    that    he    was  taking  up.     His  presence   here   this 

^>iorning    restrains    me  from   saying  how  nobly  I  think  he 

■k^as  borne  it;  but  even  that  shall   not  deprive   me  of   the 

privilege  of  saying  how  true  a  father  he  has  been  to  all  his 

clergy  and  to  all  his  flock  in  this  great  Diocese.     Central 

X^ew  York  was  not  early  possessed    by  the  Church    whose 

^ons  and   daughters   we  are;   and  when  the  Church  came 

here,  it  is  no  disparagement    to    others    to    say  that    they 

looked  at  it  as  something  of  an  intruder.     That  it  brought 

much  that  other  Christian   bodies  have   not,  and  that,  as 

time    has    gone    on,    the    defects    of    these     became    more 

and  more  apparent,  would  have  counted  for  little  had  it  not 

been    that  as  he  who   was  the  chief  representative  of  the 

Church  in  this  Diocese    went   to    and    fro    on    his   official 
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errands  it  became  apparent  that  he  stood  for  great  ideals, 
and  that  it  was  as  a  Spiritual  Force,  incarnating  the  mind 
and  heart  of  Jesus  Christ,  that  he  would  fain  promote 
its  growth. 

I  do  not  wonder,  my  de'  r  brother,  that  when  bidden 
to  come  and  stand  beside  him  as  his  Coadjutor,  you  should 
have  hesitated  to  do  so.  That  was  a  characteristic  incident 
that  you  related,  when  the  other  day  in  the  New  York 
Churchmen's  Association,  you  told  us  of  the  letter  to  you 
from  the  venerable  presiding  Bishop  in  which  he  recalled 
the  visit  which,  years  ago,  he  and  the  late  Dr.  Francis 
Vinton  hid  together  made  to  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston, 
of  which  the  Rev.  Frederic  Dan  Huntington  was  then  the 
Rector,  and  how  Dr.  Clark,  as  he  and  Dr.  Vinton  «t  the 
close  of  the  service  were  walking  away  together,  said,  **  Dr. 
Vinton,  don't  you  wish  that  you  and  I  could  preach  like 
that?" 

Well,  the  rest  of  us,  my  brother,  cannot  do  that;  but  we 
can  make  r.n  Epi^^copate  great  by  the  love  that  shines 
through  it.  I  recall  with  singular  vividness  the  morning 
when,  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  you  came  to  me  as  to  your 
Bishop,  with  a  call  from  Grace  Church,  Utica,  in  your 
hands.  You  were  then  a  Junior  Assistant  Minister  in 
Trinity  Parish.  New  York  City,  and  you  spoke  frankly 
of  the  limitations  of  your  work.  I  told  you  to  go  to  Utica, 
you  remember,  and  now  they  have  called  you  back  to  serve 
Utica  and  all  the  rest.  Your  experience  here,  the  warm 
place  that,  long  ago,  you  won  in  the  hearts  of  this  people, 
and,  added  to  this,  the  enlargement  of  your  horizon  as  the 
Vicar  of  St.  Agnes'  Chapel  in  New  York,  have  well  fitted 
you,  in  my  judgment,  for  the  taskr>  that  are  before  you; 
and  you  are  bringing,  as  I  know,  to  the  Diocese  of  Central 
New  York,  a  single  and  entire  consecration  of  all  your 
powers  to  the  great  work  before  you. 
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May  God  give  you  the  hearts  of  all  your  flock,  and, 
dr^y  by  day,  strength  for  all  your  burdens.     Those  have 
been  various,  and  some  of  them  most  difficult,  which  you 
h^vc  just  laid  down;  and  we  of  the  mother  diocese  who 
are  now  to  lose  you,  know  well  how  grave  and   perplexing 
som^  of  them  have  been.     But  you  have  borne  them  with 
a  singular  and   beautiful  courage  and  simplicity,  and  we 
who   love  you  and,  are  now  to  surrender  you,  can  ask  no 
better  thing  for  you  or  Central  New  York   than  that  you 
shall  give  yourself  to  your  new  office  and  your  wider  work 
in  the  same  unfaltering  temper.     May  He  who  loved  you 
and  gave  Himself  for  you  show  you  how,  in  love  and  sac- 
rifice fo*-  Him  and  them,  to  serve  the  flock  to  which,  now, 
His  voice  is  calling  you!

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Thirty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central 
New  York,  the  Right  Rev.  Frederic  D.  Huntington,  S.  T. 
D.,  LL.  D.,  L.  H.  D.,  Bishqp  of  the  Diocese  ;  The  R 
Rev.  Charles  T.  Olmsted.  S.  T.  D.,  D.  C.  L  ,  J3ishop  Coad- 
jutor,  and  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  assembled  in 
Zion  Church  in  the  city  of  Rome  at  4  rp  o'clock  i\  m. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  D.  C.  Hunting- 
ton and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Stirling.  At  the  conclusion  of  Divine 
Service,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  took  the 
chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  clergy  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  when  seventv-tive  answered  to 
their  names  and  took  their  seats.     (  Sci'  /ya^^-e  20  ) 

The  credentials  of  Lay  Dcleg  it  s  were  presented  and 
referred  to  «i  committee  consisting  ot' the  Rev.  J.  R.  Hard- 
ing, Mr.  Clarence  L.  Parker  and  the  Secretaries. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  the  roll 
was  called,  when  forty  delegates,  representing  twentv-seven 
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parishes,  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats.     (Set' 
page  21.) 

A  quorum  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele«(ates  being  pres- 
ent, the  Right  Reverend,  the  President,  declared  the  Con- 
vention to  be  duly  organized  and  ready  tor  business. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary, when,  on  motion,  the  vote  by  ballot  w^as  dispensed 
with,  and  the  Rev.  James  K.  Parker  was  chosen.

The  Bishop's  Address 


The  circuit  of  our  year  as  a  Diocese  brings  an  occas- 
ion for  fresh  gratulalion  and  admonition. 

In  statistics,  I  have  confirmed  155  persons,  the  Bishop 
Coadjutor  having  confirmed  844,  and  the  Bishop  of  Central 
Pennsylvania  3.  Robert  Mackie  Hogarth  has  been  made 
a  Postulant;  George  C.  .Richmond,  George  H.  Kirkland, 
Allen  Grant  Wilson  and  A.  A.  S.  Moore  have  been  trans- 
ferred to  other  Dioceses ;  Ransom  Moore  Church,  Douglas 
Matthews,  Percy  C.  Olton,  W.  W.  Raymond,  Ernest  Mel- 
ville, A.  R.  B.  Hegeman,  A.  H.  Ormsbee  and  Thomas  Duck 
have  been  received  and  J.  II.  Stirling  has  been  ordained 
Priest  and  placed  in  charge.  Frederick  T.  Henstridge  and 
Wilson  Edward  Tanner  were  admitted  to  the  Priesthood 
December  22,  1903.  I  have  married  one  couple  and  bap- 
tized one  infant. 

The  Diocese,  like  a  parish  or  a  family,  mav  have  other 
losses  than  that  by  public  dishonor  or  by  death.  What  we 
have  much  to  deplore  is  a  lack  of  a  religious  vitalitv,  devo- 
tion and  zeal  proportioned  to  our  privileges  and  our  generaJ 
prosperity.  While  humbly  thankful  that  we  have  been 
spared  distressing  calamities,  like  defections  from  the  his- 
toric faith,  we  must  not  forget  that  there  are  failures,  incon- 
sistencies, short-comings,  to  be  acknowledged. 

Calling  to  mind  the   fact   that  we   stand  with  the  best 
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minds  of  the  best  thinkers  and  students,  both  of  the  Hebrew 
monotheism  and  Gentile  speculation,  we  see  that  in  the 
Church,  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  ceaseless  conflict  between 
the  divine  and  the  human,  between  the  natural  and  the 
spiritual,  between  what  God  made  man  to  be  and  what  man 
has  made  himself  to  be,  and  that  we  are  as  individuals  re- 
sponsible for  the  issue  of  the  struggle.  By  any  mental 
measurement,  all  the  intellectual  subtleties  of  the  Athenian 
and  Alexandrian  philosophy  were  over-matched  by  a 
Nazarine  carpenter  and  two  fishermen  on  the  banks  of  the 
Jordan  and  the  Lake  of  Galiee  with  a  tent-maker  from 
Tarsus.  The  voice  from  the  Mount  of  Olives  and  the  Cross 
at  Calvary  sounds  unaltered  from  age  to  age,  and  we  have 
heard  it,  and  we  believe  it.  Even  the  wisest  of  the  Neo- 
Platonists  were  responsible  for  the  paradox,  "  This  world  is 
the  best  of  all  possible  worlds  and  everj'thing  in  it  is  a 
necessary  evil,"  and  neither  Pantheism  nor  all  the  Dualism 
from  the  early  Greeks  to  St.  Paul  has  been  able  to  reconcile 
that  contradiction.  It  is  most  impressive  and  most  pathetic 
to  see  nevertheless  in  histor}'  how  the  inwrought  idea  oi  a 
'•  Something,"  a  power  and  a  presence,  beyond  all  mortal 
forces  or  phenomena  has  survived  in  spite  of  all  theological 
theories  and  systems.  By  a  few  simple  New  Testament 
affirmations  our  foothold  is  established  and  our  place  made 
secure ;  "  I  came  forth  from  God  and  am  come  into  the 
world  ;"  '*  Except  a  corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground  and 
die,  it  abideth  alone,  but  if  it  die  it  bringeth  forth  much 
fruit ;''  ''  This  is  fife  eternal  to  know  Thee  the  only  true  God 
and  Jesus  Christ  whom  Thou  has  sent  ;'*  **  My  doctrine 
is  not  mine  but  His  that  sent  me ;'  "  I  and  my  Father  are 
one/' 

At  the  return  of  our  yearly  Conveniion  it  is  perhaps  as 
natural  to  look  backward  as  to  look  forward.  To  distin- 
guish in  the  alTairs  of  our  Diocese— that  which  is  permanent, 
or  liable,  only  to  slight  changes,  from  what  is  shifting  and 
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temporary,  is  not  easy ;  nor  is  it  very  important.  What  is 
important  is  that  we  become,  year  by  year,  as  our  own  hves 
and  the  Church-life  of  which  \se  are  a  part  run  on,  more 
settled,  determined,  and  sure,  in  the  truths  which  as  Church- 
men we  hold,  and  in  our  conviction  of  their  reality  and 
their  unalterable  certainty.  So  swift  and  extraordinary  is 
the  whole  scene  in  which  we  live,  so  mixed  are  the  events, 
the  changes,  the  discoveries,  the  novelties,  all  around  us,  that 
we  have  to  stop  and  consider  what  this  line  of  partition  is 
between  the  transient  phenomena  and  the  abiding  substance, 
in  our  religious  inheritance.  The  very  rapidity  of  the  move- 
ment becomes  a  kind  of  fascination.  Men  come  to  think 
and  speak  of  novelty  as  a  positive  good  in  itself,  something 
to  exult  in  and  be  proud  of,  apart  from  the  intrinsic  value  of 
the  new  thing,  the  new  custom,  the  new  invention,  the  new 
**  idea."  The  time  was  when  observing  and  rellecting  minds 
counted  a  period  of  quiet,  of  uniformity,  and  fixed  conditions, 
a  boon  and  a  blessing.  Now  people  are  a  little  ashamed  of 
it  and  apologize  for  it.  They  ask  first, ''  What  is  the  news?" 
As  between  the  stationary  and  the  unstable  they  want  to 
know  "  what  is  going  on.'' 

In  the  Faith  and  practice  of  the  Church,  within  our  re- 
membrance, men  of  our  Communion  presented  it  as  one  of 
its  claims  and  advantages  that  it  would  always  be  found  the 
same,  in  distinction  from  the  Christian  Bodies  prevailing 
around  it.  At  present  it  is  not  very  uncommon  to  hear  this 
Church  commended  as  "progressive,"  *'up  to  date,"  open  to 
the  influence  of  the  age.  It  was  lately  pointed  out  that 
Bishop  De  Lancey  deprecated  the  incipient  disposition  to 
distract  the  unity  of  the  Household  with  scciclies,  leagues, 
clubs,  sodalities,  numberless  combinations,  each  with  its  own 
separate  object,  of  one  or  another  sex,  or  age,  or  fancy. 
What  has  happened  within  the  half-century  everybody  knows. 
The  claim  to  mental  activity  is  prett}-  well  established.  The 
effect  on  absolute  Tnith,  on  character,  on   a  conscious   fel-

lowship  between   men  or  society  and  God,  on  "  the  Faith 
once  (for  all)  delivered  to  the  Saints,"  is  less  clearly  defined. 

If  anything  is  to  be  regarded  as  settled,  among  recent 
innovations,  beyond  Canons  and  Rubrics,  it  is  that  congre- 
gations, on  Sunday  forenoons,  are  to  hear  the  reading  ol 
Morning  Prayer  wti/i  what  is  called  the  Ante-Communion. 
Good  Churchmen  have  a  right  to  complain  if  innovating  or 
individualistic  clergymen  disturb  this  order.  In  a  right  ad- 
justment of  the  several  offices  this  should  not  be  dis- 
regarded. 

The  power  of  the  pulpit  is  weakened  by  two  causes  of 
decline.  One  of  these  is  the  common  neglect  of  direct, 
vigorous  intellectual  and  literary  preparation  for  everv 
sermon,  due  partly  to  the  yielding  of  the  preacher  to  the 
multiplied  and  distracting  calls  of  modern  society.  The 
other  is  a  broadening-out  of  the  range  of  subjects  which 
sermons  are  made  to  treat,  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  Apos- 
tolic or  primitive  example,  or  that  of  any  period  of  sacred 
history  : — a  broadening  which  is  expressly  advocated  bv 
many  prominent  ministers, — but  not  generally  by  leaders  of 
the  Church. 

Good  things  lose  their  excellence  by  excess.  There 
seem  to  be  tidal  waves  in  social  currents.  At  present,  owing 
apparently  to  some  atmospheric  distemper,  much  that 
is  worth  doing,  and  ought  to  be  done,  gets  over-done.  If  a 
thing  is  good,  a  meeting,  a  speech,  a  sermon,  a  recreation, 
a  spectacle,  an  industry,  then  how  can  there  be  too  much  of 
it?  Proportions  are  disregarded.  The  pleasure  loses  its 
relish.  The  equilibrium  of  a  divine  order  is  up^^et.  Indul- 
gence satiates  and  clo}'?.  The  subjective  health  of  charac- 
ter is  hurt.  Digestion  being  surfeited,  appetite  itself  is 
dulled,  or  becomes  a  disease.  When  attention  is  tired  out, 
the  listener's  or  spectator's  capacity  of  edification  shrinks 
or  f.iils,  time  is  hiSt,  and  truth  suffers. 
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Lately  I  was  at  a  public  function  that  lasted  two  hours 
and  a  quaiter,  a  service  of  worship  without  Litany.  What 
was  necessary  or  germane  to  the  occasion  would  occupy 
one  hour  and  a  quaitcr.  The  rest  was  supcifluous,  arbi- 
trary, not  rubrical  or  canonical,  tediously  ceremonial,  con- 
sisting of  needless  interpositions  intended  for  devotion  but 
rather  suiprising,  profitless  pauses,  dumb  manipulations, 
musical  novelties,  not  much  as  art  and  not  justified  by 
artistic  skill,  where,  very  often,  the  finer  the  execution  the 
less  the  feeling  of  reverence  or  the  thought  of  God.  I  felt 
wronged,  imposed  upon,  and  had  to  school  myself  to  be 
patient,  and  so  I  not  only  missed  benefit  from  what  went 
on  but  was  the  less  benefitted  by  what  had  gone  before. 
The  clergyman  seemed  at  times  to  be  occupied  about  some- 
thing at  the  altar,  but  I  did  not  know  what  it  was.  There 
is  an  animation  in  reading  that  is  not  irreverent  or  hurried, 
and  a  slowness  that  is. 

It  may  as  well  be  bluntly  said  that  physical  and  not 
only  mental  conditions  and  reasons  protest  against  this 
abuse.  Prayer  and  praise  ask  for  bodily  composure  and 
peace  where  they  can  be  had  To  irritate  the  nerves  and 
organs  is  so  far  to  desecrate  the  sanctity.  Within  a  gener- 
ation a  common  inordinate  length  of  the  sermon  has  been 
generally  reduced.  Whether  the  rubric  **  Then  shall  follow 
the  sermon,"  is  to  be  held  as  universally  mandatory,  or  is 
simply  directive  as  to  where  the  sermon  shall  come  in, 
if  there  is  one,  may  be  open  to  question,  but  at  any  rate 
the  length  of  the  **serniOn,"  even  down  to  five  minutes,  is 
sifbject  to  the  clergyman's  discretion.  I  have  already 
urgently  advised  against  displacing  or  dismembering  the 
office  for  Morning  Prayer  as  it  stands 

Some  ways  of  preventing  an  undue  extension  of  the 
service  beyond  the  mental  or  physical  erulurance  of  almost 
any  worshipper  can  be  found  out  by  a  sagacious  clergy- 
man wlio  attends  to  the  matter.     To  rcf-cat  ever)-  clause  of 
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the  Gloria  in  excelsis  just  before  the  Benediction,  after 
a  service  two  howrs  long  is  not  easily  made  a  spiritual  ex- 
ercise. Every  pause  while  the  minister  fumbles  and  fusses 
about  the  Holy  Table  is  a  wrong,  and  may  be  vexatious. 

It  would  be  easy  to  distribute  the  ordinary  life  of  man- 
kind into  departments  by  naming  the  several  occupations 
in  which  they  are  engaged, — the  commercial,  mechanical, 
agricultural,  literary.  The  lines  of  division  are  not  very 
distinct,  and  the  classification  is  not  exhaustive.  There  is 
another  way  of  considering  them,  i,  e.,  by  the  objects  or 
ends  or  interests  which  they  serve.  We  call  them  **causes." 
There  will  be  a  "cause"  of  labor,  trade,  education,  science, 
discovery,  physical  nurture  and  development,  morality,  re- 
ligion. We  can  study  amusement  as  a  "cause"  by  itself. 
It  has  relations  with  the  others  just  named,  certainly  with 
morals  and  the  moral  lite  of  nearly  every  class  in  the  com- 
munity. We  need  not  take  pains,  therefore,  to  prove  that 
recreation  comes  fairly  and  closely  into  the  sphere  of 
Christian  responsibility.  As  Christians,  or  as  Christian 
teachers  we  are  concerned  with  it. 

A  provision  and  an  aptitude  for  recreation  are  as  evi- 
dent in  the  natural  con.stitution  of  man  as  the  capacity  and 
fitness  for  work,  or  study,  or  worship.  Traces  of  this 
divine  provision  are  plain  in  all  history,  all  nations,  tribes, 
countries  and  ages,  from  the  beginning,  and  they  are  not 
out  of  harmony  with  the  most  serious  and  practical  occu- 
pations of  men's  minds  and  hands.  All  of  these  are  better, 
more  wliolesome  and  more  secure  for  the  recreative  relish 
ind  influence. 

An  attempt  to  suppress  or  kill  this  instinct  is  vain  or 
foolish,  and  is  found  to  be  fruitless.  What  is  given  to 
conscience  and  duty  is  to  adjust  the  proportion  between 
the  work  and  the  recreation,  as  to  time  and  place  and  at- 
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tentton,  as  well  as  to  engage  in  each  in  the  right  spirit, 
with  a  right  purpose  and  by  right  means. 

So  much  as  this  it  seems  needful  to  keep  in  mind  if  we 
are  to  hold  any  consistent  or  effectual  ground  as  to  the 
application  of  the  Law  of  Christ  and  His  Gospel  to  one 
large  portion  of  our  life. 

For  we  must  allow  that  it  is  large,  and  I  think  we  shall 
agree  that  it  grows  larger,  exacts  more,  and  gains  more, 
than  in  former  periods  of  the  communities  where  our  lives 
are  spent.  There  is  a  real  difficulty  and  much  chance  for 
illusion  and  mistake,  to  be  sure,  in  any  comparative  esti- 
mate of  the  present  and  the  past.  If  the  contrast  does  not 
present  itself  to  others  as  it  does  to  me,  there  will  still 
remain  incontrovertible  and  abundant  evidence  all  about 
us  that  the  conflict  between  worldiiness  and  the  v/ill  of  God, 
in  society,  everywhere,  is  tremendous  in  its  force,  subtle  in 
its  policy,  and  fearful  in  what  it  portends. 

It  is  a  rich  tribute  that  is  paid  to  the  play  element  in 
human  life  by  the  very  name  given  to  it.  Re-creation 
places  it,  at  least  in  its  possibilities,  in  the  rank  of  the  great 
bounties  of  our  Creator.  The  renewing  of  a  personal  ex- 
istence lifts  it  into  the  dignity  of  its  original  birthright  in 
God.  The  facts  and  phenomena,  however,  which  justify 
apprehension  are  not  far  off.  They  are  obvious  enough  for 
a  clear  and  candid  judgment  as  they  lie  in  sight  in  the  life 
time  of  the  living  generation^  in  city  and  village.  Are 
not  forms  of  entertainment  now  common  which  our  fathers 
would  have  counted  sinful?  Are  not  modes  of  dress 
freely  allowed,  in  women  and  by  women,  which  though 
sometimes  seen  four-score  years  ago  were  rare  and  only 
tolerated?  Are  not  some  games  in  which  the  sexes 
share,  children  and  youth,  witnessed  by  those  who  have 
taken  the  vows  of  the  Church,  witnessed  without  reproof  or 
protest,   and  only  criticised    in   a  cowardly  privacy   after- 
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wards?  by  any  just  definition  of  gambling  is  there  not 
gambling  in  a  dozen  ways  practised  in  classes  of  society  re- 
garded, and  expecting  to  be  regarded,  as  "highly  respect- 
able?*' To  a  wicked  extent  is  not  work  done  to  get  the 
means  and  for  the  sake  of  indulgence  in  pleasure,  where 
the  amusement  ought  to  be  indulged  only  for  the  better 
doing  of  the  work?  Is  not  fashion,  by  any  fair  definition, 
the  actual  master  and  ruler  of  social  life  and  practices, 
rather  than  conscience,  or  God,  or  God's  Bible?  Shall  we 
not  all,  men  and  women,  agree  that  it  would  be  better 
everyway  for  the  world's  labor  if  somehow,  in  the  mind  and 
spirit  of  the  workman  and  the  workwoman,  the  work  could 
be  more  like  play,  and  the  play,  in  all  the  lightness  and  joy 
of  it,  more  finely  touched ;  if  it  were  felt  that,  pleasant  as 
it  is,  it  is  but  recreation  after  all,  is  transient  and  secondary, 
not  the  harvest  of  life  or  the  end  of  living? 

Nature  itself  might  teach,  and  indeed  does  teach,  that 
work  has  a  kind  of  value  and  benefit  in  itself,  apart  from 
the  specific  utility  of  the  task  It  is  in  the  eternal,  divine 
plan  :  **  My  Father  worketh  hitherto  and  I  work."  It  is  a 
watchword  of  a  world-wide  religion.  What  and  how  many 
outward  calamities  work  averts!  What  inward  evils,  mis- 
chievous schemes,  fierce  passions,  melancholy  moods,  sharp 
distresses,  it  subdues  or  alleviates! 

It  is  a  plausible  saying  of  easy-going  people,  **  Well, 
after  all,  we  have  got  to  take  the  world  as  it  is."  But  have 
we?  **Take  it"  for  what  purpose?  To  let  it  have  its 
way?  to  live  in  it  and  at  the  same  time  let  alone  its  lies, 
wink  at  its  follies,  and  be  dumb  at  its  iniquities?  Christ's 
followers,  like  Christ  Himself,  and  His  Apostles,  and 
Christ's  men,  are  not  in  the  world  for  any  such  yielding 
and  truckling  unmanliness.  We  are  to  take  the  world  as 
it  is,  not  to  conform  to  it  and  make  ourselves  a  consenting 
part  of  it,  but  to  help  make  it  what  it  ought  to  be.  Our 
Lord  and  His  Gospel  and  His  Cross  have  told  us  to  take  it 
and  live  in  \t  for  that. 
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Beyond  the  plain  pith  and  explicit  commands  of  Duty 
there  is  a  region,  quite  familiar,  of  questions  and  choices 
and  conduct  where  all  of  us  have  to  consider  and  decide,  or 
else  go  to  sure  destruction.  We  have  to  restrain  folly, 
resist  temptation,  and  hate  and  fight  sin.  In  that  sphere 
lies  the  realm  of  dramatic  entertainment.  Two  persons,  a 
young  ma'n  and  young  woman,  sit  side  by  side  in  a  decent 
assembly  of  men,  women  and  children,  in  a  place  of  amuse- 
ment.where  they  have  gone  to  be  amused.  Something  in  the 
speech  or  spectacle  there  is  presented,  said  or  seen,  that  is 
silently,  swiftly,  passed  upon  by  the  sense  of  right  and 
wrong.  It  is  the  moral  blemish  in  the  play,  the  fly  in  the 
apothecary's  ointment,  the  corrupt  leaven  in  the  neutral 
and  otherwise  harmless  lump.  But  it  is  not  harmless. 
Those  two  persons,  however  they  really  took  it  are  the 
worse  for  it.  The  moral  sense  is  a  little  le^s  fine.  The 
imagination  is  less  clean.  There  is  a  spot  on  the  white  soul. 
That  man  is  less  virtuously  brave;  that  woman  is  less 
sensitively  chaste.  In  the  ceaseless  moral  game,  or  con- 
tention, evil  has  got  more  than  its  share.  Tlie  entertain- 
ment has  cost  too  much. 

Somehow  it  has  come  about,  that  even  while  this  law- 
fulness of  amusement  has  been  general'y  conceded,  the 
imitative,  spectacular,  theatric  form  of  it  has  not  secured  the 
outspoken  and  unqualified  approval  of  Church  authorities 
and  of  ^he  more  devout  class.  It  survives  and  prospers 
neverthless  Church  members  speak  of  it  as  it  were  under 
their  breath.  They  acknowledge  that  it  is  responsible  for  a 
large  amount  of  immorality  and  illicit  frivolity.  They  do  not 
see  how  they  can  rightly  separate  between  what  is  illicit  and 
what  is  orderly,  what  is  wrong  and  what  is  ri^ht.  Till  the 
stage,however,  in  the  life  and  character  of  actors  and  actresses, 
is  reformed  or  reforms  itself,  as  some  of  the  dramatic  pro- 
fession are  wisely  trj-ing  to  reform  it,  there  is  truth  in  the 
saying  that  the  dramatic  stage    and    the    Christian    pulpit 
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are  not  in  a  right  relation  to  one  another.  On  the  one 
side  it  is  said  plausibly  and  fairly  that  there  is  in  human 
nature,  as  the  Maker  has  made  it,  a  le^timate  want  of 
amusement  and  a  relish  for  it ;  that  God,  in  creating  man  a 
social  creature,  in  furnishing  materials  and  directions  and 
occasions  for  it,  has  made  room  for  it;  that  the  theatre,  the 
circus  and  the  match-game  are  legitimate;  that  human  life 
is  safer  and  better  for  recreation;  that,  from  the  beginning, 
mimetic  and  dramatic  performances  have  been  known  and 
have  not  been  prohibited  or  condemned.  When  we  see 
how  many  people  make  a  labor  of  their  amusement,  how 
can  we  help  wondering  whether  they  would  not  better  find 
amusement  in  their  labor? 

The  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  con- 
tinues its  careful  attention  to  its  charitable  and  benevolent 
objects.  By  the  spirited  observance  of  its  eleventh  anni- 
versary in  the  month  of  May,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Local  Assembly  in  Syracuse,  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  An- 
drew gained  a  new  accession  of  zeal  and  vigor. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Jackson  of  the  charge  of  the 
Keble  School,\vith  the  consequent  retirement  of  Miss  Andrus, 
her  chief  assistant,  is  a  deprivation  to  me  and  to  the  Diocese, 
which  we  all  cannot  fail  to  regret.  With  signal  wisdom, 
energy  and  cheerful  patience,  Miss  Jackson  has  accomplished 
a  term  of  devoted  service  to  the  Christian  education  of 
young  women  and  girls,  extending  through  the  organized 
life  of  the  Diocese,  which  is  sure  to  be  held  in  grateful  re- 
membrance in  the  hearts  of  successive  classes  of  well- trained 
women  within  and  beyond  our  local  limits. 

I  recommend  to  the  Clergy  a  studious  and  teachable  re- 
reading of  the  otllces  in  the  Prayer  Book.  Scarcely  a 
month  passes  without  an  occasion  for  a  criticism  of  some 
disobedience  or  neglect  of  the  canons  or  rubrics.  If  I  am 
not  mistaken,  most  of  you  need  a  third    private  reading   of 
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even  the  more  familiar  offices  more  than  of  a  good  deal  of 
what  you  do  read.  In  public  reading  emphasis  is  of  itself 
an  interpreter. 

Among  personal  satisfactions,  more  than  I  can  number 
and  more  than  were  deserved,  is  that  of  having  reached  my 
85th  birthday  in  health,  the  35th  year  of  my  Episcopate. 
The  required  work  of  my  calling  has  not  been  beyond  my 
bodily  strength  and  endurance.  The  relief  afforded  by  the 
Co-adjutor,  always  ready  and  willing,  is  ample.  There  is 
room  with  me  for  reflection  and  reasonable  rest,  with  free- 
dom from  troublesome  anxiety.  Spoken  and  written  as- 
surances and  tokens  of  confidence  and  affection  made  the 
28th  of  May  bright  and  cheerful  to  me  and  my  family,  as 
the  earth  and  sky  were  full  of  the  blended  beauty  of  Spring 
and  Summer.  The  inevitable  mortal  decline  is  gradual, 
and  so  far  is  partial.  All  that  is  needful  in  the  attention  and 
assistance  of  the  clergy  is  offered  and  provided,  and  the 
benefits  are  not  wholly  obscured  by  my  keen  regret  at  hav- 
ing learned  so  little  in  a  lengthened  life  by  experience  and 
study,  and  at  having  forgotten  so  much  of  what  I  once  knew. 
The  Divine  Providence  to  Christ's  ministers  never  fails. 


Address  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor. 


To  the  Conventioji  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  : 

Since  the  last  Convention,  in  June,  1903,  I  have 
baptized  five  adult  persons;  confirmed  861,  of  whom 
17  were  for  the  Bishop  of  Albany;  and  received  into  the 
Communion  of  this  Church  ^\/^  who  had  been  confirmed  in 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  At  my  request  the  Bishop  of 
Central  Pennsylvania  confirmed  three  students  of  Cornell 
University,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Ithaca,  thus  making  in  all 
847  confirmations  for  this  Diocese,  besides  those  reported 
by  the  Bishop,  anci  852  added  to  its  possible  communicants. 
I  have  received  four  Postulants  for  the  ministry  :  have  ad- 
mitted five  persons  recommended  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee as  Candidates  for  Moly  Orders;  ordained  one  Dea- 
con, and  one  was  ordained  for  us  by  the  Bishop  oi  I'enn- 
sylvania.  Consent  has  been  given  to  the  Consecration  of 
five  Bishops,  viz. :  of  Mississippi,  Quincy,  Newark,  Coad- 
jutor of  New  York,  and  Coadjutor  of  Albany,  and  it  was 
my  privilege  to  attend  the  services  of  Consecr.Uion  of  the 
two  last  named  in  their  respective  see  cities.  On  Decem- 
ber 8th,  1903.  I  officiated  at  the  re-opening  of  St,  Andrew's 
Church,  New  Berlin,  after  its  renovation;  and  on  January 
15th,  1904,  acting  for  the  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania, 
and  at  his  request,  opened  with  solemn  services  St.  James' 
Church,  at  Canton,  in  that  Diocese. 

I  have  taken  part  in  five  funerals,  solemnized  three 
marriages,  and  laid  two  corner  stones,  of  House  of  Good 
Shepherd  and  St.  Luke's  Home  and  Hospital,  in  Utica. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  Committee  appointed 
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last  year  on  the  subject  of  Keble  School  for  Girls  in  Syra- 
cuse, reported  to  the  Convention  that  **in  their  estimation 
the  interests  of  the  Diocese  demanded  that  an  earnest 
effort  be  made  to  strengthen  the  foundations  of  that  school, 
and  to  render  it  a  distinctly  Diocesan  institution,"  and  two 
resolutions  offered  by  the  Committee  were  adopted,  to  the 
effect  that  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  school  should  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishops  and  that  the  Diocese  should 
assume  the  responsibility  of  providing  S1.3GO  for  school 
expenses  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  an  effort  be  made 
to  secure  a  permanent  building.  The  **hope"  was  alst)  ex- 
pressed that  "among  the  large  number  of  former  and  pres- 
ent patrons  of  the  school,  many  would  be  fou.  d  who  would 
be  glad  to  assist  in  putting  it  on  a  firm  basis,"  (Journal, 
19:^3,  p  32.)  It  becomes  my  duU'  at  this  lime  to  report^ 
that  all  this  has  been  faithfully  carried  out,  except  the  last 
and  most  important  point.  A  body  of  Trustees  was  ap- 
pointed, the  majority  of  whom  gave  time,  thought  and 
labor  to  this  undertaking,  some  of  tl.cm  trnvcling  from  their 
homes  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese  to  Syracuse  or  Utica 
and  back  again,  in  order  to  attend  meetings  from  time  to 
time;  the  sum  pledged  for  the  year's  expenses  was  raised 
and  paid  in;  and  a  very ''earnest  effort"  was  made  to  secure 
the  lat^ger  amount  of  money  required  for  a  permanent 
building.  But  I  regret  to  say  that  the  "hope"  which  had 
been  expressed  with  regard  to  that  matter  was  not  real'zed. 
Neither  the  present  nor  the  former  patrons  of  the  school 
seemed  ready  to  aid  in  the  effort  to  any  considerable  extent, 
and  it  was  found  that  there  was  not  sufficient  interest 
among  the  people  of  the  Di<^cese  to  enable  the  Trustees  to 
accomplish  the  purpose  for  which  they  had  been  organized 
in  the  limited  time  that  was  given  them.  It  was  necessary 
that  the  matter  should  be  decided  one  way  or  the  other  be- 
fore the  responsibilities  of  another  year  were  entered  upon  : 
and  consequently  the  Trustees  at  their  final  meeting,  find- 
ing thenr.selves  unable  to  take  the  school  entirely  into  their

own  hands  at  that  time  decided  to  aslc  the  Convention  to 
discharge  them  from  their  duties.  This  action  was  taken 
with  regret,  but  with  no  other  feeling  except  that  of  satis- 
faction that  they  had  done  what  they  could,  in  an  emerg- 
ency which  seemed  to  demand  that  something  be  done, 
but  did  not  give  the  time  necessary  to  overcome  the  diffi- 
culties that  opposed  them.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
Church  in  this  country  generally  will  sometime  awaken  to 
the  importance  of  maintaining  such  schools,  and  that  the 
Diocese  of  Centra!  New  York  will  yet  have  a  well-equipped 
institution  for  the  education  of  girls  as  well  as  of  boys. 
There  are  two  private  schools,  one  in  Auburn  and  one  in 
Binghamton,  and  also  one  in  Geneva  on  our  western  border, 
to  which  it  may  be  well  to  call  attention. 

In  October,  1902,  shortly  after  my  Consecration,  the 
Bishop  put  into  my  hands  the  relations  of  the  Diocese  with 
the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  General  Chitxrh  in  the  United 
States.  I  would  say  a  few  words,  therefore,  v/ith  regard  to 
the  apportionment^plan  of  raising  funds  for  the  mission- 
ary work  in  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  fields.  That  plan, 
as  you  know,  is  now  in  the  third  year  of  its  operation  ;  and 
while  we  have  not'yet  come  up  to  the  full  measure  of  what 
is  asked  of  us  as  a  Diocese,  we  have  reason  to  be  encourag- 
ed by  the  considerable  increase  in  our  offerings.  We  had 
been  giving  something  like  $3,000  a  year;  but  in  1902,  the 
first  year  of  apportionment,  we  gave  $4,000;  in  1903, 
$5,500;  that  is  to  say,^there  was  an  increase  of  84  per  cent, 
in  the  first  two  years.  The  last  monthly  report  for  the  cur- 
rent year  shows  a  little  falling  off,  up  to  the  first  of  May, 
from  the  standard  of  last  year;  but  it  may  be  that  all  the 
offerings  had  not  been  sent  in  when  that  report  was  made 
out ;  and  at  all  events,  since  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Board 
does  not  end  till  September  ist,  there  is  yet  time  to 
retrieve  our  position  and  to  go  far  ahead  of  anything  we 
have  yet  done.     Remember,  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy, 
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that  it  depends  largely  upon  you  whether  the  names  of 
your  parishes  shall  be  found  among  the  honorable  list  of 
those,  who  "come  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty."  Take  heed  to  the  signs 
of  the  times;  observe  the  "open  doors"  which  the  Lord  has 
placed  before  us  in  the  various  parts  of  the  world  in  these 
days;  and  let  it  not  be  said  of  us  that  we  sit  here,  like 
Reuben  among  the  sheep-folds,  calmly  listening  to  "the 
bleatings  of  the  flocks,"  while  others  are  entering  in  and 
doing  the  work,  which  is  sure  to  result  in  time  in  the  win- 
ning of  the  world  for  Christ.  I  hope  that  every  congrega- 
tion in  the  Diocese,  which  has  not  already  done  so,  will  at 
least  have  a  collection,  if  not  an  adequate  offering,  for  this 
object,  and  will  send  it  before  August  3is»t,  to  Mr.  George 
C.  Thomas,  Treasurer,  281  Fourth  Avenue,  New  York. 
And  let  me  urge  all  the  parishes,  which  have  not  piid  the 
full  amount  of  their  apportionment,  to  consider  the  possi- 
bility of  at  least  adding  something  to  their  gifts,  remember- 
ing that  the  Spirit  assures  us  in  Holy  Scripture,  that  what 
we  withhold  from  such  a  cause  tends,  not  to  enrich,  but  to 
impoverish  us;  a  poverty  which  will  manifest  itself,  we  may 
be  sure,  in  our  parish  finances  as  well  as  in  our  spiritual  lives. 

Strenuous  efforts  are  now  being  made  by  the  energetic 
Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  to  in- 
crease the  efficiency  of  that  fund  ;  and  quite  a  large  number  of 
the  Dioceses  have  united  in  combining  their  special  funds  with 
that,  in  order  that  the  larger  sums  administered  by  fewer 
persons  may  accomplish  greater  results,  There  is,  of  course, 
room  for  difference  of  opinion  with  regard  to  our  taking  that 
step,  but  it  is  certainly  worth  considering^  and  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  motion  which  was  made  on  the  subject  last 
year  be  taken  from  the  table,  where  it  was  laid,  and  fairly 
discussed  either  at  this  Convention,  or  next  year.  My  own 
mind  is  by  no  means  made  up  with  regard  to  the  proposed 
measure ;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  there  must  be  some  good 
reason  which  has  induced  so  many  other  Dioceses  to  adopt 
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it ;  and  at  all  events,  I  am  sure  that  no  more  important  ques- 
tion is  now  pressing  upon  the  attention  of  the  Church  than 
this,  viz. :  What  is  to  be  done  for  the  Clergy  who  are  ad- 
vancing in  years?  It  is  the  fact  that  almost  every  parish 
whose  Rector  dies  or  breaks  down,  or  removes  to  another 
cure,  asks  to  have  a  "'young  man"  to  lead  it ;  not  only  so, 
but  the  parishes  whose  Rectors  are  growing  old  frequently 
take  measures  to  be  relieved  of  them  in  some  way,  in  order 
to  secure  the  services  of  younger  and  more  vigorous  persons. 
And  it  is  often  a  dismal  prospect  which  stares  the  older  man 
in  the  face.  He  not  only  has  the  bitterness  of  knowing  that  his 
services  are  no  longer  desired,  but  he  has  nothing  to  look 
forward  to  for  himself  and  his  family,  except  the  inadequate 
'  pittance  which  our  small  funds  are  able  to  bestow.  And  yet 
one  cannot  alwavs  blame  the  laitv  either,  in  their  desire  to  have 
a  change.  They  have  their  difficulties  in  the  falling  off  of 
congregations  and  the  con^sequent  reduction  of  incomes, 
which  make  it  necessary  to  take  some  steps  to  avoid  financial 
embarrassment,  and  to  secure  the  prosperity  of  their  parishes. 
They  are  seldom  able  to  pension  their  Rectors,  or  they 
think  they  arc  not;  and  it  becomes  a  problem  what  ought  to 
be  done.  It  is  a  hard  cjuestion  at  best :  but,  certainly,  if  our 
funds  for  the  relief  of  aged  Clergymen  were  more  liberally 
supplied  than  they  are,  the  threatened  suflering  in  such 
cases  would  be  very  much  reduced.  I  could  w^ish  that  this 
Diocese  might,  for  sweet  charity\s  sake,  give  some  effective 
and  practical  attention  to  this  matter. 

Request  has  been  made  that  our  Convention  be  informed 
of  the  approaching  annual  gathering  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
St.  Andrew  in  Philadelphia,  from  September  29th  to  Oct- 
ober 2nd,  just  before  the  opening  of  the  General  Convention 
of  the  Church  in  Bostcm.  Most  of  you  know  what  the  Bro- 
therhood is,  and  what  an  efficient  auxiliary  it  is  capable  of 
being  and  of  becoming  more  and  more  to  the  Church  in  its 
extension  among  men  :  and  I  can  say  with  confidence    that 
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as  many  as  may  be  able  to  go  to  Philadelphia  will  be    most 
cordially  welcomed. 

•  (The  suggestion  has  been  made  more  than  once  hereto- 
fore that  it  might  be  well  to  hold  our  Convention  alternately 
in  the  two  cities  of  Syracuse  and  Utica,  and  have  the  Clergy 
entertained  at  the  hotels  at  the  expense  of  their  respective 
parishes.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  come  when  it 
would  be  well  to  have  that  suggestion  seriously  considered. 
There  are  certainly  many  reasons  in  its  favor,  and,  so  far  as 
I  can  see,  very  few  against  it,  and  the  Bishop  has*  assured 
me  that  he  also  thinks  well  of  it.  I  would  ask,  therefore, 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  take  the  matter  into  con- 
sideration, and  to  report  either  to  this  Convention,  or  to  that 
of  next  year,  as  may  seem  desirable. ) 
• 

With  regard  to  the  permissive  use  of  the  Revised  Ver- 
sion of  the  Scriptures  now  agitating  the  minds  of  many  in 
the  Church,  who  are  calling  for  action  in  the  matter  by  the 
General  Convention,  my  own  opinion  is  that,  having  only 
just  adopted  at  the  last  Convention  the  Marginal  Readings 
Bible,  we  might  better  wait  until  we  have  given  that  a  fair 
trial  before  taking  further  action  which  \>ould  render  that 
practically  valueless.  It  was  the  strong  desire  among  our 
people  to  retain  as  far  as  possible  the  ihie  English  of  the  King 
James*  Version,  while  admitting  such  corrections  in  the  ren- 
dering as  seem  to  be  very  important,  that  led  to  the  pre- 
paration of  the  marginal  readings.  The  Committee  having 
that  in  charge  worked  on  it  tor  six  years,  from  1895  to  1901, 
and  in  the  last  named  year  the  General  Convention  author- 
ized them  to  have  it  printed  in  various  sizes  and  put  forth 
for  use  in  the  Churches.  Is  it  worth  while  to  have  three 
diflerent  versions  possible  in  our  services,  according  to  the 
preference  of  any  man  who  otliciatcs? 

I  cannot  close    without    alludintr    to    the    fact  that   the 
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church  in  this  country  has  been  called  upon  to 
mourn  the  departure  from  this  world,  during  the  past  year, 
of  four  of  her  prominent  leaders ;  the  aged  and  distinguished 
Presiding  Bishop,  Dr.  Clark  of  Rhode  Island,  the  eloquent 
and  influential  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  Dr.  Dudley,  who  was 
Bishop  Clark's  Assessor  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  while  the 
missionary  jurisdictions  have  lost  Bishop  Leonard  of  Salt 
Lake,  in  the  domestic  field,  and  Bishop  Ingle  of  Hankow, 
in  China.  They  were  all  men  of  lofty  character,  and  of 
marked  ability  and  singular  devotion  in  their  several  spheres. 
Of  the  Clergy  of  our  own  Diocese  also  we  have  lost  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Neide,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Strowger  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Winne 
— the  two  former  were  on  the  retired  list,  but  Mr.  Winne, 
though  not  in  charge  of  a  parish,  was  doing  good  work  in 
Watertown  and  its  vicinity.  May  the  Lord  give  us  grace  so 
to  follow  the  example  of  their  steadfastness  in  laith  and  obe- 
dience to  His  Holy  Commandments,  that  at  the  day  of  the 
general  resurrection  we  and  they  may  stand  together  at  His 
right  hand.     Amen.

FOK    THE   CONVKNTIONAL    YEAR    1903-04. 


The  Standing"  Committee  respectfully  report  that  during  the 
Conventional  Year  1903-04,  they  have  held  six  meetings,  of  which 
the  first  was  held  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn,  the  sixth  in  y^ion 
Church,  Rome,  and  the  other  four  at  the  Vcstrj'  Koom  or  Rectory  of 
St.  Paursj  Church,  Syracuse. 

At  the  first  meeting,  held  June  10th,  1903,  all  the  members  except- 
ing" the  Rev.  Mr.  Harding  being  present,  the  committee  was  organ- 
ized for  the  year,  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.  1)., 
President,  and  the  Rev.  H.  R.  Lockwood,  S.  T.  D.,  Secretary. 

At  the  second  meeting,  held  September  21st,  1903,  all  the  clerical 
members  and  Messrs  Jack  and  Dunning  were  present.  Consent  was 
jfiven  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Kdwin  Stevens  Twines,  I).  D., 
as  Bishop  of  Newark.  Mr.  Howard  C.  Ackerman  was  recommended 
for  admission  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  and  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  record  the  giving,  on  the  23rd  day  of  July,  1903,  of  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee  to  the  sale  or  exchange  of  a 
piece  of  land  belonging  to  Grace  Church,  Cortland;  such  sale  or  ex- 
change being"  obviously  conducive  to  the  benefit  of  that  parish. 

At  the  third  meeting,  held  December  14th,  19J3,  all  the  members 
excepting  Dr.  Babcock  and  Judge  Sawyer  being  present,  unanimous 
consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.   David   H.    Greer, 
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D.  D.,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York.  The  Rev.  Mes- 
srs. Frederick  Thomas  Henstridge,  and  Wilson  Edward  Tanner,  Dea- 
cons were  recommended  for  advancement  to  the  Priesthood.  Messrs. 
George  Ashton  Oldham,  and  George  Carlton  Wadsworth  were  recom- 
mended for  admission  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  The  incor- 
poration of  the  congregation  worshipping  at  St.  Joseph's  Church, 
Rome,  was  unanimously  approved  and  consented  to. 

At  the  fourth  meeting,  held  February  15th,  1904,  all  the  clerical 
members,  excepting  Dr.  Babcock,  were  in  attendance,  and  of  the 
laity,  Messrs.  Jack  and  Dunning.  Messrs.  Charles  Webster  Hakes, 
M.  D.,  and  Leon  Frank  Haley  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  for 
admission  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  An  application  hav- 
ing been  received  from  the  executrix  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr. 
George  J.  Gardner,  asking  the  Committee  to  authorize  the  Treasurer 
ot  the  Diocese,  on  certain  conditions,  to  execute  to  said  executrix  a 
release  in  behalf  of  the  Diocese  of  its  statutory  lien  upon  certain 
property  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Mr.  Gardner.  It  was  resolved  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  for  his  judg- 
ment as  to  the  pDwer  of  this  Committee  to  execute  the  release  peti- 
tioned for. 

At  the  fifth  meeting,  held  May  16th,  1904,  all  the  clerical  mem- 
bers, and  Messrs.  Sawyer,  Jack,  and  Dunning  being  present,  it  was 
announced  that  the  petition  presented  at  the  last  meeting  regarding 
the  claim  of  the  Diocese  on  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Gardner,  had 
been  withdrawn.  A  letter  relating  thereto,  giving  the  opinion  of 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  as  to  the  general  powers  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  was  read,  and  it  was  ordered  that  it  be  placed  for  safe 
keeping  and  future  reference  among  the  valuable  documents  of  the 
Committee.  Unanimous  consent  was  given  to  the  consecreation  of 
the  Rev.  Richard  Henry  Nelson,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Albany.  On  receipt  of  the  required  testimonials,  Messrs. 
Walter  Earl  Cook,  and  Edward  Alfred  Evans  were  recommended  to 
be  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons.  Papers  requesting  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  Deacon  for  advancement  to  the  Priesthood,  on  ac- 
count of  defective  form  and  incompleteness  of  the  term  of  candidate- 
ship,  were  laid  upon  the  table.  An  estimate  of  the  amount  required 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  during  the  ensuing  year,  payable 
from  the  General  Fund,  was  submitted  as  follows:  Printing  Jour- 
nal of  Convention  and  other  Printing,  $500;  Rent  of  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence, $600;  Salaries  of  Secretaries,  $250;  Expenses  of  Registrar,  $25; 
Annuity  as  provided  for  in  Canon  XXI,  $500;  Salary  of  Treasurer, 
$3 JO;  Expenses  connected  with  the  General  Convention,  $650;— mak- 
lag  a  total  of  $2825.     For  the  raising  of  this  amount,  it  was  voted  to 
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recommend  to  the  Convention  an  assessment  upon  the  several  par- 
ishes and  missions,  at  the  rate  in  each  case  of  two-and-three-tenths 
per  cent,  upon  the  last  reported  current  expenses. 

At  the  sii^th  meeting,  held  June  14th,  1904,  all  the  members  were 
present  excepting  Dr.  Lock  wood  and  Dr.  Babcock.  On  motion,  W. 
D.  Dunning  was  elected  Secretary  pro  tem.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee for  the  year  was  read  and  approved  and  ordered  presented  to 
the  Convention.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Ro- 
bert Strange,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina.  Mr.  John  B.  Pitcher,  late  a  minister  of  the  Methodist 
denomination,  was  recommended  for  admission,  as  Candidate  for 
Holy  Orders.

We  have  nothing"  Hpecial  to  report  this  year  as  contracted  with 
the  previous  one  The  Churches  in  the  District  are  all  served  by  earnest 
and  faithful  men.  Everything  is  done  that  can  be  to  sustain  and  in- 
crease interest  in  the  promoti  ui  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  If  the  return

Four  meeting  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held  during^  the 
year— two  in  Utica,  one  in  Paris  Hill  and  one  in  Oneida.  Ser- 
vices are  maintained  in  all  the  Mission  Churches  and  Stations  in 
the  District  with  the  exception  of  Brookfield,  where  occasional  ser- 
vices are  held. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Wicks  reports  that  services  have  been  held  regu- 
larly in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Paris  Hill.  The  Annual  meeting  was 
largely  attended  and  the  treasurer's  report  showed  all  bills  paid 
With  all  the  changes  that  are  ever  occnring  in  a  country  parish,  St. 
Paul's  seems  to  fairly  hold  her  own. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Allen  reports  that  regular  services  have  been 
held  at  Gethsemane  Church,  Westmoreland  and  St.  James'  Chnrch, 
New  York  Mills  with  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  each, 
place  once  each  month.  A  Sunday  School  has  l>een  continued  at  St. 
James'.  Nearly  all  the  money  has  been  raised  to  pay  for  the  re- 
pairs on  St.  James'  Church  and  it  is  hoped  to  soon  secure  the  balance. 

The  Rev.  John  Arthur  reports  that  the  work  at  St  Andrew's 
Durhamville,  continues  in  a  healthy  condition.  Regular  Services 
and  sessions  of  the  Sunday  School  are  maintained  by  the  Missionary, 
assistfd  by  Mr.  A  D.  Hamblin,  Lay  Reader,  of  Oneida,  and  the  few 
faithful  ones.  By  .self -.sacrificing  personal  effort  the  small  Hock 
j^^athored  to^^^ether  the  full  sum  asked  of  them  under  the  apportion- 
nu'Tit  for  (Jeneral  Missions,  as  well  as  the  assessment  for  Diocesan 
Missions. 

The  Kov.  A.  H.  Ro^^ers  in  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Earlville,  re- 
ports that  .services  have  been  held  with  almost  uninterrupted  regu- 
larity on  Sunday  afternoons,  with  the  usual  variable  attendance. 
He  has  had  valuable  assistance  from  the  Rev  Dr.  DuflF,  Missionary 
for  Chcnan^^o  County,  who  has  g^iven  an  entire  Sunday  in  each  of 
the  months  from  November  to  March  inclusive.  Recently  a  new 
board  (»f  TruNtces,  seven  in  number,  were  chosen  at  a  meeting  of  the 
c<ni^ref^^ation,  and  an  effort  is  bein^;-  made  to  raise  means  toward  the 
support  of  a  resident  Minister. 
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The  Rev.  B.  T.  Stafford  in  charg-e  of  St.  Andrew's,  Augusta  and 
the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Oriskany  Falls,  reports  that  the 
work  in  both  places  is  in  a  prosperous  state.  The  morning-  offerings 
have  greatly  increased  at  the  Church  of  the  (rood  Shepherd.  Con- 
gregations have  shown  a  gradual  growth. 

The  Rev.  Oliver  Owen  renders  an  encouraging  report  of  the 
present  condition  of  St.Marks,Clark  s  Mills.  Probably  at  no  previous 
period  in  the  history  of  this  little  Church  has  there  been  a  greater 
and  more  enthusiastic  spirit  of  confidence  and  hopefulness  than 
now.  There  have  been  large  and  regular  communion^,  and  large 
congregations  throughout  the  year.  Debts  are  promptly  paid.  A 
beautiful  brass  Cross  for  the  Altar,  a  fine  chapel  organ,  and  a  set  of 
white  hangings  for  the  Altar,  Ivectern  and  Pulpit,  from  the  women 
of  Clinton  have  been  noticeable  gifts  for  the  year. 

The  Rev.  A.  L,,  Byron-Curtiss  reports  that  the  congregation  of 
St.  Joseph's  Church,  Rome,  was  incorporated  in  December  last. 
This  step  marks  the  material  advance  of  the  work  as  a  general  Eng- 
lish mission  since  1890  when  the  last  Grerman  Incumbent  was  in 
charge.  The  cure  is  still  far  from  being  self-supporting  but  the  step 
was  regarded  as  desirable  both  from  the  standpoint  of  self-respect 
and  self-reliance  The  work  was  l)ecoming  unwieldy  as  an  unorgan- 
ized Mission.  Thus  far  the  step  has  been  justified  by  a  keener  rea- 
lization of  responsibility,  increased  pledges  and  a  pride  in  the  business 
management  of  the  funds  raised  locally,  By  action  of  the  new  Ves- 
try Bishop  Huntington  is  the  Rector.      Rev.    A.   ly.    Byron-Curtiss 

continues  in  charge  as  Vicar.

The  Rev  Jesse  Higgins  reports  that  he  has  kept  all  the  regular 
appointments  of  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Coleman  at  St.  George's,  Chadwicks 
since  January  1st,  with  one  exception,  when  a  storm  prevented.  The 
attendance  has  been  uniformly  good;  rarely  under  forty  and  some- 
times as  high  as  sixty.  The  Missionary  assessment  has  been  paid 
in  full. 

The  Rev.  F.  C-  Smith,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Boonville  and 
,  Christ  Church,  Forestport,  reports  that  the  past  year  in  Boonville  has 
been  in  many  ways  a  most  prosperous  year.  The  number  of  com- 
municants within  two  years  shows  a  decided  increase.  The  atten- 
dence  at  the  services  has  continued  good.  Services  have  been  reg-u- 
lar,  Celebration  on  every  Sunday  and  all  Holy  Days,  and  other  ser- 
vices on  the  Fast  Days.  The  Parish  organizations  have  had  a 
prosperous  year.  The  Sunday  School  is  doing  good  work  and  slight 
gains  in  numbers  are  occurring      Financially,  the  Church  was  never 
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in  better  shape.  Some  needed  repairs  have  been  made  and  the 
Church  property  much  improved.  At  Forestport  the  conditions  are 
about  the  same  as  last  year.  The  Parish  may  be  said  to  be  holdinpf 
its  own.  There  have  been  several  removals  of  g-ood  and  faithful 
members  from  the  Parish  Services  have  been  held  on  all  Sundays 
and  greater  Holy  Days  except  when  the  roads  were  impassable  and 
it  was  impossible  to  reach  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  William  Cooke  reports  that  St.  John's,  Whitesboro  and 
St  Peter's,  Ori^kany  have  gone  steadily  on  increasing  in  numbers 
and  strength.  Services  have  been  regularly  maintained  on  Sundays, 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays  and  on  all  Holy  Days.  Assessments  for 
Diocesan  Missions  have  been  paid  in  full. 

The  Rev.  J.  \\\  C!arke  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Deerfield,  reports 
that  regular  services  are  held  on  Sundays,  and  occasional  services 
<m  week  days  during  Lent.  The  Sunda>  School  under  the  charge 
of   Mr.  (ieorge  M.  Weaver  continues  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

The  Uev.  J.  K.  Parker,  Rector  of  (irace  Church,  Waterville,  re- 
ports that  during  the  year  he  has  held  occasional  services  in  the 
Union  Church  at  Stockwell.  He  also  made  pastoral  visits  among  the 
people.  xV  Christ:nas  Tree  was  held  for  the  children  and  copies  of 
the  Parish  Visitor    were    regularly    distributed. 

Trinity  Church,  Camden,  has  had  no  settled  Rector  since  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  A.  K  Dunham.  Services  have  been  supplied 
on  alternate  Sundays  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Raymond  of  Baldwinsville. 

During  the  Summer,  occasional  services  were  held  at  Brooktield, 
and  will  be  resumed  the  coming  Summer. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Jesse  Higgins  from  Holland 
Patent,  Hridgewater  and  Clay ville,— taking  temporary  duty  at  St. 
George's  C'hurcli,  Utica  from  January  1st  to  May  1st,— services  have 
been  maintained  in  Holland  Patent  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Beauchamp  of 
Syracuse,  and  in  C!a\  ville  and  Bridgewater  by  Mr.  Walter  S.  Croc- 
ker, Lay  Reader.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Higgins  has  resigned  his  field,  his 
resignati«)n  taking  effect  May  1st.  Beginning  Trinity  Sunday  Rev. 
Arthur  T.  Schrader  takes  charge  of  the  Service  at  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Holland  Patent

Russellf  Treasurer;  th'e  Rev.  H.  S.  Loiij^ley  and  Mr.  John  Anderson, 
members  of  the  Board  of  Miia'^ers:  the  Dean,  Secretary,  Rev.  H.  S. 
Longley  and  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Packard,  the  Finance  C  Jinniittee. 

There  are  seventeen  parlslies  and  missions  in  the  District  of 
which  the  followin*:;-  have  received  assistance  from  the  Board  durin*,'" 
thepast  year:  Harpursville  and  Afton,  Chenan;;fo  Forks  and  Whit- 
ney's Point,  Bainbridg-c,  (iuilford,  Mt    Upton  and  Windsor. 

There  have  been  three  nieetins;-s  of  Convocation  during-  the  year, 
namely,  at  St.  PauUs  Chirch.  Oxf  )rd;  Christ  Church.  Bing-hamton; 
and  St   Peter's  Church,  Bain  bridge 

St  Ann's  Church,  Afton — There  has  been  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  this  Church  under  the  administration  of  the 
Rev.  Edwin  L.  Tanner,  who  has  had  charg-e  since  the  14th  of  June 
1903.  In  addition  to  the  regular  services  on  Sundays,  a  Mission  of 
one  weeks  duration  was  held  in  January,  which  called  out  larg-o  and 
interested  congregations.  A  special  feature  of  the  "Mission"'  was 
the  Question  Bo.v,  by  means  of  which  the  History,  Doctrine,  liisci 
pline  and  Worship  of  the  Church  were  brought  jjrominently  bef-^rc 
the  minds  of  the  people,  resulting-,  it  is  believed,  in  much  g-ood. 

The  regoilar  services  have  been  well  attended,  especially    during- 
Lent,  and  the  Missionary  has  been  much  g-ratitied  by  the    spirit    ex 
hibited  in  complying-  with  the  Churchs  customs  and  abstaining-  from 
social  gaieties  during-  that  season. 

At  Easter  a  handsome  baptismal  font  was  placed  in^  the  Church, 
the  gift  of  Mrs.  O.  N.  Swift  and  daughter,  of  Ithaca.      The    Church 
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has  recently  been  painted  and  other  improvements  made  by  the 
Ladies  Guild.  The  Bell  fund  is  rapidly  increasing*  and  it  is  hoped 
the  bell  will  be  in  place  before  the  end  of  the  summer.  Boxes  have 
been  sent  to  some  distant  missions  since  the  last  report.  This 
Church  records  with  sorrow  the  death  of  its  faithful  organist.  Miss 
Amelia  Clapper,  the  first  week  in  Lent,  and  will  erect  an  altar  cross 
as  a  memorial  of  her.  The  Sunday  School  has  been  revived  with 
Mr.  Martin  Shay  as  Supedntendent. 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Harpursville  —The  progress  here  is  encourag- 
ing-. The  Sunday  Services  have  been  usually  well  attended,  also  the 
week-day  services  during  Lent.  A  Mission  Week  similiar  to  that  ai* 
Afton  was  held  with  equally  good  results.  The  Sunday  School  is 
making  good  progress  under  Dr.  C.  W.  Hakes.  The  Ladies  Guild 
has  sent  boxes  to  those  in  need  and  is  doing  its  part  in  work  for  the 
Church.  This  Church  has  been  deprived  by  death  of  one  of  its  most 
valued  members,  Dr.  A.  A  Grey,  a  long  time  vestry-man  and  inter- 
ested worker  for  the  Church  in  which  he  was  baptised  and  confirmed 
and  a  regular  Communicant. 

St  Peters  Church,  Bainbridge-This  Church  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  progress  it  has  male  and  the  work  accomplished  during 
the  past  year.  There  has  l)een  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  atten- 
dance on  the  services  and  a  marked  improvement  in  the  Sunday 
School.  In  addition  to  these  tokens  of  spiritual  activity,  and  no 
doubt  in  consequence  of  them,  there  has  been  a  corresponding  in- 
crease in  ofi^erings.  The  parish  has  met  in  full  its  apportionment 
for  both  Diocesan  and  General  Missions.  As  there  had  been  no  of- 
fering for  General  Missions  during  the  interregnum  of  the  past  year, 
the  apportionment  for  two  years  came  within  twelve  months,  and 
both  have  been  met,  the  congregation  having  contributed  $60,00  for 
Diocesan  Missions  and  $135.00  for  the  General  Missions  of  the  Church 
in  one  year. 

An  Oak  Pulpit  has  been  placed  in  the  Church. 

The  losses  by  death  and  removal  have  been  unusually  severe  and 
have  been  keenly  felt.  Mr.  Joseph  Juliand,  having  served  the 
Church  in  Bainbridge  as  a  Vestryman  and  Warden  for  53  years,  has 
been  taken  away  by  death.  He  will  be  sadly  missed  by  those  who 
for  so  many  years  were  guided  by  his  wise  counsel  and  cheered  by 
his  ^^racious  presence.  Mr.  Sands,  the  other  Warden,  has  removed  to 
another  diocese.     He  also  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Chenango  Forks  and  Whitney's  Point.— The  Rev.  David  Curran 
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who  has  charge  of  these  places,  holds  services  regularly  on  Sundays, 
morning  and  evening  at  Whitney's  Point  and  in  the  afternoon  at 
Chenango  Forks  with  occasional  administration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion by  the  County  Missionary.  The  Sunday  School  has  been 
revived  in  Chenango  Forks  and  the  outlook  is  more  encouraging 
there  than  at  the  last  report.  The  Church  in  Whitney's  Point  has 
suffered  a  very  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Nowland, 
Warden  and  Choir  Master,  and  Mr.  Lafayette  Bennett,  Vestryman. 
Both  of  these  men  were  zealous  and  faithful  laborers  for  the  Church. 

Guilford  and  Mt.  Upton  —The  condition  of  the  Church  in  these 
places  remains  about  the  same  as  at  our  last  report.  At  Bishop 
Olmsted's  visitation  in  Jnne  11  persons  were  confirmed,  all  of  whom 
except  two  were  heads  of  families.  The  Easter  offering,  including 
that  of  the  Sunday  School,  amounted  to  a  little  over  $115.00,  of  which 
$55.87  was  for  General  Missions.  What  is  known  as  The  Endow- 
ment Fund  now  amount  to  l)etween  fourteen  and  fifteen  hundred 
dollars.  It  is  made  up  by  birthday  and  thank  offerings  and  growing 
pennies,  and  is  steadily  increasing  at  the  rate  of  something  over  a 
hnndred  dollars  a  year.  This  plan  of  securing  a  permanent  income 
cannot  be  too  highly  commended,  especially  to  country  parishes,  whose 
strength  is  constantly  depleted  by  removals  to  the  cities.  The 
Church  in  Guilford  mourns  the  death,  during  the  last  few  months,  of 
three  of  its  members,  Silas  Root  in  his  88th  year.  Miss  Cora  Hamil- 
ton, a  young  woman  greatly  loved  by  all  who  knew  her,  and  Mrs. 
Elvira  Burton,  a  life  long  member  of  the  Church,  widow  of  a  former 
vestryman,  who  will  be  sadly  missed  by  every  member  of  the  con- 
gregation. 

The  congregation  in  Mt.  Upton,  having  no  permanent  place  of 
^worship,  services  have  been  held  twice  a  month  generally  in  private 
liouses,  except  during  the  severe  winter  weather.  It  was  visited 
l>y  Bishop  Olmsted  during  the  Epiphany  season. 

Zion  Church,  Windsor— This  parish,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
"Rev.  John  J.  Andrew,  is  to  be  commended  for  zeal  and  patience, 
'though  in  a  village  numbering  760  inhabitants  and  fine  religious  or- 
ganizations, each  striving  for  the  mastery,  no  remarkable  progress 
^an  be  expected.  The  appointed  services  of  the  Church  have  been 
maintained,  both  Sundays  and  week  days;  seven  were  confirmed  at 
the  Bishop's  last  visitation;  but  the  losses  and  gains  for  the  last 
thirty  years  have  been  about  equal. 

There  is  a  Parish  Guild  and  a  branch  of  the  W.  A.,  which  meets 
semi-monthly  for  prayer  and  work.     There  have  been  material  im- 
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provenieiits  made  in  the  Church  and  Rectory,  the  Sunday  School 
havinj^-  secured  a  beautiful  Hible  for  the  Church,  also  a  surplice.  By 
the  united  eftorts  of  the  cong-reg"ation,  old  and  young",  a  solid  silver 
Communion  Service  has  been  secured,  and  some  valuable  pieces  of 
furniture  presented  to  the  Church  by  a  nie:nber  of  the  parish.  Cur- 
rent expenses  and  oblij^ations  to  the  Diocese  have  been  fully  and 
promptly  met 

Clianges  among"  the  clergy  of  the  district  have  been  unusually 
numerous  during  the  year,  but  the  only  Church  at  present  with 
out  a  rector  is  St.  Andrew's,  New  I3erlin,  left  vacant  by  the  resigna- 
tion at  Kaster  of  the  Rev   George  H.  Kirklind. 

The  Rev.  R.  M.  Dull,  S.  T.  D.,  Missionary  at  Large  for  Che- 
nango County,  reports  141  services  during  the  year;  these  services 
have  been  held  in  21  ditVerent  places,  in  Metliodist,  Baptist.  Congre- 
gational and  Univorsalist  Churches  and  in  Grange  Halls  and  School 
Houses.  He  has  celebrated  Holy  Communion  24  times,  administered 
baptism  Iv^  times,  given  instruction  to  three  classes  and  presented 
six  canilidates  for  c  >ntirmation.  Pour  Sunday  Schools  have  been 
organized,  many  prayer  books  and  church  manuals  distributed  and 
5\S  families  visited.  Several  denominational  Churches  in  Chenango 
County  are  now  available  for  our  services.

The  mission  stations  in  the  Fourth  District  are:  East  Syracuse, 
Manlius,  Jamesville,  Marcellus,  Cleveland,  Constantia,  Licona,  Red- 
field,  Altmar,  M'ixico,  Warners,  Memphis,  Pulaski,  Canastota,  Chit 
tenag-o,  St.  Philip*s  Church  for  colored  people,  Syracuse;  St.  Luke's 
Mission,  Syracuse;  St.  John's  Mission,  Phoenix;  Church  of  the  (Jood 
Shepherd,  Onondaq^a  Reservation,  and  St.  John's  Chapel,  Osweyo 
supported  by  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists  in  that  city. 

Stipends  are  g^iven  to  all  these  except  Constantia^  Canastota,  St. 
Andrew's  Mission,  Syracuse:  St.  John's  Mission,  Phoenix,  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Onondag-a  Reservation  (maintained  by  the  W  A.\ 
and  St.  John's  Chapel,  Osweg-o. 

Meetings  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held  duriiiLj^  the  year  as 
follows:  In  St.  Mark's  Church,  Syracuse,  May  5  and  6,  1903:  in  St. 
Paul's  Chapel,  Syracuse,  July  6,  1903;  in  Zion  Church,  Fulton, 
October  12  and  13,  1903,  and  in  Trinity  Church,  Syracuse,  April  26 
and  27,  1904. 

Onondag-a  Castle  -The  Chr.rch  of  the  Good  Shepherd  ministers 
to  the  Indians  of  Onondaga  County.  The  salary  of  the  missionary 
is  paid  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese,  but  the  congrega- 
tion meets  the  current  expenses  of  the  mission.  The  Rev  Mr.  Hay- 
ward  reports  regular  and  frequent  services.  This  mission  conducts 
the  only  Sunday  School  on  the  Reservation,  and  over  seventy  pupils 
are  enrolled.  Lace  work  is  carried  on  successfully  by  the  women; 
music  and  sewing  classes  are  also  conducted  by  the  missionary's 
family. 

St.  Philip's  Church,  Syracuse— Si.  Philips  Church  (for  colored 
people)  is  still  continuing  in  its  good  work.  This  mission  is  carried 
on  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Herbert  G.  Coddington,  rector  of 
Grace  Church.  Services  have  been  conducted  generally  by  lay 
readers  from  Grace  Church,  with  Priestly  services  by  the  Dean  and 
the  Rev.  J.  E.  Jonnson. 

Marcellus — St.  John's  Church  continues  to  prosper  under  the 
direction  of  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Mott.     A  former  friend  of  the  parish  has 
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given  the  parish  an  endowment  of  over  $30,000.     Work  is  about  to  be 
started  on  a  rectory. 

Jamesville — St.  Mark's,  Jamesville,  has  been  attached  to  Trinity 
Church,  Fayetteville,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Krnest 
A  Melville. 

East  Syracuse— Emmanuel  Church,  East  Syracuse,  has  suffered 
as  no  other  parish  in  the  Diocese  by  removals.  There  is  prospect, 
however,  of  an  increase  in  population,  consequent  on  the  improve- 
ments in  the  railroad  yards.  This  will  doubtless  lead  to  an  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  the  mission.  This  work  in  connection  with 
St.  Luke's,  Syracuse,  is  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Johnson. 

East  Onondaga  (Valley)— St.  Andrew's  Mission,  under  the  care 
of  the  Rev.  D.  C.  Huntington,  continues  to  thrive  with  youthful 
strength  and  enthusiasm.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that  St.  Andrew's 
in  the  near  future  will  become  a  self  supporting  parish. 

Memphis — Emmanuel  Churh,  Memphis,  shows  signs  of  vigor 
and  consequent  growth.  During  the  past  year  the  offerings  have 
increased  fifty  per  cent.  The  Rev.  F.  B.  Keable  relinquished  this 
work  at  Easter.  Since  that  time  occasional  services  have  been  held 
by  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Mott  of  Marcellus.  This  mission  is  worked  in 
connection  with  Jordan,  and  will  doubtless  have  regular  services 
again  when  a  rector  is  called  to  the  latter  place. 

Warners— The  Rev.  J.  E.  Ramsdell  conducts  regular  services  in 
St  Paul's  Church,  Warners.  A  number  have  been  presented  for 
Confirmation,  and  the  work  continues  to  prosper. 

Phoenix — The  Rev.  H.  G.  Coddington  of  Syracuse,  with  the  as- 
sistance of  other  Clergymen  of  the  neighborhood  and  of  Lay  Readers 
conducts  regular  Sunday  afternoon  services  in  this  place. 

Altmar— St.  John's  Altmar  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  B.  E 
Whipple  is  a  good  example  of  how  large  and  strong  relatively,  a 
mission  may  become  in  a  small  community.  The  Easter  offering 
was  larger  than  ever  before,  all  expenses  and  salaries  paid  in  full, 
as  well  as  all  assessments  from  the  Diocese  on  the  parish. 

Chittenango— Services  have  been  held  during  the  year  in  St. 
Paul's  Church  by  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Ottaway  of  Canastota. 
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Cleveland— St.  James,  Cleveland,  has  been  without  regular  min- 
istrations since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  B.  T.  Stafford  about  a  year 
ago.  The  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  of  Baldwinsville  has  held 
several  services  there,  and  there  is  hope  that  the  regular 
ministrations  of  a  resident  Priest  may  be  resumed.  Owing  to  the 
isolation  of  this  place  it  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible  to  connect  it 
with  any  other  parish  and  the  removal  of  the  glass  works  has  pro- 
duced serious  industrial  stagnation. 

Lacona— The  Rev.  Daniel  Daly  reports  satisfactory  progress  at 
Lacona.  Owing  to  the  severity  of  the  weather  he  has  not  been  able 
to  conduct  regular  services  at  Redfield  during  the  winter,  but  the 
work  at  that  place  has  since  been  resumed. 

Pulaski — St.  James'  Church,  Pulaski  has  been  in  connection 
with  Mexico  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  W.  N.  Hawkins.  vServices 
are  maintained  each  Sunday  in  both  places. 

Oswego -St.  John's  Chapel  conducted  by  the  Church  of  the 
Evangelists  was  opened  by  the  Dean  on  the  Feast  of  the  Epiphany 
with  appropriate  services.  The  chapel  had  been  closed  for  some  six 
years.  Services  and  Sunday  School  are  held  there  now  each  Sunday 
afternoon. 

No  Services  have  been  held  at  Constantia  during  the  past  year.

Managers. 

The  Mission  Parishes  and  Stations  are — in  Cayuga  County  : 
Aurora,  Cayuga,  Union  Springs,  Port  Byron,  Weedsport,  Moravia 
and  Northville. 

In  Seneca  County:  Dey's  Landing,  Hayt*s  Corners,  Romulus 
Kidder's,  Willard  and  Willowdale. 

Three  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  held  during  the  year, 
viz :  At  Cayuga  Lake  Park,  Monday,  July  6,  1903;  Trinity  Church, 
Seneca  Falls,  November  3  and  4,  1903,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Water- 
loo, April  27  and  28.  1904. 

St.  Matthew  s  Church,  Moravia,  is  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  G  P. 
Sommerville,  D.  D.  Apportioned  to  raise  for  Missions  of  the  Diocese 
$75.00;  paid  S75.00;  no  further  report  received. 

No  report  received  from  Weedsport  and  Port  Byron. 

Aurora,  Cayuga  and  Union  Springs  are  in  charge  of  the  Rev. 
W.  H.  Casey,  M.  A.,  and  th^  woik  has  gone  on  much  as  in  past  years. 
Amount  apportioned  for  Aurora  to  raise  for  Missions  of  the  Diocese 
was  S65.00;  the  amount  raised  was  $70.71.  Cayuga's  apportionment 
was  $26  00;  amount  raised  was  $25.71.  Union  Spring's  apportion- 
ment was  $39.00;  amount  raised  $3.00. 

Calvary  Church,  Northville,  was  ministered  to  by  the  Bishop  Co- 
adjutor and  some  of  the  other  clergy  of  the  District  during  the 
month  of  August  with  a  goodly  attendanc-*  at  all  the  services.  It  is 
hoped  that  some  way  may  be  opened  whereby  this  faithful  little 
flock  may  be  ministered  to  more  frequently.  The  amount  contribu- 
ted for  Missions  of  the  Diocese  was  $8.00,  whereas  the  amount  asked 
for  was  only  $4.00. 

Grace  Church,  Willowdale,  reports  that  SO  Sunday  Services  and 
11  week  day  Services  have  been  held  during  the  year.  There  have  been 
8  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  7  infant  baptisms  and  6  per- 
sons have  been  confirmed.  The  Canonical  offerings  have  been  well 
looked  after.  The  full  quota  for  Diocesan  Missions.  $40.00,  has  been 
raised,  together  with  $5.00  for  the  Missionary  Apportionment,  $4.85 
toward  the  General  Fund,  and  $6.47  toward  the  Bishop  Coadjutor's 
salary. 
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Grace  Church,  Willowdale  has  also  a  motherly  care  over  St. 
Andrew's  (Mission)  Church  at  Dey*s  Landing,  reporting  that  twenty- 
five  Sunday  Services  have  been  held  at  this  point  during  the  past 
Conventional  year. 

St.  Stephen's  Church  Romulus  has  been  served  faithfully  during 
the  past  year  by  Mr.  Walter  Jones  as  Lay  Reader.  The  full  amount 
($35.00),  apportioned  for  Diocesan  Missions  has  been  duly  paid.  The 
Dean  has  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  three  times  in  this  Church, 
and  has  also  baptised  two  infants. 

Christ  Church,  Willard,  and  Calvary  Church,  Hayts  Corners, 
are  in  charge  of  the  Secretary,  who  reports  many  losses  by  removal 
and  death.  Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made,  however,  to  win  others 
to  Christ  and  his  Church,  and  not  without  a  certain  measure  of  suc- 
cess. 

These  frequent  losses  that  seem  sure  to  come  to  all  small  parishes 
and  missions  have  impressed  upon  the  mind  of  the  Missionary  the 
importance  of  an  Endowment  Fund  to  provide  for  emergencies  and 
to  help  tide  over  hard  places.  To  this  end,  **Birth  Day"  Offerings 
have  been  asked  of  both  parishioners  and  friends,  and  the  fund  has 
been  started  for  each  Church,  though  in  a  small  way.  In  summing 
up.  it  should  be  noted  that  nine  of  the  parishes  and  mission  stations 
in  this  District  have  paid  their  assessment  in  full;  two  have  paid 
more  than  their  quota,  and  three  have  contributed  nothing.

The  Mission  Parishes  and"  Stat  ons  are:  Chemung  County', 
Emmanuel  Mission,  Elmira;  Big  Flats,  Millport,  Horseheads,  Wells- 
burg  and  Van  Etten,  Tioga  County:  Candor,  Spencer,  WaverJy 
and  Smithboro.  Tompkins  County:  McLean,  Slaterville  Springs, 
Speedsville,  Dryden,  Groton  and  Trumansburg. 

Three  meetings  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held  during  the 
year.  The  June  meeting  was  held  at  Waverly;  in  September  the 
Convocation  met  for  the  first  time  in  Dryden;  the  January  meeting 
was  held  at  Owego. 

Full  reports  have  been  received  from  all  stations  except  Tru- 
mansburg which  has  had  the  services  of  a  lay  reader  from  Hobart 
College  during  the  year. 

St.  John's  Parish,  Ithaca,  has  sustained  its  Mission  on  West  Hill 
during  the  year.  The  work  has  received  the  support  of  students  in 
the  University  and  is  carried  on  by  them  under  the  direction  of  the 
clergy  of  the  parish. 

St.  Mark's,  Millport:  The  Rev.  ThDnias  Stafford  reports  that 
the  past  year  has  been  a  successful  one  in  this  mission.  All  Dio- 
cesan assessments  have  been  paid  in  full,  and  the  Lenten  offering 
for  General  Missions  from  the  Sunday  School  was  $6.62. 

Morning  and  evening  services  have  been  held  every  Sunday 
with  the  assistance  of  a  lay  reader,  and  week-day  services  also,  un- 
less for  a  few  weeks  during  the  most  inclement  part  of  the  winter. 
Up  to  February  1st  last,  the  celebrations  were  monthly*  and  since 
that  time  forttiightly.  There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  Com- 
munions, this  3'ear  out  of  a  total  of  95  Communicants  80  have  com- 
muned. 

Baptisms  10;  Confirmations  7;  Burials  3.  Owing  to  removals 
and  deaths  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  financial  support,  but  in 
every  other  respect  there  has  been  a  decided  gain.  The  opportunities 
for  aggressive  activity  are  many,  and  the  outlook  bright  and  hope- 
ful. 

Rev.  N.  S.  Boardman  reports  as  follows  : 
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Emmanuel,  Elmira— The  work  here  is  continued  regularly  and 
prog'resses  steadily,  much  encouraging  the  missionary. 

There  have  been  7  baptized,  two  of  which  were  adults.  Six  have 
been  confirmed.  Marriages  6.  Burials  6.  The  old  building  has  been 
repaired  and  moved  back  to  make  room  for  the  contemplated  new 
Church  building. 

Mr.  William  Pike  and  Mr.  John  W.  Main  have  been  efficient  lay 
readers;  the  former  assisting  in  Elmira,  and  the  latter  at  Big  Flats. 

At  Big  Flats  the  work  is  conducted  regularly.  On  a  few  occas- 
ions, when  the  Church  was  necessarily  closed,  cottage  services  were 
held      Two  adults  have  been  baptized. 

St.  Matthew's,  Horseheads  —During  the  Lent  of  1903  services 
were  held  once  a  week.  Regular  services  were  begun  in  May  at  the 
request  of  the  people  and  have  continued  without  interruption  since. 
Mr.  William  Dent,  lay  reader  from  Grace  Church  parish,  Elmira, 
supplied  the  services  on  Sunday,  and  the  missionary  conducts  a 
Wednesday  service  and  gives  a  celebration  once  a  month  on  Sundays. 

Four  adults  have  been  baptized  and  one  infant.  Five  have  been 
confirmed,  and  there  have  been  four  burials. 

The  parish  has  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  its  Junior 
Warden,  Mr.  Thomas  Hubbard. 

I  wish  to  make  mention,  with  gratitude,  of  the  efficient  and  faith- 
ful services  of  the  Rev.  S.  D.  Borrum,  Chaplain  of  U.  S.  Navy,  "re- 
tired; also  of  the  faithful  and  self-sacrificing  work  of  Mr.  William 
Dent. 

The  parish  now  feels  able  to  offer  a  $300  salary,  provided  they 
may  have  a  clergyman  settled  there. 

The  Rev.  Theodore  Haydn,  Missionary  at  McL^ean,  Dryden. 
Slaterville  Springs  and  Speedsville,  reports  as  follows: 

The  financial  showing  for  the  past  year  is  unusually  good.  All 
of  the  parishes  in  my  charge  have,  I  believe,  paid  their  assessments 
for  the  General  Fund  and  Salary  of  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  promptly 
and  in  full. 

Services  are   held   as  follows :     Through   the   summer  months 
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every  second  Sunday  in  Slaterville,  Speedsville  and  McLean;  every 
Sunday  in  Dryden.  In  the  winter  months,  Slaterville  and  Mclvean 
have  two  Sunday  services  each  month,  Dryden  three  and  Speedsville 
one.     The  Holy  Communion  is  usually  celebrated  once  each  month. 

There  seems  good  prospect  of  gaining  a  permanent  foothold  in 
Dryden,  the  building  of  a  Church  during  this  year  being  contem- 
plated; a  large  part  of  the  money  has  already  been  pledged.     ^ 

Zion  Church,  McLean,  keeps  up  its  former  record  of  earnestness 
and  devotion.     The  Chancel  has  been  beautified  by  many  gifts. 

From  this  parish  two  faithful  members  have  been  removed  by 
death.  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Hubbard,  Junior  Warden,  and  Mrs.  Wm.  F.  De- 
Condres,  Vice  President  of  the  W.  A.  of  the  District,  and  a  most 
active  worker  in  the  parish. 

St.  John's  Church,  Speedsville,  has  also  suffered  a  heavy  loss 
through  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Cross,  for  more  than  fifty  years  Vest- 
ryman and  Warden.  By  the  terms  of  his  will  the  parish  will  receive 
S1,000.  Another  member  of  the  vestry  and  generous  contributor.  Dr. 
Ransom  Johnson,  ended  his  earthly  labors  recently. 

The  members  of  the  parishes  at  Slaterville  Springs  and  Dryden 
have  been  depleted  by  the  removal  of  several  Church  families. 

The  past  severe  winter  has  not  favored  effective  missionary 
work  in  a  scattered  field. 

I  would  also  report  that  at  the  request  of  the  authorities,  I  offi- 
ciated in  the  Chapel  of  the  George  Junior  Republic  at  Freeville  on 
the  evening  of  Good  Friday  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  on 
the  morning  of  Easter  Day. 

The  Rev.  T.  Ainslee  Stevenson,  Dean  reports  i\\^t  Or  ace  Church, 
Jf'averl}/,  passes  th^  fiftieth  year  of  its  organization  this  coming 
summer;  and  for  the  past  t'lirteen  years  has  been  largely  maintained 
by  an  appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Missions  There  seems  to 
be  no  way  of  inciting  this  well-to-do  congregation  to  support  itself, 
though  much  improvement  is  shown  in  increased  offerings  for  Dio- 
cesan and  (reneral  Church  work.  Regular  services,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  two  Sundays,  have  been  rendered  during  the  past  year,  be- 
sides the  unusual  number  of  special  services,  and  all  the  diocesan 
and  general  objects  of  beneficence  have  been  heartily  preasnted  in 
the  spirit  that  *'there  is  that  scattereth,  and  yet  increaseth.  ' 
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Emmanuel  Mission,  Smithboro,  has  paid  all  assessments  and  the 
ervices  have  been  regularly  maintained  by  the  few  faithful  mem- 
>crs.  At  Christ  Mission,  Wellsbiirg,  there  is  an  increasing-  interest 
a  the  part  of  the  people,  with  regular  semi-monthly  Sunday  Ser- 
ices;  four  baptisms  and  one  confirmation,  and  financial  obligations 
ave  been  promptly  met. 

The  Dean,  t>esides  attending  the  three  regular  meetings  of  the 
ixth  Missionary  District,  has,  by  invitation,  visited  Emmanuel 
lission,  Elmira;  Trinity  MissicTn,  Dryden;  and  Zion,  McLean,  where 
luch  faithful  work  is  being  done.  The  incorporated  parish  of 
*he  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Trumansburg,  has  been  satisfied 
''ith  lay  services  during  the  past  year.  This  parish  has  made  no 
•port  to  the  Bishop  for  the  three  years  last  past,  and  has  not  paid 
le  regular  diocesan  assessments  in  that  time,  although  receiving 
regular  income  from  the  rental  of  the  rectory,  which  would  more 
lan  cancel  these  obligations. 

The  Rev.  E.  C.  Hoskins  reports  for  Spencer,  Van  Etten  and 
andor.  It  has  been  very  difficult,  more  so  than  any  previous  win- 
?r,  to  carry  on  my  work  without  interruption  owing  to  the  long 
istance  l>etween  the  parishes.  All  that  I  can  say  is  that  the  condi- 
ons  seem  to  remain  '*in  statu  guu,^'  holding  their  own,  with  some 
loving  out  and  others  taking  their  places,  especially  in  Spencer  and 
an  Etten.

the  Diocese  to  meet  in  full  their  assessments  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
and  that  this  effort  is  very  generally  successful. 

The  work  of  the  Church  is  dilig-ently  and  earnestly  carried  on, 
often  under  g-reat  difficulties,  especially  in  the  rural  districts  where 
one  cure  sometimes  embraces  several  stations  far  apart,  and  almost 
impossible  of  access,  when  the  winter,  as  last  year,  is  unusually 
severe.  Here,  too,  the  financial  support  is  uncertainland  fluctuating, 
owing  to  constant  removals  and  death:  and  these  losses  are  seldom 
made  good.  In  a  few  places  efforts  have  been  made  in  a  small  way 
to  begin  the  formation  of  an  endowment  fund  to  prepare  to  meet 
these  difficulties.  This  example  might  well  be  followed  in  many 
other  places.  The  history  of  the  Van  Wagenen  fund  ought  to  be  an 
incentive.  This  fund  has  enabled  Rev.  Dr  Duff  to  do  splendid  work 
as  general  missioner  for  Chenango  County;  he  has  also  found  time 
'  to  assist  in  some  other  places.  A  brief  report  of  his  work  is 
given  by  the  Dean  of  the  3rd  District. 

If  the  clergy  in  charge  of  missionary  parishes  and  mission  sta- 
tions would  be  more  prompt  in  sending  in  their  reports  to  the  officers 
of  the  several  districts,  it  would  be  of  great  service  to  the  Deans,  and 
facilitate  the  preparation  of  this  annual  report.

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As  was  explained  in  my  last  annual  report,  The  "Cash  on  hand*' 
was  mostly  disbursed  during- the  month  succeeding  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  leaving-  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  only  several  bal- 
ances entrusted  to  his  care  and  custody,  but  not  subject  to  his  dis- 
cretion nor  available  for  Diocesan  expenses. 

In  considering  the  above  statements  it  may  be  noticed  that  the 
largest  item,  except  Diocesan  Missions,  is  that  of  Diocesan  Ej'jtenae, 
and  as  hitherto,  it  is  the  feature  of  our  financial  affairs  which  seems 
to  be  least  understood  by  larg-e  numbers  of  parish  officers,  and  not  a 
few  of  the  clergy.  The  annual  assessments  upon  the  parishes,  made 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  this  necessary  expense,  are  based  on 
the  budget  presented  by  the  Standing-  Committee  each  year,  and 
Canon  XI  seems  to  make  perfectly  clear  the  equitable  basis,  as  well 
as  the  duty  and  manner  of  paying  such  assessments.  Only  a  few 
parishes  fully  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Canon,  the  paying 
being,  in  many  cases,  deferred  to  the  very  end  of  the  canonical  year 
and  in  not  a  few  cases  to  the  succeeding  year.  Many  parishes  seem 
to  feel  that  they  have  done  their  full  duty  if  they  ever  pay  the  assess- 
ments, and.  of  course,  nearly  every  one  is  paid  at  sometime.  No 
argument  seems  called  for  to  show  that  payment  at  close  of  the  year 
or  later,  will  scarcely  save  the  credit  of  the  Church  for  business  in- 
tegrity. The  remark  is  often  made,  **Oh,  the  General  Fund  can 
wait,"  and  surely  it  does  wait,  but  is  it  commendable,  or  quite  right 
to  leave  your  debts  waiting  payment,  and  make  voluntary  gifts  from 
moneys  practically  belonging  to  your  creditors?  It  would  seem  that 
these  assessments  for  expenses  should  \\3.\q  first  place,  and  then  **do 
your  dilligence  gladly  *'  in  other  directions. 

The  title  '* General  Fund."  inherited  from  the  Mother  Diocese, 
seems  to  carr^'  a  vague  and  indefinite  meaning,  not  tending  to  a 
sense  of  responsibility'  and  obligation,  I  therefore  have  prepared  and 
will  offer  an  amendment  to  the  Canons,  changing  that  title  to  **Dio. 
cesan  Fund"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  Canons,  and  hope  it  may  have 
the  constitutional  vote  required  by  Article  IX  for  its  adoption  at  this 
session,  and  thus  help  to  remove  the  apparent  misapprehension  of 
the  real  character  and  importance  of  that  fund.

Report  of  the  Trustees. 

Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  May,  1904. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  present  the  following-  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1904,  referring  to  the  appended 
report  of  the  Treasurer  for  financial  details  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  on  June  27,  1903,  the  nominations 
of  the  Convention  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  were 
confirmed  by  election  of  Horace  M.  Grecly  to  serve  five  3'ears,  Sey- 
mour H  Stone  for  the  balance  of  Geo.  J.  Gardner's  (deceased)  term, 
Geo.  T.  Jack  for  the  balance  of  J.  Dean  Hawlcy's  (resigned)  term,  and 
G.  Howard  Avery  for  the  balance  of  W.  H.  H.  Neal's  (resigned)  term. 

The  new  Board  was  then  organized  by  the  election  of  Trustee 
William  Wat^ins  as  President,  and  Mr.  George  H.  Avery  as  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  Trustees  Grecly,  Jack  and  Avery  were 
made  a  committee  with  power  to  order  such  repairs  or  improvements 
as  seemed  necessary  to  increase  the  rent  on  the  i)n)perty,  105  Phelps 
Place  in  this  city. 

After  full  discussion  of  the  present  condition  of  tlie  atVairs  of  the 
Fund,  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved  and  the  Huard  adjourned 
subject  to  the  call  of  the  President. 

The  next  meeting  was  held  February  13,  19'i4.  Present  Seymour 
H.  Stone,  G.  Howard  Avery,  George  T.  Jack,  William  Watkins  and 
Horace  M.  Greely,  composing  a  (piorum.  The  following  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary,  Mr.  G.  Howard  Avery,  be  and  he 
hereby  is,  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  to  Mrs.  Genevieve  G. 
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Fuller  upon  payment  of  the  sum  of  S2,500,00,  and  interest  to  date,  by 
her,  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  corporation,  a  release  of  the  lien  of  this 
corporation  upon  the  property  of  the  late  Georgfe  J.  Gardner  located 
as  follows  :  Beg-inning-  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  land  owned  by 
the  said  Gardner  at  the  time  of  his  decease  on  University  Avenue 
and  running  thence  east  214  feet,  thence  north  66  feet,  thence  west 
82  feet,  thence  north  32  feet,  thence  west  132  feet,  thence  s'outh  along^ 
the  line  of  University  Avenue  9J  feet  to  the  place  of  bef'-inning-. 

Nothing-  has  been  done  reg-arding  the  above  resolutioti.  neither 
has  there  been  a.uy  interest  collected  tor  the  S5,(K)0.(X)  claim  ag-ainst 
the  Geo.  J.  Gardner  estate.  The  money  has  been  drawn  from  the  two 
Savings  Banks,  but  our  statutory  lien  against  the  deceased's  property 
will  amply  protect  the  Fund  against  any  loss. 

There  has  boen  but  one  change  in  the  Clergy  Beneficiaries, 
caused  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  George  L.  Neide.  The  Widowed 
Beneficiaries  remain  the  same.  The  Convention  is  called  upon  to 
nominate  one  Trustee  to  take  the  place  of  Seymour  H.  Stone,  whose 
time  has  expired,  and  who  desires  to  be  relieved. 

The  interest  on  the  Robinsou  mortgage,  due  January  1,  ^904,  of 
S50.(X),  is  still  unpaid. 

The  Permanent  Fund  remains  the  same  as  last  reported.  The 
parish  ofi'erings  exceed  last  year  somewhat,  and  the  total  income  now 
seems  sufticient  to  contitme  the  stipends  as  a  present.

The  Trustees  have  been  informed  by  Mr.  Speed  of  Ithaca,  one  of

The  use  of  well  toward  the  amount  of  its  income  practically  sus- 
pends the  increase  of  the  fund.

Xcir  Yorh'  : 

The  third  Annual  Report  of  the   Deaf  Mute  Commission   is  as 

follows  : 

The  Diocesan  Year  19i)3-()4,  has  been  a  prosperous  one,  as  the  re- 
ports of  the  Missionary  and  the  treasurer  plainly  show.  Despite 
the  very  hard  winter  and  the  difticulty  of  travelling"  in  all  parts  of 
the  diocese,  the  Kev.  Mr.  Van  Allen  has  been  untiring  in  his  labors, 
and  has  held  even  more  services  than  last  year.  The  only  wonder  is, 
how,  in  addition  to  his  work  in  the  dioceses  of  Albany  and  Vermont 
he  Hnds  time  and  streng-th  to  do  so  much  here  It  is  very  evident  to 
us,  that  with  the  combined  ministrations  of  three  dioceses,  and  the 
increa.sin^  niunb  r  of  a])pointments,  our  Missionary's  powers,  phy 
sical  and  spiritual  are  already  taxed  to  the  utmost  Although  he  is 
still  in  the  i)rinie  of  life  and  vigor,  and  carries  his  heavy  burden  un- 
coniplainin^^ly  and  faithfully,  yet  sooner  or  later  a  division  of  his 
labors,  must  conie. 

We  believe,    therefore,   that   the   Diocese  of  Central  New  York 
should  move  on  to  the  position  already    reiched   in    Western    New 
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York,  namely,  to  command  the  entire  time  of  a  missionary  of  our 
own.  We  say  this  in  all  due  appreciation  of  what  Mr.  Van  Allen  is 
now  doing-,  but  it  can  be  readily  se^n  that  our  own  diocese  would  be 
decidedly  the  gainer,  if  he  could  give  all  his  time  to  us.  There  are 
yet  many  important  points  here  which  he  is  not  able  to  visit  in  par- 
ishes regularly  contributing  to  the  Deaf  Mute  Work.  Scattered  in 
the  smaller  towns  throughout  the  Diocese  there  are  people  who 
should  be  searched  for  and  ministered  to,  but  this  can  never  be  done 
under  our  present  arrangement.  Comparison  of  the  Commissions* 
reports  during  the  three  years  of  its  existence  shows  that  the  work  is 
on  a  much  more  solid  basis  than  ever  before,  so  we  venture  the  hope 
that  within  a  few  years  at  least  the  above  plan  may  be  consummated. 

Our  financial  resources  this  year  have  been  as  follows  : — The 
Missionary  Board,  $200.00  ;  the  Junior  Auxiliary,  $100  00;  and  con- 
tributions from  35  parishes,  S270.13.  These  sums  with  S86.79  in  the 
treasury  May  1,  1903,  amount  in  all  to  S656.92.  From  this  we  have 
again  given  Mr.  Van  Allen  S500.00,  leaving  S154.16  towards  the  ex- 
penses of  another  year.  This  large  balance  is  gratifying,  as  it  will 
enable  us  to  meet  the  monthly  payments  on  the  Missionary's  salary 
through  the  summer,  and  until  the  Advent  Offerings  begin  to  come 
in.  We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  listened  to  our  appeal,  and 
to  all  such  as  have  not  responded  we  beg  them  to  remember  the  im 
portance  of  this  mission  among  our  Deaf  Mute  brethren.  Without 
such  services  they  are  practically  debarred  from  the  life  giving  and 
comforting  ministrations  of  the  Gospel.  We  should  also  consider 
the  fact  that  this  branch  of  missionary  enterprise  is  almost  entirely 
in  the  hands  of  our  own  Church.  It  is  the  Church's  burden,  and  as 
the  Church  has  accepted  it,  she  should  by  all  means  further  it  with 
that  zeal  and  liberality  worthy  of  the  name  we  bear  and  the  message 
we  are  privileged  to  give.  All  this  should  stir  us  to  greater  interest 
in  its  behalf  and  larger  offerings  for  its  support.  Our  appeal  will  be 
again  made  on  the  Sunday  next  before  Advent,  1904,  and  we  trust 
that  the  clergy  will  give  due  announcement  of  this  (jffering,  and  en- 
courage their  congregations  to  help  us  in  this  work,  — we  remain,

To  the  Commission  on  C'nirch  Work  Among  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 

Gentlemen:  During- the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Mission  to 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  the  Diocese  has  been  carried  on  al  )ng-  the 
same  lines  as  heretofore,  and  the  record  differs  only  in  detail  from 
that  of  the  preceding-  year.  Services  have  been  maintained  regular- 
ly in  all  the  cities  and  larg-er  towns  of  the  Diocese  where  any  consid- 
erable number  of  deaf  people  could  be  gathered  ;  numerous  calls  have 
been  made  upon  isolated  families  and  individuals  ;  much  personal 
Missionary  work  not  easily  summarized  has  been  done,  and,  in  gen- 
eral the  Missionary  has  given  counsel,  aid  and  encouragement,  in 
matters  secular  as  well  as  spiritual  whenever  opportunity  offered. 

I  believe  that  there  is  every  reason  to  feel  satisfaction  with  the 
results  of  the  year  and  hopefulness  for  the  future.  In  spite  of  the 
unusual  severity  of  the  winter,  which  made  travelling  difficult  and 
sometimes  impossible,  the  aggregate  of  services  held  shows  no  fall- 
ing off  from  the  exceptionally  favorable  record  of  last  year.  The  at- 
tendance at  servic  s,  however,  was  seriously  affected  by  the  inclem- 
ency of  the  weather,  and  this  emphasized  the  devotion  of  those  who 
were  faithful  and  constant  in  attendance  in  spito  of  all  obstacles. 
With  the  return  of  normal  weather  conditions  the  attendance  has 
been  restored  to  its  usual  proportions. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  deaf  people  themselves,  they  have  very 
generally  shared  in  the  prosperity  of  the  country,  and  nearly  all  have 
had  steady  employment  at  good  wages.  The  retjuests  for  financial 
assistance  have  been  unusually  few,  and  I  have  only  twice  or  thrice 
been  called  upon  for  assistance  in  securing  employment.  Many  of 
the  deaf  display  an  earnestness  in  the  performance  of  their  religious 
duties  which  is  very  gratifying,  and  although  progress  is  necessarily 
slow  and  often  interrupted,  I  believe  that  there  is  a  steadily  growing- 
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appreciation  amoiiR"  them  of  what  the  Church  is  doing-  for  them 
through  the  Mission  and  an  increasing  willingness  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  privileges  thus  offered. 

I  have  held  services  as  follows  :  At  Utica,  32  ^of  which  12  -were 
Celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist)  ;  at  Syracuse,  24  (of  which  7  were 
Celebrations) ;  at  Rome,  12  (of  which  1  was  a  Celebration) ;  at  Oneida, 
9;  at  Watertown,  7  ;  at  Oswego,  5  ;  at  Binghamton,  4  ;  at  Elmira,  4 ; 
at  Fulton,  4  ;  at  Owego,  3  ;  Baptismal  service"*,  6  ;  Confirmation  ser- 
vice, 1 ;  burial  service,  1  ;  marriage  service,  1  ;  services  at  the  Gal- 
laudef   Home,  2  ;  appointments  kept  but  no  service  held,  3  ;  total  118 

In  addition.  I  have  made  124  calls,  in  the  course  of  which  I  met 
196  individuals.  With  a  people  so  scattered  as  are  the  deaf,  a  per- 
sonal call  is  often  the  only  means  of  reaching  some  families  and 
this  part  of  my  work  is  of  no  little  importance. 

There  have  been  eight  confirmations,  all  at  a  special  service  at 
Rome  in  June.  Three  candidates  were  presented  for  St.  Paul's,  Syra- 
cuse: one  each  for  Trinity,  Utica;  Zion,  Rome;  and  Christ  Church* 
Binghamton,  and  two  for  parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Albany.  Bishop 
Olmsted  made  his  address  to  those  confirmed  entirely  in  the  sign 
lanj^uai^e  and  his  ability  to  use  their  language  and  his  readiness  in 
utilizinj»-  it  inade  a  deep  impression  upon  the  deaf  people,  of  whom 
about  fifty  were  present.  There  have  also  been  six  baptisms  during 
the  year,  two  adult  and  four  infant. 

In  July,  at  the  request  of  the  Rev.  John  Chamberlain,  D.  D.,  I 
visited  the  Gallandet  Home  for  Blind,  Aged  and  Infirm  Deaf  Mutes 
at  Wappin^'-er's  Falls,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist  and  read 
P^veiiinj^-  Prayer  for  the  inmates.  This  noble  institution,  a  lasting 
nieniorial  to  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  Gal- 
landet, is  (loinjL>;^  a  most  useful  work,  and  is  deserving  of  general 
sympathy  and  support.  Several  of  the  inmates  are  former  residents 
of  this  Diocc<o,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  I  can  shortly  secure  the  admis- 
sion of  two  more  deserving  people,  who  desire  to  pass  their  declining 
years  at  the  Home. 

In  July,  I  attended  the  animal  picnic  of  the  deaf  of  Central  New 
York  at  ()t)onda;^a  Lake,  and,  in  August,  the  annual  picnic  of  the 
graduates  of  the  school  for  the  deaf  at  Rome,  which  was  held  at 
Summit  Park,  ITtica,  and  at  which  over  one  hundred  deaf  people 
were  pres.Mit.  I  have  attended  two  social  gatherings  at  Utica,  at 
which  most  of  the  deaf  people  of  the  city,  as  well  as  many  from  Rome 
and   Herkimer,    were   present.       I    have    lectured    ones    before    the 
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Students'  Literary  Society  of  the  school  at  Rome.  In  June,  I  was 
elected  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  school,  and  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties  I  have  come  in  contact  with  a  majority  of 
the  g-raduates,  most  of  whom  reside  in  this  Diocese.  I  have  attended 
a  number  of  meeting's  of  various  kinds  and  in  general  have  endeav- 
ored to  aid  all  efforts  of  the  deaf  toward  self-improvement.  During 
the  year  I  have  been  thrice  called  upon  to  assist  deaf  people  in 
straightening  out  legal  tangles,  in  which  their  ignorance  of  the  law 
and  legal  language  had  involved  them,  and  I  am  very  grateful  to  Mr. 
Talcott,  of  the  commission,  and  to  Mr.  Charles  Andrews,  of  Syracuse, 
for  advice  and  assistance  generously  tendered  me  in  this  connection* 

In  the  course  of  my  work  I  have  come  across  several  deaf  children 
-who,  through  either  the  ignorance  or  the  carelessness  of  their 
parents,  were  being  permitted  to  grow  up  without  instruction.  Such 
a.  state  of  affairs  is  deplorable,  and  I  felt  justified  in  addressing  a 
circular  letter  to  my  brethren  of  the  clergj'  asking  their  aid  in  having 
0uch  children  sent  to  school.  I  have  received  several  responses,  and 
■vvith  one  exception  the  children  concerned  have  been  sent  to  good 
schools. 

The  oflFerings  at  my  services  have  amounted  to  $103.10.  My  ex- 
penditures have  been  :  For  traveling  expen.ses,  S72.37;  for  postage 
ind  stationery,  $21.02;  for  relief  to  deaf  people,  $5.12;  total.  $99.51.

On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  pres- 
ent, the  Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  '-].  In  the  event  of  the  'prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease, 
or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the 
place  of  meeting,  the  Bishoi)  or  in  the  case  above  mentioned,  the 
Standing  Committee,  may  api)oint  another  place  for  me  meeting  of 
the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop  may  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  sliall  judge  It 
coiulucive  to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  Inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  if 
he  be  present,  and  the  officiating  Ministers  regularly  admitted  and 
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Constitution. 


settled  in  some  Church  within  the  Diocese,  which  is  In  union  with 
the  Convention;  and  of  Lay-members,  not  exceeding  three  delegates 
(rom  each  parish  or  congregation  in  union  with  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  All  other  Clergymen  canonically  resident  tn  the  Diocese 
for  the  space  of  six  months,  and  not  under  discipline,  may  'be 
members  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry,  when 
one  is  in  legal  existence.  When  the  Vestry  is,  from  vacancy  or 
otherwise,  incompetent  to  act.  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Congre- 
gation. 

Sec.  4.  But  in  case  of  Churches  or  Congregations  organized  or 
incorporated  without  a  Vestry,  Delegates  may  be  chosen  by  the 
Church  or  Congregation,  unless  the  Convention  shall  otherwise 
prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  The-mode  of  admitting  new  Churches  or  Congregations 
into  union  with  the  convention  and  the  conditions  under  which  un- 
ion or  representation  shall  bo  forfeited,  may  be  prescribed  by 
Canon. 

ARTICLK  IV 

Every  Convention  at  its  first  morning  session  shall  be  opened 
with  prayers  and  the  Ifoly  Communion,  and  the  Bisiiop  may  at  this 
time  deliver  his  Annual  Address  or  Charge. 

ARTICLK  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention;  but  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy, inability  to  act.  or  neoee^sary  abserce.  the  membejs  shall 
elect  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters. 

AiniCLE  VI 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  .\nnual 
Convention  from  among  the  members  th(ueof,  who  shall  remain  in 
office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Ai'nual  (Convention,  and  until  a 
successor  be  appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  atte.st  the 
public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the 
Convention  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  give  due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  each  Convention. 

ARTICLE  yu. 

Section  1.  In  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Convention,  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate,  and.  except  as  provided  in  the 
next  Section,  may  vote  in  one  body;  but  if  in  any  case  it  shall  be 
required  by  five  members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the 
Clergy  as  individuals,  and  the  Laity  as  Parishes;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  decision. 
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Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall 
always  vote  separately  by  ballot,  and  according  to  the  mode  above 
prescribed. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A 
proposition  for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing,  and 
considered  in  the  Convention;  and  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  till 
the  next  Annual  Convention;  and.  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next 
Convention  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon  sepa- 
rately, the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered 
shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARIICLE  IX. 

No  amendment  of  the  Canons  shall  be  made  during  the  session  of 
tho  Convention  in  which  the  same  shall  be  proposed,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  each  order  shall  concur  therein;  but  any  amendment,  if 
approved  by  a  majority  less  than  two-thirds,  shall  lie  over  for  the 
consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Convention.

Adopted  in  Convention,  1869. 

CANON  I 

Of  a  List  of  Ministers  in  the  Diocese, 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be 
prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  canonically  resident  in  this 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures,  Parishes, 
Stations,  or  places  of  residence,  designating  those  who  are  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention;  but  no  Clergyman  while  suspended  from 
the  Ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  And  such  list  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  be 
prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  in 
the  Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the 
provisicEs  of  the  Third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Conven- 
tion itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or 
omitted. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Members  and  Organization  of  the  Conx^ention. 

Section  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergy- 
man into  this  Diocese  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the 
Convention  of  a  compliance  with  Section  VII.  of  Canon  18,  Title  I, 
of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention;  and  the 
evidence  of  a  settlement  in  a  Church  thereof  shall  consist  in  proof 
satisfactory  to  the  Convention-,  of  a  compliance  with  the  first  and 
second  sections  of  Canon  18,  Title  I,  of  the  Diges:. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish 
or  Church  of  which  he  is  a  delegate,  or  by  one  of  tne  Wardens,  or 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  Trustees.  This  Certificate  shall  state 
in  all  cases  that  the  person  so  certified  is  entitled  to  vote  for  War- 
dens and  Vestrymen — or  would  be  so  entitled  if  the  Church  which 
he  is  appointed  to  represent  were  not  otherwise  organized  or  incor- 
porated— ^and  that  the  said  Parish  or  Church  is  noi  in  arrears  in 
payment  of  its  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund,  or 
(if  it  be  in  arrears)  that  it  prays  the  Convention  to  remit  the  sum 
in  arrears  for  the  good  and  sufficient  reasons  presented  in  a  paper 
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annexed.  The  form  of  said  certificate  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Convention,  and  when  so  prescribed  no  other  certificate  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  any  Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

Sec.  3.  At  every  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  Chair,  and 
shall  continue  to  preside  during  its  sitting.  He  shall  possess  the 
usual  powers  of  presiding  officers  in  deliberative  assemblies  to  pre- 
eerve  order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order 
without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have 
the  ri^ht  to  name  any  clerical  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,  but  such  substitute  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment, 
unless  directed  by  the  House. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  cf  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a 
vaearey  in  the  office,  the  senior  clerical  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  present  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  act  as 
Prc.^i.leiit  Pro  TnnjKH'c,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  President  un- 
til the  conveiition  shall  be  organized  and  shall  have  elected  a 
President. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  of 
the  i)rect^(lirs  Cenvertion  shaH  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy 
entitlcMl  in  scats  in  the  Convention,  and  sliall  enter  in  the  Journal 
the  namos  of  those  who  are  present.  Notice  shall  tlien  be  given 
to  tlu'  1  ay  Deh^prates  to  place  their  certiticates  on  the  table.  They 
shall  be  exanuned  hy  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers to  ])e  apixjintc^d  by  the  President.

CANON  III 

Of  the  ('(ill  of  (t  Convention, 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be- 
given  ])y  the  Secretary  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mall  at 
the  expense  of  the  Convention  to  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese 
and  to  the  Warders  in  every  vacant  Parish,  at  least  one  month  be- 
fore the  time  of  meeting.     This  letter  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the- 
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time  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  extracts  from  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates, 
and  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election.  Notice  of  the  meeting 
shall  also  be  inserted  in  any  newspaper  in  which  the  Bishop  may 
direct  such  irsertion  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  \\Tienever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a 
special  Convention  is  called  fcr  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  bo 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  pur- 
pose. 

CANON   IV. 

Of  ihti  Adinissiun  of  a   Church  into    Union    wilh    the   Church    in   this 

r)ioc('S('. 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Church  to  admisson  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  is  required  that  there  be  submitted  to 
the  Convention  of  the  same,  at  a  staled  meeting:  (1 )  A  eortilicate 
from  the  Bisl^op.  or  in  case  of  his  abs;M.ce  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Epis- 
copate, of  a  major  part  of  the  Stan  ling  Committee,  approving  tie 
incorporation  of  si:cli  a  Church:  (2)  Tlie  ct'rtifjcato  of  iT'0.;rporatioii 
duly  proved  and  recorded,  or  a  copy  tt»er«^'or  certiliPd  hy  the  Clerk  of 
the  County.  But  no  such  c;:rriMcat(^  Flir.il  be  given  'jy  tl:e  Bishop  or 
the  majority  cf  the  Strinding  Committee  sr>.vo  upon  satisf?ictt)iy  evi- 
derce  of  the  ability  of  s»:oh  Chnrch  to  pay  ar.d  ce-r.tiiiue  the  sam  of 
at  least  six  hur fired  dollars  a  year  for  the  support  of  a  Rector  or 
Missionary;  ard  also  that  si:ch  Church  contairs  at  le:.st  thirty  ac- 
tual Communicants. 

Sec.  2.  Wherever,  hereafter,  ary  Church  in  unien  v.ith  this 
Convertior.  shall  regUct.  for  three  vc^ar"^  in  suce,^s!on.  to  make  a 
parochial  rer<"irt,  r.o  missionary  report  beirg  made  rri  its  belialf; 
and  durlrg  the  same  poriud  shall  n^-t  employ  a  Cler;i:\hian  as  ils 
Parish  Minister,  r.er  ol)tain  the  services  of  a  Missiornry.  i:or  m'>ke 
the  stated  monthly  collections  as  recpiired  by  Caron  X  of  tliis 
Diocese,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeite;!  its  con- 
nection with  the  Conventi(;n.  ard  be  ro  k)rger  entitle. 1  to  represen- 
tation in  the  same:  and  the  Bishop  shall  report  sai;l  Clirrch  to  the 
Convention  in  his  Annual  Afidress:  but  any  such  Chnrch  may  be 
readmitted  en  the  recommendation  cf  the  Bishop  arc  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Convention,  ard  such  readmi^sion  shall  tnl:e  effn't  frem 
and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  which  shall  hn.ve  agreed  to 
the  same.

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secre- 
tary by  the  Ccrstitution  ard  by  Car.on  III.  he  shall  be  requircvl  to 
transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  FMsliops  of  tlie  Protestant  L]pisco- 
pal. Church  in  the  United  Statt'S.  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Dei)uties  in  the  General  Convention,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  a  copy  of  the  Jour 
Lai  cf  the  Convention;  and  shall  request  the  last  to  send  copies  of 
their  respective  Journals  in  exchang(\  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  each  Lay  Delegate  at- 
tecdirg  the  Convention,  and  five  copies  to  each  Parish  in  the  Dio- 
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3ese,  one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  to 
preserve  with  the  Parish  records. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in 
addition  to  the  documents  mentioned  in  Section  IV,  Canon  20,  Title 
I,  of  the  Digest,  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a 
list  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid 
or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary;  together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  that 
Seminary ;  aud  also  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several 
sections  of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  JPund, 

Sec.  4.  Whei:ever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  In  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  aevolve  upon  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one;  if  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of 
the  Jl'  anding  Committee. 

CAXON  VI. 

0/  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  uis- 
burse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention, 
tr.e  colleciion  ai  d  distribution  of  which  shall  not  be  otherwise  regu- 
lated, lie  shall  Le  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mitice  in  relation  to  the  mode  and  place  of  depositing  the  funds 
rcccl.eJ  by  him.  and  the  manner  of  paying  them  out,  and  his  ac- 
comiis  ar  (1  bM.l.s  shall  he  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  htaidiig  Committee  or  any  member  thereof.  Before  entering 
on  ih.e  duties  of  his  uflice  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  such  penalty  and  with  such  surety  as  they  shall  direct, 
conditioral  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the 
delivery  over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  pa- 
pers pertaining  to  his  office 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Com- 
mittee, according  to  Canon  XIV. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  olTicc  the  Standiug  Com- 
mittee shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall 
continue  to  act  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.  The 
Treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any  time  from  his  office  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  for  any  neglect  or  misconduct,  of  which  they  shall  be 
judges. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  R*''/ist('rs    ParovUial  Report s^  and  the  Removal  of  Communicants 
from  one  Parish  to  Another , 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register,  required  by  Section  V,  Canon 
18.  Title  1.  of  the  Digest,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the  child  baptized  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spon- 
sors; the  name  of  the  adult  baptized;  the  names  of  the  parties 
married,  and  of  two  or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the 
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place  where  the  marriage  was  solemnized;  the  rames  of  the  persons 
buried;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed.  These 
Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose  belongirg  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church;  which  book 
shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  sl:all  be  preser.eJ  by  the  Vestry  as 
a  part  of  the  Records  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  Parish  Register  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  families 
and  adult  persocs  in  the  Cure  as  far  as  practicable,  and  also  an 
accurate  list  oi  the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  a  list  of  the 
Communicants  shall  be  kept  which  shall  retain  the  cames  of  all  per- 
sons who  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Commurion  in  that 
Parish  or  Station  until  they  shall  have  ceased  to  be  Communicants 
in  the  Cure  by  eitner  (1)  death,  (2)  removal  or  (3)  repulsion  and 
suspension  or  excommunication  by  competent  authority.  In  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Parish  discriminiation  shall  be  made  by  means 
of  separate  items  between  those  who  shall  have  received  the  Holy 
Communion  at  least  once  within  two  years  preceding  such  report, 
and  all  others  whose  ramos  are  on^the  list  as  above  provided,  but 
who  shall  not  have  received  the  Communion  either  in  public  or  in  pri- 
vate during  the  two  years  precedirg  the  report,  whatever  may  have 
been  the  occasion  or  cause  of  their  neglect  of  their  privilege  and 
duty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Report  shall  also  indicate  all  the  additions 
to  the  list  of  Commuricaits  durirg  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the 
losses  by  death,  removal,  repulsion  or  susperslor.  as  required  by 
Section  V,  Canon  18.  Title  1.  ard  Section  I,  Caron  20.  Title  1.  of  the 
Digest,  and  shall  also  cor. tain,  in  addition  to  the  value  of  churches 
and  rectories,  the  amount  of  irsurarce  thereon.  Under  the  head  of 
rector's  salary  and  current  CKp^nses  shall  be  included  salarj'  of 
ministers,  choir  expenses,  wages  of  sexton,  fuel  and  lignts. 

Sec.  5.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister, 
the  Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  War- 
dens, or  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  whrse  duty  it  snail 
also  be  to  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Bishop  the  Annual  Parochial 
Report. 

Sec.  6.  Communicants  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another, 
in  the  Diocese,  shall  procure  a  certificate  as  provided  for  in  Canon 
12,  Title  2,  Sec.  1,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  7.  The  same  rule  shall  apply  in  this  Diocese  to  Communi- 
cants who  may  wish  to  be  transferred,  without  changing  their  resi- 
dence from  the  list  of  Communicants  in  one  Parish,  so  as  to  be 
received  as  Communicants  in  any  other  Parish  or  in  any  other  place 
of  worship  where  the  Holy  Communion  is  habitually  celebrated. 

Sec.  8.  No  Rector  or  other  Minister  in  charge  of  any  Parish  in 
this  Diocese  shall  receive  as  an  habitual  Communicant,  or  enter 
upon  the  list  of  Communicants  under  his  charge,  the  name  of  any 
person  who  has  been  a  Communicant  in  any  other  Parish  in  this 
Diocese  without  such  a  certificate  or  Letter  Dimissory  from  the 
Parish  to  which  said  Communicant  last  belonged. 
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Sec.  9.  Ai.y  communicant,  not  under  censure  or  ecclesiastical 
discipline,  shall  be  entitled  to  such  a  certificate  or  letter  on  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Parish  to  which  said 
Connnunicant  belongs,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  pastoral  care 
of  a  Parish,  and  in  case  of  any  person  under  discipline  the.  applica-

F«  ction  1.  At  every  Annual  Convei:ti(^n  an  election  of  a  Stand- 
ir.L;-  Commit  tec  .s/all  lu'  made:  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  four 
of  the  Clts.^y  ami  four  of  the  I  aity.  to  be  chosen  by  DalloX.  and  by 
the  cr)i.(Mirr('r.t  vote  of  opch  order,  each  Parish  having  one  vote  by 
its  deloL-aUs.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by  death  or 
ot^^rrwise.  shall  be  si'.pi)lied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
Members  and  I. ay  Members  of  the.  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and 
duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall 
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be  performed  by  the  Standing  Coramittee,  except  in  tnose  cases 
where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to 
or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  Members  of  said  Committee;  in  which 
case  such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  said  Clerical 
Members  alone;  provided  that  no  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  up- 
on a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  a 
true  record  of  their  proceedings  and  report  the  same  annually  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention.  He  shall  preserve  all  books.  Journals  and 
papers  belorging  to  said  committee,  and  transmit  the  same  to  his 
successor  in  office. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Misn'oyts  and  Offerings. 

Section  1.  All  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Cen- 
tral New  York  constitute  its  Diocesan  Missionary  Society;  and  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  II.  For  Missionary  purposes  the  Diocese  sliall  be  divided 
into  six  districts,  as  follows: 

First  District — Jefferson  and  Lewis  Counties. 

Second  District — Oneida  County,  the  Village  of  Oneida,  and  all 
the  rest  of  Madison  County  except  the  townships  including  the  Par- 
ishes of  Cazenovia,  Canastota,  Chittenango  and  Perry vllle. 

Third  District — Broome  and  Chenango  Counties. 

Fourth  District — Onondaga,  Oswego  and  Cortland  Counties,  and 
the  townships  of  Madison  County  not  included  in  the  Sectmd  Dis- 
trict. 

Fifth  District — Cayuga  and   Seneca  Counties. 

Sixth  District — Chomurg,  Tioga  and  Tompkins  Counties. 

Sec.  III.  1  The  principal  officer  of  said  Missionary  District  shall 
be  called  the  Dean  of  the  District.  He  shall  be  appointed  every 
four  years  by  the  Bishop,  from  the  Clergy  of  the  District,  after 
nomination  in  a  regular  Convocation  of  the  same.  Under  the  Bishop 
he  shall  have  the  oversight  of  all  Missionary  work  in  his  District. 

2.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer,  at  its  first  regular  Convocation  alter  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  If  the  office  of  Dean  of  any  Missionary  District  become  va- 
cant, by  removal  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  successor 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  IV.  1.  In  the  general  Missionary' work  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Bishop  shall  be  assisted  by  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Mana.^ers,  consist- 
ing, together  with  the  Bishop,  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  also  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  the  six  Deans,  and  six 
Clergymen  and  six  Laymen,  one  of  each  from  each  Missionary  Dis- 
trict, to  be  elected  severally  by  the  Convocation  of  the  District  en- 
titled to  this  representation.  In  any  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  t%  preside. 
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2.  The  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall  coLBUit  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall,  each  year, 
through  its  Secretary,  present  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  at 
its  annual  session,  a  report  of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  Conventional  year. 

3.  At  each  Annual  Convention  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers 
shall  submit  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  for  its  action,  an 
estimate  of  the  sum  required  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  current  year.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  and  deter- 
mine how  much  of  the  money  voted  by  the  Diocese  for  its  Mission- 
ary work  during  the  year  shall  be  assessed  to  eacn  District,  and 
what  part  of  it  shall  be  given  to  the  same  for  apportionment  among 
its  stipendiary  Clergy.  And  this  determination  shall  be  published 
in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall,  through  its  Treas- 
urer, prepare  for  publication  in  each  Journal  of  the  Convention,  a 
table  by  districts,  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese, 
the  sum  assessed  to  each  District  to  be  raised  for  Diocesan  Mission- 
ary work,  the  amount  assessed  by  the  District  to  each  Parish  and 
Mission  for  the  same,  and  the  sum  actually  given  for  this  purpose  -y 
each  Parish  and  Mission.  It  shall  also  contain  the  amount  of 
Stipendary  Funds  given  to  each  district,  together  with  the  sum 
apportioned  to  each  of  its  Stipendiary  Parishes  and  Missions. 

5.  Other  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  at 
the  call  of  the  Bishop,  or  in  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  of  four 
Dears.  Eleven  members  of  the  Board,  including  three  Deans,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  no  action  of 
the  Board  shall  be  valid  without  the  approval  of  the  Bishop.. 

Sec.  V.  1.  Each  Missionary  District  shill  hold  not  less  than  two 
stated  Convocations  yearly.  '  At  the  first  of  these,  which  shall  be 
held  as  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Convention  as  the 
District  may  determine,  appropriations  shall  be  made  by  it  In  aid  of 
the  Missionary  work  in  the  sai^  District  under  the  advice  or  direc- 
tion of  the  Bishop. 

2.  Each  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  seeking  aid  from  the 
Convocation  shall  make  written  application  through  its  Vestry  or 

Committee  stating  the  fdcts  necessary  to  a  full  understanding- of  the 
case,  particularly  the  number  of  contributors  and  the  amount 
pledged  or  secured  in  the  Parish  or  Station  for  the  support  of  the 
Minister. 

3.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  be  represented  in  its  Convoca- 
tion by  the  Clergy  canonically  resident,  and  by  two  Lay  Delegates 
from  each  of  its  Parishes  -and  Missions. 

4.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  have  power  to  assess  upon 
its  own  Parishes  and  Missions  whatever  sum  may  canonically  be 
required  of  it  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  mon- 
eys raised  or  collected  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  promptly  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Managers,  and  by  him  paid  to  the  Missionaries  on  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  District. 
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5.  At  least  two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Secretary  of  each  Missionary  District  shall  make  report 
of  the  year's  work  of  the  District  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  including  the  items  called  for  in  Seciion  iV,  4,  of  this 
Canon. 

•  6.  Any  missionary  District  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop, 
undertake  special  Missionary  work,  provided  it  shall  first  have  com- 
plied with  all  canonical  requirements,  and  shall  be  free  to  makv  'tg 
own  regulatiOES  and  conduct  its  own  Missionary  work  in  all  ways 
not  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  in  charge  of  a  Parish 
or  Mission  to  attend  all  Convocations  of  his  District,  and  to  report 
to  the  same  the  Missionary  work  done  in  his  Cure. 

Sec,  VI.  1.  Offerings  shall  be  made  systematically  in  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  as  follows: 

For  the  Communion  Alms  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month. 

For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Domestic  or  General,  on  a  Sunday  in 
Advent. 

For  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  Christmas  Day. 

For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Foreign  or  General,  on  a  Sunday 
after  the  Kpiphany. 

For  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Central  New  York,  or 
the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  New  York,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister,  on  Whit  Sunday. 

For  tne  increase  of  the  Ministry,  on  Easter,  or  some  other  near 
and  convenient  Sunday. 

For  Deficiency  in  Income  from  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese, 
on  the  fourth  Sundays  in  March  and  September. 

For  the  Mission  among  the  Deaf-Mutes  In  the  Diocese,  on  the 
Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  or  on  the  Sunday  next  before  Adv^r^t. 

2.  Ofterlngs  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  made  in  every 
Parish  and  Mission  In  the  Diocese  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each 
month,  when  one  of  the  above  named  Sundays  Is  not  the  third 
Sunday.  All  sucfh  offerings  shall  be  forwarded  promptly  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  District. 

It  Is  also  recommended  fhat  th«  Minister  of  each  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, at  the  Episcopal  visitation,  ask  an  offering  which  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for 
the  benefit  of  needy  persons,  and  which  shall  be  called  Bishop's 
Relief  Fund. 

CANON  XI 

Of  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the   Diocese,    it   shall    be    the    duty    of    the   Treasurer    of    the 
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Diocese  to  present  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  that  will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  and  expenses  of  the  Convention,  adding  thereto  the 
liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said  fund,  if  there  be  any. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee,  upon  receipt  of 
this  estimate,  to  assess  this  amount  upon  the  Parishes  and  Church- 
es of  the  Diocese,  at  the  rate  of  an  uniform  per-cent.  upon  the 
amount  last  previously  reported  to  the  Convention  and  printed  in 
the  Journal  under  the  head  of  "Rector's  Salary  and  Current  Ex- 
penses" as  defined  in  Canon  Vll,  Sec.  4,  not  including  any  amount 
that  may  have  been  given  to  the  Parish  cr  Church,  or  its  Minister, 
by  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  any  other  Mission- 
ary organization.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  to  re- 
port to  the  Conventitm  the  schedule  of  assessments  thus  apportioned 
and  when  the  Convention  shall  have  adopted  the  same,  with  such 
amondnients  as  it  may  deem  necessaiy,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
Parishes  and  Churches,  and  shall  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the 
Journal. 

Sec.  ;{.  Tiie  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Parish  and  Church  of 
the  quota  thus  assij^ned  to  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector, 
Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  each  Parish  or  Church,  or  the  Minister 
and  Trustees— if  there  be  no  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen — to 
seci  that  the  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese,  be  forwarded  to  the 
Treasurer  in  (iiiarterly  installments,  so  that  the  whole  amount  be 
paid  Ijefore  the  first,  day  of  Alay  in  each  year.  ^ 

Sec.  4.  It  sliall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  present  to  the 
St'('r«'tary  oi"  the  Cfjiiveiitiou,  at  the  opening  of  each  Session,  a  list 
of  such  Parishes  i>r  Churches  as  are  in  arrears  to  the  Diocesan  Kxpense 
I'unii  Willi  lli<- :inr>uiit  •)£  sucii  arrears,  that  the  same  may  be  placed  in 
tlie  hair's  (it  ilii^  ('(jiuniittee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  and 
eaeli  swell  Parisli  or  c  hureh,  si. all  be  excluded  from  representation 
in  tl't^  Cnnveniion.  until  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  unless  the 
sum  in  arrears  he  remitted  hy  the  Convention  itself,  for  reasons 
whieh  are  saiisfactory  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XII 

( ff  f/n:  C/(iistnn(s  Fund. 

Seetiou  1.  All  moneys  raised  or  contributed  for  the  Relief  of 
Disahh'd  Clergy  and  tin'  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy, 
shall  he  i)ai.l  to  thr  Cori)oration  known  as  **The  Trusiees  of  the 
Christinas  Fund  lA'  the  l)i(  ccrsr  of  Central  New  York."  And  ii  shall 
b(»  ilif  duty  of  the  Conv<MUion  ai  each  of  its  annual  meetings  to  nom- 
inate hy  hallot  one  perscjn  to  act  as  Trustee  in  the  said  corporation 
to  fill  the  vaeaney  whieh  by  the  hy-laws  of  said  corporaiion  will  then 
occur,  and  to  nominate  in  like  manner  other  persons  to  fill  any  other 
vacancies  in  the  said  hoard  that  may  have  occurred  during  the  year 
since  the  last  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  (?very  Parish  in  the  Diocese  there  shall  be  made  an- 
nually, on  Christmas  day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  benefit  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.    It  shall  be  the  dut7  of  every 
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Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  of  this  collection  to  the  Congregation, 
and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish  to  forward  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergy 
shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Bishop  that  the  Individual  has  labored  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  (.except 
In  the  case  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never 
removed  therefrom),  and  Is  disabled  by  age  or  physical  Infirmity 
from  having  a  parochial  charge;  but  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
for  a  larger  sum  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  It  shall 
be  paid  semi-annually,  on  the  first  of  January  and  July. 

Sec.  4.  All  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  or  chil- 
dren of  a  deceased  Clergyman  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  on  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  ttiat  the  person  or 
persons  is  the  widow  or  minor  child  or  children  of  a  deceased  Cler- 
gyman who  was  a  canonical  resident  of  the  Diocese  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  and  who  had  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  (except  In  the  case  of  Clergymen 
ordained  In  the  Diocese  and  having  never  removed  therefrom),  but 
no  appropriation  for  this  purpose  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum 
than  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  on 
the  first  of  April  and  October;  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  paid  to 
the  widow  after  she  is  married  again,  or  to  orphan  or  orphans  after 
having  attained  the  age  of  majority. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  shall  have  power 
to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  towards  the  funeral 
expenses  of  a  deceased  beneficiary. 

Sec.  6.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  and  not  needed  for 
present  relief  shall  be  loarod  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security 
upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy  per  cent,  of 
the  appraised  value  of  the  property,  inclusive  of  buildin.c:s,  with 
proper  insurance  on  the  buildings,  the  appraisal  to  be  made  by  an 
appraiser  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  purpose,  or  saia  moneys 
may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this  State,  or  of  the 
United  States;  and  all  securities  or  investments  shall  be  taken  or 
made  in  the  names  of  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  as 
Trustees  of  the  Fund:  and  they  shall  have  the  power  from  time  to 
time  to  change  such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  7.  A  statement  of  the  proceed ings  of  said  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund,  exliibiting  the  condition  of  the  Fund  her«M)y  en- 
trusted to  their  charge,  to.:j:ether  with  the  ite.nis  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, with  the  vouchers  thereof,  slial]  bo  rei)orted  to  the  ap- 
propriate committee  according  to  Canon  XIV,  signed  by  said  Trus- 
tees or  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  the  Fund  for  the  Snjtport  0/  ///»•  Kpisropntr. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Con- 
vention to  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  In  this  Diocese  shall  be  entrusted.     It  shall  be

the  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary; 
and  CO  act  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  va  id  unless  authorized  by  a  res 
olutlon  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority 
of  the  same  and  recorded  by  their  Secretary  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as 
the  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  to  be  opened  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Convention.  The  said  Trustees  shall  hold  their  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Convention;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  by  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  securities 
on  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
appraised  value  of  the  property,  inclusive  of  buildings,  with  proper 
Insurance  on  the  buildings;  the  api>r::isal  to  be  made  by  one  ap- 
praiser, appointed  by  the  Trusteed  for  that  purpose,  or  said  moneys 
may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States:  and  all  securities  or  investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in 
the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  In  office  as 
Trustees  of  said  Fund ;  and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time 
to  change  such  securities  and  investments. 

Sec.  3.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  first  days  of  July,  October,  January 
and  April,  in  each  fiscal  year,  and  the  Trustees  of  tiie  Episcopate 
Fund  shall  remit  quarterly,  in  anticipation  of  such  payments,  all 
sums  received  by  them  as  income  of  said  Fund,  and  the  receipt  of 
said  Treasurer  shall  be  a  proper  voucher  for  said  Trustees  in  ren- 
dering their  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  With  a  view  to  the  further  increase  of  the  principal  cf 
the  sai'l  Fund,  such  portions  of  the  contributions  of  the  Diccese  as 
may  bo  given  or  appropriated  for  tnat  purpose  shall  be  pail  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  the  order  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  v*^ 
invested  by  them  for  accumulation  and  without  diminution.  i:rtil  the 
further  order  of  the  Convention;  and  all  moneys  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  said  Trustees  for  investment  shall  be  deposited  in  some 
safe  bank  in  tuis  State,  to  the  credit  of  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board 

S(x^.  5.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhib- 
iting: the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charge,  to- 
gether with  the  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  the 
vouchers  thereof,  shall  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Committee 
according  to  Canon  XIV. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  tfir  FiscftI  ^'(•ar  (tml  Financial  Reports 

Section  ].  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  May  annually.  an<i  end  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  fol- 
lowing. And  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  and  all  Trustees  having 
in  charge  any  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocese  shall  annually  make 
their  reports  to  the  appropriate  Standing  Committees  on  or  before 
the  futeenth  of  May  in  each   year. 

Sec.  2.     Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual 
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Convention  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Annual  convention  next 
ensuing,  as  follows: 

1.  On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  consisting 
of  three  Laymen. 

2.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate,  consistiDg  of  three  Laymen. 

3.     On  the  report  cf   the  Trustee  j  of   the  Chri^.  t  iias  Fund,  con- 
sisting of  three  Laymen. 

4.    On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  con- 
sisting of  three  Laymen. 

6.    On  the  Report  of  the  Trustee  of  the  Van  Wagenen  Mission-' 
ary  Fund,  consisting  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  these  several  committees 
to  meet  in  each  year  at  some  time  between  the  fifteenth  of  May  and 
the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  at  the  place  where  the 
Treasurer  resides,  or  where  the  funds  are  held,  and  make  an  exam- 
ination into  all  books,  papers,  vouchers,  etc.,  relating  to  the  respec- 
tive funds  held  by  the  Treasurer  or  Trustees,  and  prepare  a  report 
to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Convention  next  ersuing.  An  abstract 
of  each  report  with  such  resolutions  as  may  be  proposed,  and  the 
reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  constituted  by  this  Canon  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  time  to  permit 
him  to  cause  the  same  to  be  printed,  and  sent  to  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates,  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XV. 

Of  Vavnnt  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant  it  shall  be  tho 
duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immmedlate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Dio- 
cese, who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply 
such  vacant  Parishes  as  have  been  reported  to  l:im,  at  srch  t'mo*?  zs 
may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
vacant  Churches  thus  supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  Incident  to 
such  occasional  services. 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  Elect ioHH 

Section  1.  All  the  Ofllcers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot.  Election  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  an  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  in  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

Sec.  2.  To  facilitate  the  stated  election  by  ballot,  tne  Secretary 
shall  provide  sheets  of  paper  with  printed  headings,  containing  tho 
titles  of  the  various  offices  to  be  filled  by  ballot,  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention;  and  all  such  officers  may  be  voted  for 
at  one  balloting.    No  printed  ballots  shall  be  allowed. 
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Sec.  3.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  officers  by  the 
Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  m  office  until 
others  be  chosen. 

Sec  4.  In  case  of  vacancies  in  oitice,  occurring-  during"  recess,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop,  to  till  ad  interim,  any  position  which  the  Convention, 
if  in  session,  might  fill. 

CANX)N  XVII 

Of  Attend inff  the  Meetings  of  the  Cvnvention. 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  at  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  consequence 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon 
them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  consider- 
able distance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the 
expor.ses  of  their  Clergy  in  attending  the  Conventloii,  either  by  a 
collection  in  Church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 

Sec.  o.  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  dur- 
ing icS  session  without  having  applied  for  ard  received  leave  of  ab- 
sence. 

CANON  XVIII 

Of  thr  Trial  af  (t  OU'njf/inan  not  t)(:iu(j  a  BisJtop 

Wh or. ever  any  Minister  of  t]:o  Diocese,  not  being  a  Hishop 
tluM'fof,  yliall  bt'CDmo  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  pn- 
visior.s  oi"  any  Car.on  of  tl^.e  General  or  Diocesan  Conventio:.,  the 
mole  of  pioceeiiings  in  this  Dicccse  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

S'rti(;n  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  In  writing.  a;l- 
(lre^■s^^l  {()  the  iiishop  of  the  Dioce.st'.  specifying  tlie  offoiisos  of 
whicli  !])('  necused  is  alleged  to  bo  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty 
as  If)  time.  i)lace  antl  circumstances  Such  presentment  may  be 
mad«»  l)y  tit*  major  i)art  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  oi 
any  Cluircli  el'  w  liieli  llir  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  throe  Pre^- 
])y(i'rs  ill"  tl'is  I)ioo(^s^'  oniiTlcd  to  srats  in  the  Coiuention  or  as  nerr'- 
inal'ii  r  nuM.tiont-d.  Wlionrver  fn;ni  public  rumor,  or  othewise.  the 
Dis'.(  j)  slr'll  havi-  r;ason  to  bcli<'vo  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  tl:e 
iniiM.i:!ti(»!i  of  l.a\ii!.u  luM-n  .^uilty  (,['  any  offense  or  miscordiict.  for 
v.-liio!'.  lie  i--  liMl'h-  to  l>o  tried,  and  that  ih(^  interest  of  the  Church  re- 
(Hiiics  an  invtsiiuatit)!!.  it  sliall  l»o  his  duty  to  appoiu:  live  per.-?:)rs. 
of  whom  three  at  bast  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  cast^ — a 
inajerity  td'  whom  may  inak«^  <^r.oh  cxamiration;  and  IT  there  is,  in 
their  oi)lnion.  sutbcit^it  i;roun(l  for  i)resentment,  shall  present  the 
Cloi'izyruan   accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  ma<le  in  any  of  the  modes  above 
prescribed,  the  T^ishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  api>ear  to  him 
to  bo  such  as  to  constitute  an  ofl'enso.  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  allege 
facts  some  of  which  do.  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  of- 
fense, he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  resiaue,  or  he  may 
permit  it  to  be  amended.     When  it  shall  be  allowed  In  whole  or  In 
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part,  tte  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, and  shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese, 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parUes  to  the  pre- 
sentnaent,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five 
of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop;  and  if  he 
shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected 
shall  form  a  board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn,  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  al- 
ways within  the  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meet 
ing  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting  on  the 
accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  theiv 
those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  fr6m  time  to  time;  and  if  after 
ore  adjourcment  or  more  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the 
whole  number  v/ill  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who 
do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  corstitute  the  Board,  and 
proceed  to  the  trial  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  (luestioiis. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  du:y  of  the  Bishop 
to  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  be- 
fore the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial  as  before  mentioned  he 
shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial, 
the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless 
for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceeds  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hoar 
such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced;  which  evidence  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  some 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may.  at  the  desire  of 
either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  ur  allirmation  to 
the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  trutli  and 
nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  present- 
ment. If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  tbo  truth 
of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  ciispers3 
with  hearing  further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
their  opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  tlie  Bishop,  and 
it  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  wit- 
ness can  not  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a 
commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary 
may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying 
shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days*  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  wi.-m  the  notice 
shall  be  served  shall  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of 
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examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every 
twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and 
examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by 
the  commissary  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  ex- 
amined before  such  commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evide:.c£?. 
shall  declare  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctlv 
staling  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  Such  charges 
respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  tiieir  opinion 
shoiikl  be  pronounced:  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without 
i\e.?.y  ro:i:mi:nicated  to  the  accused;  and  the  original  decision,  tu- 
getlur  with  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
prurcrrce  sv.ch  canonical  serterce  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
rec:^mn^.prded  by  the  Board;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Be- 
fore proi  onrcing  any  sentence  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused 
a:?r:  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as 
may  in  Ins  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  desig- 
y?rr'i\  1  y  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  opened  at  Vie  time 
to  :  11  pf^isnns  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
ar.d  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  Bur  the  Bishop,  if 
he  i-\p.\\  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial 
to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  1:? 
appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  bt- 
forr^  mentioned. 

Pec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Car  en  nay 
b^^  served  by  a  summonor  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the 
pur;  f  se  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall 
be  evi'lence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  oiner  person,  the 
fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  aflBdavit  of  such  person.  A  written  no- 
tice nr  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper-- 
provided,  however,  that  the  service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice 
of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
counsel:  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  other- 
wise, those  who  present  shall  have  like  privilege;  which  counsel 
shall  in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a 
Clergyman,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  for 
that  purpose  shall,  after  final  decision  be  deliverea  to  their  Sec- 
retary.

Of  thf'  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 
The  Bishop  may  nominate  for  the  approval  of  the  Convention  a 
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person  skilled  in  ecclesiastical  and  civil  law  to  be  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  oflflce  shall  be  to  act  as  legal  adviser  ara  coun- 
sellor to  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  ecclesiastical  courts 
and  t^e  Convention,  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

CANON  XX 

Of  Pa  rock  ia  I  Lim  Us. 

No  Parish  cf  this  Church  shall  be  organized  in  s.ny  town,  city 
or  village  where  one  already  exists,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  no  edifice  for 
public  worship  shall  be  erected  by  said  Parish  within  one-half  mile 
of  the  Church  building  already  in  existence. 

CANON    XXI 

0/  titi'  Rtttrement  of  a  Minister  from  ih?  Active  Duties  of  his  Office. 

Any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  in  good  standing  who  has 
reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  desires  to  retire  from  the 
active  duties  of  the  Ministry  by  reason  of  disability  shall,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop  be  entitled  upon  his  retirement,  to 
receive  a  pension  of  SSOO  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  by  the  Treas- 
urer provided  he  has  been  engajred  tweiity-tive  years  in  the  work  of 
the  Ministry  in  this  Diocese.  The  amount  needed  for  such  pension 
shall  be  added  to  the  Diocesan  Kxpense  Fund.

V.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  deuated  until  it  Is  seconded,  and 
when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  the  debate: 
and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  when  required  by  the 
President  or  any  member. 

VI.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  aistinct  proposi- 
tions, any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 
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VII.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, except  to  lay  it  on  the  table;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely;  to 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time;  to  commit  it,  cr  amend  it;  and  motions 
for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here 
named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  when  no 
member  is  speakirg,  and  sliall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  if  it 
be  negatived  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has 
Intervened. 

VIII.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate; but  any  matter  thus  laid  on  the  table  may  be  called  up  again 
during  the  same  session  on  the  motion  of  any  member  who  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

IX.  On  the  question  being  put  by  the  Presiflent  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it;  but  any  memoer 
may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shali 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair — or  any  three  votes  may,  pievious  to  a 
decision  by  count.  re^iUire  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  and  tne 
Churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  tae  Journal. 

X.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  nays  to  be  taken  by 
orders,  and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XI.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  tlie  same  ques- 
tion without  leave  of  the  House. 

XII.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during 
the  same  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
the  Convention;  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being 
made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision;  nor  shall  any 
question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XIII.  All  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall, 
upon  reading  or  presentation  of  the  same,  become  the  property  of 
the  Convention  without  any  motion  for  acceptance,  and  any  report 
recommending  action  by  the  Convention  shall  be  accompanied  with 
a  Resolution. 

XIV.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  un- 
less otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House;  in  which  case  they 
shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 

XV.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or 
rescinded  without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  to  that 
effect,  unless  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  en- 
titled to  vote. 

XVI.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected and  approved. 

XVII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet 
at  9  o'clock  In  the  morning;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o  clock  In 
the  afternoon,  and  from  6  to  7;  30  in  the  evening.

vote  at  such  meeting. 

The  presence  of  at  least  six  persons  qualified  to  vote  thereat 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  such  meeting.  The 
action  of  the  meeting  upon  any  matter  or  question  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  thereon,  a  quorum  being 
present. 

The  officiatihg  Minister,  or  if  there  be  non^,  or  he  shall  be  ne- 
cessarily absent,  any  other  person  qualifle.i  to  vote  at  the  meeting, 
who  is  called  to  the  Chair,  shall  preside  thereat.  Such  presiding 
officer  shall  receive  the  votes,  be  the  judge  of  the  qualifications  of 
voters  and  declare  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  meetitng. 

The  polls  of  the  meeting  shall  remain  open  for  one  hour  or 
longer,  in  the  discretion  of  the  presidirg  officer,  or,  if  required,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present. 

The  meeting  shall  decide  whether  such  unincorporated  Parish 
or  Congregation  shall  become  incorporated.  If  such  decision  be  in 
favor  of  incorporation,  such  meeting  shall  decide  upon  the  name  of 
the  proposed  corporation;  what  secular  day  of  the  week,  beginning 
with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  shall  be  the  date  of  the  regular 
annual  election;  whether  the  Vestrymen  thereof  shall  be  three,  six 
or  nine;  and  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  the  persons  qualified  to  be 
voters  thereat,  who  have  been  baptized,  one-third  of  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  so  decided  upon  to  hold  office  until  the  first  annual  elec- 
tion to  be  held  thereafter,  one-third  of  such  number  to  hold  office 
until  one  year  after  such  annual  election,  and  ore-third  of  such  num- 
ber to  hold  office  until  two  years  after  such  annual  election;  and 
shall  elect  from  such  qualified  voters  who  are  Com/nunicanis  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  two  p(?rsor.«^  to  be  Churchwardens 
thereof;one  to  hold  office  until  such  annual  election,  and  one  to  hold 
office  until  one  year  after  such  annual  election. 

Sec.  2.  Section  thirty-one  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  ;>i.  The  Certificate  of  Inonrporation. — If  such  meutirc:  shall 
decid3  1:1  favor  of  incorporation  and  comply  v.ith  the  next  i)roce(ling 
section,  the  presiding  officer  of  such  meetini^  and  at  loast  two  other 
persons  present  and  voting  thereat,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge 
a  certificate  of  incorporation  setting  forth:

4.  The  day  of  the  week,  commencing  with  the  first  Sunday  in 
Advent,  upon  which  the  annual  election  shall  be  held; 

5.  The  number  of  Vestrymen  decided  upon  at  such  meeting; 
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6.  The  names  of  the  Vestrymen  elected  at  sucli  meeting  and 
the  term  of  office  of  each; 

7.  The  names  of  the  Churchwardens  elected  at  such  meeting, 
and  the  term  of  office  of  each. 

On  liling  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  tiie  County,

Notice  of  such  annual  election  shall  be  read  by  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  by  the  officiating  Minis- 
ter or  by  a  Churchwarden  thereof,  on  each  of  the  two  Sundays  next 
preceding  such  election,  in  the  time  of  divine  service,  or  if,  for  any 
reason,  the  usual  place  of  worship  of  the  Parish  be  not  open  for 
divine  service,  the  notice  shall  be  posted  conspicuously  on  the  outer 
door  of  the  place  of  worship  for  two  weeks  -  next  preceding  the 
election.

Sec.  6.  Section  thirty-five  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  35.  Changing  date  of  annual  election,  number  and  terms  of 
office  of  Vestrymen  and  terms  of  office  of  Churchwardens  in  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Churches  heretofore  incorporated. — If  the  Vestry 
of  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Parish,  heretofore  incorporated,  shall,  by 
resolution,  recommend  that  the  date  of  the  Annual  Election  be 
changed  to  a  secular  day  in  the  week,  beginning  with  the  first  Sun- 
day in  Advent,  or  that  the  number  of  Vestrymen  be  changed  to 
three,  six  or  nine,  and  that  the  terms  of  office  of  the  Churchwardens 
be  changed  so  that  one  warden  shall  be  elected  annually,  notice  of 
such  recommendation  or  recommendations  shall  be  included  in  the 
notice  of  the  next  Annual  Election  of  such  Parish  ana  be  submitted 
to  such  meeting.  If  such  recommendation  or  recommendations  be 
ratified  at  such  meeting,  the  presiding  officer  thereof  and  at  least 
two  qualified  voters  present  thereat,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge 
a  certificate  setting  forth  such  resolution  of  the  vestry;  the  fact  that 
notice  thereof  had  been  given  with  the  notice  of  the  annual  election; 
that  such  meeting  had  ratified  the  same;  the  date  determined  upon 
for  the  annual  election  of  the  Parish;  the  number  of  Vestrymen  so 
decided  on.  and  the  fact  that  the  meeting  determined  to  thereafter 
elect  Churchwardens  so  that  the  term  of  one  Warden  shall  expire 
annually. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  in  which  the  original  certificate  of  incorporation  is  filed  and 
recorded.  If  the  meeting  determined  to  change  the  aate  of  the  an- 
nual election,  the  next  annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  day  in 
the  week  beginning,  with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  determined  on 
by  such  meeting,  and  the  terms  of  the  Vestrymen  and  Church- 
wardens which,  pursuant  to  law,  would  expire  at  the  next  annual 
election,  shall  expire,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  on  such 
day. 

If  the  meeting  determine  to  change  the  number  of  Vestrymen 
and  manner  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  there  shall  be 
elected  at  the  first  annual  election  thereafter,  one-third  of  tne  num- 
ber of  Vestrymen  so  determined  on,  to  hold  office  for  three  years, 
one-third  thereof  to  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  one-third  thereof 
to  hold  office  for  one  year;  and  one  Churchwarden  to  hold  office  for 
one  year,  and  one  to  hold  for  two  years;  and  thereafter  at  the  an- 
nual election  there  shall  be  elected  one-third  of  the  number  of  Ves- 
trymen determined  on  at  such  meeting  and  one  Churcnwarden. 

Sec.  7.  Section  thirty-six  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  36.    Changing  the  qualification  of  voters  and  the  qualifica- 
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tions  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. — If  the  Vestry  of  a   Protestant 
Episcopal  Parish  heretofore  incorporated  shall,  by  resolution,  rccom — 
mend  that  the  qualifications  of  voters    and    the    qualifications    cE" 
Warders  and  Vestrymen  De  changed  to  conform  in  bota  cases  to  tht^s- 
requirement  of  sections  thirty-three  of  this  statute,  notice  of  suclm^ 
recommendation  or  recommeiidaticrs  shall  be  included  in  the  notlce=- 
of  the  next  annual  election  of  such  Parish,  and  be  submitted  to  th«=r- 
meeting.     If  such  recommendation  cr  recommendations  be  ratifie*— 
by  such  meeting     the  presiding     officer  thereof  and     at  least  twt^w 

qualified  voters  present  thereat  shall  execute  and  acknowledge  a  cer 

tificate  setting  forth  such  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  the  fact  thai — 

notice  thereof  had  been  given  with  the  notice  of  such  annual  elec 

tion.  and  that  the  meeting  had  ratified  the  same.

Sec.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


(2.)     An  Act  to  Amend  th:  Reli  ious  Corporations  Law. 
Became  a  Law  April  19,  1900. 

Section  1.  Section  eleven  of  Article  one  of  Chapter  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  cmty-- 
five.  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  religious  corporations,  consti- 
tutirg  chapter  forty-two  of  the  general  laws,"  and  Known  as  the 
religious  corporations  law,  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred 
and  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen,  hundred  and  ninety-six  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  11.  Sale,  mortgage  and  lease  of  real  property  of  religious 
corporatiors. — A  religious  corporation  shall  not  sell  or  mortgage  any 
of  its  real  property  without  applying  for  and  obtaining  leave  of  the 
court  therefor  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. The  Trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  shall  not  vote  upoti  anv  resolution  or  proposition  for  the  sale 
mortgage  or  lease  of  its  real  property  unless  the  Rector  of  suca 
Church,  if  it  then  has  a  Rector,  shall  be  present,  and  shall  rot  make 
application  to  the  court  for  leave  to  sell  or  mortgage  any  of  its  real 
property  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  to  which  such  Church  belongs;  but  in  case  the  See  be 
vacant,  or  the  Bishop  be  absent  or  unable  to  act,  the  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  with  their  certificate  of  the  vacancy  of  the  See 
or  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop  shall  suffice.  •  • 
The  petition  of  the  Trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  *  *  *  shall,  in  addition  to  the  matters  required  by  the 
code  of  civil  procedure  to  be  set  forth  therein,  set  forth  that  this 
section  has  also  been  complied  with.  But  lots,  plots  or  burial  per- 
mits in  a  cemetery  owneil  by  a  religious  corporation  may  be  sold 
without  applying  for  or  obtaining  leave  of  the  court.  No  cemetery 
lands  of  a  religious  corporation  shall  be  mortgaged  wnile  used  for 
cemetery  purposes. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

(1.)     An    Act    for    thj   Incorparition  of  Saclctrcs  to   Establish   Free 
Churches.     Passed  April  30,  1654. 

The   People  of   the  J^tate  of  N^tv    York    rejyresented  in   Saute    and 
Assembly  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Any  seven  or  more  persons  of  full  age,  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  majority  of  them  being  residents  of  this 
State,  who  shall  associate  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  founding 
and  continuing  one  or  more  Free  Churches,  may  make,  sign  and 
acknowledge,  before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  deeds  of  land  to  be  recorded  in  this  State  and  may  lile  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  also  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  in  which  any  such  Church  is  to  be  established,  a  certificate 
In  writing,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name  or  title  'jy  which  such 
society  shall  be  known  in  the  law,  the  purpose  of  its  organization, 
and  the  names  of  seven  trustees  of  whom  not  less  tnan  live  shall 
be  persons  who  are  not  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  or  priests  or  acy  de- 
nomination, to  manage  the  same;  but  such  certificate  shall  not  be 
filed  unless  with  the  written  cor  sent  and  approbation  of  a  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  district  in  which  any  such  Church  shall  be 
Intended  to  be  established,  or  in  the  city  of  New  York,  of  a  Judgo  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  the  said  city,  to  be  Indorsed  on  such  certifi- 
cate. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate,  the  persons  named 
therein  as  trustees  and  their  successors,  being  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  residents  of  this  State,  shall  be  a  body  pontic  and  cor- 
porate, with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  duties,  and  subject  to  all 
the  restrictions  and  obligations  and  other  provisions,  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  applicable  and  consistent  with  this  act  specified  and 
contained  in  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Be- 
nevolent, Charitable.  Scientific  and  Missionary  Societies."  passed 
April  12,  1848,  and  the  act  amending  the  same  passeu  April  *,  1349, 
except  that  the  limitation  in  the  first  of 'the  said  acts  of  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  that  may  be  hold  by  any  society  in  the  city  or  county 
.  of  New  York,  incorporated  under  this  act,  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
any  Church  edifice  erected  or  owned  by  such  society,  or  the  lot  of 
giound  on  which  the  same  may  be  built,  and  except  that  the  provis- 
ion In  the  first  of  the  said  acts,  in  relation  to  the  personal  liability 
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of  the  trustees,  shall  be  applicable  oDly  to  the  trustees  who  shall 
have  assenied  to  the  creation  of  any  debt. 

Sec.  3.  Any  vacancies  occuring  in  the  said  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  remainirg  trustees  at  any  legal  meeting  of 
the  members;  but  there  shall  always  be  at  least  live  members  of 
the  Board  who  are  cot  miristers  of  the  Gospel  or  priests  of  any  de- 
nomination. 

Sec.  4.  The  seats  or  pews  in  every  Church  building  or  edifice 
owned  or  occupied  by  any  corporation  orgacized  under  this  Act  shall 
be  forever  free  for  the  occupation  and  use  during  public  worship,  of 
all  persons  choosing  to  occupy  the  same,  and  conducting  themselves 
with  propriety;  and  ro  rent,  charge  or  exaction  shall  ever  be  made 
or  (lenianded  for  such  <jc:umitio!i  or  use;  nor  shall  any  real  estate 
belor^iug  to  such  corporation  be  sold  or  mortgaged  by  the  trust- 
ees thereof,  unices  by  the  direction  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  be 
given  in  the  same  marrer,  and  in  the  like  cases,  tis  provided  by  law 
in  relaticn  to  religious  corporations.

He  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  once  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Rome,  Italy  and 
preached  once  in  the  sam^  church,  b  )th  by  invitation  of  the  Rector. 
These  are  all  the  opportunities,  he  has  had  to  officiate  in  public.

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Frederic  Dan  Huntington  was  born  in  Hadley  Mass., 
May  28.  1819,  the  youngest  of  seven  sons  of  the  Rev.  Dan 
Huntington  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Porter  Phelps.  The 
Rev.  Dan  Huntington,  a  graduate  of  Yale  College  and  for  a 
time  tutor  in  that  institution,  was  for  a  number  of  years  an 
orthodox  Congregational  Minister,  but  subsequently  became 
a  Unitarian  of  the  Channing  tj^pe.  The  son,  after  studying 
at  the  Hopkins  Academy,  was  graduated  from  Amherst 
College  in  1839  as  the  Valedictorian  of  his  class,  and  from 
the  Harvard  Divinity  School  in  1842.  He  was  at  once  or- 
dained and  settled  as  pastor  of  the  South  Congregational 
(Unitarian)  Church  of  Boston.  In  1855  he  became  preacher 
to  Harvard  College  and  the  first  Plummer  Professor  of 
Christian  Morals.  In  1843  he  served  as  Chaplain  to  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature.  On  March  25,  i860,  he  with- 
drew from  the  Unitarian  denomination  and  was  Confirmed 
by  the  Bishop  of  Massachusetts.  Receiving  Holy  Orders 
he  immediately  organized  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston,  and 
was  its  Rector  until  he  was  elected  First  Bishop  of  the  new 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York.  He  had  previously  been 
elected  Bishop  of  Maine  but  had  declined  the  oflice.  He 
was  consecrated  to  the  Episcopate  in  Emmanuel  Church, 
Boston,  on  the  8th  of  April,  1869.  Bishop  Smith,  of  Ken- 
tucky, then  Presiding  Bishop,  was  the  Chief  Consecrator ; 
Bishop  Coxe,  of  Western  New  York,  was  the  preacher ;  and 


Bishop  Eastburn  of  Massachusetts,  Bishop  Horatio  Potter  of 
New  York,  Bishop  Clark  of  Rhode  Island,  Bishop  Randall 
of  Colorado,  Bishop  Neely  of  Maine,  Bishop  Morris  of 
Oregon,  Bishop  Littlejohn  of  Long  Island,  and  Bishop 
Doane  of  Albany,  joined  in  the  Laying  on  of  Hands.  The 
Rev.  Walter  Ayrault  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Clarke  were 
the  attending  presbyters. 

The  next  day  Bishop  Huntington  ordained  his  eldest 
son  to  the  Priesthood,  and  on  the  Sunday  of  the  Good  Shep- 
herd Confirmed  fifty-three  of  his  old  parishioners  at  Em- 
manuel Church.  On  April  15th  hie  commenced  his  visitations 
in  Central  New  York  Confirming  fifty-three  persons  in. 
Grace  Church,  Utica,  of  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  M.  Van 
Deusen  was  Rector. 

At  the  time  when  Dr.  Huntington  was  made  Bishop 
there  were  in  the  Diocese  one  hundred  and  six  parishes 
and  missions  and  seventy  clergymen.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  the  parishes  numbered  one  hundred  and  forty-five  and 
the  Clergy  one  hundred  and  seventeen. 

On  the  8th  of  April,  1894,  by  a  happy  coincidence  the 
Sunday  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  the  twenty-fifth  anniversarj^ 
of  the  Bishop's  Consecration,  was  observed  throughout  the 
Diocese.  Historical  addresses  were  delivered  in  the  parish 
churches  and  an  ofiering  of  more  than  $4,000.00  was  made 
as  a  testimonial  of  esteem  and  affection.  This  celebration 
was  appropriately  concluded  at  the  annual  Diocesan  Con- 
vention on  Wednesday,  June  13,  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syra- 
cuse, when  there  were  present  three  Bishops  and  ninety-eight 
other  clergymen,  and  ninety-nine  lay  delegates  representing 
fifty-eight  parishes  of  the  Diocese.  The  Anniversary  sermon 
was  preached  by  Bishop  Henry  C.  Potter,  of  New  York,  and 
addresses  were  made  by  Bishop  A.  Cleveland  Coxe,  of 
Western  New  York ;  the  Rev.  John  Brainard,  D.  D.,  pres- 
ident of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  Mr.  Wm.  M.  White,., 
of  Utica. 


On  September  4,  1843,  Dr.  Huntington  was  married  to 
Miss  Hannah  Dane  Sargent,  daughter  of  Captain  Epes 
Sargent.  Seven  children  were  born  to  them  of  whom  five 
lived  to  maturity,  the  Rev.  George  Putnam  Huntington,  D. 
D. ;  the  Rev.  ^ames  Otis  Sargent  Huntington,  Superior  of 
the  Order  of  the  Holy  Cross  ;  Miss  Arria  Sargent  Hunting- 
ton, Miss  Ruth  Gregson  Huntington  (Mrs.  Archibald  L. 
Sessions)  and  Miss  Mary  Lincoln  Huntington. 

Bishop  Huntington  died  on  July  11,  1904,  at  his  home 
in  Hadley,  Mass.  His  eldest  son,  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  P. 
Huntington,  died  on  the  same  day  at  his  home  in  St. 
Thomas'  Rectory,  Hanover,  N.  H.  Funeral  services  for 
father  and  son,  the  Bishop  and  the  Priest,  were  held  at  the 
homestead  on  Thursday,  July  14,  Bishop  Charles  Tyler 
Olmsted,  officiating,  and  burial  was  made  in  the  Cemetery 
of  Old  Hadley.

H^morial  ^^rmon* 


The  following  sermon,  mennorial  of  Bishop  Hunting- 
ton, was  preached  by  the  present  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in 
Grace  Church,  Utica,  on  Sunday,  October  2d,  1904.  being 
the  second  anniversary  of  his  consecration  in  that  Church. 


"Be  ye  followers  of  me,  as  I  am  also  of  Christ." 

Romans  XL  L 

Two  years  ago   to-day   many   of   you   were  present  in 
this  Church  and  saw  the  then    aged    Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
walk  down  from  the  Chancel  to  the  front  door,  leaning  on 
the  arm  of  his  newly  consecrated   Coadjutor;  and  no  doubt 
your  hearts  were  touched,    as   were    the   hearts    of  all  who 
witnessed  it,  by  the  pathos  of    the  spectacle.     There  were 
at  that  time,   I    imagine,    few    who    thought    that    Bishop 
Huntington  would  Jive  and    continue    his    work  for  nearly 
two  years  more.     And  yet  we  have  seen  him  struggling  on, 
keeping  up  a  wonderful  activity     both    of  body  and  mind, 
administering  from  his   study    the   affairs   of   the  Diocese, 
going  about  to  confirm,  sometimes  quite  large  classes,  in  a 
number  of  Churches  in  the  city    and    vicinity  of  Syracuse, 
presiding  throughout  the  whole  session  of  the  next  Diocesan 
Convention,  and  opening  and  taking  part  in  the  second  one, 
two  years  after  the  election  of  the  Coadjutor,  and  delivering 
at  the  latter  his  annual  address  with  singular  force  of  voice 
and  expression.      That    address  was    indeed  a  remarkable 
exhibition  of  the  strength  of  his  will  and  of  the  persistency 
of  his  endurance,  as  well  as  of    the    clearness  and  power  of 
his  mind.       But    it    was    really   the  finishing  up  of  his  long 
and  interesting  career.     It  was  the  last  bright  flickering  of 
the  light  in  the  presence  of  his  assembled  Diocesan  repre- 
sentatives, before  it  sank  down  into  the  socket  and  went 
out  froHi  this  earthly  scene  forever.      Just  one  month  from 
that  day  when  his  forceful  words  were  heard   so  distinctly 
by  the  Convention  in  Zion    Church,    Rome,    his  mortal  re- 
mains were  laid  to  rest  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Hadley. 

And  we  are  come  to-day,  dear  brethren,  to  think  of 
him,  and  to  speak  of  the  good  example  that  he  has  left  us. 
Possibly  some  people  may  think  that  words  enough  have 
been  spoken  and  printed  about  him  already;  for  every 
Church  newspaper  and  magazine,  very  many  daily  papers, 
and  almost  every  pulpit  in  the  Diocese,  as  well  as  some  in 
other  Dioceses,  have  memorialized  him  and  treated  of  his 


character  and  work  in  every,  phase;  so  that  there  is  really 
little  or  nothing  that  is  new  left  to  be  said  on  the  very 
fruitful  theme.  But  still,  I  think  you  will  all  recognize  the 
appropriateness  of  the  present  occasion,  as  it  has  been 
arranged  through  the  courtesy  of  your  Rector  and  in  ac- 
cordance  with  the  wish  of  those  most  nearly  interested. 

The  sermons  preached  in  the  various  parishes  of  the 
Diocese  on  the  Sunday  after  the  Bishop*s  death,  furnished 
an  opportunity  to  the  Clergy  who  had  served  under  him, 
some  of  them  since  the  beginning  of  his  episcopate,  many 
of  them  since  they  received  their  orders  from  his  hands,  to 
give  expression  to  their  own  thoughts  and  feelings,  and  to 
speak  to  their  own  parishioners  while  the  emotions  pro- 
duced by  his  death  were  still  fresh  in  their  hearts. 

Today,  nearly  three  months  having  elapsed,  and  the 
Clergy  and  people  having  returned  from  their  vacations,  it 
seems  fitting  that  we  should  have  what  may  be  called,  in 
one  sense,  a  Diocesan  memorial;  not  of  course  by  an 
assemblage  of  the  whole,  which  would  be  impossible,  but  in 
one  of  the  representative  Churches,  where  the  Bishop's  Co- 
adjutor and  sucressor  may  have  an  opportunity  to  express 
himself.  That  is  the  purpose  and  significance  of  our  service 
this  evening. 

HIS    EXAMPLE 

And  the  aspect  of  the  subject  to  which  without  further 
preliminary  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  is,  as  I  have  inti- 
mated, those  things  in  the  life  and  character  of  Bishop 
Huntington  in  which  it  is  our  especial  duty  in  Central  New 
York  to  endeavor  to  imitate  him.  That  is  the  application 
which  the  Scriptures  and  the  Church  make  of  the  lives  of 
the  saints. — "Be  ye  followers  of  me,"  says  St.  Paul,  or,  "Imi- 
tators of  me,"  accordin<i^  to  the  new  marginal  reading — "as 
I  also  am  of  Christ ;"  and  the  Prayer  Book  teaches  us  to 
thank  God  for  the  good  examples  of  all  those  who  have  gone  , 


rix 

biefore,  and  to  pray  for  grace  to  "follow  them  in  all  virtuous- 
and  Godly  living."  Neither  the  Apostle,  nor  the  Liturgy^ 
yrou  observe,  gives  any  intimation  that  they  were  wholly 
without  fault ;  they  merely  ask  for  imitation  of  them  in  that 
which  is  good — "Whereinsoever  I  follow  the  Divine  Master,, 
therein  do  you  tr)'  to  follow  me" — that  is  evidently  St.  Paul's- 
meaning,  and  it  is  easy  to  see  the  force  of  the  exhortation. 
Christ  Himself  has  often  seemed  to  men  too  high  and  diffi- 
cult a  pattern,  because  He  is  divine  and  perfect,  but  what 
one  mere  man  can  accomplish  in  the  way  of  imitating  Him, 
that  another  man  can  also  accomplish,  if  he  be  willing  to 
make  the  effort.  Character  is  not  so  much  that  which  comes 
by  nature,  as  that  which  we  attain  by  struggle,  that  which. 
is  impressed  upon  us  by  experience ;  our  better  desires 
working  with  the  grace  of  God  to  overcome  that  which  is 
worse  within  us.  It  is  that  which  a  man  does,  in  the  face  of 
many  difficulties  and  against  adverse  circumstances,  which 
makes  him  admirable  and  sets  him  up  as  an  example  for 
3ther  people.  In  other  words,  so  far  as  he  follows  Christ,  as 
St.  Paul  puts  it,  he  is  worthy  of  being  followed  by  those  who 
behold  him. 

HIS   INTELLECT 

Now  you  will  all  agree  with  me  that  Bishop  Huntington 
not  only  tried  to  follow  his  Master  in  every  way,  but  that  in 
many  ways  he  was  signally  successful.  And  first,  let  us 
Dbserve  how  he  used  his  intellect.  Is  is  very  evident  that  he 
regarded  his  mind  as  a  talent  to  be  devoted,  like  every  other 
God-given  faculty,  to  God's  glory  and  to  man's  improve- 
ment, and  consequently  he  made  use  of  his  great  thoughts 
by  spoken  word  and  printed  page  for  the  attainment  of  those 
ends.  No  words  were  too  beautiful  whereby  to  tell  of  God's 
goodness,  of  Christ's  love,  of  the  comfort  and  uplifting  power 
3f  the  Christian  faith.  No  language  was  too  strong  whereby 
to  condemn  evil,  or  to  show  forth  the  misery  of  a  life  of  sin 
and  its  direful  consequences  in  society  and  in  the  state.  He 
was  thought  by  some  to  be  pessimistic,  because  of  his  strong 
ienunciations  of  modern  decadence,   but  was  he  reall}-  any 


more  pessimistic  than  the  Hebrew   prophets   were,  and  did 
he  not,  like  them,  with  true  optimism  always   point  to  die 
eventual  overcoming  of  evil  with  good  ?     And  observe  that 
he  did  use  his  intellect,   and   did   not   allow  it  to  control  his 
will,  or  to  draw  him  away  by  its  attractive  enticements.    He 
was  born  into  a  form   of  religion   in   which   the  intellect  is 
given  full  play  to  lead  whither  it  will — a  philosophy,  in  fact, 
more  than  a  religion.     But  he  saw  the  weakness  of  such  a 
system.     He  became  convinced   that   in   the  divine  scheme 
for    the    regeneration    of    mankind   there   are    other    au- 
thorities co-ordinate  with,  to   say    the  least,   if  not  superior 
to,  the  reason,  and    hence,   great     and     difficult     as     the 
change  must   have  been,  requiring  immense  courage   and 
conscientious   conviction,  he    adopted    the    principle   that 
the  reason  must  work  with  the  Scriptures  and   the  Church 
for  the   accomplishment  of  Christ's  mission  in  the  world; 
and  there  probably  was  never  a  more  firm  believer  in  the 
mystery  ot  the  Incarnation  of  the  Son  of  God,  nor  a  more 
staunch  upholder  of  the  order  and  authority  of  the  Church. 
As  an    illustration   of  this  struggle  and  of  this  victory  in 
him,  I  remembtfr  well   the    text  of  the  first  sermon  I  ever 
heard  him   preach.     It  was  at  an  ordination  of  Berkeley 
Divinity  School  students,  when   I   was  in  college,  and  the 
Bishop   was  still    Rector  of    Emmanuel    Church.   Boston. 
The  text  was  those  remarkable  words  of  St.  Paul   to  the 
Corinthians,  in  which  he  tells  of  the  nature  of  our  spiritual 
warfare — "Casting  down   reasonings  and  every  high  thing 
that    exalteth    itself   against    the  knowledge  of    God,  and 
bringing  into  captivity  every  thought   to   the  obedience  of 
Christ."     Plainly  the  moral  nature  dominated   him  even  in 
the  intellectual  realm,  and  made  him  understand  the  impor- 
tant truth  that  it  is  not  safe  for  a  man  to  be  carried  away 
whithersoever  his  intellectual  fancy  or  prejudice  may  lead 
him.     And  I  consider  that  a  fine  example  for  a  Christian 
man. 

HIS   CONSCIENCE. 
Again    it  was  the  same    strong,  moral  purpoce  which 


governed  him  in  his  physical  activities.  He  was  gifted 
with  an  excellenjt  constitution  and  had  great  powers  of  en- 
durance; but  doubtless  he  enjoyed  ease,  and  in  the  midst 
of  labor  longed  for  rest,  as  men  usually  do.  Yet  he  never 
spared  himself;  indeed,  it  seemed  to  us  sometimes  as  if  he 
might  have  made  his  work  easier  than  he  did.  Probably 
none  of  you  know  so  well  as  I  do  exactly  what  his  work 
was,  going  into  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  Diocese,  and 
then  going  again  every  year,  even  when  there  seems  but 
little  to  be  done.  That,  of  course,  was  to  have  been  ex- 
pected in  the  earlier  years,  before  old  age  approached;  and 
it  was  in  the  later  period,  when  infirmity  had  sapped  his 
strength,  that  the  test  came,  and  it  was  wonderful  to  see 
the  Bishop  still  going  on  even  then.  You  all  know  how  long 
it  was  before  he  would  consent  to  have  help;  and  when  it 
came  he  stiil  did  not  feel  that  he  ought  to  be  relieved  en- 
tirely. No  doubt  this  looked  like  the  peculiarity  of  old 
age  to  some  people,  but  I  am  convinced  that  in  his  case  it 
was  largely  due  to  the  strong  conscientiousness,  which  had 
been  the  habit  of  his  life,  which  would  not  let  him  absolve 
himself  from  responsibility,  nor  from  labor,  so  long  as  he 
could  possibly  bear  it.  It  was  only  in  March  last,  after  two 
severe  attacks  of  illness,  that  he  was  urged  to  give  up  an 
appointment  for  confirmation  in  Oswego,  and  allow  me  to 
take  it;  and  in  his  letter  to  me  consenting  to  the  change 
he  said:  "There  are  few  public  occasions  from  which  I 
would  not  gladly  be  honorably  excused."  When  I  saw  his 
tired  body  lying  in  its  coffin  I  felt  like  exclaiming,  "honor- 
ably excused  at  last!  '*  That  was  probably  the  deepest 
feeling  in  his  heart  about  it.  It  was  his  duty,  and  he  ought 
to  go  through  with  it.  Was  it  not  that  which  shone  out, 
more  than  anything  else,  in  that  last  address  at  the  Con- 
vention? **  I  must  work  my  work  while  the  day  lasts,  for 
the  night  Cometh  wherein  no  man  can  work.*'  They  are 
the  Master's  own  words,  and  therein  the  Bishop  followed 
Christ.  And  I  tell  you,  brethren,  there  is  no  more  sorely 
needed  lesson  in  the  world  to  day  than  that;  conscientious 
devotion  to  the  duty  which  God  has  laid  upon  us.     One  of 


the  strong  temptations  of  our  age  is  to  self-indulgence  ancB 
all  kinds  of  self-pleasing;  to  work,  if  one's  bread  and  butter- 
<lepend  on  it,  but  to  play,  to  take  vacation,  if  one  possibly 
can.     And   I  believe  that  while  we  may  well  be  proud  of 
our  late  Bishop  on  account  of   his  many  brilliant  gifts,  we 
have  still  more  reason  to  thank  God  that  he  had  a  conscience. 

HIS   SPIRITUALITY   AND   SIMPLICITY. 

But,  above  and  back  of  these  things,  there  was  another 
trait  in  Bishop  Huntington's  character,  on  which  these 
rested  and  from  which  they  derived  their  inspiration,  and 
that  was  his  spirituality.  It  may  be  truly  said  of  him,  as 
was  written  of  Moses  of  old,  **  he  endured  as  seeing  Him 
who  is  invisible."  The  paradox  of  that  saying  was  not 
paradoxical  to  him  at  all,  God,  and  the  spiritual  realm  in 
which  God  particularly  dwells,  were  the  most  real  and  per- 
manent things  to  him.  He  was  absolutely  convinced  that 
''with  God  is  the  well  of  life,"  and  that  **in  His  light  only 
can  we  see  light."  Hence  his  estimate  and  his  use  of 
the  things  of  this  life.  Intellect,  talent,  time,  physical 
strength,  pleasure,  ease,  rest — all  were  valuable  only  as 
seen  in  that  light.  Hence  also,  undoubtedly,  his  great  per- 
sonal simplicity,  of  which  much  has  been  said  by  others. 
It  is  true  that  he  had  an  inherited  strain  of  puritanism,  so 
that  the  tendency  to  a  simple  life  was  in  his  nature  and 
came  easy  to  him.  But  we  do  not  find  that  all  the  sons  of 
the  Puritans  are  addicted  to  simplicity  to-day.  A  few  of 
them  may  still  retain  something  of  the  spirit  of  Martin  Mar- 
prelate  in  their  hostility  to  Bishops  in  the  Church,  but  they 
do  not  maintain  in  their  palaces  in  the  cities  and  along  the 
coast  of  New  England  the  personal  and  domestic  plainness 
of  that  Bishop,  whose  summer  home  still  stands  on  the 
banks  of  the  river  at  Hadley,  from  which  the  Bishop  him- 
self has  departed.  And  what  a  splendid  pattern  that  home 
is  for  the  people,  in  the  Church  as  well  as  outside  of  it, 
who  are  straining  after  show  in  these  days,  and.  often 
spending  the  last  cent  of  their  income,  and  more  too  some- 


times,  to  decorate  their  persons,  their  homes,  and  their 
whole  establishments,  up  to  the  pitch  of  the  modern  style  I 
It  is  a  grand  thing  to  have  had  among  us,  in  such  promi- 
nent position,  a  man  who  really  believed  that  **the  things 
which  are  seen  are  temporal  "  and  perish  with  the  using, 
and  was  therefore  happy  to  give  his  chief  attention  to 
those  other  things  which,  though  they  were  "  unseen  **  for 
so  many  years  of  his  life,  were  so  real  and  **eternal  **  in  his 
estimation,  that  we  may  well  believe  they  were  no  surprise 
to  him  when  his  eyes  at  last  opened,  and  he  saw  them  ia 
the  Paradise  of  God.  Let  us  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  his  good  example.

Tuesday,  June   13,  1905.  \ 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Cen- 
tral New  York,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Tyler  Olmsted,  S.  T. 
D.,  D.  C.  L.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  a  number  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  in  Grace  Church  in  the  city  of 
Utica  at  4  130  o'clock  p.  m.  Evening  Prayer  was  said  by 
the  Rev.  W.  R.  McKim  and  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hutchinson. 
At  the  conclusion  of  Divine  Service  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Convention  to 
order. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
seats  in  the  Convention,  when  seventy-seven  answered  to 
their  names  and  took  their  seats.     {Sef  page  20.) 

The  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  were  presented  and 
referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Hard- 
ing, Mr.  Parry  Kennard  and  the  Secretaries 

On  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  the  roll 
was  called,  when  fifty-four  Lay  Delegates,  representing 
thirty  parishes,  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their 
seats.     {Sef  page  21.) 

A  quorum  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  being,  pres- 
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ent,  the  Right  Reverend,  the  President,  declared  the  Con- 
vention to  be  duly  organized  and  ready  for  business.

MINORITY  REPORT. 

I  concur  in  the  forejcoiiig  report  of  the  committee  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  holding  the  Annual  Convention  alternately  at  the 
central  and  convenient  cities  of  Syracuse  and  Utica,  but  I  believe  it 
is  unwise  to  amend  Section  2  of  Canon  17  as  proposed,  or  assume  to 
declare  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  parishes  of  the  city  in  which  the 
convention  shall  be  held  to  fnrnish  free  entertainment.  It  seems  to 
me  far  better  to  leave  all  this  to  the  charity,  ability  and  good  judg- 
ment of  the  several  parishes  concerned  than  to  assume  to  prescribe 
such  duty  by  Canon.

Mr.  E.  C.  Delavan  from  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Incorporation  of  the  Diocese  presented  the  following  Re- 
port: 

At  an  annual  and  stated  meeting-  of  the  Diocesan  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  an  unincorporated  eccleia- 
astical  body,  having  the  government  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  said  Diocese,  duly  convened  and  held  at  Grace  Church 
in  the  City  of  Utica,  at  a  session  commencing  on  the  13  day  of  June, 
1905,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  The  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Tyler  Olmsted 
presiding,  and  The  Rev.  James  K  Parker  being  the  clerk  and 
Secretary  thereof,  the  following  resolution  was  on  motion  of  Mr.  E. 
C   Delavan  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,    That  this  Convention  deems  it  expedient  and  hereby 
determines  that  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  become  incorporat- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  Chapter  723  of  the  Laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  passed  May  23,  1895,  entitled  *'  An  Act  in  rela- 
tion to  religious  corporations  constituting  Chapter  Forty-two  of  the 
Greneral  Laws  **  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  by  the  name  of 
'*THE     DIOCESE     OF    CENTRAL     NEW    YORK;"     that    the 
Trustees  of   such    corporation    shall    consist   of   five  persons,  who 
shall    be    communicants    of     the     Protestant     Episcopal     Church, 
residing  within  the  said  Diocese;  that  the  following  named  persons 
be  the   first  trustees  of  such    proposed    corporation,  viz:     Rt.  Rev. 
Charles  Tyler  Olmsted,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  Chas.  Andrews 
of  Syracuse,  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Proctor  of   Utica,  Mr.  H    V    Bostwick 
of  Ithaca,  Mr  E.  C.    Delavan   of  Binghamton,  and  they  are  hereby 
elected  such  trustees;   that   the   principal  office  of  said  corporatiou 
shall  be  in  the  City  of  Utica;  that  the  presiding  officer  and  the  clerV- 
or  Secretary   of  this  Convention   are   hereby  authorized  to  execute 
and  acknowledge  and  to  cause  to  be   filed   in   the  Clerk's  Office  o  "* 
the  County  of  Oneida    a   certificate  conforming   to   the   provision    ^ 
of  Section  14  of  said  Act. 

The   Rev.  Dr.  Bellinger  offered  the  following  resolu 
tion,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved  J  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Incorporation     ^ 
of  the  Diocese  be  referred  back  to  the  said  Committee,  and  its  report 
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be  made  the  first  order  of  business  at  the  afternoon  session  of  to-day. 

The  Rev.  L.  G.  Morris,  from  the  Special  Committee- 
appointed  to  consider  the  report  on  Sunday  School  work, 
reported  in  favor  of  adopting  the  resolutions  presented  by 
the  Committee.     On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev  D.  C.  Huntington,  from  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  the  Clergyman's  Card  Index  System,  presented 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  recommend  the 
adoption  as  its  standard  **  The  Clerg-yman's  Card  Index  System," 
recently  adopted  by  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  with  a  view  to 
encourag^ing"  a  uniform  system  throughout  the  parishes  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Rev.  Jas.  W.  Clarke  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society.     (5^^  Appendix y ) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Geo.  M.  Weaver  the  Secretary  was  in. 
structed  to  cast  a  billot  for  the  Rt.  Rev.  Chas,  T.  Olmsted, 
D.  D  ,  and  Mr.  F.  T.  Proctor  as  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for 
the  Support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Rev.  H.  E.  Hubbard  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion and  moved  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons.     On  motion  it  was  so  referred. 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XXI  be  atnended  by  substituting  the 
word  **  seventy  "  for  •*  sixty-five  "  in  the  second  line,  and  the  word 
•*  twenty"  for  "twenty-five"  in  the  sixth  line. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed 
amendment  to  Canon  XIII,  Sec.  2,  presented  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted: 
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Resolved^  That  Canon  XIII,  Sec  2,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  Sec.  2  All  moneys  belonj^ing"  to  the  Fund  for  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  securities 
on  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding"  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
appraised  value  of  the  property,  inclusive  of  buildinf;i:s,  with  proper 
insurance  on  the  buildings;  the  appraisal  to  be  made  by  one  ap- 
praiser, appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose,  or  said  moneys 
may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States;  or  in  any  securities  in  which  Savings  Banks  are  authorized 
to  invest  the  moneys  deposited  with  them  under  the  laws  of  this  State; 
and  all  securities  or  investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in  the 
names  of  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  as  Trustees 
of  said  Fund;  and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to 
change  such  securities  and  investments. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
stitution  and  Canons,  presented  the  following  report  which, 
on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table: 

Resolved,  That  Canon  VII.  Sec.  3,  be  amended  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  words  "  the  year*'  for  the  words  *'  two  years  "  in  lines 
nine  and  twelve  of  the  said  section. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Avery  read  the  report  of  the  Tru.stees  of 
the  Christmas  Fund  {Sec'  Appendix  D.)  On  motion  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  a  ballot  for  Mr.  William 
Watkins  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese.  The  Chair  appointed 
as  Tellers  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  Clergy  the  Rev.  A.  H. 
Grant  and  Mr.  L.  S.  Hoskins  and  to  receive  the  votes  of 
the  Laity  Mr.  J.  F.  Packard  and  the  Rev.  C.  D.  Broughton. 

The  Rev.  J,  R.  Harding  read  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Work  Among  Deaf  Mutes.     (5^^  Appendix y. ) 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  to  whom  was  referred  the  amendment 
to  Canon  VIII  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harding  in  refer- 
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ence  to  the  election  of  Provisional  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  reported  in  favor  of  adopting  the  proposed 
amendment.  On  motion  the  Proposed  Amendment  was 
adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  from  the  same  Committee,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  amendment  to  Canon  XXI,  pro- 
posed by  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Hubbard,  reported  that  they  had 
considered  the  same,  and  proposed  the  following  substitute 
therefor: 

That  Canon  XXI  be  amended  by  substituting  the  word 
"  twenty  "  for  '*  twenty-five  '*  in  the  sixth  line. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Delavan  read  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  Missions.  {Sfe 
Appendix  B.) 

The  Rev.  VV.  DeL.  Wilson,  from  the  Committee  on 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  to  whom  was  referred  the  re- 
port of  the  Special  Committe  on  the  place  of  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  reported  that  they  had  considered  the 
same,  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resoh^d  That  it  is  unnecessary  to  make  any  chang"e  in  Article 
I  of  the  Constitution,  as  discretion  is  already  given  the  Bishop  to 
carry  out  the  proposed  limitation  of  the  place  of  holding  the  Con- 
vention. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  its  ses- 
sions should  l>e  held  alternately  in  the  cities  of  Utica  and  Syracuse. 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XVII,  Section  2,  be  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Skc  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  con- 
siderable distance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  different  parishes  to  make  provision  for 
the  traveling  expenses  of  their  Clergy  in  attending  the  Convention, 
either  by  a  collection  in  Church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 
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Further.  The  Clergy  attending^  Convention  shall  be  entertained 
at  hotels,  and  the  expense  of  such  entertainment  shall  be  provided 
throug-h  an  assessment  of  S250,  which  shall  be  added  each  year  to 
the  budget  of  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund,  and  the  parish  in  which 
the  Convention  is  held  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  for  the  expenses  of  such  entertainment  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  aforesaid  $250. 

On  motion  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted 
and  the  resolutions  adopted: 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  2:30 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Wednesday,  Afternoon,  2:30  o'clock. 

The  Ccnvenlion  re-assembled,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop 
in  the  chair. 

The  Tellers  presented  their  report,  from  which  it  ap-

There  being  a  vacancy  in  the  number  of  Clerical  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  a  number  of  ballots  were 
taken,  when  the  Rev.  K.  II.  Coley  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  said  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons,  presented  the  following  report  which 
was  adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  the  following-  amendment  to  Article  III  of  the 
Constitution,  proposed  by  the  Rev.  W.  B.  Clarke  at  the  Convention 
of  1904,  and  which  was  laid  over  for  final  action  at  this  Convention 
be  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so 
that  the  first  section  shall  read  as  follows:  The  members  of  any 
Convention  shall  be  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be 
one,  and  all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  not 
under  discipline,  and  lay  delegates  from  the  several  Parishes,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  Clergyman  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  a 
Bishop,  unless  he  has  been  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  at 
least  one  year. 

Resolved,  That  Section  2  be  omitted  and  that  Secctions  3,  4  and 
5  be  numbered  consecutively  2,  3  and  4. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  appointed  as  Examining

The  Rev.  E.  H.Coley  presented  ^he  report  of  the  conri- 
mittee  appointed  to  consider  the  nnerging  of  the  Christmas 
Fund  with  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  and  ofTercd 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved^  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  and  that  the  Special  Committee  be  discharged  from  the 
further  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  at  the  last 
Diocesan  Convention,  the  question  of  merging  all  the 
funds  and  directing  all  contributions,  for  the  aged  and  di.s- 
abled  clergy,  and  their  widows  and  orphans,  into  the  Gen'l 
Clergy  Relief  Fund,  beg  leave  to  report: 
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First  of  all  they  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the 
fact  that  hitherto,  and  now  the  aid  given  in  this  direction  is  ex 
ceeding-ly  meagre,  that  facts  show  not  a  few  of  the  aged  and  infirm 
clergymen  in  destitute  circumstances,  that  neither  diocesan  help  nor 
general  help  has  thus  far  been  at  all  adequate  to  a  comfortable  sup- 
port which  has  been  a  great  reproach  upon  a  Church  with  such  num- 
bers and  abundant  wealth.  We  hold  that  it  is  just  as  much  the  duty 
of  the  Church  to  care  for  her  veterans,  as  her  soldiers  in  the  field, 
for  men  who  have  worn  themselves  out  in  her  service,  as  for  men 
now  in  the  midst  of  their  labors,  just  as  much  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
State  to  care  for  its  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  when  retired  for 
age;  indeed  we  see  at  the  present  time  great  Rail  Road  Corporations 
and  Insurance  Companies  providing  pensions  for  their  superannuat- 
ed employees,  and  now  Mr.  Carnegie  comes  forward  and  gives  a 
million  of  dollars  to  endow  a  fund  for  the  support  of  retired  profess- 
ors of  our  Colleges.  In  the  meantime  the'  Church  leaves  her  serv- 
ants and  officers  in  penury  we  might  say,  comparative  starvation. 
This  Diocese  for  example  contributing  through  the  Christmas  Fund 
not  to  exceed  the  paltry  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  annually  for 
his  suppfjrt  or  his  widows  and  orphans,  and  We  l)elieve  that  we  com- 
pare favorably  with  other  dioceses  which  have  a  like  provision. 

Now,  we  believe  that  one  reason  if  not  the  main  reason  why  the 
present  state  of  things  exists  in  regard  to  this  matter,  is  the  want  of 
unity  in  action,  the  cross  purposes  which  obtain,  the  various  meth- 
ods adopted  and  the  frequent  calls  made  for  the  same  object.  Quot- 
ing from  the  Report  of  the  Gen'l  Clergy  Relief  Fund,  '*The  Church 
for  example  has  a  half  dozen  or  more  corporations  doing  excellent 
work  for  widows  and  orphans  alone,  or  for  the  clergy  alone;  but 
necessarily  limited  by  reason  of  locality  or  payment  of  premiums;  a 
half  dozen  or  more,  semi-insurance  plans  in  various  dioceses,  forty 
or  more  diocesan  funds,  and  these  sometimes  divided  into  two  funds, 
one  for  the  clergy  and  another  for  the  widows  and  orphans,  and  so 
on."  This  shows  how  utterly  discoidant  this  work  is  carried  on  and 
it  would  seem  obvious  to  every  one  who  would  give  it  any  thought 
that  it  would  be  far  better  for  the  Church  to  concentrate  its  efforts 
and  direct  its  cotitributions  into  one  channel  and  in  view  of  this 
fifty  dioceses  have  swung  into  line  on  behalf  of  the  General  Clergy 
Relief  which  is  established  by  the  (General  Convention  and  working 
under  its  administration,  and  therefore  representing  the  whole 
Church.  In  order  that  all  may  understand  and  appreciate  this 
organization  we  can  n(;t  do  better  than  quote  the  statement  made 
by  the  Assistant  Secretary  the  Kev  Alfred  J.  P.  McClure  in  the 
Churchman  for  May  1904. 
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The  Church,  in  its  official  capacity,  has  provided,  by  profouud> 
ly  wise  lefi^islatioo,  in  its  g'eneral  canons  for  an  uniform,  compre- 
hensive annuity  or  pension  and  relief  fund  for  the  clergy  and  their 
families  throughout  the  whole  Church.  The  machinery  comprises 
an  automatic  pension  at  64,  when  sufficient  money  is  provided. 

It  is  the  only  pension  and  relief  fund  for  which  the  General 
Convention  has  ever  legislated 

(a)  for   which   the    General   Convention    provides   Trustees 
triennially; 

(b)  for  which  it  sets  apart  a  definite  day  for  offerings; 

(c)  recommends  a  portion  of  the  Communion  Alms; 

(d)  gives  the  royalty  on  the  Hymnal. 

This  General  Fund  has  the  same  status  in  the  General  Canons 
as  the  Missionary  Society. 

The  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund  has  in  the  last  four  years: 

(a)  Merged  with   it  the  organizations  for  relief  of  about  SO 

Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions; 

(b)  increased  the  number  of  annuitants  to  over  four  hundred; 

(c)  and  the  annuities  paid  three  and  four  fold. 

It  is  the  only  fund  in  the  Church  which  gives  a  pension  or  an- 
nuity without  payment  of  dues  or  fees  or  premiums  or  age  require- 
ments or  diocesan  limitations: 

(a)  to  the  young  disabled  clergyman; 

(b)  to  the  old  disabled  clergyman; 

(c)  to  the  widow  of  a  clergyman; 

(d)  to  the  orphan  of  a  clergyman;  and  it  is  to-day  dispens- 

ing more  money  than  any  other  society  of  the  kind  in 
the  whole  Church. 

The  statistics  of  clerical  changes  prove  that  only  a  small  per- 
centage of  clergymen  remain  in  one  Diocese  all  their  lives,  there- 
fore the  relief  fund  they  have  built  up  in  their  early  ministry  is  fre- 
quently the  very   fund    to  which  they  cannot   appeal  in   later  years

when  they  need  it  Throusrh  no  fault  of  their  own,  the  great  Ixxly 
of  the  clerg-y  are  ineligible  to  local  funds  by  reason  of  removals  or 
Canonical  requirements,  or  they  are  debarred  by  the  food's  ioade- 
quacy.  This  is  the  reason  THE  GENERAL  CLERGY  RELIEF 
FUND  has  nearly  400  annuitants  while  the  largest  local  funds  have 
but  a  score. 

It  ought  to  be  clearly  understood  that  the  General  Clergy  Relief 
Fund  created  by  the  representatives  of  the  Church  has  all  the  neces- 
bary  machinery  and  authority  for  successfully  doing  this  work,  and 
that  it  ought  to  be  supported  and  protected  in  its  efiPorts,  now  that  it 
has  reached  an  '*  effectual  and  hopeful  stage  in  its  progress.** 

Do  not  confuse  with  other  funds  and  societies  limited  geograph- 
ically and  as  to  persons  helped.

In  view  of  this  report  we  desire  to  emphasize  the-e 
three  particulars: 

First:  It  is  the  only  Society  for  the  objects  named  which  has 
the  endorsement  of  the  Church  in  her  highest  legislative  body— the 
General  Convention. 

Secondly:  It  is  truly  Catholic  in  spirit,  broad  as  the  Church  it- 
self. As  the  Secretary  says,  "  it  applies  no  tests,  attaches  no  con- 
ditions requires  no  payments  or  membership  dues,  admits  of  no 
fortfeitures,  but  offers  its  aid  to  all  Clergymen  of  the  Church  who 
may  be  disabled,  whether  by  age  or  infirmity,  and  to  the  families  of 
all  clergymen  who  die  in  Communion  of  the  Church. 

Thirdly:  Constituted  in  this  manner,  with  these  broad  sym- 
pathies, and  benefactions,  we  believe  that  as  the  years  go  on  it 
would  receive  larj^e  contributions  and  endowments,  which  would 
enable  it  to  make  ample  provision  for  the  aged  Clergy,  their  widows 
and  orphans  and  to  wipe  out  the  stigma  that  has  so  long  rested  upon 
it,  in  view  of  their  penury  and  distress. 

We  theref  >re  offer  the  following  resolutions. 

lit'solrrd.  That  all  Vested  funds  of  this  diocese  for  the  support 
of  aged  an  !  di*aMed  c  er^'^y  their  widows  and  orphans  (including  the 
Christmas  F'und)  be  merged  in  the  General  Clergy  Relief  Fund. 
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Resolved,  That  an  offerinfj  be  made  for  this  Fund  by  every 
parish  in  the  diocese,  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  these  funds  will 
still  come  to  the  annuitants  of  this  diocese. 

Resolved,  That  an  annual  offering-  be  made  in  every  parish  of 
this  diocese  for  the  General  Clerj^y  Relief  on  Quinquagesima  Sun- 
day as  recommended  by  the  General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  Canon  12th  of  this  diocese  entitled  **  Of  th^ 
Christmas  Fund,  is  hereby  repealed.

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Burd  read  an  abstract  of  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  for  Missions,  ard  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  Sll,700  be  appropriated  for  the  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Diocese  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  that  the  sum 
of  SIO.OOO  be  assessed  upon  the  districts. 

Mr.  F.  L.  Lyman  offereci  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  it  would 
be  an  advantage  in  many  ways  to  have  the  business  sessions  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention  held  in  a  hall  or  rooms  other  than  a  place  used 
for  public  worship,  and  that  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  be 
requested,  when  practicable,  to  have  the  business  sessions  so  held. 

Mr.  T  R  Proctor  moved  that  the  above  resolution  be 
laid  on  the  table  and  the  motion  was  lost.  The  vote  being 
taken  on  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Lyman  it  was 
adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr  Lockwood  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion,  which  was  adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  the  budfijet  for  the  ensuing*  year,  as  reported  by 
the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  addition  of  $250  voted  by  the  Con- 
vention for  expenses  of  the  Convention  be  and  is  hereby  adopted, 
and  that  there  be  and  is  hereby  ordered  therefor  an  assessment 
upon  the  parishes  equal  in  each  case  to  one  and  nine-tenths  percent, 
of  their  last  repDrted  current  expenses. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted  : 

Resolveflf  That  inasmuch  as  Trinity  Church,  Camden,  has  paid 
its  full  assessment  this  year  for  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund  its  past 
delinquency  to  this  fund  be  permanently  cancelled,  on  the  ground 
that  said  deficiency  was  incurred  during  a  period  in  which  there  was 
no  Rector,  and  but  few  services  were  held. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Delavan  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Incorporation  of  the  Diocese  as  amended, 
so  that  the  legal  title  shall  read,  **The  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,"  and  it  was 
adopted.     {Sfe  page  j^.) 

The  Rev.  A.  L.  Byron-Curtiss  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  ex- 
tended to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  of  Grace  Church, 
Utica,  for  their  hospitality,  and  especially  expression  of  appreciation 
to  Mr.  and  Mrs  F.  T.  Proctor  for  the  reception  and  luncheon  of  this 
day*s  session. 

The  Rev.  W.  DeL.  Wilson  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Conimitte  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
be  requested  to  report  to  the  Convention  of  1906  such  change  in  the 
name  of  the  Bishop's  Relief  Fund  as  will  more  clearly  express  its 
purpose.  * 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Burd  offered  the  following  resolution, 
^hich  was  adopted  : 
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Resolved,  iThat  1,300  copies  of  the  Jouknai*  of  this  Convention, 
together  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  and  various  forms  and 
legislative  acts  of  incorporation,  be  printed  under  the  direction  of 
the  Secretary  and  distributed  as  directed  by  Canon  V. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bellinger  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  through  the  Secretary,  desires 
to  express  its  sympathy  to  the  Rev.  Geo.  H.  McKnight,  D.  D  ,  and 
the  Rev.  John  Brain ard,  D.  D.,  now  suffering  from  serious  illness, 
regretting  their  absence  from  their  customary  places  in  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  motion  the  Rev.  Dr.  McKnight  was  elected  a 
Trustee  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  resolved  to  adjourn 
after  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  the  usual  devotions. 

On  motion  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed 
with. 

The  Bishop  offered  prayers  and  pronounced  the  bene- 
diction, and  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die,

The  Bishop's  Address 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity: 

Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father, 
and  from  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ! 

Beginning  with  the  usual  record  of  aimual  hibors,  I 
would  report  that  since  the  hist  Convention  I  have  baptized 
3  infants,  solemnized  i  marriage,  taken  part  in  13  funerals, 
and  confirmed  1,112  persons.  Three  were  confirmed  by 
Bishop  Huntington,  and  4  received,  making  a  total  of  1,119. 

I  have  also  ordained  4  Deacons  and  2  Priests,  as 
follows,  viz:  Mr.  Floarda  Howard,  Jr.,  ordered  Deacon  in 
Grace  Church,  Utica,  October  2,  1904.  Messrs.  John 
Benton  Pitcher,  Frederick  William  Feary  and  Walter  Earl 
Cook,  ordered  Deacons  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Syracuse, 
December  i8th,  1904,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Capen  Staunton 
and  Edward  Alfred  Evans,  Deacons,  ordained  l^iests  in 
Grace  Church,  Utica,  June  ist,  1905.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee has  recommended  for  Ordination  to  the  Diaconale 
Messrs.  Chas.  K.  Cjilbert,  Chas.  Webster  Hakes,  M.  D., 
Geo.  Ashton  Oldham  and  Edward  W.  Parmelee,  and. 
Providence  permitting,  they  will  be  ordained  in  Calvary 
Church,  Utica,  next  Sunday. 

Messrs.  Roy  Irving  Murray,  Harry  Idle,  formerly  a 
Methodist  Minister,  Albert  Broadhurst  and  John  Clark  Dean, 
have  been  admitted  Candidates  for  Orders  ;    and    Messrs. 
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Ernest  J.  Hopper,  Murray   Elmer   McLellan,   and    Harry 
Stephen  Pierce  liave  been  received  as  Postulants 

We  have  received  by  transfer  from  other  dioceses  the 
Rev.  J.  Malcolm  Smith,  Vermont,  Ivan  Merlinjones,  Iowa, 
Henry  W.  Crydenwise,  Cen.  Pa.,  Wm.  D.  Manross,  Ver- 
mont, William  H.  Hutchinson,  Conn.,  Wm.  R.  McKim, 
vSalina,  and  have  transferred  to  other  dioceses  the  Rev.  John 
W.  Craig,  Newark,  John  Arthur,  Iowa,  Frederick  B. 
Keable,  Penn.,  T.  A.  Stevenson,  W.  New  York,  David 
Curran,  Kansas,  and  F.  Howard,  Jr.,  Del.  The  Rev.  S.  H. 
Synnott,  D.  D.,  and  B.  E.  Whipple,  have  retired  from  active 
work.  Sister  Clara,  a  Deaconess,  from  the  District  of 
Laramie,  has  been  assigned  to  work  at  the  House  of  the 
Good  Shepherd,  Utica. 

I  have  given  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Robert  Strange,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  East  Carolina,  the  Rev. 
Charles  Edward  Woodcock,  D.  D.  as  Bishop  of  Kentucky, 
and  the  Rev.  James  Henry  Darlington,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop 
of  Harrisburg.  On  September  29,  1904,  I  formally — 
opened  the  House  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Utica,  and  on 
November  8th,  laid  the  corner-stone  of  Grace  Church, 
El  mini. 

And  now,  the  principal  thing  that  confronts  us  is  the 
loss  which  this  Diocese  has  sustained  in  '\\s>  personnel  during 
the  past  year.  First  of  all,  in  time  as  well  as  in  rank,  was 
the  death  of  the  Bishop  himself,  who  for  thirty-live  vears 
had  stood  at  the  head,  the  first  Bishop  of  Central  New^ 
York,  and  had  so  ably,  so  courageously,  and  so  patiently 
administered  its  atVairs.  I  have  heretofore  taken  occasion 
to  speak  in  a  public  way  of  him  and  his  work,  and  what 
was  said  at  tliat  time  will  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  this 
Convention.  Tlie  Standing  Committee  have  also  e.xpressed 
themselves   concerning   the   Bishop   in   a  minute  which  has 
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been  read  to  the  Convention,  and  a  biographical  sketch  has 
been  prepared  which  will  find  a  place  likewise  in  the 
Journal,  so  that  it  is  unnecessary-  to  repeat,  or  add  to,  the 
remarks  already  abundandy  made  on  the  subject.  Every 
one  who  was  present  at  the  Convention  in  Rome  last  June 
will  remember  the  Bishop's  presence  there,  and  the  remark- 
able vigor  and  impressiveness  with  which  he  delivered  his 
address — a  literary  production  which  showed  no  sign  of  in- 
tellectual decay,  no  loss  of  logical  acumen,  and  his  standing 
on  his  feet  for  nearly  forty  minutes  in  its  delivery  indicated 
a  remarkable  degree  of  physical  endurance,  so  that  no  one 
could  have  anticipated  the  speedy  ending  of  his  earthly 
career.  But  just  one  month  from  that  day,  on  July  14th,  he 
was  laid  to  rest  with  his  fathers,  in  his  ancestral  burj'ihg 
place  at  Hadley.  Then  it  was  that  the  full  weight  of 
dioceaan  responsibility  came  upon  hia  successor,  who  for 
nearly  two  years  had  been  trying  to  share  it  with  him,  and 
I  confess  that  I  sometimes  wonder  how  he  managed  to  carry 
it  alone  so  long  as  he  did,  when  the  burden  of  years  had  so 
greatly  increased  upon  him,  and  l\is  strength  must  have 
been  constantly  tailing.  His  courage  was  certainly  admir- 
able. There  is  one  very  noteworthy  circumstance  about 
Bishop  Huntington's  departure,  and  that  is  that  he  did  not 
go  alone.  Mr.  Geo.  B.  Sloan,  of  Oswego,  Well  known  hi 
this  Convention,  died  the  day  before  the  Bishop ;  the  Rev. 
Dr.  George  Huctington,  the. Bishop's  oldest  son,  passed' 
away"  the  same  day  about  four  hours  after  his  father ;  and 
from  that  time  on,  along  through  the  autumn  and  winter  and 
spring,  one  after  another  his  friends  and  fellow- workers  have 
followed  after  him,  as  if  he  had  been  beckoning  to  them  to 
go  where  he  was,  viz. :  Judge  Sawyer,  of  AVatertovvn,  th^ 
Rev.  William  B.  Colerrian,  of  Utica;  Mr.  Robert  J.  Hubbard, 
of  Cazenovia,  Mrs.  Brandegee,  of  Utica,  Mrs.  C.  H.  Doolittle 
and  Miss  Savage,  of  tlie  same  place,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Babcock, 
of  Syracuse,  and*  Mr.  Henry  W.   Millar,  of  Utica.     All  of 
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these  were  deeply  interested  in  the  Diocese,  and  most  of 
them  aclivel}'^  engaged  in  its  temporal  or  spiritual  affairs. 
Judge  Savyyer  was  Chancellor,  member  of  Standmg  Com- 
mittee, and  deputy  to  General  Convention.     Mr.  Hubbard 
was  deputy  to  General  Convention,  trustee  of  St  John's 
School,  and  ot  the  Parochial  Fund.      Mr.    Millar   was   a 
trustee  of  the  Episcopate  Fund  ;  and  they  were  all  vestry- 
men or  wardens  in  their  respective  parishes.     The  Rev.  Mr. 
Coleman  had  been  Rector  of  St.  George's  Church,  Utica, 
for  twenty-two  years.     He  was  a  faithful  and  earnest  worker, 
a  sincere  and  devout  man.     The  Rev.  Dr.  Babcock  was  one 
of  the  oldest  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,   and  among  those 
who  have  been  longest  connected   with  it.     He  had  held 
several   positions  of  honor  and  responsibilty— was   at  one 
timi  RiJtor  of  Trinity  Caarch,   Waterto.vj,  then  Principal 
of  St.  John's  School,  aftervvards  Rector  at  Jam^.^ville,  and 
for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  one 
of    the    Examining    Chaplains,     and    finally    Dean    of  St. 
Andrew's    Divinitv    School.     He   was    always    jjenial    and 
pleasant  in  his  manners,  devoted  and  faithful  in  attention  to 
his  duties,  and  he  has  gone  to  his  rest  full  of  years,  enjovinjT 
the  esteem  and  affection  of  all  his  brethren.     You  will  see, 
therefore,  that  there  has  been   an  unusual  depletion  in  our 
ranks,  especially  among  the  faithful  laymen.     It  is  hard  tp 
lose  such  men  from  our  parislies   and   from   our   Dl^jesan 
Councils — it  seems  as  if  their  places  could  not  easily  ba  sup- 
plied.    But  we  may  remember  for   our  comfort,  that  the 
Lord  cares  tor  His  Church  in  one  age  as  well  as  in  anolher, 
and  though  He  may  permit  us  to  suffer  loss  tor  a  while,  lie 
will  surely  repair  it  in  His  good  time,  and  repair  it,  too,  out 
of  the  material  which  the*  time  itself  presents.     While,  then, 
we  mourn  for  tho3e  that  are  gone,  and  pay  all  loving  respect 
to  theii*  memory,  we  must  close  up  the  ranks  and  press  onto 
that  which   lies   before    us,   developing   new   recruits   into 
trained  and  useful  leaders.     It  is  not  material  that  we  lack, 
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either  personal  or  financial,  so  much  as  the  hopeful  and 
optimistic  spirit  to  realize  our  own  powers.  One  is  often 
struck  with  the  tone  of  discouragement  which  seems  to  per- 
vade some  of  our  parishes.  The  people  think  they  cannot 
da  this,  or  cannot  do  that,  and  because  they  think  so,  of 
course  the  needed  thing  is  not  done.  But  let  a  new  worker 
come  in,  a  man  of  faith  and  of  enthusiasm,  or  let  the  people 
once  bestir  themselves  to  make  the  effort  which'  a  present 
worker  urges  upon  them,  and  behold  the  thing  is  begun,  the 
thing  is  continued,  and  finally  what  was  supposed  to  be  imi- 
possible  is  accomplished.  Ther  are  able  because  they  think 
they  are  able,  and  they  look  on  in  wonder  at  themselves  I 
We  have  had  several  illustrations  of  this  in  our  Diocese 
recently,  and  I  have  no  doubt  others  are  simply  waiting  to 
be  realized.  If  we  believe  that  the  Church  is  God's  iiibti- 
lution,  worthy  of  our  bjst  efforts,  we  must  put  forth  those 
efforts  in  the  spirit  of  hopefulness,  remembering  that  the 
Lord  only  helps  those  who  help  themselves.  And  while 
we  cultivate  this  spirit,  there  are  one  or  two  other  virtues 
that  need  to  be  emphasized.  Our  clergy  are  a  hardworking, 
faithful  set  of  men,  living  in  many  Cises  on  very  narrow 
margins  of  Income,  and  often  finding  it  difficult  to  meet 
their  financial  obligations.  One  thing,  it  seems  to  me  they 
need  to  make  more  of  than  they  sometimes  <io,  for  ihjir  own 
comfort  and  peace  of  mi  ml,  and  that  is  f/t^  constant  reality 
of  their  divine  vocation — to  realize  not  only  that  they  were 
called  at  the  outset  to  do  the  Lord's  work,  but  tliat  they 
are  called  nowXo  do  the  particular  work  in  which  they  are 
engaged.  There  may  bo  obscurity — there  may  be  limita- 
tions— there  may  be  dipculty  of  support— but  no  position 
Is  without  its  difficulties,  and  it  i<  a  great  source  of  strength 
to  a  man  to  be  able  to  rest  confidently  in  the  assurance 
that  the  present  difficulties  are  those  to  which  he  is  called, 
the  present  flock,  be  it  large  or  small,  is  the  Hock  to  which 
he  is  divinely  appointed  to  minister,  and  that  there  is  some 
work  worth  doing  which  the  Lord  wouli  have  him  4o  in 
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that  place  where  he  is  until  He  shall  be  pleased  to  call  hi 
to  another.  And  the  thing  which,  it  seems  to  me,  the= 
people  need  to  add  to  their  hopefulness,  is  a  realizing  sense— 
of  what  the  Church  is  and  is  intended  for  in  any  commu— 
nity.  The  Church  is  not  a  social,  or  literary  club,  composed 
of  a  few  select  congenial  members,  who  agree  to  support  a 
certain  kind  of  weekly  entertainment  for  themselves,  and 
withdraw  their  support  when  the  entertainment  ceases  to 
be  satisfactory  to  them.  On  the  contrary,  the  Church  is 
the  Kingdom,  or  household,  of  God,  into  which  men 
are  born  by  the  operation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  a  divinely 
appointed  Sacrament,  that  therein  they  may  grow  in  the 
grace  and  likeness  of  God;  and  Church  buildings  are  erected 
in  each  community  that  this  Family  of  God  may  assemble 
there  on  the  Lord's  day  to  worship  Him,  to  be  instructed 
in  His  Word,  and  to  be  fed  with  the  spiritual  food  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ;  and  since  the  Lord  Himself 
hath  ordained  that  they  who  preach  the  Gospel  should  live 
of  the  Gospel,  and  that  they  who  minister- at  the  Altar 
should  be  partakers  with  the  Altar,  it  is  an  essential  ele- 
ment of  the  Church's  constitution  that  the  man  who  min- 
isters must  be  assured  his  support.  We  have  what  i?  called 
the  "Voluntary  System"  in  the  Church  in  this  country.  It 
is  well,  no  doubt,  and  accords  with  our  free  American 
method  in  everything.  But  we  should  remember  that,  as 
the  republican  form  of  government  demands  the  highest 
moral  character  in  the  men  who  conduct  it,  and  depends 
for  its  permanence  on  the  maintenance  of  that  character; 
so  in  the  Church,  the.voluntary. method  demands  a  high 
degree  of  faithfulness  to  Christian  principle,  and  the  ex- 
clusion of  all  selfish  fancies  and  grudges  of  every  sort.  The 
Church  can  not  exist  and  do  its  proper  work^n  the  faction- 
al principle;  and  it  is  a  serious  question  whether  the  Church 
does  any  good  to  thoee  who  allow  themselves  to  be  govern- 
ed by  that  principle.  If  one  set  of  people  in  a  parish  will 
not  go  to  Church  when  another  set  does  go,  it  is  much  to  be 
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doubted  whether  Church  going  is  of  any  value  to  any  of  them 
—  they  might  better  disband,  be  converted,  and  start  over 
afresh  on  the  Christian  principles  of  love  and  forbearance 
towards  one  another,  and  of  devotion  to  God  and  to  the 
Church  rather' than  to  their  own  sweet  wills. 

The  subject  of  improving  the  methods  and  the  teach- 
ing of  our  Sunday  Schools,  which  has  been  particularly 
discussed  in  the  Second  District,  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  other  Convocations,  and  will  be  spoken  of  prob- 
ably in  this  Convention.  Without  at  all  reflecting  on  the 
good  work  of  the  past,  and  without  intending  to  imply 
that  new  machinery  will  always  produce  new  results  in 
spiritual  work,  I  would  say  this,  that  the  Sunday  School 
needs  more  attention  than  it  gets  in  some  places,  and  that 
a  more  scientific  method,  and  a  plan  for  the  teaching  of  the 
teachers,  would  undoubtedly  be  found  helpful  everywhere, 
unless  attention  has  already  been  given  to  these  things. 
No  hard  and  fast  system  can  be  applied  to  every  school; 
the  same  grading  and  course  of  study  will  not  answer  for 
small  and  large  schools  alike;  but  new  interest  can  be 
aroused  more  zeal  can  be  enkindled,  scholars  cm  be  increased 
in  numbers,  and  teachers  can  be  enlarged  in  knowledge  of 
what  to  teach  and  how  to  teach  it.  I  therefore  comnnend 
it  to  your  consideration  as  to  how  these  results  can  be  best 
attained. 

The  General  Convention  of  1904  in  Boston  was  one  of 
the  most  celebrated  of  the  triennial  gatherings  of  the 
Church  in  this  country,  chiefly  for  its  missionary  spirit,  and 
for  the  presence  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  first 
of  his  line  to  visit  America.  Some  of  the  legislative  acts  of 
the  Convention  are  worthy  of  note,  especially  the  adoption 
of  a  newly  revised  body  of  Canons,  among  which  we  may 
specify  the  Canon  on  Courts  of  Review,  and  the  amend- 
ment to  the  Canon  of  Divorce  and  Re-marriage,  which  last, 
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though  not  all  that  some  of  us  could  have  wished,  was 
certainly  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  making  remarriage 
after  divorce  more  difficult,  and  excusing  any  Clergyman 
from  officiating  at  such  a  function  if  he  wishes  to  be  excus- 
ed. And  it  is  time  for  us  to  take  a  strong  stand  in  <his 
matter,  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  if  we  would  rescue  family 
life  from  the  destruction  which  threatens  it  in  so  many  in- 
stances in  our  land;  time  for  the  laity,  too,  to  take  their 
stand,  both  by  resisting  the  temptation  for  themselves,  and 
by  discouraging  others  in  that  social  way,  than  which  noth- 
ing can  be  more  effectual. 

But  the  missionary  enthusiasm  which  characterized 
the  Convention  was  especially  remarkable,  and  there  was 
one  feature  of  it  to  which  I  would  call  particular  attention. 
You  are  familiar  with  the  triennial  Thank  Offering  of  the 
W.  A.,  which  has  grown  in  amount  at  each  Convention  from 
$2,000  in  1889  to  $150,000  in  1904.  On  motion  of  the  ex- 
cellent Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  Mr.  Geo.  C 
Thomas,  it  was  resolved  in  Boston  to  raise  a  Thank  Offer- 
ing from  the  men  of  the  Church  during  the  ensuing  three 
years,  to  be  presented  in  Richmond  in  1907,  in  gratitude 
to  G^d  for  His  mercie^  to  our  country  and  our  Church 
during  the  300  years  since  the  landing  of  the  colony  at 
Jamestown  in  1607.  It  is  quite  worth  while  to  mark  that 
event,  when  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  English  speak- 
ing people  began  to  be  used  on  our  Atlantic  Coast,  thirteen 
years  before  the  Pilgrims  landed  at  Plymouth.  And  while 
the  General  Convention  of  that  year  will  celebrate  it  by  a 
pilgrimage  from  Richmond  to  the  site  of  the  original 
Church  at  Jamestown,  now  in  ruins,  nothing  could  be  more 
appropriate  as  an  expression  of  our  appreciation  of  the 
superabundant  blessings  which  we  enjoy  in  this  country, 
than  a  gift  of  some  of  the  wealth  that  has  been  poured  into 
our  laps  so  lavishly,  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  and 
the  increased  use    of    the    Prayer  43ook    among   our   own 
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fellow  citizens  and  throughout  the  nations  of  the  world. 
A  well  developed  plan  for  the  bringing  of  this  object  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  people  in  all  our  parishes  has  been  devised, 
and  a  District  Committee  has  been  appointed  in  this 
Diocese  to  have  charge  of  it  here;  notices  have  been  sent 
to  all  the  Clergy  asking  their  ro-operation;  and  1  am  in 
hopes  that  both  Clergy  and  Laity  will  recognize  the  time- 
liness of  the  proposition,  and  will  take  active  steps  to« 
present  a  worthy  offering  in  1907,  This  is  one  of  those 
things  which  call  for  the  laying  aside  of  small  sums  of 
money  daily,  or  weekly,  or  monthly  as  may  be  most  con- 
venient, from  this  time  till  the  Convention  assembles;  and 
when  we  contemplate  the  fact  that,  (as  it  is  said),  $20,ooo» 
000  a  year  is  spent  is  this  country  for  chewing  gum,  and 
that  that  vast  sum  is  collected  for  such  an  absolutely  un« 
necessary  article,  chiefly  in  nickels,  by  the  slot-machines 
and  news-boys  on  the  railroads,  and  that  too  very  largely 
from  poor  people,  it  seems  trifling  to  urge  that  the  people 
of  this  Church  are  already  so  heavily  taxed  for  the  support 
of  its  enterprises,  thit  they  cannot  do  much  for  this 
extraordinary  purpose. 

I  would  also  take  this  occasion  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact,  that  it  is  the. purpose  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  arrange  a  Conference  in  this  Mission^ 
ary  Department  some  time  in  the  autumn,  similar  to  those 
which  have  been  held  in  the  West.  The  time  and  place 
have  not  yet  been  decided  upon  ;  but  I  trust  that  both  the 
Clergymen  and  laymen  of  this  DiDcese  will  show  their 
interest  in  it  and  do  what  they  can  to  make  it  effective. 
Let  me  remind  you,  too,  that  the  ne.^t  General  Convention 
^of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  vvill  be  held  in  Chicago 
in  the  autumn,  when  it  is  hoped  the  largest  attendance 
ever  had  will  be  realized,  seeing  that  Chicago  is  the 
Brotherhood's  native  place,  and  the  forward  movement 
which  has  recently  taken  place  will  arouse  an  unusual 
enthusiasm  for  the  work.

BUhop't   Address. 


The  Church  at  large  has  been  recently  much  disturbed 
by  defections  fronn  the  Christian  Faith  as  contained  in  the 
Apostle's  Creed,  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Clergy.      It  has 
heretofore    been   publicly  proclaimed  that    the    **  ethical" 
thing  for  a  Clergyman  to  do,  if  he  loses  his  faith,  is  to  stay 
where  he  is,  and  let  the  Church  put  him  out  if  it  can.     I 
believe  that  most  men  will  find  it  impossible  to  understand 
the  state  of  mind  which  such  a  position  discloses.     We  live 
in  a  free  country,  where  men  can  preach  what  they  please, 
provided  they  do  not  instigate  rebellion,  provided  also  they 
have   not  solemnly  bound  themselves  to  preach   a  certain 
form  of  truth.     But  when  a  man  stands  up  before  God  and 
the  Church    and  promises  to  conform  to  the  doctrine  of 
Christ  as  this  Church  hath  received  the  same,  and  when  he 
constantly  repeats  his  adherence  to  that  faith  in  the  service 
of   the    Prr^yer  Book,  and  then    goes  into  his  pulpit    and 
denies  the  simplest,  plainest,  most  incontrovertible  state- 
ments of  that  doctrine,  and  tries  to  induce  other  people, 
the  people  whom  the  Church  has  committed  to  his  care,  to 
make   the  same  denial,  and  still  holds  on   to  the   position 
which  he  gained  by  his  promise  of  conformity — the  law  of 
the  land  may  not  touch  him — the  Church  in  the  laxity  of 
her  discipline  may  let  him  go  on — but  he  may  rest  assured 
that  the  large  majority  of  his  fellow  citizens  will  fail  to  re- 
cognize the  honesty  of  such  a  proceeding.     And  there  is  no 
need  of  any  man  putting  himself  in  such  a  compromising 
position,  in  a  country  wh.re  there  is  a  sect  ready-made  for 
every    intellectual    vagary.       The     Protestant    Episcopal 
Church  believe.«<  the  Apostles'  Creed  in  its  natural  sense — 
if  any  man  does  not  believe  it  he  can  easily  go  where  he 
will  find  those  that  agree  with  him,  and  need  not  wear  a 
livery  which  proclaims  him  false.     And  if  the  Church  her- 
self  cannot  preserve  the  faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the 
saints,    she   becomes  recreant  to  her  trust,  she   loses  her 
character,  and  is  no  longer  worthy  of  our  allegiance. 
May  the  grace  of  God  be  with  you  all.     Amen.

APPENDIX  I. 

"Report  of  ©tSccre  anb  Committees. 

With   Accompanying    Papers. 


For  the  Conventionai,  Year  1904-05. 

The  Standing-  Committee  respectfully  report  that  during  the 
Conventional  year  1904-05,  they  have  had  eight  meetings,  of  which 
the  first  was  held  in  Zion  Church,  Rome,  the  eighth  in  Grace 
Church,  Utica,  and  the  other  six  in  St   PauTs  Church,  Syracuse. 

At  the  first  meeting,  held  June  15th,  1904,  all  the  members, 
excepting  the  Rev.  Dr.  Babcock  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood,  bein^ 
present,  the  Committee  was  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev. 
John  Brainard,  D.  D.,  President,  and  Mr.  Wm.  D.  Dunning  Secre- 
tary pro  lem.  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Feary  presented  the  testimonials 
required  by  Canon,  and  a  certificate  was  signed  recommending  his 
admission  by  the  Bishop  as  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 

At  the  isecond  meeting  held  July  13th,  1904,  and  attended  by  all 
the  members,  excepting  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood,  action  was  taken  as 
follows  ill  regard  to  the  death  of  Bishop  Huntington:  **The  Stindin^j 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  mindful  of  the  death 
of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  who  departed  this  life  on  Monday,  July 
11th,  1904,  at  twenty  minutes  past  four,  at  the  home  of  his  child- 
hood, Hadley,  Mass,  aged  ei^^hty-five  years,  one  month  and  fifteen 
days,  places  upon  record  the  following  minute:  *  The  news  of  the 
death  of  our  venerable  and  b  loved  Father  in  God  will  be  received 
with  deep  emotion  in  all  parts  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  and 
throughout  t.ie  Anglican  Communion.  Bishop  Huntington  adorned 
the  high  office,  which  he  held  for  more  than  thirty-five  years,  with 
every  virtue  of  the  Christian  character.  He  administered  his 
Diocese  with  great  ability  and  with  remarkable  wisdom.     His  influ- 
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ence  was  widely  felt  During  his  episcopate  a  wonderful  growth 
appeared  in  every  part  of  the  field  in  which  he  labored  He  left  his 
charge  a  prosperous,  peaceful  and  united  household.  His  name  will 
always  be  conspicuous  among  those  of  the  most  eminent  pastors  of 
the  Flock  of  Christ.'" 

On  motion  it  was  resolved  that  the  Committee  recommend  the 
payment,  by  the  Diocese,  to  the  late  Bishop's  family  of  an  amount 
equivalent  to  a  continuation  of  his  salary  to  the  1st  of  January,  1905, 
and  that  they  also  recommend  the  payment  by  the  Diocese  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Bishop's  funeral. 

At  the  third  meeting,  held  July  28th,  19D4,  the  Rev  Dr.  Lock- 
wood,  Judge  Sawyer  and  Mr.  Van  Wagenen  being  absent  it  was 
resolved,  on  motion,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Committee  that 
the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  to  the  family  of  the  late  Bishop 
the  salary  for  the  full  quarter  ending  August  1st,  1904. 

The  President  of  the  Committee  was  authorized  by  resolution, 
to  issue  a  circular  urging  upon  the  parishes  the  payment  in  full  of 
assessments  for  the  current  year  for  the  Coadjutor's  salary.  The 
action  of  the  members  giving  individual  consent  to  the  mortgaging 
of  the  Rectory  of  Trinity  Parish,  Seneca  Falls,  for  the  repair  of  the 
Church  was  ratified,  and  ordered  to  be  recorded  among  the  trans- 
actions of  the  Committee.  A  message  of  sympathy  was  sent  to  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Lockwood  expressing  the  regret  of  his  associates  at  his 
continued  illness,  and  their  hope  of  his  returning  soon  to  his  place 
among  them. 

At  the  fourth  meeting,  held  September  19th,  1904,  and  attended 
by  all  the  clerical  members,  excepting  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lockwopd  and 
by  Mr.  Jack  and  Mr.  Dunning,  of  the  laity^  the  Secretary  was 
insttucted  to  include  among  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  the  giving 
by  the  Committee,  since  the  previous  meeting,  of  written  consent  to 
the  placing  of  a  mortgage  on  the  church  property  of  St.  John's 
Parish,  Marcellus.  A  letter  from  Mrs  Huntington  expressing  for 
herself  and  her  family  very  grateful  appreciation  of  the  action 
taken  by  the  Committee  in  connection  with  the  Bishop's  death,  was 
read  and  ordered  to  be  preserved  among  the  Standing  Committee 
papers.  Canonical  testimonials  having  been  presented  by  Mr.  Roy 
Irving  Murray,  he  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop  to  be  admitted  a 
candidate  for  Holy  Orders.  It  was  resolved  that  should  the  Bishop 
find  that  all  canonical  requirements  preliminary  to  ordination  to  the 
Diaconate  have   been   complied   with   in   the   Diocese    of   Southern 
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Viginia,  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Floarda  Howard,  who  has  been 
transferred  to  this  Diocese  as  a  candidate  for  Priest's  Orders, 
and  that  he  would  have  been  ordained  at  once  had  he  re- 
mained in  Southern  Virginia,  it  is  recommended  that  he  l>e  made 
a  Deacon  in  this  Diocese  without  further  requirements.  The  item 
of  *'Current  Expenses,  including  Rector's  Salary,"  as  given  in  the 
report  of  one  of  the  endowed  parishes  of  the  Diocese,  was  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  with  particular  reference  to 
Diocesan  assessments  upon  the  parish.  The  matter,  after  dis- 
cussion, was  decided  to  be  a  proper  subject  for  consideration  by  the 
Convention. 

At  the  fifth  meeting,  held  December  5th,  1904,  all  the  memteew 
were  present.  The  vacancy  in  the  membership,  created  by  the 
death  of  Judge  Sawyer,  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Hon. 
Charles  A.  Talcott  of  Utica.  The  signing  of  a  paper  since  the  last 
meeting,  giving  the  consent  required  by  Canon  to  the  placing  of  a 
mortgage  on  the  real  estate  of  All  Saints'  Parish,  Syracuse,  was 
ordered  to  be  recorded.  Consent  was  given  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  Edward  Woodcock,  D.  D-,  of  Detroit  as  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Kentuclty.  Satisfactory  testimonials  having  been 
received,  recommendation  was  made  of  -the  Rev.  David  Curran, 
Deacon,  for  advancement  to  the  Priesthood;  of  Mr.  John  B.  Pitcher 
and  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Fearj*  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  and 
of  Mr.  Edward  Wilson  Parmelee  for  admission  as  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders.  The  following  memorial  was  read  and  unanimously 
adopted: 

**A  sense  of  irreparable  loss  pervades  the  meeting  of  the  Stand 
ing  Committee  to-day.  We  miss  the  cheerful  greeting  of  our  late 
associate.  Judge  Sawyer,  the  uplifting  influence  of  his  presence  and 
the  guidance  of  his  wisdom,  which  never  went  astray  ** 

It  is  about  twenty-two  years  since  Judge  Sawyer  became  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  rarely,  in  all  these  years 
has  he  failed  to  appear  at  our  quarterly  and  special  meetings,  often 
at  the  sacrifice  of  business  calls  and  personal  convenience.  Many 
an  instance  would  our  records  reveal,  when  his  legal  knowledge 
has  settled  questions  which  bristled  with  difficulties,  and  his  wise 
judgment  and  sound  common  sense  have  led  us  to  safe  and  happy 
conclusions. 

When,  in  1895,  the  office  of  Chancellor  was  created,  and  Bishop 
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Huntington  named  Judge  Sawyer  for  the  position,  his  .nomination 
-was  unanimously  confirmed  by  the  Convention,  and  the  Diocese 
secured  the  benefit  of  his  large  experience  in  both  civil  and  ecclesi- 
astical law,  which  so  eminently  qualified  him  for  the  position  o| 
Chancellor.  We  all  know  what  a  tower  of  strength  he  was  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  when,  a  few  years  ago,  he  became  involved  in 
a  painful  controversy. 

Looking  at  Judge  Sawyer  it^  his  home  life,  in  his  parochial 
activities,  and  in  his  relations  to  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York, 
we  find  a  Christian  gentleman  whose  example  is  well  worthy  of  imi- 
tation. What  untold  blessings  his  life  as  a  Christian  layman  has 
conferred  upon  the  Church  and  the  Community,  and  how  nobly  did  he 
fulfil  the  promise  of  his  early  Christian  training  by  the  devotion  of 
his  later  years.  And  as  it  seemed  to  bring  to  his  heart  its  richest 
joys  to  serve  the  church,  in  any  department  of  her  work;  so  will  a 
host  of  earthly  friends,  who  are  parted  from  him  for  a  season, 
always  think  of  him  as  one  whom  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  has 
called  to  stand  in  the  House  of  the  Lord,  forever. 

It  is  ordered  that  this  minute  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the 
Committee,  and  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the  late  Judge  Sa^/- 
yer  as  a  token  of  our  loving  sympathy.** 

At  the  sixth  meeting,  held  March  3d,  1905,  all  the  members,  ex- 
cepting Dr.  Brainard  and  Mr.  Talcott,  being  present,  the  consecra- 
.tion  of  the  Rev.  James  Henry  Darlington,  D.  D.,  Bishop  elect  of  the 
Diocese  of  Harrisburgh,  was  consented  to.  A  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed looking  to  the  printing  in  the  convention  Journal  of  a  suitable 
biographical  sketch  of  the  la.^e  Bishop  Huntington.  Unanimous  ap- 
proval was  given  to  the  restoration,  by  the  Bishop,  of  the  name  of 
the -Rev.  Albert  Cusick^  Deacon,  to  the  Ciergy  list  of  the  Diocese. 
The*  Secretary  was  instructed. to  record  among  the  official  acts  of 
the  Committee  the  giving  of  their  consent,  since  the  last  meeting  to 
a  mortgage  on  the  real  estate  of  Trinity  Church,  Binghamton.,  The 
Rev.  Eidward  H.  Coley,  rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Utica,  was  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Babcock.  The  follow- 
ing memorial  was  placed  upon  record,  and  sent  to  Dr.  Babcock's 
family. 

**  Coming  from  the  solemn  services  connected  with  the  burial, 
to-dayt  of  our  late  beloved  associate,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Theodore  Babcock, 
to  this  meeting,  in  the  deliberations  of  which  he  had  been  summon- 
ed to  participate,  we  are  impressively  sensible  of  the  severity  and 
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nearness  of  the  stroke,  which,  twice  within  half  a  year,  has  taken 
out  of  this  world,  one  of  our  nu  nber.  During-  the  nearly  nineteen 
years^  of  his"  membership  in  this  committee.  Dr.  Babcock  was  so 
seldom  away  from  its  meeting^s,  and  always  took  so  interested  and 
prominent  a  part  in  the  transacting"  of  its  business,  that  his  future 
absence  will  be,  for  a  long  time,  very  deeply  felt. 

His  clear  and  well-stored  mini,  hii  good  practical  sense,  his 
loyalty  to  Church  principles,  his  knowledge  of  ecclesiastical  history 
and  Canon  law,  his  great  influence  and  activity  in  the  org^auization 
of  ouf  Diocese,  the  intimacy  and  prominence  of  his  almost  continu- 
ous connection  with  its  whole  subsequent  history,  and  his  personal 
relations,  through  various  offices  which  be  held,  with  nearly  all 
pers;jiis  in  regard  to  whon;  the  Committee  mig^ht  be  called  to  take 
action  fitted  him,  in  a  high  degree  for  assisting  in  the  wise  and  in- 
telligent discharge  of  our  duties.  "         .    ' 

And  to  this  helpfulness  in  council,  his  cheerful  spirit,  his  socia- 
bility and  kindness  of  heart,  added  the  pleasantness  of  gt>od  com- 
panionship. In  our  recollections  of  Dr.  Babcock  there  will  always 
be  conspicuous  the  sweet  temper  and  genial  sympathies,  which  he 
retained,  in  singular  freshness,  through  the  latest  years  of  his  great 
age,  and  which  attracted  to  him  the  affectionate  friendship  of  the 
younger  as  well  as  of  the  qlder  clergy. 

We  desire  to  include  in  t'.iLs  tribute  to  his  memory  a  record  of 
our  appreciation  of  the  genuitieness  of  his  religious  character,  and 
of  our  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  example  kept  so  long-  before  us, 
of  faith  and  patience,  of  loyalty  to  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  earnest 
ness  in  the  work  of  His  Church.  Sorrowing  that  we  shall  see  his  face 
no  nio  e,  and  sympathizing  with  his  family  in  their. saddening  sense 
of  loss,  we  share  with  them  the  confidence  and  comfort  of  assured 
belief  that  he  whom  they  and  we  so  love.1,  now  delivered  from  the 
burden  of  the  flesh,  is  in  }^y  and  felicity,  realijsing  the  bless^ness 
of  those  who  die  in  the  Lord,  and  reapiug  the  rewards  of  g^ood  and 
faithful  service." 

At  the  seventh  me^tin^,  held  May  I5tb,  1905,  and  attended  by 
Dr  Lockwood  and  Mr.  Harding',  of  the  Clergy,  and  by  Messrs.  Van 
Wagenon,  Jack  and  Dunning,  of  the  laity,  the  Rev.  Henry  C. 
Staunton  and  the  Kev.  Edward  A.  Evans.  Deacons,  were  recom- 
mended for  advancement  to  the  Priesthood,  and  Mr.  Charles  Kendall 
Gilbvirt.  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  Action  upon  other  papers 
presented,  re.'itnring  the  vote  of  three  fourths  of  the  Committee,  was 
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put  over  to  the  meeting-  in  June.  An  estimate  of  the  amount  re- 
quired for  expenses  of  the  Diocese  during"  the  ensuing-  year  payable 
from  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund,  was  submitted  as  follows:  Print- 
ing Journal  of  Convention  and  other  printing-,  $500;  Bishop's  travel- 
ing expenses,  $300;  Salaries  of  Secretaries  of  Convention,  $250; 
Registrar,  $25;  Treasurer  of  Diocese,  $300;  >3  of  expenses  for  General 
Convention,  $200;  making  a  total  of  $1,575.  To  raise  this  amount,  it 
was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Convention,  an  assessment  upon 
the  parishes  and  Missions,  equal  in  each  case,  to  one  and  three 
tenths  per  cent,  of  their  last  reported  current  expenses  inchiding 
rector's  salary. 

At  the  eighth  meeting,  held  June  13th,  1905,  all  the  members, 
excepting  Dr.  Brainard,  were  present.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Harding  was 
chosen  President  Pro  Tern.  An  application  and  certificate,  as 
designated  in  Canon  2,  Sec  V.  fill],  having  been  presented,  un- 
animous consent  was  given  to  the  granting  to  Mr.  Harry  Idle  of  the 
dispensation  allowed  to  certain  postulants  by  that  Canon,  and,  on 
presentation  of  the  required  testimonials,  Messrs.  Albert  Broadhurst, 
John  Clark  Dean  and  Harry  Idle  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop, 
for  admission  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders;  and  Messrs.  Charles 
W.  Hakes,  M.  D.,  Edward  Wilson  Parmelee  and  George  Ash  ton  Old- 
ham, for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate.  On  motion  it  was  resolved  to 
add  to  the  estimate  of  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  adopted  at 
the  last  meeting,  the  sum  of  $500  for  an  annuity  as  provided  for  in 
Canon  XXI;  and  to  increase  the  rate  of  assessment  then  recom- 
mended four  tenths  of  one  per  cent,  making  the  total  assessment 
one  and  seven  tenths  per  cent.  The  Secretary  was  requested  to 
send  to  Dr,  Brainard  a  message  of  fraternal  sympathy  and  of  regret 
for  hia  inability  through  ill  health,  to  give  us  the  pleasure  of 
his  presence,  and  discharge  t  le  duties  of  his  oflfice  as  our  President. 
The  Secretary's  report  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  for  the  year 
was  read  and  approved,  and  ordered  to  be  presented  to  the  Conven- 
tion.

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Watertown,    Redwood,    Sackett's   Harbor  and    Theresa.     In    Lewis 
County:  Constableville,  Copenhagen,  Greig  and  Port  Leyden. 

Thi  Missions  in  Port  Leyden  and  Greig  are  now  under  the 
Pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  F.  Curtis  Smith  of  Boonville:  These 
places  seem  to  be  in  excellent  condition  owing  to  the  strenuous  work 
of  those  in  charge. 

The  people  of  Alexandria  Bay  are  also  responding  to  the  ener- 
getic work  of  the  Minister-in-charge  -the  Rev.  Thomas  Duck  of 
Theresa.  There  are  still  three  vacancies  in  the  District,  which  we 
hope  may  be  filled  in  the  not-distant  future. 

A  spirit  of  unanimity  seems  to  be  gaining  foothold,— and  with  it 
a  spirit  of  new  life.  Only  when  we  all  come  to  a  full  realization  of 
the  duty  of  Brotherly  Love  can  we  do  our  fullest  for  the  King  of 
L  >ve.     The  reports  this  spring  were  full  of  hope  and  vigorous  life. 

Several  communicants  have  been  found  in  and  about  Alexandria 
Bay  Church,— and  the  nucleus  of  a  class  for  confirmation  also  form- 
ed. A  Sunday  School  of  about  twenty-five  members,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Rector  of  St.  John's.  Cape  Vincent,  has  been  form- 
ed in  Carleton  Island,  where  there  are  a  dozen  Church  families. 

The  **  Union  Church  '*  building  at  Milieu's  Bay  (now  known  as 
Riverview)  is  to  undergo  quite  extensive  repairing  this  summer. 

Services  were  given  in  Adams  from  time  to  time  by  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Brockway,  Saphore  and  Tyndell.  and  the  clergv  of  Trinity 
Parish,  Watertown,  conduct  services  regularly  at  Great  Bend  and 
Glen  Park. 

Financially,  the  District  is  in  excellent  condition.  We  have 
overpaid  our  assessment  and  underdrawn  onr  appropriation.  A 
financial  summary  is  as  follows:

Four  meetinfifs  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held  durinff  the 
year— two  in  Utica,  one  in  Whitesboro  and  one  in  Oriskany  Falls. 

During-  the  year  the  Dean  has  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
at  Holland  Patent  three  times,  Chadwicks  six  times,  Camden  three 
times,  Boonville  once,  Bridgewater  three  times.  Westmoreland  three 
times  atid  Ba)oktield  once.  He  has  visited  and  preached  twice  at 
HoUatid  Patent  and  once  each  at  Trenton,  Boonville  and  Forestport. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Wicks  reports  that  services  are  well  attended  at 
St.  Paul's  Churcli,  Paris  Hill.  All  financial  obligations  in  Parish 
and  Diocese  have  been  fully  met.  The  ability  of  the  Parish  to  give 
and  do  is  not  changed  practically  from  the  last  report. 

The  Rev.  A.  L.  liyroii-Curtis  reports  that  services  have  been 
maintained  with  regularity  in  St.  Jos.»ph*s  Church,  Rome,  and  with 
the  usual  attendance  u])on  the  same.  There  is  preaching-  twice  on 
Sunday,  together  with  a  catechising  of  the  children  of  the  ptirish. 
The  attendatice  upon  the  evening-  service  during-  the  past  winter  has 
been  tar  better  than  the  winter  before.  The  sum  of  $675.00  has  been 
raised  and  i)aid  ujjon  the  Mortgag^e  on  the  Rectory  and  Guild  Hall, 
leaving  a  balance  due  of  Si, (KM). (.H).  which  it  is  expected  to  have  paid 
oil  by  January  l.^t,  V)iM>.  The  faitlifnl  of  St.  Joseph's  deserve  every 
commendation  for  keeping  up  to  the  increased  standard  of  local  sup- 
port. In  Kebruary  last,  an  iron  mill,  upon  which  a  considerable 
number  of  the  families  of  St.  Joseph's  depended  for  their  sup^iort, 
was  destroyed  by  tire.     That  the  offerings  of  the  people  have  suffer- 
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ed  no  falling  off  by  reason  of  this,  speaks  well  for  the  spirit  of  self 
sacrifice  and  devotion  of  the  people. 

The  Rev.  F.  C.  Smith  reports  that  conditions  in  Trinity  Church, 
Boonville,  remain  about  the  same  as  last  year.  It  may  be  said,  how- 
ever, that  conditions  are  in  a  more  stable  condition,  the  main  effort 
of  the  work  at  present  bein^-  directed  toward  that  end.  The  Parish 
has  recently  been  re-incorporated  with  the  diminished  number  of 
Vestrymen,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  will  be  a  step  which  will  in- 
crease the  working-  capacity  of  the  Parish.  It  is  hoped  during-  the 
present  year  to  take  steps  looking-  towards  the  reducing-  of  the  sti- 
pend, which  is  now  received  for  the  support  of  the  Rector.  Electric 
lights  have  been  installed  and  paid  for,  and  the  Church  property  is 
in  good  condition.  At  present  the  Rector  is  assisted  in  this  Parish 
and  Christ  Church,  Forestport,  by  a  layreader,  Mr.  E.  W.  Parmelee, 
a  candidate  for  Orders.  There  is  nothing  new  to  report  from  Christ 
Church,  Forestport,  which,  as  reported  before,  is  continually  grow- 
ing less  and  less  in  numbers.  Those  that  remain,  however,  are 
faithful.  Services  have  been  held  on  all  but  three  Sundays,  and  a 
week  day  service  was  maintained  during  Lent. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Pitcher  reports  that  regular  services  have 
been  maintained  in  Trinity  Church,  Camden.  During  Lent,  extra 
services  were  held.  A  house  and  lot  in  the  village  of  Camden  has 
been  conveyed  to  the  Church  for  the  use  of  the  Parish  .as  a  Rectory. 
The  property  is  valued  at  SI, 700.00  and  is  subject  to  a  mortgage  of 
$1,000.00. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Cooke  reports  that  the  year  closes  in  St.  John's 
Church,  Whitesboro,  with  Assessment  for  Diocesan  Missions  paid  in 
full  and  all  other  indebtedness  paid.  Regular  services  have  been 
maintained  every  Sunday  morning,  and  on  alternate  Sunday  even- 
ings, with  Fridays  and  H  jly  days.  A  marked  increase  has  been 
seen  in  the  attendance  since  regular  Sunday  morning  services  have 
been  held. 

The  Rev.  J.  \V.  Clarke  reports  that  regular  services  have  been 
held  in  St.  Paul's  Chapel,  Dcerfiekl  on  the  alternate  Sunday  after- 
noons. The  Sunday  School,  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  George  M. 
Weaver,  is  held  every  Sunday  and  continues  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Allen  resigned  from  Gethsemane  Church,  West- 
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moreland,   December   1st,  1904,  since  which   time   regular  services- 
have  been  maintained   by   a   Laj'    Reader,  the  Dean  celebrating-  the- 
Holy  Communion.     The  Sunday  School  shows  a  marked  increase  ia 
numbers. 

Services  were  reg-ularly  maintained  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Durhamville,  by  the  Rev.  John  Arthur  until  March  1st,  when  he  left 
the  Diocese  for  Iowa. 

Occasional  Services  have  been  held  in  St.  Timothy's,  Brookfield 
by  the  Rev.  R.  M.  Duff,  S.  T.  D.,  and  the  Dean. 

No  written  reports  have  been  received  from  the  other  Mission 
Parishes  and  Stations  in  the  District. 

The  Rev.  B.  T.  Stafford  is  in  charge  of  St.  Andrew's,  Augusta 
and  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Oriskany  Falls. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Allen  is  in  charge  of  St.  James',  New  York 
Mills  and  St.  Peter's,  Oriskany. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Evans  is  in  charge  of  St.  George's,  Chadwicks, 
St.  John's,  Clayville  and  Christ  Church,  Bridgewater. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Gcare  is  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's,  Holland  Patent. 

The  Rev.  C.  J.    Lambert,   of   Sherburne,    is   in  charge  of  Grace 

Church,  Earlvilie.

The  officers  of  the  District  are:    The  Rev.  George  G.  Perriue, 
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Dean ;  the  Rev.  Charles  D.  Broughton,  Secretary;  Mr.  William  J. 
Russell,  Treasurer;  the  Rev.  Harry  S.  Lone-ley  and  Mr.  John  Ander- 
son, members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  the  Dean  and  Secretary, 
ex-officio,  and  the  Rev.  A.  R.  B.  Hegeman,  Mr.  William  H.  Shaal 
and  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Packard,  Finance  Committee. 

There  are  seventeen  parishes  and  missions  in  the  District  of 
which  the  following  have  received  assistance  from  the  Board  during 
the  past  year;  Harpersville  and  Afton,  Chenango  Forks  and  Whit- 
ney's Point,  Bainbridge,  Guilford,  Mount  Upton  and  Windsor. 

There  have  been  three  meetings  of  Convocation  within  the  year, 
namely,  in  Grace  Church,  Whitney's  Point;  Trinity  Memorial 
Church,  Binghamton;  and  Emmanuel  Church,  Norwich. 

Afton,  St.  Ann's  Church— This  Church,  under  the  faithful  over- 
sight ot  the  Rev.  Edwin  L,ee  Tanner,  continues  to  prosper.  The 
services  are  well  attended,  an  active  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary is  doing  good  work,  there  appears  to  be  a  very  commendable 
readiness  on  the  part  of  all  to  conform  in  every  way  to  the  customs 
and  requirements  of  the  Church,  and  abandoning  all  secular  meth- 
ods of  raising  money,  the  people  are  contributing  liberally  in  the 
Christian  way.  The  Easter  offering  is  to  be  used  in  purchasing  a 
fine  Chalice  and  Paten  for  th-  Church  as  a  memorial  of  Bishop 
Huntington.  All  canonical  offerings  are  taken  and  all  assessments 
for  diocesan  purposes  have  been  fully  met. 

Harpersville  — St.  Luke's  Church.  This  parish  which,  with  two 
exceptions,  is  the  oldest  parish  in  the  diocese,  having  been  founded 
in  1799  by  the  Rev.  Philander  Chase  afterwards  first  Bishop  of  Ohio, 
is  also  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  Lee  Tanner.  Though 
small  and  without  much  wealth  of  material  things,  a  more  loyal  and 
devoted  congregation  is  not  to  be  found.  A  fund  nas  been  gradual- 
ly accumulated  from  the  gifts  of  the  congregation  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Church  building.  It  is  something  very  much  needed, 
but  the  amount  now  on  hand  is  only  about  SlOO  and  at  least  as  much 
more  will  be  required  to  do  the  work.  The  Sunday  School  is  being 
carei  for  under  the  faithful  superintendence  of  Charles  W.  Hakes, 
M.  D.,  who  is  also  a  Lay  Reader  and  candidate  for  orders.  The 
Woman's  Auxiliary  has  sent  boxes  to  the  needy  and  entertained  the 
District  Branch  at  its  annual  meeting  in  May.  All  dues,  parochial 
and  diocesan,  have  been  fully  paid  and  offerings  made  for  general 
objects. 
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Bainbridfre— St.  Peter's  Church.  Under  the  pastoral  care  of  the 
Rev.  Wilson  E.  Tanner,  there  is  much  evidence  of  steady  growth 
and  improvement.  The  Sunday  School  gain%  slowly  in  numbers 
and  efficiency,  and  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  there  are  no 
loses  in  the  parish  but  on  the  contrary  some  additions.  There  is 
also  an  improvement  in  the  attendance  at  the  services,  which  on 
Sundays  shows  an  averag-e  of  about  40  per  cent,  of  the  members. 
All  canonical  offering-s  have  been  made,  all  dues  to  the  parish  and 
diocese  have  been  paid,  and  the  Advent  offering-  for  General  Mis- 
sions was  almost  sufficient  to  meet  the  apportionment  for  the  parish.' 
The  Easter  offering  for  Church  repairs  was  a  little  over  S200  and  in- 
cluded gifts  of  more  people  in  the  parish  than  commonly  take  part 
in  an  offering.  It  is  the  largest  sum  given  at  a  single  service  in 
the  history  of  the  parish. 

Chenango  Forks,  St.  John's  Church— The  services  here  during 
most  of  the  year  have  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  Mr.  R.  A. 
Young  as  Lay  Reader,  and  by  the  Dean. 

Whitney's  Point.  Grace  Church— The  Rev.  David  Curran  has 
had  charge  of  this  Church  during  the  past  year.  He  gave  up  his 
work  there  on  the  first  of  May  ".ast  and  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese 
of  Kansas.  Since  he  left  the  Dean  has  supplied  one  Sunday  service 
and  Mr.  K.  A.  Young  another.  Until  another  arrangement  can  be 
made,  Mr.  Pierce,  by  the  Bishop's  appointment  as  Lay  Reader,  will 
take  the  Sunday  service  here  and  at  Chenango  Forks.  The  amount 
pledged  to  the  missionary  and  the  assessment  for  Diocesan  Missions 
have  been  paid. 

Guilford.  Christ  Church— The  condition  of  the  Church  in  Guil- 
ford is  one  of  moderate  but  steady  progress.  The  services  of  the 
Church  have  been  maintained  without  intermission  and  the  attend- 
ance has  been  good, but  mightleasily  be  improved,  especially  on  Sun- 
day evenings.  A  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  doing  good 
work  here  and  contributing  liberally  in  labor  and  money  to  the  relief 
of  the  needy  at  home  and  abroad.  The  Endowment  Fund,  which  was 
begun  about  fifteen  years  ago,  and  is  niiide  up  of  free  will  offerings, 
birthday  and  thank  offerings,  amounted,  at  the  beginning  of  May, 
19US,  to  SI, .^51. 53.  The  income  of  this  fund,  except  what  was 
required  to  keep  the  Church  property  insured,  is  added  each  year  to 
the  primipal,  and  that  with  the  offerings  amounts  to  something 
over  :51<)<»  per  annum  and  is  constantly  increasing.  The  Kaster 
otTering.  including  i?13  07  from  the  Sunday  School,  amounted  to 
^148.48,    nearly    half  of   which    was   devoted   to    General    Missions. 
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This  is  the  larg-est  offering-  made  in  this  Church  for  a  good  many 
years,  and  perhaps  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  parish.  The 
Church  and  Rectory  have  been  painted  and  repaired  at  an  expense  of 
a  little  over  $200.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  all 
financial  obligations  to  the  parish,  the  Diocese  and  the  Church  at 
large,  including  the  apportionment  for  General  Missions,  have  been 
fully  paid. 

Mount  Upton  — Gracie  Church.  There  are  at  presesnt  ten  mem- 
bers of  this  Church,  five  adults  and  five  children.  The  services  are 
supported  by  the  income  of  the  Fenno  Tudor  Fund  and  a  small 
appropriation  for  Diocesan  Missions,  the  offerings  of  the  congre- 
gation being  devoted  to  canonical  objects.  This  Church  has  a  fund, 
known  as  the  Mt.  Upton  Building  Fund,  of  between  S700  and  S800. 
The  few  faithful  members,  who  for  the  present  meet  for  worship  in 
the  Baptist  Church  rented  for  this  purpose,  would  be  greatly  pleased 
as  well  as  benefitted  if  they  could  have  a  Church  of  their  own,  but 
the  amount  on  hand  is  so  small,  their  ability  to  contribute  so  limited 
and  t.ie  prospect  of  a  permanent  confjre«^ation  so  uncertain,  that  it 
has  not  yet  seemed  prudent  to  build  and  incur  a  debt  which  would 
be  apt  to  paralyze  the  life  which  at  present  exists. 

Windsor  -Zion  Church.  The  services  have  been  maintained  in 
this  Church  faithfully  and  without  intermission  except  on  one  or 
two  Sundays  during  Lent,  when  the  Rector  was  too  ill  to  attend  to 
his  duties.  The  attendance  at  the  services  has  been  what  may  be 
called  normal.  There  has  been  considerable  activity  and  interest  in 
Church  work  among  the  members,  and  some  in^provements  and 
additions  to  Church  property  have  been  made.  A  branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  holds  regular  meetings  and  gives  cheerfully  of 
its  time  and  means  to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church.  The 
canonical  offerings  are  taken  regularly,  and  the  parish  has  paid  in 
full  its  assessment  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Duff,  Missionary  for  Chenango  County,  has  held 
services  during  the  year  in  many  places,  among  which  may  be  men- 
tioned North  Norwich,  South  Otselic,  East  PhaH-salia,  Earlville, 
Smyrna,  South  Plymouth,  South  Eduieston,  Columbus,  RockwcH's 
Mills,  Rockdale,  Vallonia  Springs,  Page  Brook,  Lower  Geneganslot. 
Brisbin  and  Woods*  Corners,  besides  officiating  in  exchange  with 
many  of  the  Rectors  of  settled  parishes.  These  services  have  for 
the  most  part  been  held  in  denominational  Churches  and  school 
houses  and  wherever  opportunity  could  be  found.  They  have  gen- 
erally been  well  attended  and  much  interest  shown  in  them.  During 
a  temporary  vacancy  in  the  Church  at  Chenango  Forks  he  has  held 
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frequent  services  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  there  and 
at  Whitney's  Point;  and  McDonoug^h/throug^h  his  assistance,  has 
been  able  to  keep  up  its  Sunday  School,  meet  its  financial  oblig-a- 
tions  and  contribute  something-  to  Diocesan  and  General  Missions. 

The  Board  of  Managers  for  Missions  directed  the  following 
report  to  be  incorporated  in  this  report: 

REPORT. 

May,  1904.  to  May,  1905. 

The  Chenango  County  Missionary  reports  that  during-  the  past 
year  he  lias  held  services  in  many  little  hamlets  and  settlements  in 
the  county)  where  the  Church  is  not  established.  The  services  have 
been  held  for  the  most  part  in  denominational  Churches,  lent  for 
that  purpose,  atid  have  been  generally  very  well  attended,  and  much 
interest  has  been  shown  in  the  *'  ways  **  of  our  Church  by  those  to 
whom  the  Church  heretofore  was  an  unknown  quantity.  Services 
have  also  been  held  occasionally  in  some  of  the  Missions  of  the 
Church. 

Two  classes  for  confirmation  have  been  presented  and  another 
class  awaits  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop.  Several  persons,  men, 
women  and  children,  have  been  baptized,  many  prayer  books  have 
been  distributed,  Church  Guilds  have  been  formed  and  Sunday 
Schools  established.  The  singing  of  the  canticles  of  the  Church  has 
also  been  introcuiced  into  some  of  the  denominatiotial  Churches. 
The  Missionary  finds  that  nearly  all  the  denominational  ministers 
possess  Prayer  Bof)ks,  and  freely  confess  that  they  find  them  very 
useful  in  their  ministrations.  One  uses  the  form  for  family  prayer 
in  the  Prayer  Book,  another  the  General  Confession,  some  have 
the  Jiihilate  sung  and  the  Gloria  Patri  is  usually  sung  at  one 
of  the  services  and,  as  is  well  known,  parts  of  the  burial  and  the 
marriage  service  are  in  very  wide  use  among  our  denominational 
brethren. 

Very  many  house  to  house  visits  have  been  made  bj-  the  Mis- 
sionary during  the  past  year.

The  officers  of  the  District  are:  The  Rev.  William  DeLancey 
Wilson,  Dean;  the  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ramsdell,  Secretary;  Mr.  J.  H. 
H.  Yonng.  Treasurer.  These  officers  and  the  Rev.  John  T.  Rose  and 
the  Rev.  H.  G.  Codding-ton  constitute  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  the  elected  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

The  Mission  Stations  in  the  Fourth  District  are:  East  Syracuse, 
Manlius,  Jamesville,  Marcellus,  Cleveland,  Constantia,  Lacona, 
Redfield,  Altmar,  Mexico,  Warners,  Memphis,  Pulaski,  Chittenango, 
Phoenix,  East  Onondaga,  St.  Luke's  and  St.  Philip's,  Syracuse. 
The  Good  Shepherd,  Onondaga  Reservation  and  St.  John's.  Oswego, 
received  no  aid  from  the  District.  Calvary,  Homer,  has  been  aided 
to  the  extent  of  $100  this  year  because  of  temporary  loss  of  income 
of  their  Endowment  Fund. 

Meetings  of  the  Convocation  have  been  held  three  times  during 
the  year,  at  the  Reservation  July  6th,  at  Cazenovia  October  11th  and 
12th,  and  conjointly  with  the  District  B.  W.  A.  at  Marcellus  May 
9  h  and  10th. 

Emmanuel,  East  Syracuse,  with  St.  Luke's,  Syracuse,  continues 
in  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Johnson.  Some  growth  ii  to  be 
expected  at  the  former,  as  the  population  is  increasing  rapidly. 

Christ  Church,  Manlius,  more  than  maintains  its  own  under  the 
ministry  of  the  Rev.  Geo.  D.  Ashley,  and  is  gradually  approaching 
-self  support. 
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St.  Mark's,  Jamesville,  has  been  attached  to  Tiinity,  Fayette? - 
ville,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Ernest  Melville,  who  report  ^ 
encourajfement  because  of  the  devotion  of  the  few  members  of  th^ 
Mission  and  of  the  promised  increase  in  population  consequent  or"» 
the  increased  manufacturing"  industry. 

St.  John's,  Marcellus,  under  the  jjuidance  of  the  Rev.  E.  B^ 
Mott,  reports  the  building  and  occupation  of  a  convenient  Rectory— 
and  shows  continued  progress  towards  self  support  in  asking  that- 
its  stipend  of  S150  be  reduced  by  S50  each  year  for  the  next  three- 
years.     This  example  is  commended  to  other  Missions. 

St.  John's.  Cleveland,  under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Stafford,  shows  remarkable  signs  of  new  life.  The  congregations 
have  increased  greatly  and  the  offerings  have  been  more  than 
doubled  within  the  year. 

We  hope  that  the  influence  of  minister  and  people  may  be  felt 
in  the  other  part  of  the  station  and  that  services  may  be  resumed  at 
Constantia. 

The  Rev.  Daniel  Daly,  because  of  increasing-  years  and  infirm- 
ities, lias  held  but  few  services  at  Redfield  during  the  year,  and  his 
work  at  Lacona  has  been  seriously  interrupted. 

St.  John's,  Altniar,  after  having  been  brought  to  a  most  ad- 
mirable state  of  organization,  has  been  called  upon  to  g"ive  up  the 
services  of  its  pastor,  the  Rev.  B.  E.  Whipple,  because  of  advancing 
age.  The  services  are  supplied  by  Mr.  Harry  Cole,  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders. 

Grace  Church,  Mexico,  has  had  but  one  or  two  services  since 
last  November  because  of  inability  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  heat 
the  Church.  Previous  to  that  time  services  were  held  bj-  the  Rev. 
W.  N.  Hawkins  of  Pulaski. 

Services  are  maintained  regularly  at  St.  James',  Pulaski,  by  the 
Rev    W    X.  Hawkins  who  has  also  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 

at  Lacona  as  occasion  offered. 

St.  Paul's.  Warners,  is  a  good  example  of  a  new  mission,  show- 
ing what  can  be  done  in  many  small  villages,  bv  a  missionary  who 
is  supported  by  a  few  devoted  people.     It  is  rapidly  coming  to  be  the 
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leading  religious  organization  of  the  village.     The  services  are  sup- 
plied by  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Ramsdell  of  Baldwinsville. 

Services  have  been  held  somewhat  irregularly  at  Memphis  the 
last  year  because  of  the  failure  of  the  vestry  at  Jordan  to  secure  a 
rector,  as  afternoon  services  are  held  by  the  rector  of  Christ  Church. 

St.  Paul's,  Chittenan/o,  continues  to  be  served  by  the  Rev.  Geo. 
A.  Ottaway  of  Canastota. 

St.  John's,  Phoenix,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  H.  G.  Codding- 
ton  of  Grace  Church,  Syracuse,  with  the  assistance  of  clergymen 
and  lay  readers,  has  been  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  the 
Rev.  James  Empringha-.n.  a  Canadian  clergyman  residing  in  Syra- 
cuse for  the  time  being.  There  is  a  prospect  of  the  purchase  of 
property  that  can  be  used  for  a  chapel,  in  the  near  future. 

St.  Philip's,  Syracuse,  has  been  supplied  by  the  Rev.  James 
Empringham  since  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Floarda  Howard  to 
Wilmington,  Del. 

St.  Andre\y's,  East  Onondaga,  has  been  transferred  to  the 
District  by  its  founder,  the  Rev.  D.  C.  Huntington  of  All  Saints, 
Syracuse,  and  has  been  attached  to  the  Church  of  St.  John  the 
Divine,  under  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Manross.  There  is  grosvth  and 
promise  of  the  erection  of  a  suitable  chapel  in  the  near  future. 

St.  John's  Mission,  Oswego,  is  prospering  in  its  humble  field 
under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  H.  Sizer  of  the  Church  of  the  Evangelists. 
A  bell  has  been  purchased  and  is  the  only  one  in  that  part  of  the 
city  to  summon  people  to  God's  service. 

The  Mission  to  the  Onondaga  Indians,  under  the  Rev.  W.  S. 
Hayward,  continues  to  do  its  much  needed  work.  Instruction  is 
given  in  making  lace,  in  sewing  and  in  singing. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  following 
parishes  have  paid  their  assessment  to  Diocesan  Missions  in  full:

Aurora,  Cayuga,  Union    Springs,    Port   Byron,  Weedsport,  Moravia 

and  Northville. 

In    Seneca    Coutity:     Deys    Landing-,   Hayts   Corners,    Kidders, 
Romulus,  Willard  and  Willowdale. 

Three  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been   held  during  the  past 

year,  viz:     At   Cayuga   Lake   Park,   Tuesday,   July  12th;  St.  John's 

Church,  Auburn,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  Nov.  9th  and  10th,  and 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Auburn,    Tuesday  and   Wednesday,  May  2d  and 

•-3d. 
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St.  Matthew's  Church,  Moravia,  is  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  G.  P. 
Somerville,  D   D.,  from  whom,  no  report  has  been  received. 

Weedsport  and  Port  Byron,  except  during"  the  first  few  months 
of  the  fiscal  year,  have  been  without  regular  ministrations.  There 
being  no  one  in  charge  will  account  for  there  being  no  report  from 
these  points.  It  is  reported,  however,  that  since  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  the  Bishop  has  found  an  efficient  Lay  Reader  in  the  per- 
son of  Mr.  L.  C.  Wadsworth,  of  Syracuse,  who  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Dean  of  the  Fourth  District,  has  resumed  the  Services  of  both 
these  Churches,  and  it  is  hoped  that  his  efforts  may  be  appreciated 
by  the  people,  and  the  work  prospered. 

The  Churches  at  Aurora,  Cayuga  and  Union  Springs  are  in 
charge  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Casey,  from  whom,  no  report  has  been 
received. 

Calvary  Church,  Northville  has  received  ministrations  only  dur- 
ing the  month  of  August,  1904.  The  zeal  and  faithfulness  of  the 
little  flock  is  to  be  commended,  however,  inasmuch  as  the  work  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  been  kept  up,  and  many  of  the  canonical 
offerings,  especially  those  for  Diocesan  and  General  Missions  have 
been  duly  made.  It  seems  a  pity  that  more  cannot  be  done  for  these 
people  in  the  way  of  ministrations  than  has  b.^en  the  case  for  some 
years  past. 

Grace  Church,  Willowdale  keeps  up  it's  wonted  reputation  for 
faithfulness  and  good  works.  Services  have  been  held  regularly 
every  Sunday,  and  a  few  week  days.  All  the  Diocesan  Assessments 
have  been  paid.  8  have  received  Holy  Baptism,  and  4  have  been 
Confirmed.     There  have  been  3  marriages  and  3  deaths. 

St.  Stephen's  Church,  Romulus  has  been  served  very  accept- 
ably during  the  past  year  by  Mr.  Albert  Broadhurst,  a  student  at 
Hobart  College,  and  whose  Lay  Reading  has  been  under  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Dean  of  the  District.  Mr.  Broadhurst  reports  that  in 
addition  to  meeting  their  assessments  for  Diocesan  Missions,  they 
have  given  for  Domestic  Missions,  $7.32;  for  the  Bishops  Relief 
Fund,  Sl-.OO;  the  Bishop  Co-adjutor's  salar3',  S7.94. 

The  Holy  Communion  has  been  celebrated  six  times.  Though 
there  have  been  no  baptisms  during  the  past  year,  yet  there  are 
some  that  are  awaiting  the  Sacrament,  which,  among  other  things, 
bespeaks  the  importance  of  having  the  Mission  placed  in  charge  of 
some  one  who  can  minister  the  priestly  offices. 
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St.  Andrew's  Churc  i,  Dey*s  Landiii^s;^  has  been  served  ei^^^^ 
from  Romulus  or  WillovvJale  durin?  33  Sundays  of  the  year*  ^** 
pecially,  during-  the  spring-,  summer  and  autumn. 

The  Church  property  is  insured,  and  there  is  no  indebtedness*" 

Calvary  Church,  Hayt's  Corners  is  in  charge  of  the  Secretar*^^  ^^ 
the  District,  whose  encouragements  from  the  faithfulness  of  ^^^ 
little  flock  seem  to  compensate  for  the  losses  that  continue  to  C::^  ^^^ 
place  both  from  death  and  removal.

The  assessments  have  b2en  met,  and  the  Church  property  "^^^ 
been  kept  insured. 

Christ  Church,  Willard  is  also  in  charge  of  the  Secretary. 

It's  list  of  communicants  and  congre^ration  are  made  up  aln"^*-^* 
wholly  from  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Willard  State  Hoj^^P^* 
tal,  and  hence  is  subject  to  constant  changes. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  Lay  Reader  the  rector  has  been  abl^^^  ^^ 
hold  services  twice  on  each  Lord's  Day,  except  during  the  heat^  ^^ 
summer;  and  by  this  means  a  much  larf;;-er  number  of  people  ^^-^^ 
brought  under  the  influence  of  the  Church,  than  would  otherwise  ^ 
possible.  The  assessments  for  Diocesan  Missions  have  been  di^^^-^ 
paid,  and  goodly  Offerings  have  also  been  made  for  Domestic  a  ^^^ 
Foreign  Missions.

McKnight,  D.  D.,  and  Mr.  H.  V.  Bostwick. 

The  Missions  of  the  District  are:  Emmantiel,  Elmira,  Biier  Flats, 
Millport,  Horscheads,  Wellsburg,  Van  Etten,  Candor,  Spencer, 
Waverly,  Smithboro,  Trumansburg,  McLean,  Dryden,  Slaterville 
Springs  and  Speedsville. 

Three  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  held.  The  June 
business  meeting  was  held  in  Ithaca,  the  September  meeting  at 
Kmmanuel,  Elmira;  and  the  January  meeting  at  Trinity,  Elmira. 
The  presence  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  at  the  September  meeting  and 
of  Bishop  Brewer  of  Montana  at  the  January  meeting  added  greatly 
to  the  interest  and  value  of  these  Convocations. 

The  District  has  been  greatly  handicapped  in  carrying  on 
its  missionary  work  by  the  reduction  in  the  amount  apportioned  to 
the  District,  made  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  Had  it  not  been  for 
the  faithful  and  efficient  services  of  the  Lay  Keaders*  League, 
organized  in  Elmira  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  several  Missions 
would  necessarily  have  been  closed.  The  members  of  the  organi- 
zation are  pledged  to  read  the  services  once  a  month  wherever  the 
Dean  may  direct. 

The  Dean  has  visited  most  of  the  Missions  of  the  District  during 
the  year. 

He  reports  as  follows: 

Emmanuel,  Elmira:  This  Mission  has  passed  a  successful  year. 
Eleven  have  been  baptized  and  six  confirmed. 

St.  Mark's,  Millport:  The  year  has  been  one  of  encouraging 
growth.  With  the  assistance  of  Lay  Readers  two  Sunday  services 
and  Sunday  School  have  been  maintained.  A  great  loss  has  been 
sustained  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Bailey,  a  devout  communicant,  for 
many  years  a  trustee,  and  an  earnest  supporter  of  the  Mission  from 
its  infancy.     Twelve  have  been  baptized  and  eight  confirmed. 

St.  Matthews,  Horseheads:  Regular  lay  services  have  been  car- 
ried on  under  the  supervision  of  the  Dean.  The  Bishop  hopes  soon 
to  be  able  to  place  a  clergyman  in  charge  of  this  Mission  and  of  St. 
John's,  Big  Flats.     The  death  of  the  Rev.  S.  D.  Borrum  will  long  be 
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felt  because  of  his  interest  in  the  welfare  of  this  parish. 

St.  John's.  Bip:  Flats:  This  Church  has  been  closed  since  Janu- 
ary 1st,  up  to  which  time  services  had  been  reg-ularly  maintained. 
In  September  a  confirmation  class  was  presented  to  Bishop  Tuttle. 

Candor,  Spencer  and  VanEtten:  The  Rev.  E.  C.  Hoskins  has 
maintained  regular  services  in  this  difficult  field. 

Epiphany,  Trumansburg:  The  Rev.  W.  E.  Cook  reports:  Work 
at  Trumansburg  is  progressing  favorably.  The  congregation  has 
worshipped  in  the  Chapel  all  winter  because  of  the  difficulty  of 
heating  the  Church.  In  order  to  keep  the  Church  from  falling  down 
it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  several  hundred  dollars  in  repairs. 
Although  this  was  a  heavy  tax  upon  a  congregation  very  small 
numerically,  it  has  set  about  this  task  in  earnest,  and  now  has 
sufficient  funds  in  hand  to  put  the  exterior  of  the  stone  Church  in 
good  condition.  The  parish  has  met  all  its  obligations  in  full  and 
looks  forward  toward  the  future  with  hope  and  resolution.  The 
prospects  are  brighter  than  in  several  years  past. 

Grace  Church,  Waverly,  Christ  Church,  Wellsburg,  Emmanuel, 
Smithburo:  These  parishes  have  been  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
H.  W.  Crydenvvise  since  last  fall.  He  finds  reason  for  encourajje- 
nient  in  the  interest  manifested  by  the  people  and  the  increasing" 
attendance  upon  Divine  Service. 

St.    Thomas',    Slaterville    Springs,    which    has   been    under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Theo.  Haydn  for  the  past  three  j'ears,  is,  in  con- 
nection with  St.  John's,  Speedsville,  to   be   again    made  a  separate 
missionary  field,  the  Bishop  having  appointed  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Schrader 
to  the  charge  of  these  parishes.     St.  Thomas',  Slaterville  Sprin^^« 
has  lost  heavily  through  removals,  and  there  is  an  apparent  lack  o^ 
interest  on  the  part  of  the  people  which  makes  the  outlook  for  tl"^^ 
future  rather  discouraging. 

St.  John's,  Speedsville,  has  also  lost  several  families  by  removc^-^ 
and  two  of  its   most   devout   communicants  through  death.     Bitt  '^^^ 
dissensions  among  the  people  have  seriously  injured  the  parish. 

5^ion,  McLean,  continues  its  record  of  faithfulness.  New  han  ^^^ 
ings  have  been  provided  for  the  Church.  The  Easter  offering  w^^* 
for  General  Missions,  and  for  the  third  year  this  parish  has  overpa  ^^ 
its   apportionment.     The  location  of  a   manufacturing  industry  M  ^^ 
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the  village,  which  is  soon  to  be  established,  will  doubtless  give  an 
opportunity  for  growth. 

Trinity  Mission,  Dryden:  The  new  Church,  which  is  well  under 
way  and  which  will  be  completed  in  June,  will  be  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Bishop  Huntington  as  the  first  Church  erected  in  the 
Diocese  since  he  entered  into  rest.  There  is  every  indication  that 
when  thus  permanently  established  this  Mission  will  grow  and 
prosper.  The  Easter  offering  is  here  also  devoted  to  General  Mis- 
sions and  for  the  third  time  also  the  apportionment  has  been  more 
than  met. 

The  Missionary  in  charge  has  several  times  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  at  the  George  Junior  Republic,  Freeville,  and  has  also 
presented  three  candidates  for  Confirmation  from  the  same  place. 
Services  were  also  held  on  the  evening  of  Good  Friday.  The  Super- 
intendent of  this  institution  is  a  Churchman,  and  looks  after  the 
children  of  the  Church  with  faithfulness.

In  addition  to  the  above  tabular  exhibit  I  am  able  to  report  that 
$1000,  more  has  been  paid  on  the  balance  due  from  the  Gardner 
Estate,  and  the  same  has  been  paid  on  our  loan  from  the  Christmas 
Fund,  and  duly  endorsed  on  the  note  gfivcn  for  that  loan.  The  re- 
maining- $2000,  still  due  from  the  Gardner  Estate,  with  accrued  in- 
terest, $175,  to  Jan.  1,  1905,  was  included  in  a  Mortgagee  given  to 
secure  the  claim  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  and  when  that  mortgage  is 
fully  paid,  will  oflFset  and  release  our  note  still  held  by  the  Trustees 
of  that  Fund. 

The  matter  of  Diocesan  Assessments,  — or  rather  their  payment, 
— seems  yet  an  open  question, — as,  up  to  this  date  (June  5)  I  hold,  as 
almost  the  only  assets  of  the  Diocese,  the  unpaid  arrears  of  such  as- 
sessments, amounting  to  $2,558.88,  of  which  $1,490.54  are  last  year's 
assessments,  and  $1,068.34  of  earlier  date,  but  none  older  than  1901-2 
at  which  Convention  all  previous  arrears  were  cancelled.  Of  course, 
a  small  portion  of  this  amount  may  be  reasonably  expected  to  be 
paid  before  the  Convention  of  1905.  But  the  above  statement  is  an 
indication  of  how  lightly  the  duty  of  loyally  and  promptly  meeting 
sucii  assessments  is  regarded  by  a  majority  of  the  Clergy  and  Parish 
officers.  Last  3'ear  assessments  were  laid  upon  143  Parishes  in 
strict  accord  with  Canon  XI,  and  of  that  number  only  57  are  now 
fully  paid,  while  86  are  still  in  arrears  for  the  above  amount.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  mj'  successor  may  be  able  to  make  a  more  en- 
couraging report. 

One  more  example. 

The  action  of  the  Standing  Committee  at  the  Special  Meeting, 
called  on  the  death  of  Bishop  Huntington  in  July  last,  advising  the 
Treasurer  to  use  any  surplus  from    the   Cpadjutor  Fund  (after  it  had 
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served  its  original  purpose)  to  carry  out  their  recommendation,  viz. 
paying  the  funeral  expense,  and  continuing-  the  salary  to  the  late 
Bishop's  family  till  Jan.  1.  1905,  left  your  Treasurer  in  an  embaras- 
sing  position,  as  there  was  no  surplus  till  later  than  that  date,  and 
not  enough  has  yet  accumulated  to  make  good  their  recommenda- 
tion, although  the  total  arrears  of  the  Coadjutor  Fund  amounts  to 
S1265.ll,  sufficient,  if  paid  to  meet  that  need  and  reduce  the  Diocesan 
Expense  Assessment  for  this  year  at  least  a  thousand  dollars,  as 
that  assessment  having  been  laid  on  precisely  the  same  basis  as  the 
Diocesan  Expense  Fund,  any  surplus  would  logically  and  equitably 
be  incorporated  into  that  fund.  On  the  contrary  it  now  appears 
necessary  to  draw  from  that  fund  to  complete  their  recommendation, 
unless  there  shall  yet  come  enough  from  the  Coadjutor  Fund. 
Surely  assessments  seem  to  be  unpopular;  but  what  better  method 
of  meeting  our  financial  necessities  can  be  suggested  ?

(i)     Report  of  the  Trustees. 

Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  May,  1905. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund.  Diocese  of  Central  New 
"York  respectfully  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  April  30th^ 
1905  as  follows:  Referring  to  the  appended  report  of  the  Treasurer 
for  the  financial  details. 
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At  a  meeting-  of  the  Trustees  held  June  25th,  1904,  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Convention  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  board  was  confirm- 
ed by  the  election  of  Mr.  Frank  L.  Lyman  to  serve  five  years,  filling* 
vacancy  caused  by  expiration  of  Trustee  Seymour  H.  Stone's  term. 

The  new  board  was  then  organized  by  the  election  of  Trustee 
William  Watkins  as  President,  and  G.  Howard  Avery  as  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

It  was  the  expression  of  the  meeting  that  the  statuatory  lien  on 
,  the  Geo.  J.  Gardner  Estate  should  be  put  in  the  form  of  a  mortgage 
and  the  secretary  was  so  instructed.  This  mortgag-e  was  secured 
covering  all  that  property  situated  at  the  corner  of  University 
Avenue  and  Madison  Street,  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Genevieve  G. 
Fuller,  amount  being  $5,437.69.  This  also  secures  the  balance  on 
the  Diocese  lien  against  the  Gardner  estate  of  $2,000.00  and  interest. 
Prior  to  the  drawing  of  this  mortgage  we  received  from  the  Gardner 
estate  $2,500  in  cash  and  for  the  Diocese  $1,000.00  in  cash  on  this 
lien  by  releasing  ninety-eight  front  feet  on  University  Avenue. 

An  application  from  the  Parish  House  Corporation,  Grace 
Church  for  a  loan  of  $4,500.00  on  the  Parish  House  lot  was  read  and 
approved,  the  Secretary  being  empowered  to  have  the  necessary 
bond  and  mortgage  drawn  and  executed.  This  was  done  and  dates 
from  September  27th,  1904. 

An  informal  discussion  of  the  conditions  of  the  fund  then  fol- 
lowed. The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  being  read  and  accepted 
the  meeting  was  adjourned  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  beneficiaries,  there  remaining 
eleven  widowed  and  two  clergy,  amounting  to  $1,850  a  year.  The 
convention  is  called  upon  to  nominate  one  Trustee  in  place  of  Wil- 
liam Watkins,  whose  term  expires. 

The  interest  on  the  Robinson  Mortgage  due  Jan.  1,  1905  of 
S50.00  is  still  unpaid. 

The  permanent  fund  remains  the  same  as  last  reported.  The 
Parish  offerings  are  S71.09  short  of  last  year  but  anticipate  we  will 
be  able  to  continue  the  stipends  the  same  as  in  1904.

The  undersigned  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Christmas 
Funds  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York,  respectfully  reports  as 
follows  in  behalf  of  the  Committee: 
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I  have  visited  Syracuse  for  the  purpose  of  making-  the  annual 
examination  of  the  Christmas  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New 
York,  and  was  there  attended  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund,  who 
exhibited  the  books,  vouchers,  securities,  cash  and  credits  of  the 
Fund.

The  vacant  property  now  held  by  the  various  funds,  obtained  on 
foreclosures,  amounts  to  upwards  of  Sl2,000. 

By  the  last  will  of  Joanna  Ross,  admitted  to  probate  in  the  Sur- 
rogate's office  of  Seneca  county,  all  of  her  real  estate  situated 
in  the  town  of  Varick  adjoining  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Dey's  Land- 
ing, was  devised  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Duck  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
of  Eliza  T.  Duck  for  life,  remainder  to  Thomas  Duck  for  life,  and 
remainder  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund  for  the  benefit  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  Dey's  Landing,  in  sufch  manner  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Bishop. 

In  October,  1904,  the  premises  were  sold  to  Delight  W.  Stone  of 
Romulus,  N.  Y.,  for  $850,  of  which  amount  S300  was  paid  in  cash 
and  the  balance  of  $550  by  a  bond  and  mortgage,  which  was  made 
payable  to  Eliza  T.  Duck  for  life,  remainder  to  Thomas  Duck  for 
life,  and  remainder  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund. 

The  $300  had  to  be  used  in  paying  the  indebtedness  of  the 
testatrix. 

Because  of  the  taxation  of  bonds  and  mortgages  during  the  last 
year,  none  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  Trustees,  except   a  small 
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amount,  ths  investment  of  which  was  found  necessary  to  close  out 
certain  of  our  real  estate  interest,  have  been  invested  in  bonds  and 
mortgages. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  our  Treasurer  that  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Fund  should  hereafter  be  required  to  give  a  Surety  Company 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  in  at  least  the  sum 
•of  $25,000,  and  in  such  additional  sum  as  the  Trustees  may  here- 
after, from  time  to  time,  require,  the  premium  on  such  bond  to  be 
paid  from  the  Fund. 

We  heartily  concur  in  this  suggestion.  It  is  almost  needless  to 
say  that  a  treasurer  of  a  business  corporation  having  upwards  of 
$100,000  under  his  control  would  be  required,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
to  give  such  bond.  The  peculiar  sacredness  of  this  trust  certainly 
requires  every  precaution  to  be  taken  to  protect  the  interests  both  of 
the  donors  and  the  beneficiaries,  so  that  the  moneys  and  property 
committed  to  our  charge  should  be  safeguarded  in  every  way. 

We  therefore  would  ask  the  Convention  to  authorize  us  to  direct 
such  bond  to  be  given. 

By  reason  of  the  death  of  Robert  J.  Hubbard,  one  of  the  Trust- 
ees, a  vacancy  exists  which  will  have  to  be  filled. 

The  term  of  office  of  William  D.  Dunning  and  A.  C.  Chase  as 
trustees  expires  on  September  1st  next,  and  sucessors  are  to  be 
elected  by  this  Convention.

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Unlike  a  year  agx),  there  are  no  pending^  litigations  or  fore- 
closures, and  while  some  investments  still  show  probable  impair- 
ment or  loss,  we  believe  that  in  time  the  gains  on  the  better  invest- 
ments will  reduce  some  of  the  apparent  depreciation. 

We  find  th*t  the  vacant  real  estate  and,  to  some  extent,  non- 
productive property  aggregates  $12,671.86.  This  the  treasurer  is  as 
rapidly  as  possible  converting  into  active  and  interest  bearing  in- 
vestments. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  treasurer  has,  with  much  care 
and  considerable  labor,  kept  strict  account  of  each  fund,  thereby 
very  materially  aiding  the  committee   in    their  duty  of  examination.

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York  : 

The  continuation  of  the  "Rev.  Dr.  Duff  by  the  late  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  and  now  by  his  successor,  on  this  foundation,  has  proved 
both  fortunate  and  wise. 

His  remuneration  and  disbursements  connected  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Mission  have  amounted  to  SI ,520,  which  has  been 
paid  by  the  Trustee.  The  only  other  charge  has  been  the  rent  of  a 
safe  deposit  box. 

New  loans  have  been  taken  to  the  extent  of  thirty-four  hun- 
dred dollars. 

The  Hoban,  $1,000,  is  a  short  loan  secured  by  temporary  as- 
signment of  a  loan  of  $2,900,  based  upon  a  good  farm  in  tne  town  of 
Preston  in  this  County. 

The  Willoughby,  $3,000,  is  secured  by  first  lien  on  a  farm  of 
upwards  of  200  acres  in  the  same  town.  The  mortgage  was  recorded 
in  the  Clerk's  office  of  this  County  August  18th,  1899,  Book  126, 
Page  2. 
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Two  other  loans  have  been  slightly  enlarged  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  owners  of  the  properties,  the  security  in  each  case 
being  abundant. 

The  foreclosure  of  the  Fritz  contract,  which  has  been  a  source 
of  annoyance  for  a  score  of  years,  results  in  a  loss  of  about  fift^' 
dollars  of  principal,  and  of  a  similar  amount  of  accrued  interest. 

The  Van  Deuzeu  contract  for  the  same  face  value,  on  the  same 
land,  is  made  with  a  man  believed  to  be  reliable  and  able  to  comply 
with  its  agreements. 

The  Mallory  and  Moore  loans  have  been  disposed  of  and  pay- 
ments made  on  the  Scudder-Shapley,  Andrews  and  Rogers,  as  shown 
in  detailed  statement. 

The  latter  shows  that  net  income  of  S2,123.28  has  been  col- 
lected, and  the  fund  increased  $555.01,  the  total  footing  of  thirty- 
three  loans  w^ith  cash  now  on  hand  being  $39,616.21. 

No  loan  is  nine  months  in  default  of  interest  except  that  at  the 
head  of  the  list,  and  that  one  is  no  farther  behind  than  at  this  time 
a  year  ago.

Report  of  the  Deaf  Mute  Commission  to  the  Diocese  of  Central  New 
York  : 

We  hereby  present  our  Fourth  Annual  Report : — 

A  perusal  of  the  full  and  careful  report  of  the  Missionary,  Rev. 
Mr.  Van  Allen,  leaves  us  very  little  to  say.  We  are  convinced  that  he 
gives  us  as  much  of  his  time  as  he  can  spare  consistent  with  his  ob- 
ligations to  the  dioceses  of  Albany  and  Vermont.  There  are  several 
points  in  our  diocese  which  we  would  like  him  to  visit,  but  these  he  has 
had  to  omit  on  account  of  the  pressure  upon  him  from  his  other  two 
fields.  It  is  increasingly  evident  as  we  intimated  in  our  last  report, 
that  to  do  the  work  here  with  due  attention  to  all  parts  of  the  diocese, 
the  missionary  ought  to  be  free  to  give  us  his  entire  time.  At  pres- 
ent however,  he  does  not  see  his  way  clear  to  relinquish  either  Al- 
bany or  Vermont,  and  we  must  be  content  with  the  present  arrange- 
ment. The  Treasurer's  statement  shows  the  source  and  disposition 
of  our  resources.  We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  obligation  to  the 
Missionary  Board  for  $200  00;  the  Junior  Auxiliary  $100  00,  and  the 
Parishes  $258  20.  We  have  given  Mr.  Van  Allen  $500  00,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $195  36.  This  again  places  us  in  a  position  to  meet  our 
monthly  expenses  until  the  annual  offerings  are  received.       Thank-

To  the  Commission  on  Church  Work  Among  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York  : 

Gknti^hmkn  :  As  your  Missionary  among  the  deaf  and  dumb 
of  the  Diocese  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  ot  my 
work  during  the  past  year: 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  services  have  been  held,  a  slight  in- 
crease over  the  number  held  during  the  preceding  year.  These  services 
have  been  distributed  as  follows:      In  Syracuse,  34 (of  which  11  were 
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Celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist);  in  Utica,  35  (of  which  12  were 
Celebrations);  in  Rome,  15  (of  which  1  was  a  Celebration);  in  Oneida 
9;  in  Oswej^o,  6;  in  Watertown.  7;  in  Binghamton,  4;  in  Fulton.  3;  in 
Auburn,  3;  in  Elmira,  2;  in  Philadelphia,  2;  and  in  Oxford,  1.  In 
addition,  I  have  made  211  personal  calls  upon  deaf-people,  and  in  this 
way  have  talked  with  313  individuals.  In  former  reports  I  have 
alluded  to  the  importance  of  these  calls,  which  in  many  localities 
constitute  the  only  eflFective  means  of  reaching*  the  people,  and  the 
larg^e  increase  in  their  number  during  the  past  year  represents  a 
very  considerable  extension  of  the  Missionary's  activity  and  influ- 
ence. 

There  have  been  four  baptisms  during  the  year,  one  adult  at 
Philadelphia,  and  one  infant  at  Utica,  one  at  Rome,  and  one  at 
Philadelphia.  There  have  been  three  marriages,  two  at  Utica,  and 
one  at  Fulton.  There  was  one  burial,  an  infant  at  Rome.  I  have  a 
class  of  three  persons  nearly  ready  for  presentation  to  the  Bishop 
for  Confirmation^  and  I  hope  to  be  able  to  present  them  early  in  the 
summer. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  served  as  president  of  the  Alumn^ 
Association  of  the  School  at  Rome,  and  my  duties  have  brought  me 
into  very  pleasant  relations  with  nearly  all  the  graduates,  most  of 
whom  are  more  or  less  closely  connected  with  our  Mission.  The  an- 
nual reunion  of  the  Association  in  June  was  a  very  pleasant  affair, 
and  the  annual  picnic,  held  at  Sylvan  Beach  in  August,  drew  a  large 
attendance  from  all  parts  of  Central  New  York. 

There  have  been  the  usual  social  activities  among  the  deaf, 
which  I  have  assisted  and  encouraged  as  far  as  I  could.  I  have  at- 
tended three  social  gatherings  at  Utica  and  one  at  Syracuse.  On 
New  Year's  eve,  a  reception  was  given  to  the  deaf  people  of  Utica  at 
Trinity  Parish  House,  which  was  well  attended  in  sp  te  of  the 
severe  weather. 

The  oflFerings  at  services  amounted  to  $114  09;  which  have  been 
more  than  sufficient  to  pay  t.ie  traveling  and  other  expenses  of  the 
Missionary.  The  latter  have  been  smaller  than  usual,  amounting 
to  only  $69.20. 

In  September  I  was-  invited  to  deliver  the  principal  address 
at  the  biennial  meeting  of  the  New  England  Gallaudet  Association, 
which  was  held  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.  The  meeting  was  one  of  the 
-most  pleasant  and  interesting  gatherings  of  the  deaf  which    I   have 
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ever  attended  and  I  had  an  excellent  opportunity  to  observe  the 
changes  and  improvements  in  the  education  of  the  deaf  during^  the 
past  quarter  of  a  century.  My  address,  which  was  an  attempt  to 
deal  with  some  of  the  current  problems  affecting  the  deaf,  was  very 
kindly  received.  In  the  course  of  this  visit  in  the  East  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  renewing  some  old  friendships,  not  only  with  clergy 
formerly  resident  in  this  Diocese,  but  also  with  some  deaf  people 
formerly  connected  with  our  Mission  here. 

During  the  year  I  have  held  occasional  services  iu  the  Diocese 
of  Western  New  York  for  my  brother  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Smielau,  and  he  has  reciprocated  by  holding  several  services  for  me 
at  places  in  the  extreme  southern  portions  of  my  field  which  I  find  it 
somewhat  difficult  to  visit  regularly.  This  arraagement  has  proved 
very  helpful  and  convenient,  and  I  hope  that  it  can  be  conti^nued,  in 
an  informal  w.iy,  during  the  coming  year. 

I  have  given  considerable  time  and  labor  to  assisting  the  deaf  to 
extricate  themselves  from  various  difficulties  in  which  their  igno- 
rance of  the  law  and  of  legal  language  had  involved  them,one  special 
case  being  where  the  title  to  the  entire  little  property  of  a  deaf  man 
was  in  dispute.  I  am  under  great  obligations  to  Mr.  C.  W.  Andrews,, 
of  Syracuse,  for  very  valuable  and  generous  advice  and  assistance  in 
this  connection.  The  deaf  are  very  often  made  the  prey  of  selfish 
and  designing  persons,  and  the  Missionary  is  frequently  able  to  give 
much  needed  help  and  advice.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that 
his  help  and  advice  are  usually  asked  for  when  it  is  too  late  entirely 
to  avoid  the  consequences, 

I  believe  that  the  record  of  the  past  year  is  a  very  satisfactory 
one,  and  that  it  justifies  a  high  degree  of  hopefulness  in  regard  to 
the  future.  The  attendance  at  services  has  been  very  good,  the 
interest  and  devotion  of  the  people  appear  to  be  slowly  and  steadily 
growing.and  the  people  themselves  have  worked  together  as  unitedly 
and  harmoniously  as  could  be  expected  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they 
are  so  few  and  widely  scattered  and  bound  together  by  no  more  real 
and  substantial  tie  than  that  of  a  common  affliction.  With  increas- 
ing experience,  the  conviction  has  grown  that  work  among  the  deaf 
and  dumb  is  a  mission  pure  and  simple,  that  it  must  always  remain 
so,  and  that  the  more  strictly  purely  missionary  methods  are  adhered 
to  the  more  successful  it  will  be.  For  this  reason,  I  have  abstained 
from  burdening  the  work  with  elaborate  organization,  costly  both  in 
money  and  efl^ort,  have  asked  as  little  as  possible  from  my  people 
beyond  consistent  Christian  lives  and  devotion  to  the  church  and  her 
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ways,  and  I  have  tried  to  keep  steadily  in  view  as  the  end  of  my 
efforts,  the  absorption  of  these  people,  as  far  as  circumstances  will 
permit,  into  the  ordinary  life  of  the  church  as  represented  in  the 
parish  The  deaf  are  isolated  enough,  as  it  is,  by  the  mere  fact  of 
their  deafness,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  if  not  a 
positive  wrong"  to  further  isolate  them  by  providing  them  with  a 
"church"  of  their  own.  I  have  tried  to  work  along  the  line  of  least 
resistance,  stimulating,  encouraging,  instructing,  and  advising,  and 
I  believe  that  the  almost  entire  absence  of  friction  and  the  steady,  if 
gradual,  progress  that  has  been  made  in  so  many  directions  is  the 
best  justification  of  the  policy  adopted. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  generous  interest  taken 
in  my  work  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese,  and  my  thanks- 
for  the  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  me  on  evety  hand,  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Clergy,  and  by  the  members  of  the  Commission.

To  THE  Bishop,  Clkkgy  and  Laity  of  the.  Convention  of  the 
DiocKSE  OF  Central  New  York. — 

The  question  which  has  been  placed  in  the   hands   of   this  com- 
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mittee  is  one  that  should  be  of  great  moment  to  every  Churchman. 
Never  has  the  religious  and  secular  press  given  more  of  its  space 
to  the  consideration  of  this  question  in  all  its  phases.  We  believe 
that  the  indifference  of  the  masses  of  the  present  day  is  due  to  their 
ignorance  in  respect  to  the  fund  mental  facts  of  the  Gospel.  These 
fundamental  facts  of  the  Gospel  are  looked  upon  as  mere  Theolog- 
ical dogmas,  which  may,  or  may  not  have  any  real  bearing  on  the 
practical  religions  life.  An  unbelieving,  materialistic  coterie  of 
men  have  dyed  the  word  dogma  with  a  coloring  that  conjures  up  in 
men's  minds  a  belief  that  a  dogmatic  statement  is  one  that  may  be 
illogical,  unhistorical  as  regards  certain  facts,  and  that  its  state- 
ments to  be  considered  among  mere  speculative  philosophies.  We 
need  to  impress  men  more  and  more  that  ''Christianity  is  the  logical 
exponent  of  facts," 


We  are  living  in  an  age  that  is  intensely  practical.  Men  are 
iQoking  always  for  results  from  their  endeavors.  The  merchant 
watches  his  methods  and  soon  abandons  one  that  does  not  bring  good 
profits,  and  the  same  is  seen  in  all  other  departments  of  life's  work. 
With  the  growth  of  this  spirit,  we  began  to  see  great  changes  in  the 
Church.  By  these  Changes  the  great  theological  writers  seem 
silenced.  The  great  theological  teachers  did  a  great  work  for  the 
Christian  world,  but  men  grew  tired  of  theory,  and  looked  for  the 
theory  to  give  results  in  the  practical  life  of  the  followers  of  Christ. 
To  this  call  the  Church  was  not  deaf.  When  this  great  change  was 
seen  in  the  life  of  the  Church  she  could  no  longer  feel  her  full  duty 
done  when  she  had  only  ministered  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  man. 
During  the  last  half  century  she  has  realized  that  her  mission  to  man 
was  to  minister  to  the  whole  man.  Body,  Soul  and  Spirit. 


So  the  Institutional  Church  has  spread  its  influence  and  power 
in  every  center  of  Church  work.  It  satisfies  man's  desire  for  practi- 
cal results  in  Christian  work.  We  cannot  but  feel  thankful  when  we 
see  the  Church  rising  to  the  fuller  appreciation  of  her  whole  dut^'. 
But  in  doing  this  has  she  been  neglectful  of  her  duty  as  a  teacher  of 
the  great  facts  of  the  Gospel?  If  her  broader  sphere  of  action  has 
left  little  time  for  the  Theological  quibbles  of  the  Continental  Re- 
formers and  the  Puritan  Divines  we  may  be  thankful;  but  in  this 
zeal  for  her  enlarged  work  she  must  always  remember  that  she  is  the 
teacher  of  the  revealed  word  of  God.  The  power  to  do  this  greater 
work  came  from  her  faith  in  the  Living  Christ,  life  was  given  to  her 
work  by  the  power  of  the  Holy    Spirit,    and   the   work  has  grown  by 
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the  Christian  Gospel,  and  lives  and  will  live  only  bj  the  power  of 
the  Gospel 

The  popular  theory  for  a  good  life  is  to  appropriate  the  words 
and  example  of  our  Lord  and  live  by  them.  Many  l^elieve  that  they 
•can  rise  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  whole  life  without  ever  hearing  His 
voice  speaking-  through  the  Spirit.  We  can  never  rise  to  the  highest 
things  of  life  if  we  forget  the  distinction  that  will  ever  exist  l>etween 
the  highest,  noblest,  truest,  best  that  any  nature  can  show  in  this 
world,  and  the  promptings  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We  cannot  rely  on 
temperance,  manliness  and  justice  which  may  be  the  best  products 
of  an  unsanctified  heart,  and  all  of  which  Paganism  might  have 
taught  us  if  the  Son  of  God  had  never  come  on  this  earth.  We  are 
living  under  the  grace  of  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit  of  God  can  do 
more  than  ever  can  come  under  the  realm  of  sense.  If  the  Church  in 
her  institutional  work  preaches  this  Gospel  of  the  world,  she  neglects 
the  direct  exercise  of  her  teaching  power,  she  has  only  risen  to  the 
sense  of  her  greater  duty  by  neglecting  her  first  and  chief  duty. 

So  we  believe  that  it  is  necessary  always  for  the  Church  in  the 
midst  of  all  her  work  touching  man's  varied  life,  to  see  that  the 
sublime  truths  of  the  Gospel  are  not  overlooked  as  the  controlling 
factors  of  her  work,  and  as  the  potent  agents  to  make  it  effective  and 
enduring.  The  Church  is  endeavoring  to  bring  man  to  consider  his 
social,  economic  and  political  duties  from  the  high  plane  of  her  con- 
ception of  duty,  and  in  all  ways  to  have  a  better  philosophy  of  life. 
In  all  this  work  we  need  to  be  mindful  that  we  do  not  only  regard 
man  as  a  physical  and  an  intellectual  being,  and  become  unmindful  of 
the  necessary  moral  perceptions,  and  his  conscience,  and  thus  leave 
him  under  no  high  spiritual  obligation  to  do  right.  The  Church  must 
be  the  educator  of  her  children.  A  leading  New  York  journal  gave 
expression  to  the  same  thought  when  it  said  that  **this  question  was 
a  religious  one.  Education  according  to  every  body, **it  said,  '*issuch 
a  training  as  will  fit  man  for  the  work  of  his  life.  But  what  the 
work  of  his  life  is,  is  purely  a  religious  inquiry.  Education  must, 
therefore,  in  some  sense  be  religious.*'  The  remark  is  inspired  by  an 
unusually  clear  perception  of  what  education  is. 

As  the  Church  labors  on  this  problem  of  the  philosophy  of  life, 
which  is  the  problem  of  every  new  sect  and  philosophy,  it  must  be 
the  duty  of  her  teachers  to  see  that  her  teaching  is  not  only  the 
Gospel  of  Benevolence,  and  her  theology  merely  the  teaching  of 
ethics,  for  by  so  doing  she  will  remove  God  from  all  concern  and 
connection  with  His  creatures,  and  leave  them  to  work  out  the  prob- 
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lem  of  life  without  lig^ht  and  without  His  aid. 

The  Church  must  give  to  men  more  and  more  the  revealed  truth 
of  God  concerning*  the  philosophy  of  life,  she  must  be  striving  ever 
to  fix  the  principles  of  the  Gospel  in  the  hearts  of  her  children  that 
they  may  grow  with  her  growth,  and  strengthen  with  her  strength, 
and  become  a  part  of  her  life. 

To  do  this  the  Church  must  be  able  to  reach  the  children.  Some 
of  her  work  with  them  may  be  direct,  but  much  must  be  of  an  in- 
direct character.  The  priest  in  a  small  parish  might  be  able  to  be  in 
close  touch  with  all  the  children  of  'the  parish,  and  be  indeed  a 
**Father  in  God''  to  them  ;  but  the  Priest  in  a  large  parish,  with  all 
its  manifold  duties  and  multiplicity  of  calls  cannot  have  a  very  close 
knowledge  of  the  individual  children  in  his  fold. 

Those  responsible  must  be  brought  to  feel  keenly  the  duty  that 
rests  upon  them  to  see  that  the  children  are  brought  up  *'in  the 
nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord."  If  the  ordained  man  has  no 
cooperation  from  those  directly  responsible  for  the  children,  little  can 
be  accomplished  with  many  of  the  children.  Do  we  have  that 
cooperation? 

The  work  of  training  the  child  in  spiritual  things  must  begin  in 
the  home.     The  home  training  presents  itself  under  two  heads. 

First:  There  is  the  time  of  training  before  the  child  is  con- 
scious of  personal  responsibility.  Then  there  is  the  time  of  personal 
respDnsibility,  and  then  the  child  cooperates  with  you. 

How  many  homes  there  are  where  in  the  early  days  of  the  child*« 
life  much  is  said  and  done  that  will  not  be  perpetrated  in  later 
years.  Any  one  familiar  with  the  little  child  knows  how  soon  they 
begin  to  observe,  and  appreciate  all  that  goes  on  about  them.  Sooner 
than  many  suspect  they  begin  to  take  notice  of  the  tones  and  looks 
of  the  parents,  and  older  members  of  the  family.  The  home,  in  all 
these  days,  before  personal  responsibility  can  be  demanded,  must 
breathe  from  its  life  love.  All  that  meets  the  eye  and  sounds  on  the 
ear  should  breathe  love.  If  all  is  harsh,  unclean  and  revengeful  and 
evil  passions  abound,  and  faces  are  dark,  we  need  not  be  surprised  if 
lower  passions  of  the  child  appear  to  predominate.  If  all  is  worldli- 
ness  how  can  we  expect  divine  influence  to  grow?  The  first  lessons 
are  to  be  learned  in  the  home.  Like  awakens  like.  The  first  impress- 
ions are  the  lasting  ones.  In  the  home  Heaven  should  be  brought 
to  Earth. 
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Just  as  soon  as  the  child  arrives  at  the  time  of  personal  respon- 
sibility it  should  be  made  to  feel  that  it  is  the  Lrord's  child,  and  not 
a  child  of  this  world,  but  that  it  is  a  member  of  the  Household  of 
faith.     The  responsibilities  of  life   must   be  at  once   impressed  on 

them. 

The  home  should  lay  up  the  form  of  sound  words  in  the  child- 
hood days.  The  home  must  teach  them  in  the  early  days  to  rejoice 
at  the  cradle  in  Bethlehem,  and  weep  at  the  Cross.  The  g^reat  facts 
of  Christianity  should  be  impressed  upon  them,  the  reasonableness 
of  them  they  will  find  out  in  later  days.  It  is  an  error  of  our  time 
which  seeks  to  bring-  all  divine  truth  under  the  comprehension  of  the 
intellect  of  m  n.  If  all  these  truths  of  G^od  are  to  be  hidden  until  the 
time  of  full  intellectual  development,  it  will  not  be  at  all  wonderful 
if  the  man  never  comes  to  a  comprehension  of  the  g^reater  mysteries 
of  God. 

We  believe  that  one  of  the  greatest  losses  of  our  day  is  the  fact 
that  the  custom  of  family  prayer  has  been  so  universally  omitted 
from  the  home  life.  The  gathering  of  the  household  around  the 
family  altar  is  one  of  the  greatest  powers  to  make  an  impression  on 
the  little  child.  We  do  not  see  as  many  family  pews  as  in  the  past. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  children  are  not  trained  in  the  habit 
of  public  worship.  Can  we  wonder  then  that  when  they  are  older, 
and  their  own  agents,  that  they,  and  their  children  do  not  find  a 
regular  place  in  the  public  services  of  the  Church. 

What  we  have  said  of  the  parents,  also,  in  a  modified  sense,  can 
be  said  to  the  Godfathers  and  Godmothers.  Has  not  this  spiritual 
relation,  in  a  large  measure,  lost  its  true  meaning?  How  many  who 
make  these  solemn  promises  before  God  feel  that  a  great  responsi- 
bility rests  upon  them?  How  many  see  that  their  Godchildren  learn 
the  creed,  the  Lord's  prayer  and  the  ten  commandments?  How  many 
feel  the  responsibility,  and  make  a  prayerful  effort  to  see  that  the 
child  is  brou^fht  to  lead  a  Godly  and  a  Christian  life?  If  the  child's 
parents,  guardians  and  relations  were  taken  away,  how  many  would 
feel  that  they,  and  they  alone  of  all  the  world,  stood  pledged  before 
God  to  see  that  child  was  provided  with  a  Christian  home?  Should 
we  not  lay  greater  emphasis  on  the  undertaking  of  this  important 
duty. 

We  believe  that  the  Church  gives  too  little  consideration  to  the 
Sunday  School.  We  know  that  the  Sunday  School  does  not  meet 
with  the  approbation  of  a  very  small  minority  in  the  Church.     Of  all 
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the  fields  of  work  in  the  parish  it  is  frequently  one  of  the  most  per- 
plexing. How  often  it  is  the  one  discouraging  feature  of  the  parish 
work.  We  feel  that  the  Church  at  large  and  the  Diocese  have  given 
too  little  consideration  to  such  an  important  part  of  her  work.  If  the 
Sunday  School  has  not  been  successful  what  has  been  done  to  over- 
come the  difficulties?  Why  in  nearly  all  the  parishes  of  the  rural, 
and  in  many  of  the  city  districts,  do  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  de- 
nominational bodies  excel  those  of  the  Church?  Because  they  have 
given  more  time  to  the  question,  and  more  of  the  best  talent  in  those 
bodies  are  engaged  in  the  work. 

The  children  are  compelled  to  attend  the  public  schools,  or 
private  schools,  and  the  parents  see  that  they  are  regular  and  punc- 
tual. The  Sunday  School  attendance  is  purely  voluntary,  and  the 
parents  being  often  non  Church  going  people  assume  an  indifferent 
authority  in  regard  to  the  regular  and  punctual  attendance  of  their 
children.  But  it  is  not  so  on  Monday  morningr  Then,  they  must  be 
ready  to  go  to  the  secular  school.  Now  what  is  the  impression  left 
with  the  child?  They  see  that  thirty  minutes  a  week  is  the  allotted 
time  allowed  to  the  study  of  the  Eternal  verities  of  God,  and  that 
that  time  is  not  always  enforced  by  the  Father  or  Mother.  Five 
days  a  week  and  several  hours  a  day  are  spent  in  secular  study,  and 
with  this  duty  the  child  is  most  seriously  impressed  by  the  constant 
presentation  of  the  schoolday  advantages,  and  the  insistence  of 
Father  and  Mother  that  they  shall  attend.  Can  such  a  situation  im- 
press the  young  mind  with  the  seriousness  and  the  vital  necessity  of 
knowing  and  weaving  into  the  character  the  great  truths  of  our 
Christian  faith? 

W^e  must  also  add  a  word  on  the  preparation  of  the  lessons. 
Any  one  associated  with  the  Sunday  School  work  knows  how  few 
scholars  appear  with  their  work  prepared.  Where  is  the  fault?  Is 
it  not  with  the  parents  that  they  do  not  see  that  the  children  make 
some  preparation  in  the  work  assigned? 

We  believe  that  the  parish  authorities  give  too  little  attention 
to  the  Sunday  School.  Large  sums  of  money  are  spent  for  music 
and  in  other  ways  to  adorn  the  service,  and  carry  on  the  parish  work. 
How  many  vestries  appropriate  money  adequate  to  the  needs  and 
relative  importance  of  the  Sunday  School.  If  an  experienced  organ- 
ist and  choirmaster  are  required,  would  it  not  be  well  to  consider 
whether  it  would  be  advantageous  to  have  experienced  teachers  in  the 
Sunday  School?  We  speak  with  grateful  appreciation  of  the  love, 
self  sacrifice  and  devotion  that  characterizes  the  work  of  many  of  the 
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teachers  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  We  have  many  good  teachers  that 
inspire  their  classes  with  ideals  of  life,  and  many  a  faithful  teacher 
may  be  able  to  leave  a  deep  impression  on  the  boy  or  girl  that  has 
been  under  his  charge,  which  will  be  helpful  and  make  them  better 
men  and  women  for  that  association.  But  is  that  all  that  we  require  in 
our  Sunday  School  work?  To  fulfill  the  requirements  of  a  good  Sun- 
day School  teacher  we  do  not  want  good  character  only,  we  need  the 
head  as  well  as  the  heart.  Our  public  school  teachers  are  not  chosen 
alone  for  their  eminent  moral  qualities,  but  they  must  have  qualifi- 
cations to  teach  the  subjects  in  which  they  are  expected  to  give  in- 
struction. Why  should  it  not  be  the  same  in  the  Sunday  School? 
Why  should  not  we  pay  our  Sunday  School  teachers?  Why  should 
we  not  require  a  qualified  standard  for  teaching  the  great  truths  of 
God? 

We  believe  that  much  would  be  accomplished  in  bettering  our 
Sunday  Schools  if  some  of  our  Sunday  School  commissions  would 
issue  a  course  of  study  for  the  teachers,  and  have  them  take  it  in 
some  such  way  as  the  Chautauqua  course  is  taken,  and  then  require 
an  examination  of  the  student  under  the  direction,  let  us  say,  of  the 
parish  Priest  where  the  person  lives.  Then  let  the  Sunday  School 
that  can  afford  to  do  so  pay  these  teachers,  and  let  them  not  only 
teach,  but  have  the  responsibility  of  looking  up  absentees,  and  thus 
keep  in  touch  with  the  scholars  and  with  their  parents.  Such  a 
course  would  be  a  long  step  in  meeting  the  arguments  against  the 
inefficiency  of  the  Sunday  School.  With  such  a  system  the  Sunday 
School  hour  no  longer  would  consist  of  a  few  words  on  the  lesson, 
and  then  end  with  a  general  conversation  on  most  every  other  sub- 
ject save  the  one  that  has  called  them  together.  Further  we  believe 
that  such  an  arrangement  would  promote  system  in  the  school,  and 
with  this  we  could  adopt  more  generally  the  graded  system,  and 
promote  the  scholars  on  merit. 

The  question  of  obtruding  spiritual  matters  into  the  public 
school  has  of  late  received  considerable  attention.  Christian  men 
on  all  sides  see  the  evils  of  the  present  arrangement,  but  all  seem 
powerless  to  find  a  way  out  of  the  difficulty.  We  all  realize  that  it  is 
a  great  problem.  Jews,  Greeks,  Infidels,  Heretics  and  Christians  of 
every  name,  these  last,  a  sad  commentary  on  the  divided  condition 
of  Christendom,  all  these  in  the  same  room  in  the  school  make  it  a 
difficult  problem  to  solve.  But  its  very  difficulty  should  make  us  the 
more  eager  to  undertake  its  solution.  To  say  as  many  have  done 
that  the  Church  is  responsible  and  must  do  all  the  Spiritual  work  is 
very  true.     The  Church  wants  to  do  this  work.      How  can  she  do  it? 
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We  see  that  few  parents  bring-  their  children  to  Church,  and  that  the 
Sunday  School  arrangements  are  far  from  being  ideal.  Five  days  in 
the  week  the  child  is  in  school*  and  there,  in  many  instances,  it  is 
receiving  the  chief  foundation  stones  on  which  it  is  to  build  its 
future  character.  In  many  of  these  structures  the  corner  stone  is 
missing.  That  upon  which  all  else  should  be  builded  is  never  laid, 
namely,  a  strong  faith  in  the  Christian  truths.  Studiously  these  are 
avoided.  This  most  important  training  is  left  out  in  the  making  of 
our  future  citizens  and  rulers.  We  cannot  wonder  that  so  many  of 
our  young  people  are  in  ignorance  of  the  truths  of  the  Gospel,  when 
of  all  the  time  given  to  the  duties  of  the  week,  only  a  few  minutes 
are  given  to  the  things  of  God.  If  a  few  generations  ago  men  were 
stronger  in  the  faith*  if  materialistic  philosophy  was  not  as  prevalent 
as  it  is  today,  if  men  went  to  Church  more,  and  occupied  their  minds 
more  with  the  things  of  religion,  it  was,  we  believe  because  they 
were  learning  day  by  day  of  the  things  of  God  with  the  secular 
knowledge  that  was  imparted  to  them.  It  was  because  the  education 
of  the  day  was  developing  three  sided  men,  bringing  out  the  power 
of  Body,  Soul  and  Spirit,  and  not  two  sided  men,  touching  only  the 
Body  and  the  intellect. 

We  are  not  presumptuous  enough  to  offer  any  solution  to  this 
question.  We  believe  that  a  writer  in  one  of  our  religious  papers  has 
made  a  suggestion  that  is  worthy  of  consideration.  The  suggestion 
was  practically  this.  Give  at  least  one  half  day  of  each  week  from 
the  public  school  work  for  religious  instruction.  Have  the  authori- 
ties compel,  with  the  consent  of  the  parents,  the  children  to  repair  to 
their  respective  places  of  worship,  and  there  be  instructed  in  religious 
matters.  Surely  such  an  arrangement  would  be  impressive  to  the 
child,  and  secure  much  good  result,  providing  that  the  work  was  well 
done,  with  a  graded  system,  and  competent  instructors. 

President  Eliot  of  Harvard  University  not  very  long  ago  spoke 
of  the  increase  of  crime,  and  that,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  so  much 
larger  a  proportion  of  the  people  had  enjoyed  the  benefits 
of  an  education.  He  was  seeking  for  an  explanation.  Does 
not  the  answer  to  the  question  lie  in  the  one  sided  development 
of  the  education  of  to-day?  The  training  of  t.ie  body  and  the 
drawing  out  of  the  mental  faculties,  never  will  impart  alone 
sufficient  strength  and  power  to  the  highest  nature  of  man.  Where 
can  that  strength  and  power  come  from  but  from  the  Incarnate 
I^rd?  Natural  love  of  right.  Natural  strength  of  conscience  are 
not  sufficient.  It  was  because  man  had  not  the  power  in  himself, 
that  a  divine  power  came  down   trom    heaven.    To  live  by   this 
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power  the  child  must  be  dailj  living  so  as  to  be   brought  under 
this  power  and  receive  its  influence. 

Many  parents,  even  when  the  child  does  not  attend  t  he  pujt>lic 
schools,  and  is  sent  away  to  a  private  school  or  when  the  time  has 
come  for  the  higher  education  at  the  College  or  University,  do  not 
turn  to  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Church,  but  the  child  is 
turned  to  some  secular  institution.  Unless  our  Church  schools  and 
colleges  are  greatly  inferior  to  the  others  would  it  not  be  of  inesti- 
mable benefit  to  have  the  voice  of  Christian  men  sound  in  the  ear 
during  the  daily  round  of  duty,  to  have  the  chairs  of  philosophy  not 
unmindful  of  the  Christian  religion?  If  our  schools  and  college 
are  inferior  then  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  see  that  she  is  not 
behind  in  this  all  important  matter. 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  scientific  research.  Men*s  hearts  are 
troubled  over  many  matters.  Many  are  drifting  hopelessly  on  the 
8  2a,  for  they  have  no  anchor  to  hold  them  fast.  When  the  craft  was 
set  afloat  the  anchor  was  not  given  to  them.  If  we  go  out  to  the 
work  of  life  fortified  with  the  Catholic  faith  we  can  face  all  the 
problems  without  apprehension.  It  is  only  the  enlarged  views  which 
faith  imparts  that  will  enable  the  scientific  man,  and  every  one  of 
us,  as  it  did  the  great  Newton,  to  see  GDd,  and  feel  His  power, 
whether  it  be  written  on  the  rocks  or  in  His  Divine  Word. 

In  concluding  our  report  we  cannot  but  express  our  disappoint- 
ment that  the  Bishop  was  obliged  to  close  the  doors  of  Keble  School 
in  Syracuse.  Lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  made  it 
impossible  for  the  Bishop  to  attempt  to  assume  the  responsibilities 
of  the  school.  For  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  it  had  wrought 
a  good  work  in  the  Diocese.  It  has  sent  many  young  women  from 
its  Christian  home  surroundings  with  strong  Christian  faith,  to 
become  Christian  home  builders.  If  the  Diocese  had  been  conscious 
of  the  need  of  Christian  schools  would  the  doors  of  this  old  institu- 
tion have  been  compelled  to  close? 

We  must  not  close  this  report  without  bearing  witness  to  the 
efficient  work,  and  high  standard  of  scholarship  and  Christian  geu 
tlemanliness  that  is  maintained  in  St.  John's  School,  Manlius.  It  is 
still  under  the  eflicient  Headmastership  of  Colonel  William  Verbeck. 
This  one  Church  educational  institution  in  our  Diocese  should  com- 
mand our  support  and  interest.  It  has  arisen  from  its  disaster  irom 
he  ravages  of  fire,  and  with  characteristic  courage   it   has  gone  on 
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with  ita  work  of  restoration,  but  it  still  needs  the  support  and  inspir- 
ation of  fjrenerous  Churchmen.

ARTICLE    I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  Second  Tuesday  in  June,  in 
the  year  1870,  and  each  year  thereafter,  at  four  o'clock  and  thirty 
minutes  P.  M.,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop 
for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  pres- 
ent, the  Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease, 
or  for  other  suflacient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the 
place  of  meeting,  the  Bishop  or  in  the  case  above  mentioned,  the 
Standi-" g  Committee,  may  appoint  another  place  for  tne  meeting  of 
the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Bishop  may  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  shall  judge  it 
conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  EJpiscopate,  or  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE   IIL 

Section  1.     The  members  of  any  Coavention  shall  be  the  Bishop, 
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Conttitutian. 


the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  and  all  Clergymen  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese,  not  under  discipline,  and  lay  delegates  from 
the  several  Parishes,  provided,  however,  that  no  Clergyman  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  for  a  Bishop  unless  he  has  been  Canonically  resident 
in  the  Diocese  for  at  least  one  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry,  when 
one  Is  In  legal  existence.  When  the  Vestry  is,  from  vacancy  or 
otherwise,  incompetent  to  act,  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Congre- 
gation. 

Sec.  3.  But  in  case  of  Churches  or  Congregations  organized  or 
incorporated  without  a  Vestry,  Delegates  may  be  chosen  by  the 
Church  or  Congregation,  unless  the  Convention  shall  otherwise 
prescribe. 

Sec.  4.  The  mode  of  admitting  new  Churches  or  Congregations 
into  union  with  the  convention  and  the  conditions  under  which  un- 
ion or  representation  shall  be  forfeited,  may  be  prescribed  by 
Canon. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Every  Convention  at  its  first  morning  session  shall  be  opened 
with  prayers  and  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  Bisliop  may  at  this 
time  deliver  his  Annual  Address  or  Charge. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention;  but  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy, inability  to  act,  or  necessary  absence,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters. 

ARTICLE   VL 

A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assembling  of  the  Annual 
Convention  from  amoDg  the  members  thereof,  who  shall  remain  in 
office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  until  a 
successor  be  appointed.  His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  to  preserve  their  journals  and  records,  to  attest  the 
public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  concerns  of  the 
Convention  which  may  be  in  his  possession.  It  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  give  due  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  each  Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  1.  In  all  matters  which  come  before  the  Convention,  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  shall  deliberate,  and,  except  as  provided  in  the 
next  Section,  may  vote  in  one  body;  but  if  in  any  case  it  shall  be 
required  by  five  members,  the  two  orders  shall  vote  separately,  the 
Clergy  as  individuals,  and  the  Laity  as  Parishes;  and  the  concur- 
rence of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  decision.

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  two  orders  shall 
always  vote  separately  by  ballot,  and  according  to  the  mode  above 
prescribed. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

The  mode  of  altering  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows:  A 
proposition  for  an  amendment  shall  be  introduced  in  writing,  and 
considered  in  the  Convention;  and  if  approved  of,  shall  lie  over  till 
the  next  Annual  Convention;  and,  if  again  approved  of  in  such  next 
Convention  by  a  majority  of  the  two  orders  voting  thereon  sepa- 
rately, the  change  shall  take  place,  and  the  Constitution  so  altered 
shall  be  valid  and  obligatory. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

No  amendment  of  the  Canons  shall  be  made  during  the  session  of 
the  Convention  in  which  the  same  shall  be  proposea,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  each  order  shall  concur  therein;  but  any  amendment,  if 
approved  by  a  majority  less  than  two-thirds,  shall  lie  over  for  -the 
consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Convention.

CANON   L 

Of  a  List  of  Ministers  in  the  Diocese, 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Con- 
vention of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be 
prepared,  a  list  of  all  the  Ministers  canonlcally  resident  in  this 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Cures,  Parishes, 
Stations,  or  places  of  residence,  designating  those  who  are  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention;  but  no  Clergyman  while  suspended  from 
the  Ministry,  shall  have  a  place  on  the  said  list.  And  such  list  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Convention  on  the  first  day  of  meeting,  and  be 
prefixed  to  the  Journal. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  to  a  seat  In 
the  Convention,  shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Third  Article  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Conven- 
tion itself;  whether  his  name  be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or 
omitted. 

CANON   II. 

Of  the  Menibe7\H  and  Organization  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  evidence  of  the  regular  admission  of  a  Clergy- 
man into  this  Diocese  shall  consist  in  proof  satisfactory  to  the 
Convention  of  a  compliance  with  Section  V.  of  Canon  15, 
of  the  Digest  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention;  and  the 
evidence  of  a  settlement  in  a  Church  thereof  shall  consist  in  proof 
satisfactory  to  the  Convention,  of  a  compliance  with  the  first  and 
second  sections  of  Canon  14. 

Sec.  2.  The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  certified  in  writing  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish 
or  Church  of  which  he  is  a  delegate,  or  by  one  of  tne  Wardens,  or 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  Trustees.  This  Certificate  shall  state 
In  all  cases  that  the  person  so  certified  is  entitled  to  vote  for  War- 
dens and  Vestrymen — or  would  be  so  entitled  If  the  Church  which 
he  is  appointed  to  represent  were  not  otherwise  organized  or  incor- 
porated— and  that  the  said  Parish  or  Church  is  noi  in  arrears  in 
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payment  of  its  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund,  or 
(If  It  be  in  arrears)  that  it  prays  the  Convention  to  remit  the  sum 
in  arrears  for  the  good  and  sufficient  reasons  presented  in  a  paper 
annexed.  The  form  of  said  certificate  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Convention,  and  when  so  prescribed  no  other  certificate  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  any  Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

Sec.  3.  At  every  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  Chair,  and 
shall  continue  to  preside  during  its  sitting.  He  shall  possess  the 
usual  powers  of  presiding  officers  in  deliberative  assemblies  to  pre- 
serve order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order 
without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have 
the  right  to  name  any  clerical  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,  but  such  substitute  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment, 
unless  directed  by  the  House. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office,  the  senior  clerical  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  present  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  act  as 
President  Pro  Tempore,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  President  un- 
til the  convention  shall  be  organized  and  shall  have  elected  a 
President. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  of 
the  preccdirg  Ccnver.tion  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  enter  in  the  Journal 
the  names  of  those  who  are  present.  Notice  shall  then  be  given 
to  the  Lay  Delegates  to  place  their  certificates  on  the  table.  They 
shall  be  examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  Any  irregular  or  defective 
certificates  shall  be  reserved  until  a  quorum  shall  nave  appeared. 
The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed  shall  then  be  called 
and  the  names  of  those  who  are  present  shall  be  entered  on  the 

Journal.  The  irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Convention  as  soon  as  it  is  duly  organized,  who  shall  decide 
on  the  admission  of  the  delegates  named  in  them. 

Sec.  6.  The  presence  of  at  least  twenty  Clergymen  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Con- 
gregations, shall  be  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business,  except 
that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Sec.  7.  A  quorum  being  found  to  be  in  attendance  tne  President 
shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Secretary  shall 
then  be  elected,  who  may  nominate  an  Assistant  Secretary,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  preceding  Annual  Convention 
shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  until  altered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  Convention. 
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CANON   III. 

Of  the  Call  of  a  Convention. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be 
given  by  the  Secretary  In  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mall  at 
the  expense  of  the  Convention  to  every  Clergyman  in  the  Dioceee, 
and  to  the  Wardens  in  every  vacant  Parish,  at  least  one  month  be- 
fore the  time  of  meetlDg.  This  letter  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  extracts  from  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates, 
and  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election.  Notice  of  the  meeting 
shall  also  be  inserted  in  any  newspaper  in  which  the  Bishop  may 
direct  such  in&ertion  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a 
special  Convection  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  pur- 
pose. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Admission  of  a  Church  into    Union    loith  the  Church  in  this 

Diocese. 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Church  to  admisson  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  is  required  that  there  be  submitted  to 
the  Convention  of  the  same,  at  a  stated  meeting:  (1)  A  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Epis- 
copate, of  a  major  part  of  the  Standing  Committee,  approving  the 
Incorporation  of  such  a  Church;  (2)  The  certificate  of  incorporation 
duly  proved  and  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof  certined  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  County.  But  no  such  certificate  shall  be  given  Dy  the  Bishop  or 
the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  save  upon  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  the  ability  of  such  Church  to  pay  and  continue  the  sum  of 
at  least  six  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  the  support  of  a  Rector  or 
Missionary;  and  also  that  such  Church  contains  at  least  thirty  ac- 
tual Communicants. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a 
parochial  report,  no  missionary  report  being  made  in  its  behalf; 
and  during  the  same  period  shall  not  employ  a  Clergyman  as  its 
Parish  Minister,  nor  obtain  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  nor  make 
the  stated  monthly  collections  as  required  by  Canon  X  of  this 
Diocese,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  con- 
nection with  the  Convention,  and  be  no  longer  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  same;  and  the  Bishop  shall  report  said  Church  to  the 
Convention  in  his  Annual  Address;  but  any  such  Church  may  be 
readmitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  anc  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Convention,  and  such  readmission  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  agreed  to 
the  same. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secre- 
tary by  the  Constitution  and  by  Canon  III,  he  shall  be  required  to 
transmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  a  copy  <^  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  Convention;  and  shall  recfuest  the  last  to  send  copies  of 
their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  each  Lay  Delegate  at- 
tending the  Convention,  and  five  copies  to  each  Parish  In  the  Dio- 
cese, one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  to 
preserve  with  the  Parish  records. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  in 
addition  to  the  documeuls  mentioned  in  Section  II,  Canon  47, 
of  the  Digest,  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a 
list  of  the  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid 
or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary;  together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  that 
Seminary;  and  also  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  iccurred  by  a  compliar.ee  with  the  several 
seciioES  of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convection,  the  duties  thereof  shall  aevolve  upon  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one;  if  not.  upon  the  Secretary  of 
the  t' landing  Committee. 

CAXON    VI. 
Of  the  Trea:<urtr  of  the  Dioce^te. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Diccese.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  dis- 
burse all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention, 
the  collection  and  distribution  of  which  shall  not  be  otherwise  regu- 
lated. He  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee in  relation  to  the  mode  and  place  of  depositing  the  funds 
received  by  him.  and  the  manner  of  paying  them  out.  and  his  ac- 
counts an«l  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  btan«^:rg  Committee  or  any  member  thereof.  Before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, in  such  penalty  and  with  such  surety  as  they  shall  direct, 
con.iitioral  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the 
delivery  over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  bool^s  and  pa- 
pers ptrr:a:nins  to  his  office 

Sec.  2.  His  accouris  shall  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Com- 
mittee, according  to  Canon  XIV. 
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Sec.  3.  Ill  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall 
continue  to  act  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.  The 
Treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any  time  from  his  ofllce  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  for  any  neglect  or  misconduct,  of  which  they  shiill  be 
judges. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Registers^  Parochial  Reports,  and  the  Removal  of   Communicants 
from  one  Parish  to  Another, 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register,  required  by  Section  III,  Canon 
15,  of  the  Digest,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the  child  baptized  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spon- 
sors; the  name  of  the  adult  baptized;  the  names  of  the  parties 
married,  and  of  two  or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the 
place  where  the  marriage  was  solemnized;  the  names  of  the  persons 
buried;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed.  These 
Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church;  which  book 
shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Vestry  as 
a  part  of  the  Records  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  Parish  Register  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  families 
and  adult  persons  in  the  Cure  as  far  as  practicable,  and  also  an 
accurate  Jist  oi  the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  in  every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  a  list  of  the 
CommuEicarts  shall  be  kept  which  shall  retain  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons who  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  in  that 
Parish  or  Station  until  they  shall  have  ceased  to  be  Communicants 
in  the  Cure  by  eitner  (1)  death,  (2)  removal  or  (3)  repulsion  and 
suspension  or  excommunication  by  competent  authority.  In  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Parish  discriminiation  shall  be  made  by  means 
of  separate  items  between  those  who  shall  have  received  the  Holy 
Communion  at  least  once  within  two  years  preceding  such  report, 
and  all  others  whose  names  are  on  the  list  as  above  providea,  but 
who  shall  not  have  received  the  Communion  either  in  public  or  in  pri- 
vate during  the  two  years  preceding  the  report,  whatever  may  have 
been  the  occasion  or  cause  of  their  neglect  of  their  privilege  and 
duty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Report  shall  also  indicate  all  the  additions 
to  the  list  of  Communicants  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the 
losses  by  death,  removal,  repulsion  or  suspension,  as  required  by 

Section  III,  Canon  15,  and  Section  I,  Canon  47,  of  the 
Digest,  and  shall  also  contain,  in  addition  to  the  value  of  churches 
and  rectories,  the  amount  of  insurance  thereon.     Under  the  head  of 

rector'wi  salary  and  current  expenses  shall  be  included  salary  of 
ministers,  choir  expenses,  wages  of  sexton,  fuel  and  llgnts. 

Sec.  5.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister, 
the  Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  War- 
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willingness  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  appointment,  all  vacancies 
so  occurring  by  declensions,  sickness  or  death  shall  be  filled  by  the 
designation  of  the  Bishop,  from  the  list  of  the  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men elected  as  Provisional  Deputies,  and  such  person  or  persons  so 
designated  by  the  Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  there- 
of, shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected 
by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability 
of  the  Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this 
Canon  shall  be  exercised  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

CANON  IX. 

0/  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  an  election  of  a  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  be  made;  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  four 
of  the  Clergy  and  four  of  the  Laity,  to  be  chosen  by  oallot,  and  by 
the  concurrent  vote  of  each  order,  each  Parish  having  one  vote  by 
its  delegates.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by  death  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
Members  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and 
duties  to  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall 
be  performed  by  the  Star  die  g  Committee,  except  m  tnose  cases 
where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to 
or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  Members  of  said  Committee;  in  which 
case  such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  said  Clerical 
Members  alone;  provided  that  r.o  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  up- 
on a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  a 
true  record  of  their  proceedings  and  report  the  same  annually  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention.  He  shall  preserve  all  books.  Journals  and 
papers  belonging  to  said  committee,  and  transmit  the  same  to  his 
successor  in  office. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Missions  and  Offerings, 

Section  1.  All  members  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Cen- 
tral New  York  constitute  its  Diocesan  Missionary  Society;  and  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  II.  For  Missionary  purposes  the  Diocese  snail  be  divided 
into  six  districts,  as  follows: 

First  District — Jefferson  and  Lewis  Counties. 

Second  District — Oneida  County,  the  Village  of  Oneida,  and  all 
the  rest  of  Madison  County  except  the  townships  including  the  Par- 
ishes of  Cazenovia,  Canastota,  Chittenango  and  Perryviile. 

Third  District — Broome  and  Chenango  Counties.

Constitution  and  Canons- 


ionaltlultott* 


Adopted  June  14th,  1870. 


ARTICLE    I. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  the  Second  Tuesday  in  June,  in 
the  year  1870,  and  each  year  thereafter,  at  four  o'clock  and  thirty 
minutes  P.  M.,  in  such  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Bishop 
for  the  time  being,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  On  Tuesday  evening,  after  service,  a  quorum  being  pres- 
ent, the  Convention  shall  organize,  and  the  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  appointed. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  event  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  disease, 
or  for  other  sufficient  cause,  occurring  after  the  designation  of  the 
place  of  meeting,  the  Bishop  or  in  the  case  above  mentioned,  the 
Standi-^g  Committee,  may  appoint  another  place  for  tne  meeting  of 
the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  Bishop  may  call  Special  Conventions  when  he  shall  judge  it 
conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Church. 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  E3piscopate,  or  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  do  so,  the  Standing  Committee  may  call  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.    The  members  of  any  Convention  shall  be  the  Bishop. 
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Stipendiary   Fund   given   to  each   district,   together  with  the  sum 
apportioned  to  each  of  its  Stipendiary  Parishes  and  Missions. 

5.  Other  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  at 
the  call  of  the  Bishop,  or  in  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  of  four 
Deans.  Eleven  members  of  the  Board,  including  three  Deans,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  no  action  of 
the  Board  shall  be  valid  without  the  approval  of  the  Bishop.. 

Sec.  V.  1.  Each  Missionarv  District  shall  hold  not  less  than  two 
stated  Convocations  yearly.  'At  the  first  of  these,  which  shall  be 
held  as  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  CJonvention  as  the 
District  may  determine,  appropriations  shall  be  made  by  it  in  aid  of 
the  Missionary  work  in  the  said  District  under  the  advice  or  direc- 
tion of  the  Bishop. 

2.  Each  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  seeking  aid  from  the 
Convocation  shall  make  written  application  through  its  Vestry  or 
Committee  stating  the  facts  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the 
case,  particularly  the  number  of  contributors  and  the  amount 
pledged  or  secured  in  the  Parish  or  Station  for  the  support  of  the 
Minister. 

3.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  be  represented  in  its  Convoca- 
tion by  the  Clergy  canonically  resident,  and  by  two  Lay  Delegates 
from  each  of  its  Parishes  and  Missions. 

4.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  have  power  lo  assess  upon 
its  own  Parishes  and  Missions  whatever  sum  may  canonically  be 
required  of  it  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  mon- 
eys raised  or  collected  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  promptly  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Managers,  and  by  him  paid  to  the  Missionaries  on  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  District. 

5.  At  least  two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Secretary  of  each  Missionary  District  shall  make  report 
of  the  year's  work  of  the  District  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  including  the  items  called  for  in  Section  IV,  4,  of  this 
Canon. 

6.  Any  missionary  District  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop, . 
undertake  special  Missionary  work,  provided  it  shall  first  have  com- 
plied with  all  canonical  requirements,  and  shall  be  free  to  make  *^s 
own  regulations  and  conduct  its  own  Missionary  work  in  all  ways 
not  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  in  charge  of  a  Parish 
or  Mission  to  attend  all  Convocations  of  his  District,  and  to  report 
to  the  same  the  Missionary  work  done  in  his  Cure. 

Sec.  VI.  1.  Offerings  shall  be  made  systematically  in  the  Par- 
ifihes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  as  follows: 

For  the  Communion  Alms  on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month. 
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For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Domestic  or  General,  on  a  Sunday  in 
Advent. 

For  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  Christmas  Day. 

For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Foreig-n  or  General,   on    a   Sunday 
after  the  Epiphany 

For  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Central  New  York,  or 
the  Bible  and  Praver  Book  Society  of  New  York,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister,  on  Whit  Sunday. 

For  tae  increase  of  the  Ministry,  on  Easter,  or  some  other  near 
and  convenient  Sunday. 

For  Deficiency  in  Income  from  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese, 
on  the  fourth  Sundays  in  March  and  September. 

For  the  Mission  among  the  Deaf-Mutes  in  the  Diocese,  on  the 
Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  or  on  the  Sunday  next  before  Advont. 

2.  OfTerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  made  In  eveiy 
Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each 
month,  when  one  of  the  above  named  Sundays  is  not  the  third 
Sunday.  All  sudh  ofTerings  shall  be  forwarded  promptly  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  District. 

It  Is  also  recommended  that  the  Minister  of  each  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, at  the  Episcopal  visitation,  ask  an  offering  which  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for 
the  benefit  of  needy  persons,  and  which  shall  be  called  Bishop's 
Relief  Fund. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund 

Section  1.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  Diocese,  it  shall  be  the  dntv  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  to  present  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
mocey  that  v.ill  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  and  expenses  of  the  Convention,  adding  thereto  the 
liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said  fund,  if  there  be  any. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee,  upon  receipt  of 
this  estimate,  to  assess  this  amount  upon  the  Parishes  and  Church- 
es of  the  Diocese,  at  the  rate  of  an  uniform  per-cent.  upon  the 
amount  last  previously  reported  to  the  Convention  and  printed  in 
the  Journal  under  the  head  of  "Rector's  Salary  and  Current  Ex- 
penses" as  defined  in  Canon  VII,  Sec.  4,  not  including  any  amount 
that  may  have  been  given  to  the  Parish  or  Church,  or  its  Minister, 
by  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  any  other  Mission- 
ary organization.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  to  re- 
port to  the  Convention  the  schedule  of  assessments  thus  apportioned 
and  when  the  Convention  shall  have  adopted  the  same,  with  such 
amendments  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
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Parishes  and  Churches,  and  shall  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the 
Journal. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Parish  and  Church  of 
the  quota  thus  assigned  to  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector, 
Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  each  Parish  or  Church,  or  the  Minist€lr 
and  Trustees — if  there  be  no  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen — to 
see  that  the  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese,  be  forwarded  to  the 
Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,  so  that  the  whole  amount  be 
paid  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  present  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  the  opening  of  each  Session,  a  list 
of  such  Parishesor  Churches  as  are  in  arrears  to  the  Diocesan  Expense 
Fund  with  theamount  of  such  arrears,  that  the  same  may  be  placed  ip 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  and 
each  such  Parish  or  Church,  shall  be  excluded  from  representation 
in  the  Convention,  until  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  unless  the 
sum  in  arrears  be  remitted  by  the  Convention  itself,  for  reasons 
which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Section  1.  All  moneys  raised  or  contributed  for  the  Relief  of 
Disabled  Clergy  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Corporation  known  as  "The  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York."  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  at  each  of  its  annual  meetings  to  nom- 
inate by  ballot  one  person  to  act  as  Trustee  in  the  said  corporation 
to  fill  the  vacancy  which  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  will  then 
occur,  and  to  nominate  in  like  manner  other  persons  to  fill  any  other 
vacancies  in  the  said  board  that  may  have  occurred  during  the  year 
since  the  last  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  there  shall  be  made  an- 
nually, on  Christmas  day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  benefit  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  of  this  collection  to  the  Congregation, 
and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish  to  forward  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergy 
shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Bishop  that  the  Individual  has  labored  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  (except 
in  the  case  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never 
removed  therefrom),  and  is  disabled  by  age  or  physical  infirmity 
from  having  a  parochial  charge;  but  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
for  a  larger  sum  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  It  shall 
be  paid  semi-annually,  on  the  first  of  January  and  July. 

Sec.  4.    All  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  or  chil- 
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payment  of  its  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund,  or 
(if  it  be  in  arrears)  that  it  prays  the  Convention  to  remit  the  sum 
in  arrears  for  the  good  and  sufficient  reasons  presented  in  a  paper 
annexed.  The  form  of  said  certificate  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Convention,  and  when  so  prescribed  no  other  certificate  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  any  Lay  Delegate  or  Delegates  to  the  Convention  of 
this  Diocese  shall  be  allowed  or  received. 

Sec.  3.  At  every  Convention  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  Chair,  and 
shall  continue  to  preside  during  its  sitting.  He  shall  possess  the 
usual  powers  of  presiding  officers  in  deliberative  assemblies  to  pre- 
serve order  and  decorum,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order 
without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  have 
the  right  to  name  any  clerical  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
Chair,  but  such  substitute  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment, 
unless  directed  by  the  House. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office,  the  senior  clerical  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  present  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  and  act  as 
President  Pro  Tempore,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  President  un- 
til the  convention  shall  be  organized  and  shall  have  elected  a 
President. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  having  taken  the  Chair,  the  Secretary  of 
the  precedirg  Conver.tion  shall  call  over  the  names  of  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  enter  in  the  Journal 
the  names  of  those  who  are  present.  Notice  shall  then  be  given 
to  the  Lay  Delegates  to  place  their  certificates  on  the  table.  They 
shall  be  examined  by  the  Secretary  and  a  Committee  of  two  mem- 
bers to  be  appointed  by  the  President.  Any  irregular  or  defective 
certificates  shall  be  reserved  until  a  quorum  shall  nave  appeared. 
The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  duly  appointed  shall  then  be  called 
and  the  names  of  those  who  are  present  shall  be  entered  on  the 

Journal.  The  irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported 
to  the  Convention  as  soon  as  it  is  duly  organized,  who  shall  decide 
on  the  admission  of  the  delegates  named  in  them. 

Sec.  6.  The  presence  of  at  least  twenty  Clergymen  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  Convention,  and  of  Delegates  from  at  least  twenty  Con- 
gregations, shall  be  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  business,  except 
that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Sec.  7.  A  quorum  being  found  to  be  in  attendance  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized.  The  Secretary  shall 
then  be  elected,  who  may  nominate  an  Assistant  Secretary,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  8.  The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  preceding  Annual  Convention 
shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  until  altered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  Convention. 
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CANON  III. 

Of  the  Call  of  a  Convention, 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be 
given  by  the  Secretary  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mall  at 
the  expense  of  the  Convention  to  every  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese, 
and  to  the  Wardens  in  every  vacant  Parish,  at  least  one  month  be- 
fore the  time  of  meeting.  This  letter  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Convention,  extracts  from  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates, 
and  a  form  of  certificate  of  their  election.  Notice  of  the  meeting 
shall  also  be  inserted  in  any  newspaper  in  which  the  Bishop  may 
direct  such  insertion  to  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  a 
special  Convection  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  thereof  to  specify  such  pur- 
pose. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Admission  of  a   Church  into    Union    with  the  Church  in  this 

Diocese, 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Church  to  admisson  into  union  with 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  it  Is  required  that  there  be  submitted  to 
the  Convention  of  the  same,  at  a  stated  meeting:  (1)  A  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Epis- 
copate, of  a  major  part  of  the  Standing  Committee,  approving  the 
Incorporation  of  such  a  Church;  (2)  The  certificate  of  incorporation 
duly  proved  and  recorded,  or  a  copy  thereof  certined  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  County.  But  no  such  certificate  shall  be  given  Dy  the  Bishop  or 
the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  save  upon  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  the  ability  of  such  Church  to  pay  and  continue  the  sum  of 
at  least  six  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  the  support  of  a  Rector  or 
Missionary;  and  also  that  such  Church  contains  at  least  thirty  ac- 
tual Communicants. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  shall  neglect,  for  three  years  in  succession,  to  make  a 
parochial  report,  no  missionary  report  being  made  in  its  behalf; 
and  during  the  same  period  shall  not  employ  a  Clergyman  as  its 
Parish  Minister,  nor  obtain  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  nor  make 
the  stated  monthly  collections  as  required  by  Canon  X  of  this 
Diocese,  such  Church  shall  be  regarded  as  having  forfeited  its  con- 
nection with  the  Convention,  and  be  no  longer  entitled  to  represen- 
tation in  the  same;  and  the  Bishop  shall  report  said  Church  to  the 
Convention  in  his  Annual  Address;  but  any  such  Church  may  be 
readmitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  anc  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Convention,  and  such  readmission  shall  take  effect  from 
and  after  the  rising  of  the  Convention  which  shall  have  agreed  to 
the  same. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  Secre- 
tary by  the  Constttution  and  by  Canon  III,  he  shall  be  required  to 
triansmit  annually  to  each  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  last 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  General  Convention,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Convention  a  copy  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  Convention;  and  shall  recxuest  the  last  to  send  copies  of 
their  respective  Journals  in  exchange.  He  shall  also  transmit  a 
copy  to  each  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  each  Lay  Delegate  at- 
tending the  Convention,  and  five  copies  to  each  Parish  in  the  Dio- 
cese, one  of  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry  to 
preserve  with  the  Parish  records. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  transmit  to  every  General  Convention,  In 
addition  to  the  documents  mentioned  in  Section  II,  Canon  47, 
of  the  Digest,  a  certificate  to  be  signed  by  himself,  containing  a 
list  of  the  Clergymen  In  this  Diocese,  and  the  amount  of  funds  paid 
or  secured  to  be  paid  (distinguishing  them)  to  the  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary;  together  with  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  that 
Seminary;  and  also  a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

Sec.  3.  Any  expense  Incurred  by  a  compliance  with  the  several 
sections  of  this  Canon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  In  the  office  of  Sec- 
retary of  the  Convention,  the  duties  thereof  shall  aevolve  upon  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one;  If  not,  upon  the  Secretary  of 
the  iLl^andlng  Committee. 

CANON    VL 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  there  shall  be  chosen 
a  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  ais- 
burse  all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention, 
the  collection  and  distribution  of  which  shall  not  be  otherwise  regu- 
lated. He  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee in  relation  to  the  mode  and  place  of  depositing  the  funds 
received  by  him.  and  the  manner  of  paying  them  out,  and  his  ac- 
counts and  books  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  btancHng  Committee  or  any  member  thereof.  Before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, m  such  penalty  and  with  such  surety  as  they  shall  direct, 
conditional  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  for  the 
delivery  over  to  his  successor  of  all  funds,  securities,  books  and  pa- 
pers pertaining  to  his  ofllce 

Sec.  2.  His  accounts  shall  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  Com- 
mittee, according  to  Canon  XIV. 
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Sec.  3.  lu  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  the  Standing-  Com- 
mittee shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall 
continue  to  act  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention.  The 
Treasurer  may  be  removed  at  any  time  from  his  office  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  for  any  neglect  or  misconduct,  of  which  they  shaill  be 
judges. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Registers^  Parochial  Reports^  and  the  Removal  of  Commnnicavts 
from  one  Parish  to  Another, 

Section  1.  The  Parish  Register,  required  by  Section  III,  Canon 
15,  of  the  Digest,  shall  specify  the  name  and  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the  child  baptized  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  spon- 
sors; the  name  of  the  adult  baptized;  the  names  of  the  parties 
married,  and  of  two  or  more  special  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the 
place  where  the  marriage  was  solemnized;  the  names  of  the  persons 
buried;  and  also  the  time  when  each  rite  was  performed.  These 
Registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for 
that  purpose  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church;  which  book 
shall  be  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Vestry  as 
a  part  of  the  Records  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  The  Parish  Register  shall  contain  a  list  of  the  families 
and  adult  persons  in  the  Cure  as  far  as  practicable,  and  also  an 
accurate  list  oi  the  persons  confirmed  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  3.  in  every  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  a  list  of  the 
Communicants  shall  be  kept  which  shall  retain  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons who  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  in  that 
Parish  or  Station  until  they  shall  have  ceased  to  be  Communicants 
in  the  Cure  by  either  (1)  death,  (2)  removal  or  (3)  repulsion  and 
suspension  or  excommunication  by  competent  authority.  In  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Parish  discriminiation  shall  be  made  by  means 
of  separate  items  between  those  who  shall  have  received  the  Holy 
Communion  at  least  once  within  two  years  preceding  such  report, 
and  all  others  whose  names  are  on  the  list  as  above  providea,  but 
who  shall  not  have  received  the  Communion  either  in  public  or  in  pri- 
vate during  the  two  years  preceding  the  report,  whatever  may  have 
been  the  occasion  or  cause  of  their  neglect  of  their  privilege  and 
duty. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Report  shall  also  indicate  all  the  additions 
to  the  list  of  Communicants  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the 
losses  by  death,  removal,  repulsion  or  suspension,  as  required  by 
Section  III,  Canon  15,  and  Section  I,  Canon  47,  of  the 
Digest,  and  shall  also  contain,  in  addition  to  the  value  of  churches 
and  rectories,  the  amount  of  insurance  thereon.  Under  the  head  of 
rectors  salary  and  current  expenses  shall  be  included  salary  of 
ministers,  choir  expenses,  wages  of  sexton,  fuel  and  Ilgiits. 

Sec.  5.  In  every  case  where  a  Parish  is  destitute  of  a  Minister, 
the  Register  contemplated  by  this  Canon  shall  be  kept  by  the  War- 
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dens,  or  by  some  person  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  whcse  duty  It  snail 
also  be  to  prepare  and  forward  to  the  Bishop  the  Annual  Parochial 
Report. 

Sec.  6.  Communicants  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another^ 
in  the  Diocese,  shall  procure  a  certificate  as  provided  for  in  Canon 
39,  Section  I,  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  7.  The  same  rule  shall  apply  in  this  Diocese  to  Communi- 
cants who  may  wish  to  be  transferred,  without  changing  their  resi- 
dence from  the  list  of  Communicants  in  one  Parish,  so  as  to  be 
received  as  Communicants  in  any  other  Parish  or  in  any  other  place 
of  worship  where  the  Holy  Communion  is  habitually  celebrated. 

Sec.  8.  No  Hector  or  other  Minister  in  charge  of  any  Parish  In 
this  Diocese  shall  receive  as  an  habitual  Communicant,  or  enter 
upon  the  list  of  Communicants  under  his  charge,  the  came  of  any 
person  who  has  been  a  Communicant  in  any  other  Parish  in  this 
Diocese  without  such  a  certificate  or  Letter  Dimissory  from  the 
Parish  to  which  said  Communicant  last  belonged. 

Sec.  9.  Any  communicant,  not  under  censure  or  ecclesiastical 
discipline,  shall  be  entitled  to  such  a  certificate  or  letter  on  applica- 
tion therefor  to  the  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Parish  to  which  said 
Communicant  belongs,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  pastoral  care 
of  a  Parish,  and  in  case  of  any  person  under  discipline  the  applica- 
tion shall  be  referred  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopal  office,  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, and  the  answer  and  decision  of  the  Bishop  or  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  above  provided,  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive. 

CANON   VIII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting 
next  preceding  the  regular  session  of  the  General  Convention,  elect 
by  the  concurrent  ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  four 
clergymen  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be  Communicants  of  the 
Church  and  residents  of  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  from  this 
Diocese  to  the  General  Convention.  In  like  manner  the  Convention 
shall  elect  four  Clcr^-ymen  and  four  Laymen  as  Provisional 
Deputies  to  act  as  hereinafter  mentioned.  The  Deputies  and  Pro- 
visional Deputies  shall  hold  their  office  during  the  term  of  three 
years. 

Sec.  2.  Any  vacancy  occurring  among  the  Deputies  or  Provisional 
Deputies  between  the  stated  times  of  election  may  be  supplied  by 
any  Cunvention  during  or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall  occur, 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies-elect  to  signify  to 
the  Bishop,  on  some  day  within  three  weeks  of  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  and  at  least  one  week  before  such  meeting,  the 
acceptance  of  the  appointment  and  their  intention  to  perform  its 
duties;   in  default  of  which,  and  in  case  of  their  inability  or  un- 
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Willingness  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  appointment^  all  vacancies 
so  occurring  by  declensions,  sickness  or  death  shall  be  filled  by  the 
designation  of  the  Bishop,  from  the  list  of  the  Clergymen  and  Lay- 
men elected  as  Provisiotial  Deputies,  and  such  person  or  persons  so 
designated  by  the  Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  there- 
of, shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected 
by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability 
of  Ihe  Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this 
Canon  shall  be  exercised  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention  an  election  of  a  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  be  made;  which  Committee  shall  consist  of  four 
of  the  Clergy  and  four  of  the  Laity,  to  be  chosen  by  oallot,  and  by 
the  concurrent  vote  of  each  order,  each  Parish  having  one  vote  by 
its  delegates.  Vacancies  in  said  Committee,  occurring  by  death  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  Clerical 
Members  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  powers  and 
duties  10  be  performed  by  the  Bishop  in  matters  of  discipline,  shall 
be  performed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  except  in  tnose  cases 
where  such  powers  and  duties  are  or  may  be  specially  delegated  to 
or  enjoined  upon  the  Clerical  Members  of  said  Committee;  In  which 
case  such  powers  and  duties  shall  be  exercised  by  said  Clerical 
Members  alone;  provided  that  eo  sentence  shall  be  pronounced  up- 
on a  Clergyman  but  by  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  a 
true  record  of  their  proceedings  and  report  the  same  annually  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention.  He  shall  preserve  all  books.  Journals  and 
papers  belonging  to  said  committee,  and  transmit  the  same  to  his 
successor  In  office. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Diocesan  JJdissions  and  Offerings. 

Section  1.  All  members  of  the  Church  In  the  Diocese  of  Cen- 
tral New  York  constitute  Its  Diocesan  Missionary  Society;  and  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  II.  For  Missionary  purposes  the  Diocese  sliall  be  divided 
into  six  districts,  as  follows: 

First  District — Jefferson  and  Lewis  Counties. 

Second  District — Oneida  County,  the  Village  of  Oneida,  and  all 
the  rest  of  Madison  County  except  the  townships  including  the  Par- 
ishes of  Cazenovla,  Canastota,  Chlttenango  and  Perryviile. 

Third  District — Broome  and  Chenango  Counties. 
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Fourth  District — Onondaga,  Oswego  and  Cortland  Counties,  and 
the  townships  of  Madison  County  not  included  in  the  Secuna  Difr 
trlct. 

Fifth  District — Cayuga  and  Seneca  Counties. 

Sixth  District — Chemung,  Tioga  and  Tompkins  Counties. 

Sec.  III.  1  The  principal  officer  of  said  Missionary  District  shall 
be  called  the  Dean  of  the  District.  He  shall  be  appointed  every 
four  years  by  the  Bishop,  from  the  Clergy  of  the  District,  after 
nomination  in  a  regular  Convocation  of  the  same.  Unaer  the  Bishop 
he  shall  have  the  oversight  of  all  Missionary  work  in  his  District 

2.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  annually  elect  a  Secretary 
and  a  Treasurer,  at  its  first  regular  Convocation  after  the  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  If  the  office  of  Dean  of  any  Missionary  District  *  become  va- 
cant, by  removal  or  otherwise,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  successor 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec.  IV.  1.  In  the  general  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Bishop  shall  be  assisted  by  a  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers,  consist- 
ing, together  with  the  Bishop,  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who 
shall  also  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  the  six  Deans,  and  six 
Clergymen  and  six  Laymen,  one  of  each  from  each  Missionary  Dis- 
trict, to  be  elected  severally  by  the  Convocation  of  the  District  en- 
titled to  this  representation.  In  any  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  t©  preside. 

2.  The  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall  consult  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall,  each  year, 
through  its  Secretary,  present  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions,  at 
its  annual  session,  a  report  of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  Conventional  year. 

3.  At  each  Annual  Convention  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers 
shall  submit  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  for  its  action,  an 
estimate  of  the  sum  required  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  current  year.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  and  deter- 
mine how  much  of  the  money  voted  by  the  Diocese  for  Its  Mission- 
ary work  during  the  year  shall  be  assessed  to  eacn  District,  and 
what  part  of  it  shall  be  given  to  the  same  for  apportionment  among 
its  stipendiary  Clergy.  And  this  determination  shall  be  published 
in  the  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

4.  The  Diocesan  Board  of  Managers  shall,  through  its  Treas- 
urer, prepare  for  publication  in  each  Journal  of  the  Convention,  a 
table  by  districts,  of  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  in  the  Diocese, 
the  sum  assessed  to  each  District  to  be  raised  for  Diocesan  Mission- 
ary work,  the  amount  assessed  by  the  District  to  each  Parish  and 
Mission  for  the  same,  and  the  sum  actually  given  for  this  purpose  -y 
each  Parish   and   Mission.    It  shall   also  contain   the   amount    of 
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Stipendiary   Fund   given   to  each   district,   together  with  the  sum 
apportioned  to  each  of  its  Stipendiary  Parishes  and  Missions. 

5.  Other  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  at 
the  call  of  the  Bishop,  or  in  a  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate,  of  four 
Deans.  Eleven  members  of  the  Board,  including  three  Deans,  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  but  no  action  of 
the  Board  shall  be  valid  without  the  approval  of  the  Bishop.. 

Sec.  V.  1.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  hold  not  less  than  two 
stated  Convocations  yearly.  At  the  first  of  these,  which  shall  be 
held  as  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Convention  as  the 
District  may  determine,  appropriations  shall  be  made  by  it  in  aid  of 
the  Missionary  work  in  the  said  District  under  the  advice  or  direc- 
tion of  the  Bishop. 

2.  Each  Parish  and  Missionary  Station  seeking  aid  from  the 
Convocation  shall  make  written  application  through  its  Vestry  or 
Committee  stating  the  facts  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the 
case,  particularly  the  number  of  contributors  and  the  amount 
pledged  or  secured  in  the  Parish  or  Station  for  the  support  of  the 
Minister. 

3.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  be  represented  in  its  Convoca- 
tion by  the  Clergy  canonlcally  resident,  and  by  two  Lay  Delegates 
from  each  of  Its  Parishes  and  Missions. 

4.  Each  Missionary  District  shall  have  power  to  assess  upon 
its  own  Parishes  and  Missions  whatever  sum  may  canonlcally  be 
required  of  It  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  mon- 
eys raised  or  collected  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  promptly  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  District  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Managers,  and  by  him  paid  to  the  Missionaries  on  the 
order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  District. 

5.  At  least  two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Secretary  of  each  Missionary  District  shall  make  report 
of  the  year's  work  of  the  District  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  including  the  items  called  for  in  Section  IV,  4,  of  this 
Canon. 

6.  Any  missionary  District  may  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,, 
undertake  special  Missionary  work,  provided  It  shall  first  have  com- 
plied with  all  canonical  requirements,  and  shall  be  free  to  make  *^3 
own  regulations  and  conduct  Its  own  Missionary  work  In  all  ways 
not  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  in  charge  of  a  Parish 
or  Mission  to  attend  all  Convocations  of  his  District,  and  to  report 
to  the  same  the  Missionary  work  done  In  his  Cure. 

Sec.  VI.  1.  Offerings  shall  be  made  systematically  in  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  of  the  Diocese  as  follows: 

For  the  Communion  Alms  on  the  first  Sunday  In  each  month. 
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For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Domestic  or  General,  on  a  Sunday  in 
Advent. 

For  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  Christmas  Day. 

For  the  Board  of  Missions,  Foreigfn  or  General,    on    a   Sunday 
after  the  Epiphany 

For  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Central  New  York,  or 
the  Bible  and  Praver  Book  Society  of  New  York,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Minister,  on  Whit  Sunday. 

For  tne  increase  of  the  Ministry,  on  Easter,  or  some  other  near 
and  convenient  Sunday. 

For  Deficiency  in  Income  from  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Diocese, 
on  tne  fourth  Sundays  in  March  and  September. 

For  the  Mission  among  the  Deaf-Mutes  in  the  Diocese,  on  the 
Twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  or  on  the  Sunday  next  before  Adront. 

2.  OfiPerlngs  for  Diocesan  Missions  shall  be  made  in  every 
Parish  and  Mission  In  the  Diocese  on  the  third  Sunday  of  each 
month,  when  one  of  the  above  named  Sundays  is  not  the  third 
Sunday.  All  suc'h  offerings  shall  be  forwarded  promptly  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  District. 

It  Is  also  recommended  that  the  Minister  of  each  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, at  the  Episcopal  visitation,  ask  an  offering  which  shall  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  used  at  his  discretion  for 
the  benefit  of  needy  persons,  and  which  shall  be  called  Bishop's 
Relief  Fund. 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund 

Section  1.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  Diocese,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  to  present  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  or  before  the 
fifteenth  day  of  May  In  each  year,  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  that  will  be  needed  during  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  and  expenses  of  the  Convention,  adding  thereto  the 
liabilities  of  the  Diocese  chargeable  to  said  fund,  if  there  be  any. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee,  upon  receipt  of 
this  estimate,  to  assess  this  amount  upon  the  Parishes  and  Church- 
es of  the  Diocese,  at  the  rate  of  an  uniform  per-cent.  upon  the 
amount  last  previously  reported  to  the  Convention  and  printed  in 
the  Journal  under  the  head  of  ''Rector's  Salary  and  Current  Ex- 
penses" as  defined  in  Canon  VII.  Sec.  4,  not  including  any  amount 
that  may  have  been  given  to  the  Parish  or  Church,  or  its  Minister, 
by  the  Missionary  Board  of  the  Diocese,  or  by  any  other  Mission- 
ary organization.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Committee  to  re- 
port to  the  Convention  the  schedule  of  assessments  thus  apportioned 
and  when  the  Convention  shall  have  adopted  the  same,  with  such 
amendments  as  It  may  deem  necessary,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
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Parishes  and  Churches,  and  shall  be  printed  as  an  aiipendix  to  tbe 
Journal. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Parish  and  Church  of 
the  quota  thus  assigned  to  it,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector, 
Wardens,  and  Vestrymen  of  each  Parish  or  Church,  or  the  Minister 
and  Trustees — if  there  be  no  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestrymen — to 
see  that  the  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese,  be  forwarded  to  the 
Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments,  so  that  the  whole  amount  be 
paid  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  present  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  the  opening  of  each  Session,  a  list 
of  such  Parishes  or  Churches  as  are  in  arrears  to  the  Diocesan  Expense 
Fund  with  the  amount  of  such  arrears,  that  the  same  may  be  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  of  Lay  Delegates,  and 
each  such  Parish  or  Church,  shall  be  excluded  from  representation 
in  the  Convention,  until  such  arrears  are  paid  in  full,  unless  the 
sum  in  arrears  be  remitted  by  the  Convention  itseli,  for  reasons 
which  are  satisfactory  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Section  1.  All  moneys  raised  or  contributed  for  the  Relief  of 
Disabled  Clergy  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergy, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Corporation  known  as  "The  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  New  York."  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  at  each  of  its  annual  meetings  to  nom- 
inate by  ballot  one  person  to  act  as  Trustee  in  the  said  corporation 
to  fill  the  vacancy  which  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation  will  then 
occur,  and  to  nominate  in  like  manner  other  persons  to  fill  any  other 
vacancies  in  the  said  board  that  may  have  occurred  during  the  year 
since  the  last  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  In  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  there  shall  be  made  an- 
nually, on  Christmas  day,  a  collection  for  the  relief  of  Disabled 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  the  benefit  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  Deceased  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
Clergyman  to  give  due  notice  of  this  collection  to  the  Congregation, 
and  of  the  Wardens  of  every  Parish  to  forward  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Christmas  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  appropriations  for  the  Relief  of  Disabled  Clergy 
shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  on  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Bishop  that  the  individual  has  labored  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  Diocese  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years,  (except 
in  the  case  of  Clergymen  ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never 
removed  therefrom),  and  is  disabled  by  age  or  physical  infirmity 
from  having  a  parochial  charge;  but  no  appropriation  shall  be  made 
for  a  larger  sum  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  it  shall 
be  paid  semi-annually,  on  the  first  of  January  and  July. 

Sec.  4.    All  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  or  chil- 
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dren  of  a  deceased  Clergyman  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund  on  the  certificate  of  the  Bishop,  t^at  the  person  or 
persons  is  the  widow  or  minor  child  or  children  of  a  deceased  Cler- 
gyman who  was  a  canonical  resident  of  the  Diocese  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  and  who  had  labored  within  the  limits  of  the  Diocese  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  (except  in  the  case  of  Clergsrmen 
ordained  in  the  Diocese  and  having  never  removed  therefrom),  but 
no  appropriation  for  this  purpose  shall  be  made  for  a  larger  sum 
than  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  on 
the  first  of  April  and  October;  and  no  appropriation  shall  be  paid  to 
the  widow  after  she  is  married  again,  or  to  orphan  or  orphans  after 
having  attained  the  age  of  majority. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund  shall  have  power 
to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  towards  the  funeral 
expenses  of  a  deceased  beneficiary. 

Sec.  6.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  Fund  and  not  needed  for 
present  relief  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees  upon  security 
upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy  per  cent,  of 
the  appraised  value  of  the  property,  inclusive  of  buildings,  with 
proper  insurance  on  the  buildings,  the  appraisal  to  be  made  by  an 
appraiser  appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  the  purpose,  or  saia  moneys 
may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this  State,  or  of  the 
United  States;  and  all  securities  or  investments  shall  be  taken  or 
made  in  the  names  of  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  as 
Trustees  of  the  Fund;  and  they  shall  have  the  power  from  time  to 
time  to  change  such  securities  or  investments. 

Sec.  7.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees  of  the 
Christmas  Fund,  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  en- 
trusted to  their  charge,  together  with  the  items  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, with  the  vouchers  thereof,  shall  be  reported  to  the  ap- 
propriate committee  according  to  Canon  XIV,  signed  by  said  Trus- 
tees or  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON    XlII. 
Of  the  Fmid  for  the  Suj)port  of  the  Episcopate. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  five  Trustees  appointed  hj  the  Con- 
vention to  whom  the  management  and  care  of  the  Fund  for  the  Sup- 
port of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  entrusted.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary; 
and  Eo  act  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  valid  unless  authorized  by  a  res 
olutlon  adopted  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said  Trustees  by  a  majority 
of  the  same  and  recorded  by  their  Secretary  in  a  book  to  be  kept  as 
the  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  to  be  opened  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Convention.  The  said  Trustees  shall  hold  their  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Convention;  and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  said 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  Xyy  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.    All  moneys  belonging  to  the    Fund    for    the  support  of 
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the  Episcopate  shall  be  loaned  by  the  said  Trustees*  upon  securities 
on  real  estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
appraised  value  of  the  property,  Inclusive  of  buildings,  with  proper 
insurance  on  the  buildings;  the  appraisal  to  be  made  by  one  ap- 
praiser, appointed  by  the  Trustees  for  that  purpose,  or  said  moneys 
may  be  held  and  invested  in  securities  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States;  or  in  any  securities  in  whxh  Savings  Banks  are  autnorized 
to  invest  the  monies  deposited  with  them  under  the  laws  of  this 
State;  and  all  securities  or  investments  shall  be  taken  or  made  in 
the  names  of  the  said  Trustees  and  their  successors  In  office  as 
Trustees  of  said  Fund ;  and  they  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time 
to  change  such  securities  and  investments. 

Sec.  3.  The  salary  of  the  Bishop  shall  be  paid  quarterly,  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  on  the  first  days  of  July,  October,  January 
and  April,  in  each  fiscal  year,  and  the  Trustees  of  tne  Episcopate 
Fund  shall  remit  quarterly,  in  anticipation  of  such  payments,  all 
sums  received  by  them  as  income  of  said  Fund,  and  the  receipt  of 
said  Treasurer  shall  be  a  proper  voucher  for  said  Trustees  In  ren- 
dering their  annual  report  to  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  With  a  view  to  the  further  increase  of  the  principal  of 
the  said  Fund,  such  portions  of  the  contributions  of  the  Diocese  as 
may  be  given  or  appropriated  for  that  purpose  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention  to  the  order  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be 
Invested  by  them  for  accumulation  and  without  diminution,  until  the 
further  order  of  the  Convention;  and  all  moneys  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  said  Trustees  for  investment  shall  be  deposited  in  some 
safe  bank  in  tnis  State,  to  the  credit  of  the  President  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board 

Sec.  5.  A  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Trustees,  exhib- 
iting the  condition  of  the  Fund  hereby  entrusted  to  their  charge,  to- 
gether with  the  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  the 
vouchers  thereof,  shall  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  .Committee 
according  to  Canon  XIV. 

CANON   XIV. 

Of  the  Fiscal    Year  and  Financial   Reports. 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Diocese  shall  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  May  annually,  and  end  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  fol- 
lowing. And  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  nnd  all  Trustees  having 
In  charge  any  funds  belonging  to  the  Diocese  shall  annually  make 
their  reports  to  the  appropriate  Standing  Committees  on  or  before 
the  feiteenth  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual 
Convention  to  consider  and  report  to  the  Annual  convention  next 
ensuing,  as  follows: 

1.  On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  consisting 
of  three  Laymen. 

2.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  for  the  support 
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of  the  Eipiscopate,  consisting  of  three  Laymen. 

3.     On  the  report  of  the   Trustees  of  the  Christmas  Fund,  con- 
sisting of  three  LAymen. 

4.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Parochial  Fund,  con- 
sisting of  three  Laymen. 

5.  On  the  Report  of  the  Trustee  of  the  Van  Wagenen  Mission- 
ary Fund,  consisting  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  these  several  committees 
to  meet  in  each  year  at  some  time  between  the  fifteenth  of  May  and 
the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  at  the  place  where  the 
Treasurer  resides,  or  where  the  funds  are  held,  and  make  an  exam- 
ination into  all  books,  papers,  voucheis,  etc.,  relating  to  the  respec- 
tive funds  held  by  the  Treasurer  or  Trustees,  and  prepare  a  report 
to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Convention  next  ensuing.  An  abstract 
of  each  report  with  such  resolutions  as  may  be  proposed,  and  the 
reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  constituted  by  this  Canon  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  time  to  permit 
him  to  cause  the  same  to  be  printed,  and  sent  to  the  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates,  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON   XV. 
Of  Vacant  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immmediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  In  the  Dio- 
cese, who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply 
such  vacant  Parishes  as  have  been  reported  to  him,  at  such  times  as 
may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
vacant  Churches  thus  supplied  to  defray  all  the  expenses  Incident  to 
such  occasional  services. 

CANON   XVL 

Of  Elections. 

Section  1.  All  the  Officers  of  the  Convention  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot.  Election  by  ballot  may  be  dispensed  with  by  an  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Convention.  And  when  an  election  is  by  ballot,  a  major- 
ity of  the  votes  In  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  valid  election. 

Sec.  2.  To  facilitate  the  stated  election  by  ballot,  the  Secretary 
shall  provide  sheets  of  paper  with  printed  headings,  containing  the 
titles  of  the  various  offices  to  be  filled  by  ballot,  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  the  Convention;  and  all  such  officers  may  be  voted  for 
at  one  balloting.    No  printed  ballots  shall  be  allowed. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  cases  of  failure  or  omission  to  elect  ofllcers  by  the 
Convention,  the  persons  last  elected  shall  continue  in  office  until 
others  be  chosen. 
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Sec  4.  In-  case  of  vacancies  in  office,  occurring  during*  recess,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Standing-  Committee,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Bishop,  to  fill  ad  interim,  any  position  which  the  Convention, 
if  in  session,  might  fill. 

CANON    XVII. 

Of  Attending,  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention, 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  at  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  is  of  essential  oonsequence 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  upon 
them. 

Sec.  2.  And  whereas  it  is  often  necessary  to  travel  a  consider- 
able distance  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Convention,  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  different  Parishes  to  make  provision  for  the 
travelling  expenses  of  their  Clergy  in  attending  the  Convention, 
either  by  a  collection  in  Church  on  Sunday,  or  by  some  other  mode. 
The  Clergy  attending  Convention  shall  be  entertained  at  hotels, 
and  the  expense  of  such  entertainment  shall  be  provided  through  an 
assessment  of  $250,  which  shall  be  added  each  year  to  the  budget  of 
the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund,  and  the  Parish  in  which  the  Convention 
is  held  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
for  the  expenses  of  such  entertainment  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  aforesaid  S250. 

Sec.  3.  No  member  of  this  Convention  shall  leave  the  same  dur- 
ing its  session  without  having  applied  for  and  received  leave  of  ab- 
sence. 

CANON    XVIII 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop, 

Whenever  any  Minister  of  the  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  under  the  pro- 
visions of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Convention,  the 
mode  of  proceedings  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

Section  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  offenses  of 
which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty 
as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances  Such  presentment  may  be 
made  by  the  major  part  in  number  of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of 
any  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Pres- 
byters of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  or  as  here- 
inafter mentioned.  Whenever  from  public  rumor,  or  othewise,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Clergyman  is  under  the 
imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct,  for 
which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  re- 
quires an  investigation,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  five  persons, 
of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be  Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case — a 
majority  of  whom  may  make  such  examination;  and  ir  there  is,  in 
their  opinion,  sufficient  ground  for  presentment,  shall  present  the 
Clergyman  accordingly. 
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Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  of  the  modes  above 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him 
to  be  such  as  to  constitute  an  offense,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  allege 
facts  some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  of- 
fense, he  may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  resiaue,  or  he  may 
permit  it  to  be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  In 
part,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, and  shall  also  nominate  twelve  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese, 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to  the  pre- 
sentment, and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  on  the  ac- 
cused, who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select  five 
of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop;  and  if  he 
shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty 
days,  the  Bishop  shall  select  five,  and  the  Presbyters  so  selected 
shall  form  a  board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn,  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place,  (but  al- 
ways within  the  Diocese.)  as  they  shall  think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meet 
ing  shall  be  served  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting  on  the 
accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment 

Sec.  4.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall  not  attend,  theiv 
those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time:  and  if  after 
one  adjournment  or  more  it  shall  appear  to  them  improbable  that  the 
whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasonable  time,  then  those  who 
do  attend,  not  being  less  than  three,  shall  constitute  the  Board,  and 
proceed  to  the  trial  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  question^. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Clergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the 
facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  the  du:y  of  the  Bishop 
to  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  be- 
fore the  appointment  of  a  Board  for  his  trial  as  before  mentioned  he 
shall  be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  C.  If  a  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  appointed  for  his  trial, 
the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  unless 
for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceeds  to  the  trial,  they  shall  hear 
such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced;  which  evidence  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively;  and  some 
officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may,  at  the  desire  of 
either  party,  be  requested  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to 
the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the  whole  truth  and 
nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  facts  charged  in  the  present- 
ment. If  on  or  during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth 
of  the  charges  as  stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense 
with  hearing  further  evidence,  and     may  proceed  at  once  to  state 
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their  opiDion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought    to    be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  tne  Bishop,  and 
It  being  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any  material  wit- 
ness can  not  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a 
commissary  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissary 
may  be  either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying 
shall  give  to  the  other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  taking  the  testimony.  And  if  the  person  on  wL^m  the  notice 
shall  be  served  shall  reside  more  tha^  forty  miles  from  the  place  of 
examination,  an  additional  day's  notice  shall  be  given  for  every 
twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and 
examine  the  witness;  and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by 
the  commissary  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness  ex- 
amined before  such  commissary  may  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  9.  The  Board  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their 
decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly 
stating  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges 
respectively,  and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  tiieir  opinion 
should  be  pronounced;  and  a  copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without 
delay  communicated  to  the  accused;  and  the  original  decision,  to- 
gether with  evidence,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall 
pronounce  such  canonical  senterce  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  b«> 
proper,  provided  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence 
recommended  by  the  Board;  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Be- 
fore pronouncing  any  senterce  the  Bishop  shall  summon  tlie  accused 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as 
may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some  Church  to  be  desig- 
nated by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose  be  opened  at  the  time 
to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall  then 
and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop.  Bui  the  Bishop,  if 
he  shall  be  satisfied  that  justice  requires  it,  may  grant  a  new  trial 
to  the  accused,  in  which  case  a  new  Board  of  Presbyters  shall  be 
appointed,  the  proceedings  before  whom  shall  be  conducted  as  b(?- 
fore  mentioned. 

Sec.  10.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon  may 
be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  whose  certificate  of  such  service  shall 
be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  service  by  any  otner  person,  the 
fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  no- 
tice or  paper  delivered  to  a  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  resi- 
dence, shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper- 
provided,  however,  that  the  service,  if  not  personal,  shall  be  a  notice 
of  at  least  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.    The  accused  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
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counsel;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege,  and  not  other- 
wise, those  who  present  shall  have  like  privilege;  which  counsel 
shall  in  all  cases  be  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  12.  The  record  of  all  proceedings  upon  a  presentment  of  a 
Clergyman,  shall  be  preserved  by  the  Standing  Committee;  and  for 
that  purpose  shall,  after  final  decision  be  delivered  to  their  Sec- 
retary. 

CANON   XIX. 

Of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Bishop  may  nominate  for  the  approval  of  the  Convention  a 
person  skilled  in  ecclesiastical  and  civil  law  to  be  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Diocese,  whose  office  shall  be  to  act  as  legal  adviser  and  coun- 
sellor to  the  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  ecclesiastical  courts 
and  ti^e  Convention,  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

CANON   XX. 

Of  Parochial  Limits. 

No  Parish  of  this  Church  shall  be  organized  in  any  town,  city 
or  village  where  one  already  exists,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  and  no  edifice  for 
public  worship  shall  be  erected  by  said  Parish  within  one-half  mile 
of  the  Church  building  already  in  existence. 

CANON    XXI. 

Of  the  Retirement  of  a  Minister  from  the  Active  Duties  of  his  Office, 

Any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  in  good  standing  who  has 
reached  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  and  desires  to  retire  from  the 
active  duties  of  the  Ministry  by  reason  of  disability  shall,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Bishop  be  entitled  upon  his  retirement,  to 
receive  a  pension  of  S500  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  by  the  Treas- 
urer provided  he  has  been  enc^ag-ed  twenty  years  in  the  work  of 
the  Ministry  in  this  Diocese.  The  amount  needed  for  such  pension 
shall  be  added  to  the  Diocesan  Expense  Fund. 
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For  Conductlngr  the  Business  of  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Central  New  York. 


I.     On  the  first  day  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  After  Divine  Service,  the  President  having  taken  the  Chair, 

the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the 
record  the  names  of  these  who  are  present. 

2.  The  Secretary  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the  Parishes  en- 

titled to  representation,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  of  each 
Parish  shall  place  their  certificates  on  the  table. 

3.  The  President  shall  then  appoint  a  Committee,  consisting  of 

two  members  and  the  Secretary,  to  examine  the  certifi- 
cates and  report  thereon. 

4.  Any  irregular  or  defective  certificates  shall  be  reserved  until 

a  quorum  shall  have  appeared. 

5.  The  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  reported  by  tlie  Committee 

on  Credentials  as  duly  appointed  shall  then  be  called,  and 
the  result  noted  in  the  record. 

6.  If  a  quorum  be  found  in  attendance:  viz: — twenty  Clergy- 

men entitled  to  vote  in  the  Convention,  ana  twenty  dele- 
gations from  the  Parishes,  the  President  shall  then  de- 
clare the  Convention  duly  organized  for  business. 

7.  The  Secretary  shall  then  be  elected,  who  may  nominate  an 

Assistant  Secretary  to  be  appointed  by  the  Convention.

THIRD  AND  SUBSEQUENT  DAYS. 

III.  On  the  third  and  any  subsequent  day,  after  Morning  Prayer, 

the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows:

2.  The  disposal  of  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  Convention 

in  the  order  above  prescribed  for  the  Second  Day;  the 
business,  if  any,  however,  which  was  under  consideration 
at  the  time  of  adjournment  of  the  Convention  to  be  first 
disposed  of. 

GENERAL    RULES. 
IV.    Every  member  who  shall  be  present    when    a    question    is 
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stated  from  the  Chair  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused    by    the 
House. 

V.  No  motion  shall  be  put  or  debated  until  it  is  seconded,  and 
when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President  before  the  debate; 
and  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  when  required  by  tne 
President  or  any  member. 

VI.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

VII.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, except  to  lay  it  on  the  table;  to  postpone  it  indefinitely;  lo 
postpone  it  to  a  certain  time;  to  commit  it,  or  amend  it;  and  motions 
for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here 
named.  But  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order  when  no- 
member  is  speaking,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate;  and  if  it 
be  negatived  shall  not  be  renewed  until  some  other  business  has 
intervened. 

VIII.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  de- 
bate; but  any  matter  thus  laid  on  the  table  may  be  called  up  again 
during  the  same  session  on  the  motion  of  any  member  who  voted  in 
the  afl^mative. 

IX.  On  the  question  being  put  by  the  President  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  sound  of  voices,  for  or  against  it;  but  any  member 
may  require  a  count  of  the  votes,  and  tellers  for  that  purpose  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair — or  any  three  votes  may,  previous  to  a 
decision  by  count,  require  the  ayes  and  noes  to  be  taken,  which 
shall  be  done  by  calling  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  and  the 
Churches  represented,  and  the  votes  shall  be  entered  in  the  Journal. 

X.  Any  five  votes  may  require  the  ayes  and  nays  to  be  taken  by 
orders,  and  when  so  taken  they  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

XL  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  tlie  same  ques- 
tion without  leave  of  the  House. 

XII.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  during 
the  same  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
the  Convention;  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being 
made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision;  nor  shall  any 
question  be  reconsidered  more  than  once. 

XIII.  All  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall, 
upon  reading  or  presentation  of  the  same,  become  the  property  of 
the  Convention  without  any  motion  for  acceptance,  and  any  report 
recommending  action  by  the  Convention  shall  be  accompanied  with 
a  Resolution. 

XIV.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  un- 
less otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  House;  in  which  case  they 
shall  be  appointed  by  ballot. 
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XV.  No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  suspended,  changed  or 
rescinded  without  one  day's  previous  notice  of  a  motion  lo  that 
effect,  unless  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  persons  present  en- 
titled to  vote. 

XVI.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  any  session  of  the  Con- 
vention the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected and  approved. 

XVII.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  meet 
at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning;  take  a  recess  from  1  to  3  o  clock  In: 
the  afternoon,  and  from  6  to  7:30  in  the  evening.

Section  30.  The  meeting  for  incorporation. — Notice  of  a  meet- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  an  unincorporated  Protestant 
Episcopal  Parish  or  Congregation,  and  of  electing  the  first  Church- 
wardens and  Vestrymen  thereof,  shall  specify  the  object,  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting,  and  shall  be  made  public  for  at  least  two 
weeks  prior  to  such  meeting,  either  by  open  reading  of  such  notice 
in  time  of  divine  service,  at  the  usual  place  of  worship  of  such 
Parish  or  Congregation,  or  by  posting  the  same  conspicuously  on  the 
outer  door  of  such  place  of  worship. 
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Only  men  of  full  age  who  have  been  regular  attendants  at  the 
worship  of  such  Parish  or  Congregation  and  contributors  to  the  sup- 
port thereof  for  one  year  next  prior  to  such  meeting,  or  since  the 
establishment  of  such  Parish  or  Congregation,  shall  be  qualified  to 
vote  at  such  meeting. 

The  presence  of  at  least  six  persons  qualified  to  vote  thereat 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  such  meeting.  The 
action  of  the  meeting  upon  any  matter  or  question  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  thereon,  a  quorum  being 
present. 

The  officiating  Minister,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  lie  shall  be  ne- 
cessarily absent,  any  other  person  qualified  to  vote  at  the  meeting, 
who  is  called  to  the  Chair,  shall  preside  thereat.  Such  presiding 
officer  shall  receive  the  votes,  be  the  judge  of  the  qualifications  of 
voters  and  declare  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  meeting. 

The  polls  of  the  meeting  shall  remain  open  for  one  hour  or 
longer,  in  the  discretion  of  the  presiding  officer,  or,  if  required,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present. 

The  meeting  shall  decide  whether  such  unincorporated  Parish 
or  Congregation  shall  become  incorporated.  If  such  decision  be  in 
favor  of  incorporation,  such  meeting  shall  decide  upon  the  name  of 
the  proposed  corporation;  what  secular  day  of  the  week,  beginning 
with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  shall  be  the  date  of  the  regular 
annual  election;  whether  the  Vestrymen  thereof  shall  be  three,  six 
or  nine;  and  shall  elect  by  ballot  from  the  persons  qualified  to  be 
voters  thereat,  who  have  been  baptized,  one-third  of  the  number  of 
Vestrymen  so  decided  upon  to  hold  office  until  the  first  annual  elec- 
tion to  be  held  thereafter,  one-third  of  such  number  to  hold  office 
until  one  year  after  such  annual  election,  and  one-third  of  such  num- 
ber to  hold  office  until  two  years  after  such  annual  election;  and 
shall  elect  from  such  qualified  voters  who  are  Communicants  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  two  persons  to  be  Churchwardens 
thereof; one  to  hold  office  until  such  annual  election,  and  one  to  hold 
office  until  one  year  after  such  annual  election. 

Sec.  2.  Section  thirty-one  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  ',)\.  The  Certificate  of  Incorporation. — If  such  meeting  shall 
decid3  in  favor  of  Incorporation  and  comply  with  the  next  preceding 
section,  the  presiding  officer  of  such  meeting  and  at  least  two  other 
persons  present  and  voting  thereat,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge 
a  certificate  of  incorporation  setting  forth : 

1.  The  fact  of  the  calling  and  holding  of  such  meeting; 

2.  The  name  of  the  corporation  as  decided  upon  thereat; 

3.  The  county  and  the  town,  city  or  village  in  which  Its  prin- 
cipal place  of  worship  is,  or  is  intended  to  be  located: 

4.  The  day  of  the  week,  commencing  with  the  first  Sunday  in 
Advent,  upon  which  the  annual  election  shall  be  held; 

5.  The  number  of  Vestrymen  decided  upon  at  such  meeting; 
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6.  The  names  of  the  Vestrymen  elected  at  such  meeting  and 
the  term  of  office  of  each; 

7.  The  names  of  the  Churchwardens  elected  at  such  meeting, 
and  term  of  office  of  each. 

On  filing  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  tne  County, 
80  specified  therein,  the  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  so  elected 
and  their  successors  in  office,  together  with  the  Rector,  when  there 
is  one,  shall  form  a  Vestry  and  shall  be  the  Trustees  of  such  Church 
or  Congregation;  and  they  and  their  successors  shall  thereupon,  by 
virtue  of  this  act  be  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  or  title  expressed 
in  such  certificate,  and  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  adopt 
by-laws  for  its  govern*ance. 

Such  corporation  shall  be  an  Incorporated  Churcn,  and  may  be 
termed  also  an  Incorporated  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  Section  thirty-two  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  32.  Corporate  Trustees;  Vestry;  powers  and  duties  there- 
of.— No  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  of  any  incorporated  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Parish  or  Church,'  shall  be  held  unless  either  all  the 
members  thereof  are  present,  or  three  days*  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given  to  each  member  thereof,  by  the  Rector  in  wrIUng  either  per- 
sonally or  by  mail;  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector  or  he  be  incapable  of 
acting,  by  one  of  the  Churchwardens;  except  that  twenty-four  hours' 
notice  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  after  an  annual 
election,  shall  be  sufficient,  provided  such  meeting  be  held  within 
three  days  after  the  election. 

To  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Vestry  or  Board  of  Trustees  there 
must  be  present  either: 

1.  The  Rector,  at  least  one  of  the  Churchwardens,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Vestrymen,  or 

2.  The  Rector,  both  Churchwardens  and  one  less  than  a  major- 
ity of  the  Vestrymen,  or 

3.  If  the  Rector  be  absent  from  the  Diocese  and  shall  have  been 
so  absent  for  over  four  calendar  months,  or  if  the  meeting  be 
called  by  the  Rector  and  he  be  absent  therefrom,  or  be  incapable  of 
acting,  one  Churchwarden  and  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen,  or  both 
Churchwardens  and  one  less  than  a  majority  of  the  Vestrymen, 

But  if  there  be  a  Rector  of  the  Parish,  no  measure  shall  be 
taken,  in  his  absence,  in  any  case  for  effecting  the  sale  or  disposition 
of  the  real  property  of  the  corporation,  nor  for  the  sale  or  disposition 
of  the  capital  or  principal  of  the  personal  property  of  the  corpora- 
tion, nor  shall  any  act  be  done  which  shall  impair  the  rights  of  such 
Rector. 

The  presiding  officer  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  shall  be  the  Rec- 
tor, or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  the  Churchwarden  who 
shall  be  called  to  the  chair  by  a  majority  of  the  votes,  if  both  the 

•So  in  the  original. 
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Churchwardens  be  present;  or  the  Churchwarden  pre»ent  if  but  one 
be  present. 

At  each  meeting  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  each  member  thereof 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

The  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
office  of  a  Churchwarden  or  Vestryman  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term,  until  the  next  annual  election 
at  which,  if  such  vacancy  would  continue  thereafter,  it  shall  be  filled 
for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

The  Vestry  may,  subject  to  the  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the 
Parish  or  Church  is  situated,  by  a  majority  vote,  elect  a  Rector  to  nil 
a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Rectorship  of  the  Parish,  and  may  fix  the 
salary  or  compensation  of  the  Rector. 

Sec.  4.  Section  thirty-three  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  33.  Annual  Elections  of  Incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Parishes. — The  annual  election  of  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Parish, 
hereafter  incorporated,  shall  be  held  on  the  secular  day  in  the  week 
commencing  with  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  designated  in  its  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation.  The  annual  election  of  an  incorporated 
Protestant  Episcopal  Parish  or  Church  hertofore  incorporated  shall 
be  held  on  the  day  fixed  for  such  annual  election,  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  law,  or  if  no  such  date  be  so  fixed,  then  on  the  Monday  next  after 
the  first  Sunday  in  Advent. 

Notice  of  such  annual  election  shall  be  read  by  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  by  the  officiating  Minis- 
ter or  by  a  Churchwarden  thereof,  on  each  of  the  two  Sundays  next 
preceding  such  election,  in  the  time  of  divine  service,  or  if,  for  any 
reason,  the  usual  place  of  wor^ip  of  the  Parish  be  not  open  for 
divine  service,  the  notice  shall  be  posted  conspicuously  on  the  outer 
door  of  the  place  of  worship  for  two  weeks  next  preceding  the 
election. 

Such  notice  shall  specify  the  place,  day  and  hour  of  holding  the 
election,  the  name  and  term  of  office  of  each  Churchwarden  and 
Vestryman  whose  term  of  office  shall  then  expire,  or  whose  office 
shall  then  be  vacant  for  any  cause,  and  the  office  for  which  each 
such  officer  is  to  be  then  elected. 

The  presiding  officer  of  such  meeting  shall  be  the  Rector  there- 
of, if  there  be  one,  or  if  there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  one  of  the 
Churchwardens  elected  for  the  purpose  by  a  majority  of  the  duly 
qualified  voters  present,  or  if  no  Churchwarden  be  present,  a  Ves- 
tryman elected  in  like  manner  Such  presiding  officer  shall  be  the 
Judge  of  the  qualifications  of  the  voters;  shall  receive  the  votes  cast; 
and  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election.  The 
presiding  officer  of  such  meeting  shall  enter  the  proceedings  of  the 
meeting  in  the  book  of  the  minutes  of  the  vestry,  sign  his  name 
thereto,  and  offer  the  same  to  as  many  qualified  voters  present  as  he 
shall  think  fit,  to  be  also  signed  by  them. 

Only  men  of  full  age  belonging  to  the  Parish,  who  have  been 
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regular  attendants  at  its  worship  and  contributors  to  iis  support  for 
at  least  twelve  months  prior  to  such  election,  or  since  the  establish- 
ment of  such  Parish,  shall  be  qualified  voters  at  any  such  election. 
The  action  of  the  meeting  upon  any  matter  or  question  shall  be  de> 
cided  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  thereon.  The 
polls  of  the  election  shall  continue  open  for  one  hour,  and  longer,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  presiding  officer,  or,  if  required,  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  present  and  voting. 

The  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
from  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election,  and  no  person  shall 
be  eligible  for  election  as  Churchwarden  unless  he  be  also  a  com- 
municant in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  nor  be  eligible  for 
election  as  Vestryman  unless  he  shall  have  been  baptized. 

At  each  annual  election  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Parish  hereafter  incorporated,  one  Churchwarden  shall  be  elected  to 
hold  office  for  two  years;  and  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  the 
Vestrymen  of  the  Parish  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  three 
years.  At  each  annual  election  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Parish  or  Church  heretofore  incorporated,  two  Churcnwardens 
and  the  total  number  of  its  Vestrymen  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office 
for  one  year  thereafter,  unless  the  terms  of  office  of  but  one  Churcn- 
warden  or  of  but  one-third  of  its  Vestrymen  shall  then  expire,  m 
which  case  one  Churchwarden  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  two 
years,  and  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  its  Vestrymen  shall  be 
elected  to  hold  office  for  three  years.  Each  Churchwarden  and  Ves- 
trymen shall  hold  office  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  until  his 
successor  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  5.  Section  thirty-four  of  said  article  is  heresy  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  34.  Changing  the  number  of  Vestrymen  of  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Parishes  hereafter  incorporated. — If  the  Vestry  of  a  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Parish,  hereafter  incorporated,  shall,  by  resolution, 
recommend  that  the  number  of  Vestrymen  of  such  Parish  be 
changed  to  either  three,  six  or  nine  Vestrymen,  notice  of  such  rec- 
ommendation shall  be  included  in  the  notice  of  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  such  Parish  and  be  submitted  to  the  meeting.  Tf  such 
recommendation  be  ratified  by  such  meeting,  the  presiding  officer 
thereof,  and  at  least  two  qualified  voters  present  thereat,  shall  exe- 
cute and  acknowledge  a  certificate  setting  forth  such  resolution  ot 
the  Vestry,  the  fact  that  notice  thereof  had  been  given  with  the  no- 
tice of  such  annual  election;  that  the  meeting  had  ratified  the  same: 
and  the  number  of  Vestrymen  so  decided  on.  Such  certificate  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  in  which  the  original 
certificate  of  incorporation  is  filed  and  recorded,  and  such  change  in 
the  number  of  Vestrymen  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  of  the  next 
annual  election  thereafter. 

If  the  number  of  Vestrymen  be  thereby  increased,  then,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  number  of  Vestrymen  to  be  elected  at  such  annual  elec- 
tion ono-third  of  such  increased  number  of  Vestrymen  shall  be  elect- 
ed to  hold  office  for  one  year  thereafter,  one-third  of  such  increased 
number  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  two  years  thereafter,  and 
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one-third  of  such  increased  number  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for 
three  years  thereafter. 

If  the  number  of  Vestrymen  by  such  change  be  reduced,  such 
reduction  shall  not  effect  the  term  of  office  of  any  Vestryman  duly 
elected  ,aud  at  such  next  annual  election,  and  at  each  annual  elec- 
tion thereafter,  one-third  of  such  reduced  number  of  Vestrymen 
shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  three  years. 

Sec.  6.  Section  thirty-five  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  35.  Changing  date  of  annual  election,  number  and  terms  of 
office  of  Vestrymen  and  terms  of  office  of  Churchwardens  in  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  Churches  heretofore  incorporated. — If  the  Vestry 
of  a  Protestant  Episcopal  Parish,  heretofore  Incorporated,  shall,  by 
resolution,  recommend  that  the  date  of  the  Annual  Election  be 
changed  to  a  secular  day  In  the  week,  beginning  with  the  first  Sun- 
day In  Advent,  or  that  the  number  of  Vestrymen  be  changed  to 
three,  six  or  nine,  and  that  the  terms  of  office  of  the  Churchwardens 
be  changed  so  that  one  warden  shall  be  elected  annually,  notice  of 
such  recommendation  or  recommendations  shall  be  Included  In  the 
notice  of  the  next  Annual  Election  of  such  Parish  ana  be  submitted 
to  such  meeting.  If  such  recommendation  or  recommendations  be 
ratified  at  such  meeting,  the  presiding  officer  thereof  and  at  least 
two  qualified  voters  present  thereat,  shall  execute  and  acknowledge 
a  certificate  setting  forth  such  resolution  of  the  vestry;  the  fact  that 
notice  tnereof  had  been  given  with  the  notice  of  the  annual  election; 
that  such  meeting  had  ratified  the  same;  the  date  determined  upon 
for  the  annual  election  of  the  Parish;  the  number  of  Vestrymen  so 
decided  on,  and  the  fact  that  the  meeting  determined  to  thereafter 
elect  Churchwardens  so  that  the  term  of  one  Warden  shall  expire 
annually. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  in  which  the  original  certificate  of  Incorporation  Is  filed  and 
recorded.  If  the  meeting  determined  to  change  the  Gate  of  the  an- 
nual election,  the  next  annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  day  in 
the  week  beginning,  with  the  first  Sunday  In  Advent,  determined  on 
by  such  meeting,  and  the  terms  of  the  Vestrymen  and  Church- 
wardens which,  pursuant  to  law,  would  expire  at  the  next  annual 
election,  shall  expire,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  on  such 
day. 

If  the  meeting  determine  to  change  the  number  of  Vestrymen 
and  manner  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  there  shall  be 
elected  at  the  first  annual  election  thereafter,  one-third  of  tne  num- 
ber of  Vestrymen  so  determined  on,  to  hold  office  for  three  years, 
one-third  thereof  to  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  one-third  thereof 
to  hold  office  for  one  year;  and  one  Churchwarden  to  hold  office  for 
one  year,  and  one  to  hold  for  two  years;  and  thereafter  at  the  an- 
nual election  there  shall  be  elected  one-third  of  the  number  of  Ves- 
trymen determined  on  at  such  meeting  and  one  Churchwarden. 

Sec.  7.  Section  thirty-six  of  said  article  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  36.     Changing  the  qualification  of  voters  and  the  qualifica- 
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tions  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. — If  the  Vestry  of  a  Protestant 
Episcopal  Parish  heretofore  incorporated  shall,  by  resolution,  recom- 
mend that  the  qualifications  of  voters  and  the  qualifications  of 
Wardens  and  Vestrymien  De  changed  to  conform  in  botn  cases  to  the 
requirement  of  sections  thirty-three  of  this  statute,  notice  of  such 
recommendation  or  recommendations  shall  be  included  in  the  notice 
of  the  next  annual  election  of  such  Parish,  and  be  submitted  to  the 
meeting.  If  such  recommendation  or  recommendations  be  ratified 
by  such  meeting  the  presiding  ofilcer  thereof  and  at  least  two 
qualified  voters  present  thereat  shall  execute  and  acknowieage  a  cer- 
tificate setting  forth  such  resolution  of  the  Vestry,  the  fact  that 
notice  thereof  had  been  given  with  the  notice  of  such  annual  elec- 
tion, and  that  the  meeting  had  ratified  the  same. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  ofllce  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  in  which  the  original  certificate  of  incorporation  is  filed  and 
recorded. 

Sec.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


(2.)     An    Act  to  Amend  the  Relijious  Corporations  Law. 
Became  a  Law  April  19»  1900. 

Section  1.  Section  eleven  of  Article  one  of  Chapter  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  nlnty- 
five,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  religious  corporations,  consti- 
tuting chapter  forty-two  of  the  general  laws."  and  known  as  the 
religious  corporations  law,  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred 
and  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  11.  Sale,  mortgage  and  lease  of  real  property  of  religious 
corporaiioES. — A  religious  corporation  shall  not  sell  or  mortgage  any 
of  its  real  property  without  applying  for  and  obtaining  leave  of  the 
court  therefor  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure. The  Trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  shall  not  vote  upon  any  resolution  or  proposition  for  the  sale 
mortgage  or  lease  of  its  real  property  unless  the  Rector  of  sucn 
Church,  if  it  then  has  a  Rector,  shall  be  present,  and  shall  not  make 
application  to  the  court  for  leave  to  sell  or  mortgage  any  of  its  real 
property  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  to  which  such  Church  belongs;  but  in  case  the  See  be 
vacant,  or  the  Bishop  be  absent  or  unable  to  act,  the  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  with  their  certificate  of  the  vacancy  of  the  See 
or  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Bishop  shall  suffice.  •  • 
The  petition  of  the  Trustees  of  an  incorporated  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  •  •  •  shall,  in  addition  to  the  matters  required  by  the 
code  of  civil  procedure  to  be  set  forth  therein,  set  forth  that  this 
section  has  also  been  complied  with.  But  lots,  plots  or  burial  per- 
mits in  a  cemetery  owned  by  a  religious  corporation  may  be  sold 
without  applying  for  or  obtaining  leave  of  the  court.  No  cemetery 
lands  of  a  religious  corporation  shall  be  mortgaged  waile  used  for 
cemetery  purposes. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

thereof  which  had  been  publicly  read  in  the  time  of  morning  serv- 
ice, on  two  Sundays  next  previous  to  such  meeting,  by  *  [the  Rector] 
at  the  usual  place  of  worship  o*.  such  Parish  or  Congregation,  and 
which  was  also  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  outer  door  near 
the  main  entrance  to  such  place  of  worship.

(1,)     An  Act   for  the   Incorporation    of    Societies    to   Establish   Free 
Churches.     Passed  April  30,  1854. 

The   People    of  the    State  of   New    York,    represented  in   Senate  and 
AHsembly  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  seven  or  more  persons  of  full  age,  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  majority  of  tliem  being  residents  of  this 
State,  who  shall  associate  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  founding 
and  continuing  one  or  more  Free  Churches,  may  make,  sign  and 
acknowledge,  before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledg- 
ment of  deeds  of  l,and  to  be  recorded  in  this  State  and  may  ftle  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  cf  State,  and  also  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  in  which  any  such  Church  is  to  be  established,  a  certificate 
in  writing,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  name  or  title  Dy  which  such 
society  shall  be  known  in  the  law,  the  purpose  of  its  organization, 
and  the  names  of  seven  trustees  of  whom  not  less  than  five  shall 
be  persons  who  are  not  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  or  priests  or  any  de- 
nomination, to  manage  the  same;  but  such  certificate  shall  not  be 
filed  unless  with  the  written  consent  and  approbation  of  a  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  district  in  which  any  such  Church  shall  be 
intended  to  be  established,  or  in  the  city  of  New  York,  of  a  Judge  of 
the  Superior  Court  of  the  said  city,  to  be  indorsed  on  sucli  certifi- 
cate. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate,  the  persons  r.amed 
therein  as  trustees  and  their  successors,  being  citizecs  of  the  United 
States  and  residents  of  this  State,  shall  be  a  body  pontic  and  cor- 
porate, with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  duties,  and  subject  lo  all 
the  restrictions  and  obligations  and  other  provisions,  so  far  as  the 
same  may  be  applicable  and  consistent  with  this  act  specified  and 
contained  in  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Be- 
nevolent, Charitable,  Scientific  and  Missionary  Societies."  passed 
April  12,  1848,  and  the  act  amending  the  same  passeiT  April  7,  1849, 
except  that  the  limitation  in  the  first  of  the  said  acts  of  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  that  may  be  held  by  any  society  in  the  city  or  county 
of  New  York,  incorporated  under  this  act,  shall  not  be  applicable  to 
any  Church  edifice  erected  or  owned  by  such  society,  or  the  lot  of 
ground  on  which  the  same  may  be  built,  and  except  that  the  provis- 
ion in  the  first  of  ihe  said  acts,  in  relation  to  the  personal  liability 
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of  the  trustees,  shall  be  applicable  only  to  the  trustees  who  shall 
have  assented  to  the  creation  of  any  debt. 

Sec.  3.  Any  vacancies  occuring  In  the  said  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  remaining  trustees  at  any  legal  meeting  of 
the  members;  but  there  shall  always  be  at  least  Ave  members  of 
the  Board  who  are  not  ministers  of  the  Gospel  or  priests  of  any  de 
nomination. 

Sec.  4.  The  seats  or  pews  in  every  Church  building  or  edifice 
owred  or  occupied  by  any  corporation  organized  under  this  Act  shall 
be  forever  free  for  the  occupation  and  use  during  public  worship,  of 
all  persons  choosing  to  occupy  the  same,  and  conducting  themselves 
with  propriety;  and  no  rent,  charge  or  exaction  shall  ever  be  made 
or  demanded  for  such  occuoation  or  use;  nor  shall  any  real  estate 
belorgirg  to  such  corporation  be  sold  or  mortgaged  by  the  trust- 
ees thereof,  unless  by  the  direction  of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  be 
given  in  the  same  marrer,  and  in  the  like  cades,  as  provided  by  law 
in  relation  to  religious  corporations. 

Sec.  5.     This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.
